PREFACE.

YOull, ^SEklAy-j Uame the CmioBcf of fome Mcrt^ 
vrho quit chcir mtive Soil^ this eatthly Paradife, Co 
happy in its. Protiudtifms, and (o particularly influ-. 
cnc'd from Heaven, that Nature feems to have fram'd it for 
an Epitome of the llniverfe. You'll not eaHly tnugine what 
(hould draw them from enjoying the Eafe and entire Privi- 
ledges of frecborn Subje^s, to expofe their Lives to fb ma* 
ny Hazards^ and their Bodies to all the Inclemencies of dif- 
ferent Climates. Intra has terran caelum mermt Hercules : 
The Induflrious have found enough at Home to render their 
Lives eaiy, their Perlbns venerable, and Names immortal. 
What Motive therefore fliould induce them to ramble ? Why, 
ril tell you, 

JJbertas (Jtut ferg tamen frojfexit inertem ^ 

Tis an inlatiable Dcfire of Liberty, of giving their Thoughts 
a larger Field to expatiate in, and an occaiion of a^ually 
viewing and contemplating fuch things in the Original, as 
they had ofeen admired in the bare Copy. Rcafon, like an 
indiulgent Parent, advifes, that Men and Manners muft be 
(ludied as well as Books, and that a mixture of Experience 
highly improves what « acquired by cultivating the Intelled 
according to the known Rules of the Schools. Experience 
is a Stm^re, to which each fucceeding Age makes fome 
addition, and can admit of no Period but (uch as (hall be 
common to it and the whole World. The Age we live in 
has blcis*d us with a great variety of new Difcoveries, tend' 
ing to the improvement and perfe<5fcion of Arts and Sciences $ 
and, indeed, the Learned are ftill emuloufly contending who 
(hall bring moft to the common Treafury. Hence 'tis that 
the Learning of the Antients is become almoin ( if not quite ) 
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ufdcfs : For they, confining their Curiofity to the narrow 
limits of the School's Authority, check'd their haughty 
Thoughts with a l^e plus ultra, and content with what the 
Infant- World call'd Erudition^ cndeavourM to obftruiSfc what 
further progrcfe. might be made, and that mccrly by the 
Magick of their ill'grounded. Axiom, .Nt/ ^f(?0iii quod non 
diSiumprius. What tan be mose agreeable to the very Ge* 
niuA of human Nature than the fatisTadiory Pleafure we draw 
from the bare Contemplation of the ftupendious Works of 
the Divine Wifdom, whilft we employ a profitable as well as 
pleaHng Curiofity about the Caufes and Effeds of Co many 
Phdenomena of Nature, and from thence draw ntional Con<> 
jecSturcs of things beyond the reach of vulgar Capacities. But 
Knowledge and Experience are not heredkaiy, sor purchas'd 
without toil. They are ims CAfirenJ^^ and muft be won 
in open Field. To this end Nature hiat been fb wonderfully 
folicitous of our Good, that (he has placed us ia this World 
as on a Theatre, notco be Spectators only, but to a A our 
PaitstothebcflAdvantagf both to our ^Ivcs and the Pub- 
. lick* But alas ! thefc glorious Ends are not to be attained 
withjn the folitude of an obfcure Hermitage, or the Con^ 
finement of our own-Country ; imperttum enim e^ arumal ho^ 
mo (fays the Moral Seneca) fy fine magna experientia rerum^ 
ft circumfcribatur natalU foHfia fine. We muft with AUzan- 
der covet new Worlds^ and with the Spartans fix the Bounds 
' of our Empire as far as we can pitch our Spears. Such as 
would improve themfelves in the Study of Nature, and gaki 
Experience, muft imitate thofe Rivulets, which, from fmall 
Fountains, by uniting their Forces with fiich auxiliary Streams 
as occur in their Journey, become ^eat Rivers, and at length 
terminate in a vaft and boundlefs Ocean. To deal plainly, 
I take Travelling to conduce much more towards what we ' 
call Ewd Education^ than all the other Helps we could pofli- 
bly find at Home. 

There's hardly any Nation from which, by carefully ob- 
ferving their Laws and Cuftoms, their Methods of Civil Go* 
yernment, and the wife Man;^ement of their Minifters, a 
prudent Man may not reap fbme Benefit. By feeing their 
different Manners and Humours, he may learn to form his 
own. In reality, Mens natural Capacities are in themfelves 
indifferent, for the moft pan, to receive virtuous or vitious, 
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noble or ignoble Imprefnons j ex todem Ebore Numiwim ora 
S^eSMtuTy ^ menfarum pedes. And therefore good Exam- 
ple will be of wonderful Ufe, and make way for good Im- 
preffions, fincc People rarely mifcarry upon fuch Precedents. 
Moreover, by being remov'd from the Company of their 
Relations and intimate Friends, they may depofe their home- 
bred churlilh Temper, and acquire a better Behaviour to 
perfed their Converfation. I do not pretend, that, by this 
means, they may arrive to the higheft pitch of tha.c imaginary 
Virtue, which is only found in the Brains and Books of the 
more rigid Moralifts : No, my meaning is, that they may 
hence improve their Abilities, acquire a more becoming Oe^ 
portmenr, and keep within-the bounds of Good Manners. 
'Tis pity that t4iey are no more carefiilly iniinuaced into the 
Prance of our Youth, the EngU/h Genua beii^ naturally as 
tra<5table, and as capable of arriving to the highcft Perfe<siion 
in the mbft difficult Eoterprifcs, as that of any other NatioiL 
Tis a, Shame to fee fo many of our Gentry to very defective 
in this point, who, fway d by their own natural Inclinations^ 
are prone to embark themfelves in vicious Employments. 
They fpend their Lives in Intemperance, (acrifice their Eftates 
to their brutifh Debauches, and propagate little to their un- 
fortunate Off-Spring but the fad Refult of their Eficutifm. 
This is, in a great meafure, occafion'd by want of Education, 
which might tame their exorbitant Paffions, regulate their 
Will, and qualify them for honourable Stations, in which 
they might piomoce the Publick, as well as their own pri-* 
vate Intereft. 

The knowledge of Foieign Languages will likewiie be no 
fmall Advantage to an induflrious and curious Perfqn, by 
means whereof he will have the benefit of their Books and 
Libraries, and, by converfit^ with the Learned, very much 
improve his Talent. Nav, by converfing with the moft il- 
literate Peafants, and others, of mean Capacities, he may 
chance to difcover Jewels of value hid under that RubbiOi, 
which may prove to be of lingular ufe, if well manag^d^ 
Vulgar Experiments are not to be flighted ; but we mufl 
herein follow the Example of the Anticnts, who gave no lefs 
Honour to a God of Wood or Stone, than if it had been of 
beaten Gold, and enrichM with the greatefl Treafures of the 
Orient. 
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The Societies of Virtuoji, which have been cftablifli'd in 
clivers pares of Europe^ whoie conftanc and indefatigable En* 
deavours have been fo beneficial to the Publick, will not a 
little conduce to the Advantage of a Traveller, their Tranp- 
aSions, Journals^ and Efhimerides^ being a Collection of tne 
mod ufeful Obfervations and choice Remarks of the Learned. 
They have their Meetings ufually once a Month, and, tho* 
they feem to have pafs'd their firft Heats, they have now and 
then (bmething worth Obfervation. 

In France^ young Gentlemen ufually Icam Dancing, Fen- 
cing, Riding, and Mathematicks, where they find expert 
Mafters at ealy Rates. In Italyy their Mufick, Archite^re, 
Sculpture, and Painting, are in great efleem; and, indeed, 
it has always produced Men of more than ordinary Skill, 
whofe Names and Works will be tranimittcd to Poftcrity as 
durable Monuments of their noble Performances. It can 
Efithets boaft of the divine Raphael^^ the incomparable Michael An- 

^tht ita^' 5^^^ ^^^ ""^^^ excellent Carache^ the rurious Tintoret^ the 
ans, from great Titian^ and the moft noble Paulo Veroneft^ with other 
^^"^fp'^t- %^^^^ Maftcrs of the noble Art of Painting, whofe curious 
Ing! Works are eftecm'd the grcatcft Ornaments or their Churches 

and Princes Palaces. 

You have here a true and impartial Account of what I ob- 
ferv'd moft remarkable in my Travels. I ihight make an 
Apology for the Stile ^ but, in reality, I only endeavour'd to 
render it Intelligible, fmce artificial Difguifes fuit not with 
the naked Truth. If it may be any way ufeful, I (hall not

This Miffioner, 
having made a great number of Profelites in the City,, difcovcr-d his 
Defign^of rendering himfelf Matter thereof, to about Five or Six 
Huodredof his Followers^ who were to engage their Frifcnds and 
Confidents^ and repair tothe Greit Ptdce^^i the ringing of the bell 
at the Town Houfe. The Day being conle, the Coilfpitators canie 
thither arm d». to the number of 6000, with their Colours flving 
and Drums beating.

During our ftay atL^den^ I chaiicM, to . coriverfe oTtiph . w^^ a 
Gi?rw4» Student; who eat all Torts of Spicjets, and fbijight after them 
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where ever he came, whether out of mcer Curiofity, or to fliew, 
the Error of the Vulgar, who cry them, up for Poyfon, I know not; 
This Obfervation, with feme others I have made of the fame na* 
ture, almofl: confines me in the Opinion^ That no parts of Animals 
ure poyfonous when taken inwardly, nor otherwife, unlefs the 
Venome be immediately mixt with the mafs of Blood by biting or 
the like. 

John BMckhUdy othferwife call'd "John o^Lejden^ the famous Ana- 


baixift, was Native of this City, and a Taylor by Trade ; who 
having perverted a great number of People, and ftirM up divers 
Seditkms in fVeflpbalsSy and other Pans of the Lower-Germdm^ by 
the Affiftance of KfiipptrdoUngy made himfelf Kine of Manner ^ in 
the Year 15^4; having driven oflF theBifbop, and taken the Go- 
vernment into bis own Hands. In the Solemnity of his Coronati- 
on, he rode thro' the Streets of Munfter with his Crown on hii 
Head, and a Sword and Bible carried before him ; the one to com^ 
pel, and the other to blind the People, glofling over the Revolt with 
a pretext of Zeai and Gofpel-Liberty. All fuch as fell not on their 
Knees as he pafs'd, were mafTacred on the place ; nay, the preten- 
ded Prophet kiird a poor Woman with his owft hands, for con- 
temning his ufurpM Authority. His (hort Reign was a bloody and 
barbarous one ; the Nfagiftrates and Clergy were all butchered ; 
Churches demolifh'd ; and the whole Governnfient turnM topfy- 
turvy. To draw the People more efFcftually, he usM all the moft 
p6werful and pleafing Baits of Lib^rtanifm, authorizing and recom- 
mending Potiganty^ by taking fifteen Wives himfelf. The Bifhop 
being thus forcibly krait from his own jud Rights by his rebellious 
SubjeEb, had recourte to the Eleflor of Cologne^ and Duke of 
C/eves; and having obtainVl Succours, befieg'd the City: Upoh 
which, divers of the Fa£lion were employed, by the Impaftor, to 
aflaffinate him ; but fruftrated m their Defigns. The Befieg'd 
made a very d>iiinate Defencfe, even when they were reduced by 
Famine to incredible Streights ; for having eaten up all the Horfes, 
Dogs, Cats, and other living Creatures they could find within the 
Walls ; ibme killM and eat their own Children, and others pulPd 
off the Parchment and Leather from Books to ferve them inftead of 
Food ; ftill expeding fome ftrange Deliverance, which their Sedu- 
cer flatterVl them withal. However, after 1 5 Months Siege, they 
were forced' to Surrender at Difcretion; and all above the Age of 
Twelve Years, were put to the Sword. Their new King, aft*, 
having his Flefli pinchM and torn with hot Irons, was hang d \^ith 
his prmcipal Complices, and their Bodies hung up in Iron-Cages 
on S. Lamtert^s Tower, for a Terror to all ambitious srnd turbulent 
Spirits, who feduce the eafy Multitude to gratify their own Pride 
and Avarice. 

The Citizens of LeyJen keep ah Anniverfary on the third ofOlfo^ 
ier^ incommemoration of a ftrange Deliverance in the Year 1574. 
The City bdng befiegM by General VAldefiy who commanded the 
Sfdnip^ Army, the People were, after a loihg and vigorous Defence, 
compelld by Famine to feed on Horfe^Flefli for fome time ; but 
dbat fiuline, they came running by multitudes to the Houfe of Adru 
MndeVerf a noted Burgomafter, with k>ud cries, foliciting him t6 
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Surrender the Town, and keep them from perilhing. This Magi- 
ftratc, with a more than ordinary Courage, incited theni toPerfc- 
verance, defiring them to kill him firft, and part his Body amongft 
them, and afterwards to do the fame amongft themfclves by Lots, 
rather than ftand to the Mercy of the SpmUrds. This great Ex- 
ample of a generous Refolution, gave new Life to the affli^led Ci* 
tizens ; and not long after a part of the Town- Wall chancing to 
fall into the Ditch of Water in a dark Night, the Spaniards^ partly 
affrighted by the Noifc* and partly by an univerCal Shout which 
the BeOeg'd gave thereupon, ran off in diforder, imagining the 
Town had been relic v'd by the Prince of Orange. Divers curions 
Perfons of the City ftill prefervc a kind of Paper Coin, which pa&'d 
for Money during the Siege, with this Mm0 on it, H^c libertstis 
ergo^ fugno fro pa$ria j All this we fuffcr for our Liberty, wc fight 
for ourCountrey. 

The moft eminent amongft the Profeffors of the Univo-fitjr were 
Carolus DriHingcurtius^ heretofore Phyfician to the prefcnt King of 
France ; and Vm Schooten^ the Mathematician. 

luguc. From Leyden we rode out three Leagues to the Hague ^ call'd in 
Latin, Hi^a Comitum ; the greateft and moft noble Village in the 
whole World. The Inhabitants would never permit it to be 
Waird, efteemipg it more honourable to live in the faired:^ grcateft 
and moft magnificent Village in the Univerfe, than to have it a 
City inferiour to any^ It's faid to contain about 5000 lioufes, 
great part of which are tall and ftately Piles^ of Buildic^, efpeciaily 
thofe which ftand near the Palace. Moft of the Streets have their 
refpe£live Channels, borderM on both fides with rows of Trees, on 
which all forts of Merchandife and neceflary Provifionsare brought 
in Boats, even to the very Doors of the Intjabitants^ as they are in 
almoft all the Cities of thefe Provinces. - The Caftle 9r Royal Pa- 
lace where the States aflemble, is encompafs'd with a iar^e Ditch ; 
but the Architecture is antient, and not confiderable. In it we faw 
a very good Library, and the great Hall fiUM with Shops of Arti- 
zans', and hung round with Armour, Trumpets^ and Standards^ 
taken from the Spaniards in the Lotv-Cwntrqi Wars. The adjeyn*^ 
ing Park or Woqd is full of pleafant Walks, wild Beafts, and 
Fowl ; where likewife we faw fome pieces of Antiquity, an4 fe- 
veral Statues of antient Roman Emperors. 

c/ttmck: I had almoft forgot the Village of Catwick by the Sea fide, near 
Leyden^ and famous for the A^x Britannica^ built by the Emperour 
Caligula, who feigning himfelf pafiing into Brittain^ drew Up Ms 
Army in Battle-array on the ShorCi from whence his Troops daring* 
ly advancM as far as the Sea would permit them, menacing the E« 
lements of Air and Water with their naked Swords, (nd at lengthy 
each Soldier gathering up his |iandful of Cockle-fhells, they returned 
to the place of their firft Randefvouz ; erecting there the aforelaid 
Tower in Memory of the Action, and adorning it with the Tn> 
phies they had fo valouroufly taken from, the formidable Ocean In 
their fantaftick Expedition. 

LaufJun: We walk'd out froni the Hn^ue to I^aufdun ; where MMfgaret 
Countefs of Hfnmnberg. Wife of ^luartu4 FloreniiuSy Count of itoL 
iMdzjoAXgdand^ liesouriied^ who brought forth aa many Chil« 
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drcn at one Birth as there ar? Days in the Year* In the Church we • 

faw two Brafs Bafons in which they arc faid to have been Baptiz'd, 
and a long Latin Infcription containing the Hiftory^ with the fol- 
lowing Diftich :

It feems that thisCountefs feeing a poor Woingn carry two Twins 
in her arms, treated her with moft opprobrious'Language 5 telling 
her, 'Twas impofliblo to conceive two Children at once by one 
Man, and that confequently (he muft be a common. Strumpet. The 
Woman being concerned at this (harp and unjuft Reprehenfion, 
wifh'd, That God would fhew her Innocence, by fending the 
Countcfs as many Children at a Birth as there were Days in the 
Year : Which accordingly happen'd, in the Year of our Lord 1276. 
They were BaptizM by Guida Suf&agan of Vtrecht ; all the Sons 
calPd John^ and the Daughters EJizabeih ; who together with their 
Mother died on the fame Day, and were all buried in one Grave. 
. From the Hague to Delpj we had a little above a League, which ^^ift. 
we went by Boat. This is a large and handfome City, taking its 
Nam^ from the great Channel, which communicates with the Ri- 
ver Meufe. The Town-Houfe is a very (lately Pile of Building, 
on the Frontifpiece of which, we read this Diftich :

In the Old Church, we faw the Monument of Admiral Fdtt Trump, 
with the following Infcription :

Id the New Churchy dedicated to S^ HiffolituSj is a (lately Mo^ 
numcnt erefted, tathe Memory of fVUUsm oiNaffmv Prince of 0* 
tdme^ who was afTaffinated here in the Year 1 584 ; and whom the 
' HoUdniers honour as their Deliverer from the Yoke of Sfsmjb Ty- 
ranny. He's reprefented lying and fitting in Armour, aocompani-^ 
ed by the Chriftian and Moral Vertues, reprefented likewife by their 
Statues. The Infcription is inthefe words :

The Trade of Beer and Earthen Ware have enrichM this Cit jr. 

It was burnt to Ground in the Year 15^6, and during the Fire, 

a Storky that would not &ve her Young, was obferv'd to throw her 

felf into the Flames and perifh with them : A notable Example of 

maternal AfFeflion, even in irratiooal.Creatures, and the HoBdnders 

will have it to have been ominous, pre&ging the change of State 

and Religion, which followed foon after. 

^ftterddm. From hence we went by Water to Rotterddm^thxc Leagues diftant, 

which fome will have to take its Name from Ruther Kingof France, 

who is faid to have built it ia the 89th Year after the Birth of our 
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Saviour ; and others, from the Channel Rotter^ on which it (lands. 
It's eftecmM one of the next Cities to Amfitrdam for bignefs and ele- 
gancy of Building, being withal populous and well traded. It's no 
lefs confiderable for its Strength, being well walVd, andencompafs'd 
with large and deep Ditches of Water. The Harbour is efteemM 
the bed in HoUani^ for great Ships come up into the middle of the 
Town, and difcharge their Goods at the Merchants Doors. The 
commodioufnefs of the Harbour and facility of entring at all time^, 
is the reafon that divers Merchant«S(iips ot AmftenUm unload their 
Commodities here, conveying them hedcd by great Boats thro' the 
artificial Channeb of the Countrey, which proves extreamly benefi- 
cial to the RonerJUmtrs. 

Near the great Church, they fhew'd us the Houfe where Erafmm 
was born ; over the Door of which, we read the three following Di- 
ftichs, two in La^in zn^on^inSfamfb.

He has likewife a Statue of ^tohju ereded to his Memory, on one of 
the principal Bridges of the City. 

We proceeded by Boat to L>p/t, three Leagues further, a great, Don. 
populous, and rich City, taking its Name from the River De^rr. The 
Houfes are tall and well built \ and tho' all the Cities of this Province 
are remarkable for the deanlinefs of their Streets, yet none can com- 
parer with Don. The City is encompafs'd by the Rivers, Rhem.Meufe:, 
Mer^vBy aodZiiB^, in form of anifland; which commodious Sitoa- 
tioq.has drif.wo a great ^rade, and made it the Staple of Rhenifh 
Wiae, Corh, and other Commodities, that come down out of Ger^ 
ma^, and other Farts. The Frivtfedgie&of the Place oblige all Mer- 
chaats to laodaheir Goods here, pay the Cuftoms, and tranfport them 
hence in Boats of the ToWn« * They dill (hew the Chamber where 
the SjmA was .held in the Year* i6ii^ «to terminate the Difputes be- 
tween thc.Cd'vimfts zhd.jhmiiuifis^icbncecnmQ'Predefihjuhf^ and 
Free-mil. »- ;»/ . •• t: 

We chanc'd to fee here, ^ mortftrousMaib Child with two Heads 
and Necks, feperate one from another ; all die other parts of the Bo- 
dy from the Shoulders downward were well fhap^d, and had nothing 
but what was ufual ; it was dead^^born, arid prefer vd in reclifi'd 
Spirit of Wine. . /. » r . 

f The whole Territory belonging to .this City, was dncywn^d by an 
Inundation of Water in the Year 1 421 ; . in which 7ft Vilkges were 
overw:helcn d> and locooo Souls mifenbly pecifbM : biit it'^ a^i ordi- 
nary ^ing to k>^ and gain Ground in Ho^and. This fatal Inusdatt^ 
on is faid to have beencaus'd by a Country. Fellow, who bearing a 
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Grudge to one of bis Neighbours, wbofe Houfe flood in a low Eot- 
torn, opend a Dike in the Night-time, with a defign to drown hiiii 
and his Fatnily, acid fo to ftop it up agaio before Morning. But the 
Wind rifing With the Tide fo enlarg'd the Breach, that in a fhort 
tiiTie.the whole Countrey was cover'd with Water. 

During the late War w'whFnm^e^ here was afleda barbarous and 
inhumane Tragedjr, the nacural eSed of .popular Rage, and fatal 
to the two De fVits. The Perpetud EJs£f, which ia one of its Ar- 
ticled obl^'d the Provinces to oppofe the Ele£fciaa of a Stddt^halder^ 
was no foofier nevok'd, but the Authority of the principal Statefmen 
began to ebb in the fame meafure as the Prince's encreas'd ; fo that 
the whole Scene of Affairs was chang'd in an inftant. The com- 
mon People knew not how to ihew dtett Aflfeftkm towards hhn, 
nOr cxprefs the Sedfe they had of the true Worth and Merit of bis 
Royal Progenitors, more efficatioufly than by crying out againft 
the Miniftcrs, branding them with the Ignominy of having be- 
trayed their Countrey, in excluding the Prince from the Goverment ; 
of keeping Intelligence with the FreMk ; and of having endeavoured 
to alienate the Eftablifhmeat. CcrHeUtis de Wit was accus'd ot ha- 
ving offer'd J 0000 Gilders to a certain Barber to aiTaflinate the 
Prince, upon which he was committed, his Eftate con^ftated, and 
he himfcU\ condemned to perpetual Imprifonment. The unruly 
multitude, thinking this Sentence too favourable and fmall to expi- 
ate fo foul a Crime, kept a \ conftast Guard about the Frifon, to 
hinder him from being enlarg-d ; and feeinfi; bis Brotfaw the Penfi- 
oner De Wit come with his Coach to fetcn him away, they gave 
him emerance, bift pi-efontty fent back the Coach ; v^ich ^ailarth'd 
the Town that the Tumult encreas'd^ and the arm'd Kabble flock^4 
thitlier from all parts. In fine, they dragg'd out the Prifoner to 
carry him to the Place of Execution ; but fomeamongft the Crowd 
ivmc impatient than the reft, began to lay on him with the Stocks 
of their Mufquets, and others with their Swords and Piftols, that 
he fell dead on the place^ His Brother, tho' accost of do Crime, 
fell in the fame manner ; and l^th their Bodies being ftript naked, 
were dragg'd out of Tomtu^ and hung up by the Lqg&M the com^ 
mon Gallows, where their Bowels were puU'd out, and their limbs 
minc'd into a thoufand pieces, every oneprefent endeavouring to 
get his (hare ; Ibme got a Fingp*, fomea^Toe, and others a pTicco 
of their Flefh^ which they ^nsferv'd in Oyl and Spirit of Wine, as 
Trophies of their matschtefs Vengeance : Nay, divetis of them were 
fold at incredible R^tes to others, wha took a more than oc^inary 
pride in fhewing fome parr of thefe Great Men, whom they caiM 
Tray tors. ; hut: how juftiy^ I ifaadi not deterotine; 
QQTch^m. W^ ^enc ncKt by Boat to Qorckmf$^ fituate on the Riv^r ff^W, 
four Leagues from Dan. This City, tho^ (tnall, is elegantly built, 
clean, and vheU fortified^ b^g encompafsM with largp Ditches of 
Water, and defended by a ftrongFort. From the Smeeple of die 
great Church; they can fee, in ckar Weather, 22 Cities and waH'd 
Towns, u(ith t prodigious itumbcr of Villages, which is OM of the 
moft delegable Profpedsi ifi ihi^Lof^Countfies. TMt chief Trade 
is in Butteti and Chcefe, which are hence tranfported into divers 
other Countries. . • . » 
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ljta,vmgGorckum^ wc kept on bythcftrong Fort of Louvefiein^ Louvcpdn. 
which lies at the confluence of the Rivers fVdoi and Meafe, and com- 
monly fcrves for a Prifon of State, where the Arminian Minifters 
were confin'd after the 6>wd of Dort^ and, amongft the reft, the 
learned //i^^Grtj/itfy, who happily made hisefcapein a Trunk of 
old Books, and fled into France. CMd Barmvtlt^ a Man likewife of 
fingular Experience, far'd doc fo welt, but was beheaded at the 
Hague y in the Year 1618, without regard to the Services he had 
rendered the State in divers Embaflies, and particularly in retrieving 
the Cities oi Pltijbmg^ Bthl and RamekenSy that were engag*d^ tx), . 
and poff^Vi by, the Eitglifi •, and notwichftanding the preflingin- ^ 
dances of tht French King in his behalf. 

We proceeded on to Bommel^ which lies in an Ifljipjit of the fame Bommd. 
name, call'd, hyCdJkr and other of the Antients, if^fuU Batavorum. 
The Town is of^ no great Extent, but well built and neat ; as like- 
wife efteem'd Impregnable, by reafon erf its Sit-itetidn in low Fenny 
Ground; not to mention the anificial Fortifications which are.fo 
reguiar aftd ftrong, that it's one of the moft Important Places be- 
liDflging to. tfce States of /Jbfl^^frf. 

From Bxmhmei te B$kduCy otherwile callM the Bofch^ or Hartoghen-^ The Bofd. 
Scffiky we bdd three little Leagues, and, in the way, pafsM by the 
Forts of Creut'coeur and Engelen. The Bofih ftands on ^n Eminence 
in the aikidle of a large Marfty Plain, being Watered by the Ri- 
ver Deeje, Moated roixid, and defended by tlie Forts of S. Jntho^ 
ny and Ifdetdy both regularly fortified, which, together with its 
Sttuatioki, render it Inexpugnable, ifanyCity mayl)cfaidtoljefo/ 
The Buildings arc, for the moft part, of Wood-work- In the; 
principal Church dedicated to S- John, we obferv'^ a curious Clock, 
and th* Arms of divers Knights of the Golden Fleece painted in the 
Qiiire, with a Frew^A Inferij^ion, containing the Hiftory of the In* 
ftitutk>n of that Order. The Inhabitants are employM in the Ma- 
Dufefhires of Ck)th and Linnen, in which they drive a very copfi- 
derabteTpade. * 

We travelled next to Rafefieinj and fit)m thence to Nimegne or 
ffhmgen^ fituate on the Wad, about eight Leagues from the Bofih. 
Tliis Ciiy is in QueUerUndy and takes its Name froni Magics Kin^ 
of the Gsulesy who call'd ii Magd ; but being afterwards ruined, it 
*was rebuilt^ and callM NechMaga^ and fince corruptly Nimegue. It's 
{aid to have lk>i]ri(h'd and been a Roman Garrifon in JuUus Cafars 
time, who built the old Caftle. which is the principaF Mark of its 
Antiquity. It's likewift confiderable for its number of Inhabitant^?, 
iVeqiiency of Commerce, and regular Fortifications. The WmI and 
Jl^iy)^donoton{y add^totheStrengilh of thie Pkwrc, but Hfcewife. 
cficoiirage thi iMiaftry ef the People, by the convenrency of Imi- 
porting and Tranfporting their Goods, which has mightily enrich'd 
the CSy. In the Great vNtch, ^ve faw the fumptuous Monument 
erf CatM^ine Daughter of Cbgrles Pufce of Bourbon, and Wife of 
j4Mfhui V>vkt i^AQ^eUerland. On a Pottailnear the Church, we 
found the foHowing Infci^tption in Leonin Verfc, by which we learnt

At the Town-Houfe we faw feveral Emperours in Effigte ; and 
on the Gate call'd Hefelfort^ thefe two antient Latin Infcriptions :

The barbarous word Stauria, Suura^ or Stura^ ( for it's varioufly 
written) according to the bcft Antiquaries,; was ahtieatl^ us'd to 
fignify a Tax or Impofition ; fo that by thefe Infcriptions is meant^ 
that all the Countrey, as far as this City, was at that time Tribu- ' 
tary to the /?(?wii;; Empire. 

Here is alfo an Univerfity, but of no great Repute. The publick 
School is an handfome Strudure, and was the Bifhops Palace before 
the Reformation. . In one of the Rooms we faw the Rpprefentation 
of a monftrous Child, born here in the Year 1625, having one 
Head, two Tongues, two Bodies endofs'dj two Privy-Farts of the 
Female Sex, four Arms, and as many Legs. 

We left the Rhene^ and paflingthe Meufe^ went to Grave^ a pret* 
ty little Town, and one of the moft important in Brahanty the Wa- 
ter of the River filling up all the Ditches, and encompafling the 
Out- Works in a Trench of 48 Foot broad. ^ Thp Fortifications are 
all Modern and Regular, and its Situation no lefs commodious. We 
Vcneio. pafs'd ncxt at f^eneloy eight Leagues further ; a ftrong, rich, and 
populous little Town, belonging to the Sfans^rds^ ftanding like- 
wife on the Me^ffe. The Houfes, Convents, and Churches, are all 
of Brick- work., = 
Knrcmond. Our ncxt rcmove was to. Ruremond^ a (mall,, but ftrong, rich and 
popoulpus Epifcopal City, fubjeft to ih^.SfMiardsy and (ituate on 
the fame River, about four Leagues abpye the former. Then we 
stcvsnfwert. pafs'd by thc Q%M^€ o^ Stevenjipert'^ K.Sfanifi^ Garrifon; and at 
Mafeick, three Leagues end c^me. to^ Mafeick^ belonging to the .Prince of 
Liege; but finding qothing yerjf remarkable here, we proceeded on 
Sioci{em. by the.fmall Townapd Fo;;t ot ^^ocjcem ^o-J!^fJlrickt, five Leagues 
diftant. . -^ jr ^ . .. 

M^Jlricht. Majfricht IS 2i City 01 Brahantj, ci\\^dmhn\^Tr4Je^um ai Mo^, 
fdWy zndTrajeBum Suferius^ito diftinguilh it from Vtredji. It^ 
above five Miles in compafs within the Walls> l)ut thinly Inhabited,, 
and filPd with ^yaft and tilPd Ground. Thp River Meufe divides it 
into two parts ; that calPd lVi(k^ belongs to the Prince of Ltege ; 
and Mafiricht^ to the States : So that the Civil Government is divid* 
ed> but the Military is wholly in the Hands of the Hollanders ; the 
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Garrifon being df D//ff/^ Priateftants, tho' almoft all the Inhabiiaots 
. are Roman Catholicks. The Buildings have not the El^ancy of 
fome other Towns of thefe Provinces; however, the Inhabitants 
thrive, being addi£led to CQoinierce, and enconrag'd thereunto by 
the conveniency of the River. Here are two Collegiate Churches, 
and about twenty Convents of the Roman Religioq, with three 
Churches for the Proteftants. In a Chappei belonging to a Mona- 
ftery of Nuns, they (hew'd us a ftraiige Crucifix^ or our Saviour 
naird to the Crofs, of one enth^e piece of Wood, with the Bark ftill 
on it, which {hews it to be natural : They fay. It grew fo from 
a Nut, brought by a Pilgrim from Jerufakm. The moft cenfidera- 
ble thing we remarked here ^ were the Fortifications^ which are Re- 
gular, and prodigioufly Strong ; the Town being w^U Wall'd and 
Trench'd, with divers Out-Works, that wefe a44ed by the French 
whilft they pqffefs'd it during the late War.

J Call Hottdnd2X[ that is pqlTefs'd by die States Geaenal in die Low^ 
Countries^ viz.. Tfitfrov'mces o( Ho/ImA ^dtmii WtS^¥riis> 
^ land, Vtreebh Over-Tjfeiy Gronhighen^ apd ^tfkfif ;.a great part 
of QuilderlMd, and i^pme , Towns in. BrdtoM and Finders. The 
Bdt^i, who.pofle& the Northern fidopfithe Rhiw^ are faid to have 
taken their Origin from the antient Cam, They were, for many 
Ages, governM by Counts or Earls ; and the Government feems to 
have Ken mixM, the People always enjoying divers fignal Privi- 
ledges. The Couotrey was afterwards anpex'd to Burgumfy by a 
Marriage, and fince to the .Crown of Sjfdifi. Charles V. was the 
lirft thar attempted to infringe their Liberties ; and his Son Philips 
afpiring to an Arbitrary Power, begaQ to violate the antient Confti*^ 
cutions of State, and feeing the Progrefs the Reformed Religion had 
made amongft them, defign'd to havp fet up the InquiRiion. Here- 
upon the Common People began to mutiny, pulling aown the Ima% 
ges in Churches^ and committing many Diforders, which were not 
at that time favoured by the States : Infpmiich, tlut the King de- 
clared them all Traytors, and refolyed cp Muce them by open Ho* 
ftility. Soon after, the Nobility, Gentry and Commonalty, aiTem* 
bled in Council at Dorr, highly refenting the Breach of Priviledgcs^ 
aad fearing a more fatal Contec^uenqe, on the 1 9th of July 1 572, 
decreed, to take up Arms in their own.fJefence, andch^ fVittism 
Prineeof Oraffge for tlieir Leader. In 1-581, they, declared Philif 
deprived of his Right to thefe Proving ;^and fo the W^r began ; 
by which they not only vindicated dieir former Liberties, but im^ 
proved them into a Free State; ^ . 

Thefe Provinces are very cbmmpdioujljr feated for Commerce, as 

^well by reafbn of the Sea which wafhes it, as. the RAim, Meuft^ 

Scheld and F.mms^ with an infinity pf ifoaller Rivers and artificial 

Channels, of which the whole Countreyjs full. The Lapd is fo 

% low and moid, that a Channel is no fooner made but it's full of 
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Water, and continues fo ; which has encourag'd the Natives to dig 
them between all the principal Towns, for thcconvenicncyoftranl- 
porting Goods, and travelling from one place to another. The 
Sea is in moft places higher than the Land, as is likewifc the Water 
of fuch Rivers and Channels as communicate with the Sea, that were 
it not for the Dunes or Sandbanks, that fervc them forFcnces, the' 
Countrey would foon be fwallow'd up by a; total Inundation. The 
Expence in making and maintaining the Dikes, is faid to exceed the 
value of the Land, i-eckonM at 25 Years purchafe : which, fuch as 
have not feen the Works, wjll, poflibly, find Difficulty enough to 
believe. T lie low Meadow*Lands ( efpecially in HoUaftd J are ufu- 
ally overflown in Wintertime, as well by reafon of the great Rains 
which fall ordinarily in Olfober cr November, as by the , violence of 
Iiigh Winds forcing the Waterover the Dikes; but they arc drainM 
again, at the Spring of the Year, by an mfinity or Wind-MiUs, 
\vhich are built in all Parts, and kept in conftant Repair, purpofely 
to throw back the Water into the Rivers, Lakes, and jClunnek of 
t;he Countrey. North-Weft Winds are generally very dangerous, 
it not prejudicial, to HoUMi, it lying .exposed to the impebuofity of 
the Sea on that (ide ; infomu'ch, that did hot this induftrioiis People 
curb the mercilcfs Element,' and break its Force by covering the 
Banks with Sails, on all fuch OccaGons, their Sandy i^lworl^ 
would prove but a very weak r)efence againft fuch Tempefts as at- 
tack them on that fide. The SheHs of divers Fi(h that are caft up 


moift Earth yieWs no Stones, nor, indeed, is it poffible to find one 
Stone in all thofe parts, but what has been brought thither from 
fomc other Countrey, The Channels of ftanding Water being very 
numerous, they have an admirable Invention to keep the Water in 
i fome kind of motion, and to hinder it from Putretaflion ; which 
they do by certain Wind-Mills, purpofely built to thrpw it from 
one Channel to another, keeping it, by that means, in a. continual 
Circulation. In fine, 'tis evident, that Art has no where fupply'd 
andcorreSed theOefeSsof Nature in a greater meafure than in 
this fmall State : And whereas iii other Countries, Divine Provi- 
dence has fo difpos'd the Natural Courfe of Second Caufes, tliat 
they feem to confpire with one accord to make the People happy ; (b 
in this fpot of Land, the Inhabitants are always at War with the ve- 
ry Elements; they live, thrive, and keep their Ground amkl'll the 
worft of Dangers. 

The Air is very humid, and agrees not well with Strangers. Jii/- 
lius Cafsr remark d of old this moiftnefs of the Air ; but, withal, 
commends it, as conducing to Digeftion and Generation. Their 
Winter is ufually long and fevere, with (Harp North and North- 
Eaft Winds. The Soil being low and fenny, produces very little 
Corn; but their Pafture is, poflibly, the beft in the whole VVorld, 
by reafon whereof they have a very large breed of Cattle, efpecial- 
ly in Holland and FriezlAnd^ fome of their Seeves weighing Sixteen 
Hundred Pound *, nay, Guichariin fpeaks of one that was prafented 
to the Count of Hothftaf at Mechlin, that weigh'd 2528 pound.

Their Butter and Checfe is likcu'ife very good, but their Flefh Is 
not the beftjfor the Pat and I-can lie bythermcl^csin lumps, and are 
not intermixed like ours. The Land produces likewife great ftore 
oi Mather^ Hemp^ FUx, and divers forts pf Fruit ; and their I^it- 
chin-Gardcns are the beft ftor^d of any Nation in the Urfi verfe. 

The People are chidfly employed in Navigation, Merchandizing, 
building iShips,' 'and making all things thereunto belonging ; as alfo 
in Fiflritfgi' making Nets; Turf, ClotTi, linnen, Silks, Earthen- 
Wane, and the Kke. 'Thcfineft Liilnen is made here, one piece of* 
7 5 putdvEllS'/ which wcigh'd but; thrct pound, having been fold 
ifl Sfdin at the tafc of nine Crowns an Ejl. And tho'thc Produdi- 
00s of thc'Coufltrey are not one tenth (I may fay hundredth) part' 

with 

fuch Coracnddities as they fetth from al)rqatf CxermanjyVrdnce and 
Sfdin^ furnifk them with Wines ; MtiJthvfzvA PoUnd, with Corn ; 
jVani^4;' with Timber ;^ Ij^enmarky Jutfa?td and' Hoiftein^ with lean ! 
Cattel^ which being- brought down in the Spring, arc fattened' iif ' 
three Weeks time ; i)y which you may judge of the excellency of' 
their Pafturc. ^ofifh Scali^er, in an Epigram to Joh/f' Doufa^ very 
wittily alludes to thelnduftry of the Low Dutch ^ as folbweth :

The thing they want n^oft is Wood, which Defcft is, neverthe- 
lefs, ftipply'd by Turf, madcof a foft fiilphurious Earth, digg'd , 
up and expos'd to the Suh ^ill it be fottiewhat hardenM; and then' 
wrough't in Moulds into the form of Soap-Cak^, and laid atide to 
dry : I have fctn fomc that nwike as good Fire as Woo^, and as du- 
rable.' In thdr Turf Pits they often find Oak Trees entire, the 
TSmbcr of which is harder, morefolid, andblackfertliaiitliatofour 
ordinary Oak. This feems to confirm the Opinion of divers Hifto- 
rians, who will have thefe Provinces tp have antiently been a great 
Forcft ; for 'tis very probable that thefe Trees being thiown down 
by Storms, or other Gafuaities, funk into, and were by degrees co-, 
vcrM by die moift porous Earth, which might prefer vc them un- 
corrupt for many Ages, We find divers of thcic Trees in Devon- 
fbire^ in Bogs and fenny Ground, and fuch places, as I am confident 
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no Trees have grown for fomc Hundreds of Years paft : Our Coun- 
trey People call it B/4ciE:04ir. and fancy it has lain there ever fince 
Nosh\ flood. Tbcy are, always found in Quagmires and moifc 
Ground, where the Earth is not firm enough, at preicint, to bear a 
Tree of the Uaft magnitude :- ^owcyfBjf, I am of Opinion, that they 
formerly grew there, 'till fyoh tipc as the Springs, ^hich fgcd thefc 
places with V^ater, breaking out, fo loofcnM their Roots .^hat the 
violence of high Winds tlirew them down, and their own weigfatt; 
together, with the yielding foftneft of the Earth, Too9,)?Qriftd them: 
where they fell/ The Labourers that work in thp a^ofpfaid Turf- 
Fit* told me. That they often find Hdzel-Nuts at the ^ery bottom, 
with the Kernels as frelh and found as if they had been newly ga- 
thered off the Tree, only the Shell is black* 

The Advantages the Disf/^^ have by Fifhipg. on tht EwgUfb Seas*^ 
are greater than can eafily.be imagin a ; for there they take all thdr 
Cod and Herrings^ with which they fupply the better part of Eu^ 
rope* It encreafes the number of Seamen, and (bconfi^rably aug- 
ments the publick Revenue, that fhould I, mention what I have 
been informed the State gets by it, \ am confident ^twould pa& fbr 
Fabulous. 

And here, . whilft I am about the Dutch Fifhing Trade, I cannot! 
pafs by the manner of taking the Ddg- Fi^ in the Ifle of ScbeBimb in 
FriezUnd^ which is no lefs advantageous to the Inhabitants than the 
thing is ftrange, tho* too well known to be in the leaft doubted of: 
The People, difguifing themfelyes w'itbBeafts Skins, or fomewbat 
very like them, by leapiogi dancing, and divers aocick Poftures, 
draw the Fifh (which ar^ delig^ed with thcfe comical Geftures ) 
as far from the Sea- fide as poffihle, wfailft others of the Company 
fpread their Nets between them and the Water ; this being done, 
the Dancers throw off their difguife and difcover themfelves, ac 
which the Fifh being terrified, return towards the Sea, and are en* 
tanglM in the Nets. 

The Government of thefe Provinces, is purely Democratical and 
Popular, ever fince their- Revolt from Sp^in. The Nobility arc 
few in number : And as for the Clergy (who formerly made One 
of the Tliree Members) they are at prefent wholly excluded. They 
are governed, as I am informed, by the t^ree-menof Eighteen of the 
principal Cities, out of which they eleft the Deputies of the refpe- 
dive Provinces, calPd the Sfates-Genergl^ and confifting of an Jd^ 
vocAte and Penfioner for each City. Thefe ,<;ompofe the Great Coun- 
cil, which reprefents the Seven Provinces, and vote in tliis order, viz. 
firft Gfulderland^ then HoSmJ, Z^duid^ Viwecbf^ FrietUmi, Over^ 
TJfel, and lafity C^rM/ATg^M. In it are ma(|ag'd all Affairs of great- 
eft nioment*, and ^11 muft agree in their Votes^ or nothing can. be 
idone; for if any one Member ftandsout, they are obligM to fend 
Deputies to that Province,, to perfwade them, if poffible, to joyn 
With the reft iti what they think convenient to be ena6^ed for the 
good of the State ; which if they refufe, all is null Moreover, 
whatfoever is decreed by the States General in their Affembly, is af- 
terwards fent to all the Provinces to receive their Approbation, witb^ 
out which,, nothing of moment can be put in Execution. / 
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Under this General Council there are three others, viz. One for 
the Army,: ahotherfor theTreafury, and a third for the Admiralty. 

The Sudthotder'isGo^tmKmv and Optain General of Holland-^ 
andf^ as I am informed, never fits amohgft the States^ but when he^s 
defired to aflift them with his Advice iWAfFaits of greateft Difficulty. 
The chief Prerogatives annexM to the Dignity, arc, i. The ^Elefti- 
on of Officers for the moft important Employments of State,by na- 
ming. One -^iit of Three, that are prefented to 'him by the States. 
2.The Power of changing half the Mageftratcs 6f each City yearly, 
by choofing them out df ftich as (ball be pf op05-d<to i<im. j. - The 
right of adminiftring- an Oath of Allegiance to^ilie Soldiers itv 
his own Name, after they havefworn it to th^ Sutes Gcncr3f.i

tbcy ought to dread the growth of France^ for fear of being troubled 
Avith ill Neighbours. Theirxeal Intereft links then) in a ftrift Uni* » 
on with the Emperour and King of Spain in the piefem jandureof < 
Affairs, which they drive to fovthy by odier .Alliances to keep France '

The publick Revenue, oiie.Year withatK3ther, amountji/ as I am 
told, to about ^oocmaL Star I. befidea what is raifed in time qP 
War, and on.othec extraocdinary Occaiions. Tho^ the People boaft ? 
of then: Frdo^State^ laniicoidideiit, no Subjeds in the World are ^ 
more burtheaM with Taiesltbari they ; nor^ indeed, codd the Go* i 
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vernmcnt other wife fubfift, the Dominions being fmall, and tht 
Land and Maritime Charges very great. The Excifc is general, 
and on all forts of things that can be imagined; and fomeafBrm, 
that if a Man keep a Cow fevcn or eight Years, it will in that 
time have paid more to the States than it is worth. I am likewifc 
informM, that there comes not a joynt of Meat to their Tables, but 
what has paid Excife at leaft 1 8 or 20 tinoes. I.confcfs, theflou- 
rilhing Commerce does much lighten the Burthen, enable People to. 
fupportthcm, and keep them from murmuring. 

f n time of War, they keep about 6000c Men in the Field, and 
joooo in Garrifons ; at other times> they have not above 60000 in 
Fay both by Land and Sea. Theit'Sca-ForCe is uncertain, the prin- 
cipal Cities or Provinces being obliged on all occafions to fet out their 
Proportion of Ships ; infomuch, that they arc oftentimes forcM to 
equip great Merchant-Ships for Men of War. The greateft Fleet 
they have been known to fet to Sea, confifted of 120 Ships of all 
Rates, of which, a good part were (mail Frigats. The Ho/lsaders 
are better Soldiers at Sea than on Land, being-, for the moft part. 
Seamen bred ; nay, there^s hardly a Woman or Child in the fevcn 
Province! but knows how to hand an Oar, and work on Board. 
And this is not much' to be wondred at, for I am credibly informM^ 
that they have as many Ships, Boats, and other VefTcIs, great and 
fcnall, as there arc Houfes in all the Cities, Towns and Villages, of 
thefeven Provinces. Many Thoufandsof Families of Men, Wo* 
men and Childi^n, live all their life time in their VeiTels ; they are 
born and married on Board, and get their livelybood by^ carrying^ 
Goods from one Town to another. . ' 

'The eftablifh'd Religion is Cdvimfm^ that being moft fuitablc to 
the Government. The Deputies General, who fit at the Helm of 
State, havelikewife a Finger in the ecclefiaftical Government ; and > 
whatever the Clergy do at their proviilcial Convocations, is ineffi- 
cacious without the States FUt. Their Miiiifters are paid their an* 
nual PenHons by the State,never exceeding 9Q or 100 L SterL Their 
Elders and Deacons are like our Church wardens and Over-fecrs of 
the Poor. They bury their Dead without tlie leaft Ceremony ; and 
if you hear a Bell ring at a Funeral, you- may cortclude it^ a Papift, 
for they ftill retain that Cuftom, tho' it coft them dear. Tliey to- 
lerate all Religions, and it's very ordinary to find the Man of the 
Houfeof oneOpinion, his Wife of another, his Children of a third, 
and his Servants of one different from them all ; and yet they live 
without the leaft Jangling or Diffention. The dcCke ot Liberty 
was that fOr which the HoUaaiers revoked from the Spaniards ; and^ 
in reality, there's hardly any Nation in tlic Univerfc where Subjcfts 
enjoy it in a mor§ ample manner, if their too great Liberty does not 
degenerate mto Libertinifm, and open a Pailage to a general Ue* 
luge of corrupt Mannere. The Venom of ill I'ongues, tho' fpit in 
the Face of a Magiftrate, is rarely or lightly puniflVd ; Maftersand 
Miftrcffes dare not ftrike their Servants, tho' they Swear, Blafpheme, 
Lye, Steal, or the like; norhardly reprehend them, left they fliould 
be difgufted and leave their Service ; for chey can keep them no long- 
er than tiicy pleafe to ftay, whatever Contrack theteimay be between 
them. I admir'd to fee People ftand with tbek Hats bn their Heads 
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in Courts of Judicature, 'till I was told/ that a Free State makes no 
di(linflion ot Perfons ; that one Man is as good as another^ tho' 
not fo rich ; and that Judges are no more than i3epucies and Servants 
of the People. A Man can carry what Money he pieafeth out of the 
Countrey, contrary to the Politicks of other Realms and States, and 
may go and come when he lills, without Pafs-Ports of Safeguard. 

The People are for the moft part churlifh, induftrious, thrifty, 
and rather crafty than wife. They are likewife fat and corpulent ; 
the young Women are generally handfom 'till they are married, and 
then they foon grow tat, dull, and ill proportioned ; whence it^s 
faid,7W HoWaivA yields fr€tty Pigs^but ugly Sow^. They are notovcr- 
and*above devout ; for, to fpeak the truth, their Interell is their chief 
Devotion ; anda good Bargain rehflies better with them than a long 
Prayer. The Women are very laborious, and do all kind of Mens 
Work. I could by no means like their Cookery, nor the manner 
of Living amongfi the common People, who feed on little but But- 
ter, Cbccie.. Roots, Herbs and Fifti. 

No Pcopik in Euron^ are To neat in their Houfes ; the meaner fort 
being extrcamly nice m fetting them out to the befl: advantage. The 
Women fpend the greateft part of their time in wafhing, rubbing 
apdicouring, tliat tSeir Pots and Pans are kept brighter without than 
they are within. . The Floors of their lower Rooms arc commonly 
cbequer'd with black and white Marble, and the Walls and Chim- 
neys coverM with a kind of painted Tile : their upper Rooms arc 
often wafh'dand fprinkled with Sand, to hinder any moidure from 
ftaining the Boards. You hadalmoft as good fpitin a Dutch-Woman\ 
Face as on lies Floor, and therefore thq^c: are little Pots or Fans to 
ipitin^ . 

1 helnn-kkepers are apt to impofe upoft Strangers, and a Travel- 
ler had need be very cautious in bargaining belbrc^hand for every 
thing hehasnecd of; otherwife he mult lie at their mercy. Let him 
difputethe matter as much gs he pleafes, nothing will be abated ; 
on tlie contrary, the fecond Reckoning is commonly greater ilian 
thefirft. 

All forts of Artifioers,before they can be made freehand have liber- 
ty to fct Juptiieir Trades, arc obliged to give a proof of their Work- 
manfliip, ivhich is to have the Approbation of the Mafters of the 
refpcdive Callings. * • 

As for the State of Learning in thefe Provinces, as far as I could 
remark^ wliat the hdUns fay of the Gemuift ntuiy be applicable to 
this State, viz.. Loro Lttterefon Lettere di Cambia^ I'he mechanick 
Arts are preferred to the liberal Ones ; Vor, Why (houid People bu- 
fy their 1-iiougbts with things inconQllent witli their real IntereA P 
TbcHoBMders take delight in going uponScatches in Winter, when 
the Rivers andCliannels are frozen over ^ divers arefo dextrous at it, 
that they go 4 or 5 Leagues in an Hour : and I knew a young Man at 
Lejden thu wentwith eafe tenLeaguesin lefs tlian an Hour and three 
Qy^rters.' Wliilft the Ice continues the Channels are coi^ered with 
Booths, wlicre they fell Beer, Brandy, and other things for the re- 
trefhment of i^afTengers ; for at that time tiiis is the only way of 
travelling. There. you fee an infinity of Men, Women and Chil- 
dren, taking their divertifement ; Peaiaots going and coming from 
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Market with Baskets on their Backs ; and others dfiying Feopk be- 
fore them in Chairs oi- Slides from one Town to another, with an 
incredible Celerity. In Ihort, they are fo very eager after this kind 
of.Sport, that they commonly venture on the Ice when it's half 
Tliaw'd, and often buy their Diverfion with the lofs of their 
Lives. .'...•. 

I was very inquifitive after . the famous Animal call'd a Suter- 
kinit^ and faid to precede or follow the Ftttm in the. delivery of 
Child-bed- women. I examinM divers Phyficians, Midwives^ and 
others, who unanimoufly agreed. That there was fueh a thing ; 
nay, one of them told me, She had feen one at Rotterdamy in flbapo 
like a large Moufe.1 know tht^Italianjs talk much of it, fome caUingit 
Jrpa^ and others Frsullo Saternita/fo and FrAtt&o di Lombgrdi, from 
the places where it's moft frequently found. It has been feen in 
fliape of a Mode, Toad^ Lizard, and Birds of diveri Figured. 
The Ger mans Qii\ it Heerd-iindt ; and the learned «Sif/«i«r/Gp; Cent. i. 
Obf. 66. tells us of a Lady of theHoufe of AisMfiUty Jteho hcmg- 
delivered of a Daughter with one fide gfiawn, and thd Mjdwife en- 
deavouring to .clear the After*birth, wasibitten by theFingoDs; Avhicb 
made her cry out V but refumiAg Courage, ihe drew..:oi)t .anua- 
feathered Bird, which being let go, ran and* bid it i^lf umkr* ct 
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Bifhoprick of Oes;e.

About a quarter of a Mih from the Town is a .Fountain of Mi* 
neral Water, call'd, D^ Tfertnb^nj ovlrm Foumuin. , This muft- 
needs be the Fountain ef which.P//ir; (peaks^ Hifi. Nat. Lik ;i. 
Cdp.2: Tun^ri Civit4s GdllU^' fo»$^m biAei ii^nem^ .fiurilms buUis' 
ftillgfUem^ jerrMgimi faforisy quod ifffim noH nifi in fine foius. tHtelligi^ 
tur.

foD pf the 5/4 .• However, it f urges upwards and downwards, asalfo 
by Urin : Iti^ops Q4t4rKksi. cures the Jau/idice^ and is ufeful in J^ues, 
Gruvfly aijid Jrnwliif Vmh 

Travelling three Leagues further, we^cameto Litgey an Imperial LUgc. 
FroeCity^ and Capital ofcheFdncipajyiiiy of the fame Name. Some 
Authors will have it to take its. name froni a Roman Legion^ which was 
kept bbrc in .Garrifon^ ,cocmiM»ded hy.:S4kinus and Conay and cut in . 
pieces by .the People ofth^.uouatry, as Ci/^ir witneffcth in his Com-i 
mffU/tries, Others deriw it frQm.|:he River LigUj^ which fallshere in- 
to thcM^Ji. The City iagre^ t, ri^h and populous, divided into two 
parts by.the.Rivec Ma/fiyZSid rejoytf dby a fair Stone-Bridgt. It con-^; 
t^ifis eight Collegiate Gburehes, thirty-two Parifhes, and agreatnum*- 
bei:)OlGQaventsofalIQcdfir$. The Catl^edral, dedicated to ^.Lfm- 
berty is a large old Gothijb, Stru£);ure, in, which wo faw a prodigfous 
great Lanthorn, or rather many La^thorns joynM together in form of 
a Crown, of beaten Gold, 'bm w covcrM with Duff fliould ra- 

ther have taken it for Wood ; but the Canons will hot permit it to be 
cleans\i bec^ufe it caimotbe done without diminifliing thb Gold coafi- 
derably . In ^e Qpire (Ufds the ftately Brais Mosumeat of Cardina i 
Mdorkdy ]^flx]|>.and Prince of Li^£!, ere^ed by himfelf in hi$ Lifetime, 
with this Infcription : Errardm Prim$is geaeref it Marka Tertisu. ' On 
it we likewife readthe foUowing Diftich :

It's reported; That Seven W<3rk men were (iiflbcated by the Fumes of , . 
theQuickniver in gilding it. In the Vcftry they fhew'd us many an- 
tient and rich VeQments/ beautify'd witU Diamonds, Rubies, Pearls^ ' 
and other precious Stones of ^reat Value ; divers rich Candleftieks, 
Croffes, and Statues of Silver j a Prieft'f Veftnient iwith the yitgin 
Afiirjrreprefented.withPearJ^ofthe firft magnitude on the forepart, 
and on the back a chrifi Crsicified of the faihe, the Nails which f^^cn 
him to the Crofs being of lar^ Diamonds ; and laitly , a Statue of St. 
Georgey of pure beaten GoW, given by ChsrUs the Ihtdf Duke of Bur- 
gundy e^ it being enjoyn'd him for a Pennance, after ho had taken the City 
bp Storm, and put the greateft part of the Inhabitants to the Sword. 
The Prince s Palace is alio an handfothe Pile of Boildings. The' Col- 
lege of Evgtip^ Jefuites lies on the fide of an Hill, under the Citadel, 
where we faw in the Garden fcveral curious Dials, of Linmh Inventi- 
on; and a fmall Fouatain reprefentiiig the Ebbing and Flowing of the ' . 
Sea. Amongfl: tKe Dials^ that for a Blind Man pleafed me mofl:, 
where, inftcad offering, we muft feel out the Hour of the Day. Tis . 
an Hemifphere of Iron Grates A £ B C, reprefeating the Arcus HorA-

rii (fee TAB. I. Fig. L) ^ith a Glafs-Globc dcb fiilM with Water, 
and crcftcd in the middle on an Iron Pin. The Jcfuites told ' 
mc, that they fir ft caufe an Hemifpherc to be made of a thin Plate of 
Iron, and having defcrib'd a Dial thereon (as on other Concave Hemi*- 
fpheres) they caufe the intermediate Spaces to be cut out, and leave 
* only the Horary Arches. The Hemifphere muft be of fuch a largfencfs 

that the Focfis of the Glafs Globe, when crcftcd in the middle, may 
precifcly touch its Concave Superficcs h which may cafily be performed 
by expofing the Globe fillM with Water to the Sun ; and obferving, in 
a piece of Paper, at what diftance the Rays meet and form the Vtrtex 
of the Caujlick Cone. The Globe muft like wife be exaftly .plac'd in 
tlie Center of the Himifphere ; which is done by defcribiog, from the 
Vertex of the Gbbe r, an Horizontal Circle 4 ^, dividing it into tveo 
equal parts ; and in placing the Globe this Circle muft exa^ily agree 
with, and be equally diftant from, the Superficcs of the Hemif]^ere 
A E B C. This is the 3tru6lureof the Dial ; and if you apply your 
Hand to the fide of the Hemifphere and move it round, when you 
« cometo the Hour of the Day you feel a great heat, it being likewife 

the FocHs of the Glebe ; fo that if you reckon from the firft Horary 
Arch (which is Six in the Morning) you may find the time of the Day, 
tho^ Blindv as is fignify'd by the following Ljitin Diftich, infcrib'd on 
a Label that hangs down from the Dial : 

T Singe mdnu crates^ i Sextk hie incifit hora, 
Perge modo dtq\ hordm dicef ddujis man us. 

In their Library they ihewM us Kjrkerh MdchinuU^ by which a 
Child may raife a prodigious Weight fi-om the Ground with one Fin- 
ger; aLoadftohe whichfufpcndsfourteenpoundof Iron^ and a C/&/- 
nefe Manufcript of Ccnfufim. 

Divers of the £^j(//]icr Jefuites fpend their vacant Hours in making 
Thermometers^ which they prefent to the Gentlemen of the Country. 
The Tubes are made at the Glafs- Houfe, fixteen or eighteen Foot long, 
and no bigger than a fmall Knitting Needle. One ot the Men takes a 
fmall quantity of Glafs on the top ofhisT^^f and blows it a httle^then 
his Servant faftens another Tube to the othet extremity of the fame 
piece of Glafsi and between them they draw it out on the Ground to 
the length and fmallnefs defired. Afterwards the Jefuites, to bring it 
into a narrow compafs, turn it into what Shape they pleafe (fee Tab.L 
Fig. IL) by the hel^ of a Lamp- Tb^y likewife, with a fmaR piece of 
the fame Tube about three or four Inches long^ and a fmall fragment of 
any other Glafs, brought to fufion by the Flamte of the Lamp forcM 
by a pair of Belbws^ blow a fmall thin Globe of the bignefs oi a Muf- 
quet-Ball, or fomewhat bigger, to befaftend to the . aforefaid turnM 
Tube by the Fkimc of the Lamp at A, as you fee in the Figure. This 
being done, they fill it with Spirit of Wine, tinged with Red Senders 
( ^ which has been firft moiftenM with Spirit of Vitriol. The Spirit be- 

ing a little warm'd, they immerge the extremity at B in the Liquor, fo 
^ that no Air may^nter; and holdingaChafcndifhof live Coals under 
the Globe and Tabe^ they rarify and expel the Air therein contained, fo 
that the Coals being remov'd, as the Gla(s cools, the Spirit enters and 
fupplys its room. The Spirit muft not arife to above the middle of 
the Tube ; fo that if it^exceeds it in the firft Operation, they reduce it 
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to a juft height by a flthder heat of the Fire, \vhich expels fome part 
of the Spirit. They clofc the top of the T^be at B by an Hermetical 
Seal, and the Spirit rifes and falls according to the different degrees of 
Heat and Cold. I have fcen fome of thefe fmall Tuhis thirty or forty 
Foot long, and turnM into divers others curious Figures. They faften 
the Therntomefer on a Square wooden Frame, leaving an hole in the 
Board to receive part of the Globe that it may lie fmooth^ and fo they 
hang it up in their Houfes. 

Wc vifited alfo the Convent of fVillidmites a little without the 
Town, where the Fryars OiewM us the Tomb of Sirjoh0 MaffdevHIe^ 
\i^ith this Infcription, which, tho' the Orthography be not well ob* 
fcrv'd, is intelligible.

In the Satrifty they keep hk Skull, Saddle, Bridle- bit, Spurs, and 
two great Turhjb Knives, with which, they fay, he Carv'd at the 
Gredi Tur k^Tzblc. 

The Citizens arc very curious in cultivating Carnations or Gilliflow* 
crs, of which they have the largeft and taireft I ever faw. They^ pre^ 
fcrve the Seed of the purple ones to fow, having found, by long Ex- 
perience, that it thrives beft, and produces the largeft and faireft 
Flowers. The Earth in which they fet them is prepared thus : Take 
a fufficient quantity of good fat Earth, which dry very well in the Sun, 
powder and flft it to feperate all the Stones. With this Powder mix a 
little of the moift rotten Wood that's found in the decayed bodies of 
old Willow-Trees, which muft likewifebe beaten very imall. With 
this mixture fill the Pots, planting the Carnations at the fame time ; 
and then cover the Earth at lead a Finger^s breadth deep with fome of 
the aforefaid rotten Wood, crumbled or beaten fmall, pouring on 
Water enough to moiftcn the whole perfeftly well. 

Here liappend a ftrange accident, in the Year 1684, near Herfidl^ 
about half a League from Liege^ where five CoHiers, w«. Willhm 
G Ubiety l^icholas Hamaide^ James Hamaidt^ Gerard Radoux and his 
Brother, were (hut up in the Co^\-^M oiCreuecoeur, by the falling in of 
the Earth, for the fpace of twenty- four Days and fix Hours. Their 
Friends, who knew they had no Provifion of Viftuals with them in the 
Pit, gave them over for dead ; and three Weeks being expired, the 
People of the Village refolv'd to feck out their Bodies to give them chri- 
(lian Burial ; and having with much ado wrought another parage into 
the Pit, contrary to their expeflation, found the four firft above- 
mention'd ftill alive, tho' Spccchlefs and ready to expire ; the fifth 
could not be found : Whereupon his Wife maae a fearful Out- Cry. 
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and accus'd the others of having kill'd and, as* (he thought, eaten her 
Husb?nd : Buthisdead body being foon after found in a Pool of Wa- 
ter at the further end of the Pit, that Comroverfy was at an end- 
Thefc miferable half famifh'd Men were, by a regular Diet and good 
looking after, foon reftor'd to their per fed Health, are ftiU living, and 
follow their daily Labour as before. Willi am Gilbiet (who was one of 
the four, and from whofe mouth I had the Relation) told nAe,that they 
had but three pound of Bread when the Pit f?ll in, whichbcing eaten, 
they had nothing left but a fmall* Fountain of Water, which fpr^ng up 
near them ; but that after the^ had lain there three or four days their 
appetites were quite. gone, as he thought, thro' the daaipnefs of the 
place, and drinking much cold Water ; fo that tliey only langui&cd 
and pin'daway, without any great pain, or otherfcnfible indifpofition 
of body, but weaRhefs. 

Several creditable perfons of this City affurd me, That Richard 
Cromrvel, Son to the Ulurpcr, died here feven or eight Years before my 
being in the place ; that be livM here for fometime unknown, and weU 
fupply'd witb^Moncy ; that he behav'd himfelf like an half-witted 
mad Fellow, keeping company with none but Porters, Orters, and 
the very Scum of the People, and often walking, up and down the 
Streets eating ; and, laftly, that after his death he was difcover'd by 
his Papers. \ . h 

One Remark I made at J^^ffx ^^^^^^ ^ <^^n by no means pafs by, 
forafmuch as Hiftory hardly anords the like. Going to fee the Englifi 
College, I chanc'd to light on ont Arnaui Tonna^ a - Lay^Brother, 
ampngft the Jefuit^, who, had, not long before, been troubled vt^ith a 
Diftempcr that had ^baffled tht moft expert FhyGcians of- the City, 
'T was a certain Coldncfs of his whole Body with pain Ccbiefly of his 
Legs Xthatftupify'd ail bis Members to (iich a degree, that when the 
Fire bliftcrM and burnt his FIcfli, he perceived not the leaft heat ; and 
tho he drapk his Beer ancl Broth boyling hot, they hardly feem'd luke- 
warm. Helikewife told mc, that, during his Sicknefs, his hearing; 
was fo prodigiouOy 3.pute, that he could hear very diftinftly what others* 
whifppr'4 in other Rooms, and at the diftaiice of three or four Cham- 
bers. However, he had ftiU the ufe of hist inib$, and was at length 
cui'd by Salivation, at thePerfwafion of a trench Chyrurgeon, tho' 
all the Doctors rtifly oppos'd it. He has fince hadfome light Symptoms 
of it, and once or twice a Year the gnawing pains in' his 'Legs return, 
w:hich, he fays,, arc more exquifite Torments than thofe fuffer that are 
tartur'd on the Rack; and,* what is yet more ftrange, they corifume 
and waft all the FleCh, leaving nothing but tlie bare Skin and Bone in 
two days time, tho' he be a very corpulent fat Man. HeVa Gardener 
by Trade, and in his Youth accuftom'd fiimfelf very much to fleep on 
the Ground, and very often when he came fweating from his Labour; 
which he imagines to be the caufc of his Diftcmpen 
. We found here Father Marco d' Aviano^ the famous Italian Capuchin, 
who pretended to the Gift of Healing all manner of Jbifeafes, and had 
pafs'd thro^ all kaly^ ^ Germany, and the Netherlands, on that account* 
The Repute ©f his Piety and Miracles had got him in fuch Vogue, 
amongft the People, that one of the Magifti^ates fent out his Coach to 
meet him, and, as he pafs'd, the Streets the Mob throng'd up in 
multitudes to touch him, and receive his BencdiQ;ion, which he kept 
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giving al! the way as he paft. He was conduced to thfe Convent of 
his own Order, and had no fooner got out of the Coach, but the Peo* 
pie ran rudely on with Knives and Ciurs to cut his uppA Vcftmect 
into Relicks^ and thrice happy he that could get a piece ; infomuch 
that, notwithftanding he had a Guard to attend hitn, they cut it all 
into bits before he could hdufe hinoifelf. Some few Days after, there 
was a Stage ereded a little without one of the Gates, and a prodigious 
multitude gathered together from all the neighbouring Cities, Towhs, 
and Villages; fometo receive their Health, and others to be Spe&atoi^ 
ofthewonderfiil Performances. There might you have fcen whole 
crowds of Blind, 1-ame^ Deaf, Domb, and what not; fome halting, 
fome on Crutches, and others brought in Coaches, Sedans and Chairs ; 
that one would have thought they had ranfack'd all the Hofpitalsand 
Lazaretto's in Eur$pe^ -to rally up this infirm Multitude. They were 
order'd, fome days before, to prepare themfelves for this great Work 
by Confeflion, Communion, and Alms^giving, if their Ciixumflances 
permitted it: t.1 he People being thus afTcmbled, Father Mir^o moun«» 
ted the Theatre, and having harahgu'd them in a medly of FrinchznA 
haliM^ (hewing the necefltty of Faith in that jundlure, he deHred them 
CO joyn with him in Prayer ; which being ended, and his Benediction 
given, ho conunanded them to throw away their Crutches and other 
Supports of feeble Nature : The word was no fooner given, but the 
Air was (ill'd with Acclamations and Shouts of Joy, and the Holy 
Man was as readily obey'd ; but to my certain knowledge, notwith* 
(landing the Benedi^ion, they were forc'd to ufe the fame helps to get 
Home again, and to attribute the iU Succefs to their own Unworthi- 
fiefs : Such Wj&s the Veneration they had for this Holy Quack. An 
Old Woman, that fl^ood next me, returnM him her Maledidion for 
the iofs of a notable pir of Sfeffdcles^ which, it feems, (he had made 
ufe of to get a fight of the Holy Father^ and thrown away in hopes of 
recovering her Eye fight. In a word ; fome took *F. AfMrca^fov an Im- 
poftor, others for a Saint ; but I can fay no more than I faw, which 
was )uft nothing : However, theP^/e and Emferar hzd fo great anO- 
pinion of his Sandity, that they feot him to give his Behedidion on 
the Imperial Army, at the late Siege of f^feptM. I have been fincetold 
at R0met that he is ImprifonM, or rather confid'd to his Convent, fo 
that People begin to harbour ill Thoughts of bis Proceedings, though 
thofe of his own Coat keep the matter clofe for the Credit of their . 
Order. 

Whilft we flaid here, we made divers Excurfions to fee the Iron- 
works at Cbi/fdj, the Machines by which they draw the Water out of 
Coal pits, aad the place where they make Htriol and Brimfiom out of 
the fame Mineral fiarth, the manner whereof may be feen at large in 
the Tranfa6:ions of the Royal Society. 

The Prince and Bifhop of Liege holds his Territories under the Em- 
peror, and is at prefent as abfolute, as to the Government, as any Po- 
tentate in Europe. Ris Revenue is, flnce the late Rebellion, uncertain, 
for the Impofitions encreafe daily, to the great detriment of Commerce. 
Befides Uege^ he has the Dutchy of BouiUov^ the Marquifate of Frdn* 
chimonty and Counties of Loots and Hestdin ; all which contain 24 Ci- 
ties and Towns, formerly wall'd, and 1 500 Villages. The Country 
is very pleafant, fertile^ and abounding with all things oecefTary for 
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Life- The Vineyards, near the City, yield a fmall fort of Wine, 
which is not to be compar'd with their Beer. They drive a great 
Trade in Iron, Lead, Vitriol, Brlrtiftone, Sal t-petrc, Cloth and Arms, 
which are all made here ; as likewife in Pit-Coal and Marble, w^ith 
which the whole Country abounds. The River Meaji facilitates the 
Trahfportation of their Commodities, by meaas whereof they ?njoy 
a very flourifhing Traffick, which would be much greater but for the 
Waisacrd Broils of their more potent Neighbours, which highly incom* 
mode them, tlw' they ufually lland Neuters. 

The People arc generally Plain- dealers, Sincere and Sociable; but 
withal llot headed, and eafily provok'd to Sedition. 

The Government is in the hand of the Prince, and the great Canoos 
of St. Lumber t;\ Church, who muft all be Men of Noble Extraftioa, or 
eminent for Learning, forafmuch as the Prince is ele^ed out of their 
number. There have been Canons of this Churdi at one time, nine 
King$ Sons, twpnty-four Dukes, twenty-nine fiarls, and divers others 
of the fir ft Rank- The City of Liege is goveA'd by tw4) Burgoms^fters^ 
one M^jV, ^)stx%8cahins^ and the Heads of the ^2 Trades. In Bu(i- 
nefs oi Law they may appeal to the Imperial Chamber - and in Spiri- 
tual Affairs, to the Arch-bifhoprick oUCoitn. 

The People of Liege^ when their Friends arc bitten by a Mad Dog 
and begin to lofe their Senies, ufe to liaften their end by (lifling them 
between two Feather- Beds, keeping them forcibly down 'till they ex- 
pire ; as well to put them out of their pain^ as to keep them from 
hurting otliers^ 

They all marry privately, and, as it were, by ftealth, the Church 
Doors beine.fhut, and none prefent but the Prteft and one or two of 
their nearelt Eolations. This they do to avoid a kind of Witchcraft, 
caird, MaUfieium ligsmhu ; for if any one that bears the Bride or 
Bridcgt com a Onjidge be prefent at the Marriage,that Perfon, by tying 
certain Knots on a String, and fpeaking iboie of the Pneft's words 
backward, renders the Man impotent \iil fuch time as the Charmer 
pleafe touaty^it. Tlie Antients call'd them FmcuU yemrU^ and fo

5;>4w. From L/Vg^tf we rode to Spaw^ a fmall wall'd Town, lying in a 

bottom, about fix Leagues diftant. 

It's Jnliabited by poor People^ who live by fuch as cdme hither in 
Spmmer to drink the Mineral Waters One of the Wells is in the 
Market-place, over which we read the fdibwiog Verfes, which fibew 
it^s Vertucs. *

The other Wells are at a good diftaooeffom the Town, of which 
that called the £«?v^/r is the beft ; but the Water is fo vigorous, and 
ferments fo powerfully, that it breaks all th<^ Bottles, and cannot be 
traniported, I foundi that all thefe Waters, with the iiifufioa of 
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Galls, gave a purple tin£lurc, which flicWs them to be Martial ; and> ' 
indeed, the whole Territory is full of Iron-Mines. Their chief U(e 
is in Diftempers of the Reins and Bladder, as Vlcersy Gmvel^ and Oh- 
ftruVtions^ of thefe and all other parts of the Body. They arc like- 
wife good againft the Drofljy Tntian Jgut, Scidfica, &el 
• Leaving Spaw we rode on to Aquifgran or Aken^ pa(fing thro^ L/>»- Limbmrg. 
bourg^ the Capital Towrt of a Dutchy belonging to the 6/4/^*4r^. but 
much decay'd, and almoft ruin'd by the Wari . Jq^ifgrMy call'd by Aquifgran^ 
ithe French ^/j: UChafpetle^ is an Imperial Free-Town, having been 
built by Chsrlimagne^ and defignM to be the Metropolitan of Gtrmanj. 
It takes the name of JquifgtMum from the Hot-Bat hsj which are there, 
and faid to have been found by GrMw^ the Emperor Niro*s Brother, as 
appears by the following Infcription, Which we obferv'd on the Bafin 
of a fair Fountain in \k\t Market-place.

The City is large and ftrwg^ being 5(1 viroD'd with a double Wall -, b^t 
the Buildings have not the Elegancy of the Hollank^GAv^ which we 
came trom leetug. 1 nc 1 own-riouic is oneoriue luuii vounaeraDie^ 
in the Great Hall whereof Charlepuigne is reprefented in Fainting, grant" 
ing divers Priviledges to the Citizens. The principal Church wai 
built and bcautify'd by the abovefaid Emperor, and coofecrated by 
Pope Leo III ^^5 Frehites aflifting at the Ceremony. The f«re-part 
of the Altaris of pure Gold^ and all the Veftmenti eover'd wlh pre- 
cious Stones ofin iscffimable VaFoe/ In the Treafury are lTk6wile 
kept two Crowns of Gold, deck'd with Jewels of the largeft fize, and 
riven hjlfdelU Clara Eafeniay Princefe of the United Vroviaces ; tho 
famous Book of the Goqpels, writun in golden Letters, on purpte 
Parchment^ by the Apoftles own haads, » 'tis faid, on which' the Em- 
perors uib to fwear at their Coronaitioci ; the Iren-Orowny with which 
the Emperors were forRierly crownPd here ; the Sword which they 
wore at their Coronation ; the Chair wborein they &te» the botrckn of 
which is (aid to be of the Wood of Noah^'s Ark, if you pleafe to be- 
lieve it ; divers antient and rich Copes^ borderM round at the bocteoi 
with little Bells, like the Veftment of the High Fcieft under the Old 
Law. They iQcewife pretend to keep here fome of our SmHom/s 
Cloaths, the Virgin Mary\%aKxk% S. Jffeph's Breeches, and divers 
other fueh like Relics, which can be ieea but oace in Seven Years, and 
xSxn they are fbewii by a Prieft from the top of the Tower^ to flMiki^ 
tudes of jPeople that flock hither at that tieeic t» fee them- 
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The JefaJies Church is a pretty Pile of modern Architecture, in 
which the Chappcl of S. Jofeph is all Marble, and bcautify'd with di- 
vers painted Hiftories relating to ihat Saint^s Life. 

The GoUen BuB obliges the Emperors to receive the Iron-Crown 
in this City from the Arch bifhop of collen ; but of la^ Years it has 
been carried to Franckforty or where ever they were pleasM to appoint^ 
and after' the Coronation brought back hither. 

The Territory belonging to this State is but fmall, containing about 
200 Villages, and yielding all forts of Neceffaries. It abounds with 
great ftore of Lafis Cdlamnaru^ which they ufe to turn Copper into 
Brafs, by melting one part of the powder'd Mineral with three of Cop- 
per, \vhich augments its weight by near thirty pound in the hundred, 
and gives it a yellow Colour. The City is governM much Hke thofc 
X>fHollMd^ viz. by a Mdjof^ Burgomafiers, Sc^im and CounfeBors. 
The Inhabitants draw a confiderable Benefit from the frequency of 
Strangers who come to the Baths, which they ufe both inwardly and 
^ outwardly. 

From hence we rode to ColUn^ nine Leagues, pafling thro' Juliets, 
Guiick,, otherwife callM Gulick^ from "Jalim defar^ its Founder ; and, indeed, 
we only pafs^'d thro' it, being receivM by a File of Mufquetiers at one 
Gate, and conduded by them out at the other, as Strangers are ufu- 
atly treated, as well to prevent a Surprize, as to hinder them from 
viewing the Fortifications of this ftrong and important Place. It's Ca« 
piial ofthe Dutchy of Jutiers^ belonging to the Duke of Nnhourg ; 
commodioufly feated in a low fenny Level, well wallM and trenched, 
and defended by one of the frr6ngeA Citadels in Europe. Its Territo- 
ry abounds with Corn, and a very good Breed of Horics. From hence 
M^e traveird on to CoRen, ieven Leagues diftant. . 
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Electorate of CoUen. 

Cjiiin. y^""^ LX fi AT is an Imperial Free* Town, and one of the greatefl; 
m and mod conndcrable in the Empire, having been built in 

%^^ ^ the time of M. Agriffd, whofe Niece Jgrifpind^ Wife of 
^"^-^ Cidudifu Cdfar, Mother of AVr^, and Natives of this City, 
caus'd a RomM Colony to be efrabliOi'd here, which gave it the name 
ofC&ioma Jgrifpiua. The WaUs are (!rong, with double Trenches 
and divers Out* Works. That part which lies on the Rhiffe is meft in- 
habited; for on the Land fide there are fome hundreds of Acres of 
Vinej^ards, Gardens, and waft Ground, within the Walls. Gi-eat 
part of the Houfcs arc of Stone, and well-built, the reft being of 
Wood, like our antient Buildings in EngUnJL 

The Churches are about 260 in number, befides the Chappels and 
Oratories, in regard whereof this City is ftiFd SmpcH, and Rinnans 
SceUfujilU. The Great Church was fcuilt by S. Msternus^ a Difciple 
of S. Peter, in the Year of Chrift 96 j and in it are kept, as they pre- 
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tend, the Bodies of the three Wife Men, that came to Bethlehem to 
adore the new-born Saviour of the World, viilgarly call'd the three 
Kings. The Latin Ipfcriptibrt, which contains the Hiftory, informed 
us, that S. Helen ^ Confidmtineh Mother, brought thcln to Conftantimh 
//f , from whence they were carried to MHm^ and fent thence to CoHen 
by the Archbifbop RejnoU^ in the Year ii6/^. We likewife rfead the 
following Verfes :

In the Collegiate Church of S. VrfuU, we faw divers Tombs, and k 
multitude of Bones ef the eleven thoafMnd Virgins which arc faid 
to have accompanied her from EngUhd to Romt^ and, iii their return, 
to have beenraarty t'd here by the Huns. The^ pofitively aver, that 
if any dead Bodies are buried here, the Eartn fooh calls them up 
again, as it happenM fome Years fince to a little Child, whofe Tomb 
they (hew*d in the Body of the Church; and which they attribute t6 
the Hdtnefs of the Ground. 

^t th&Cordilteri we faw the Tomb of the famous Scotf0s^ commonly 
caird Dolior Subtilis^ with thefe two Epitaphs.

In the ChiircH of the Afofitts-^ we faw the Tomb of a certain W<3k 
man, wl)ich, being fuppos^d to be Dead of an Hifterical Fit, was bu-) 
ricd here with her Wedding- Ring, which they could by no means *^&t\ 
off without cutting her Finger, which her Friends would not petmit'; 
whereupon two Men, for the lucre of tlie Ring, opened the Grave in 
the Night-time, and had no fooner given her Air, but flie began td 
ilir» apdfoon after ridng up, went home to her Husband, with whom 
fhe liv'd many Years after, and had divers Children. This ftrange 
Accident happenM in the Year 1357, and is here reprefented on the 
Wall. The Houfe where fhe liv'd, is ftill ftanding near this Church. 

The Town- Houfe is an handfome Stnifture, in which we faw the 
^fl^ies of the firft Dukes of the City long before Chriftianity, and the 
Magazine of Bows and Arrows usM heretofore by the Militia of the 
place. The Univerfity is Founded for all Faculties. The Inhabitants 
drive a great Trade in Books, 
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CoIUn is aFreC'Townof the Empire, and flill retains fomewhat of 
tlieForm of Governn^ent ot the antient /lt?i»^i? Republick, having its 
Corifal^^ Proconiuls^ Pr^tors^ Cenf0'Sj Senstors^ J^ribum , McliUs^ and 
Cowr/nJliry(;^iYvQv\{\Q\^s\ being likewife divided into Popular Tribes 
or CfOixx panies. IMie chief Arbitrators of Affairs of State, are, fix Con- 
fuls or i3urgomaftere> who continue during life, tho' only two aft 
yearly ; 1 50 Senators ^ and 7 Scabins put in by the Elector. The £- 
lector^ who is likewife Arch-bifhop, and cholen out of the Canons of 
the Great Church, is not peroiitted to reGde in the City above three 
Days at a time, without Lcavx from the Magift rates. However, he's 
oblig'd to be here once a Year, on the Day of the three Kings, at 
which time they receive and treat l^ifn mod magaficently, prefenting 
him with a certain Sum of Money, and jop meafvires of Oats, which 
he lofesif he fails of coming. The principal Cities fubjeO: to the £• 
tell or ^ are, Bounty JndernAk^ Nuiz,^ and Kjiferwerp. He ha3 divers 
Pretenfions to tlie City of C<?fl^;»,.,on which divers Attempts have been 
made by private Cabals and open Hoftility, jbut to little purpc^e ; for 
the Hollanders, who have Tor a long time noade it the Magazioe for 
their Commerce on tlie Rbine^ are always ready to ftand up in its De- 
fence. The Pope's Nuncio, which refines h^re^ has the Cha^£ler of 
JN unci us JpofioltcuT ad tr^Sum Rheni. Both fjatbirnns and Qalvinif^s 
are permitted to hve here ; but their Churches are in the Villages 
without the Town. The ^ews are not jfttflcrM to eater without 
Leave, and paying a certain Tribute, rfio' the whole Country is full 
of them. 

I had defign'd to have proceeded on thro' German) into Italy ^ but 
findii^ here a Gentleman who intended to go by the way of Flanders 
and trance, I wasieafily perfwaded to accoinpaoy. him : Wherefore 
we returned to Liege^ in order to profecute o«r Journey. We ob- 
ferv'd that they dig Pit-Coal in many parts of the Territory of Litge^ 
with which they niakc an admirable fort of Firings calVd, in their 
Language, Hockets^ by beating the Coal very fmall, and working it 
into Balls of fix or feven Inches Piamcter, with half Earth and Wa- 
ter enough to moiften it, which they dry in the Sun, %o burn in Win- 
ter. They often meet with fulminating Damps in their Pips, which 
they call Feu grieux^ being an Exhalation, wtuch, in form of a blue 
Cloud, encompalTesthe Flame of the Candle, and in an inftant taking 
Fire, makes as great a Noife.asif a Cannon had boendiCcharg'd in the 
place. Such as are tbcQ prefeati fccurt themfelv^s in fome meafure by 
f^^^ng flat on the Ground, tho' th^ir Hair and Cloaths are commonly 
h^rnt. The Colliers, to prevent this Ei^plofipn, brufli often the (kles 
and top of the Pit with a piece Qf new Canvas, which, they fiiy, 
jarely fails. 
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Spanifli Netherlands 

WE took places in the Coach for Lovdin^ and lodged the 
firft Night at S. Tron or S. Truden, a little Town, fix S.Tr<7>r/ 
Leagues from Liege ^ taking its name from an anticnt 
Abby of Bcnedidines ; the Abbot of which is Lord of 
half the Tow'n, and puts in his Magiftrates as well as the Prince of 
Lrege. We pafs'd Ifkcwife at TilUmont^ formerly a large wallM Town, 
but almoft burnt down in the beginning of the late War. On our 
left hand we faw the Village of Hugar^ fituate on an Eminence, and 
famous for a forf of white Beer, much efteemM in thefe parts ; but 
what very Brange is, that, tho' they fend the fame Malt, >Vater and 
Brewer to any adjoyning Village, he cannot make it near fo good ; 
which they attribute to fome hidden quality of the Air of this place. 
At eight Leagues end from 5. Tron^ we canic to Lovaw. 

The City of L(?i/4/>i is antient, and equal to Gaunt in circuit. It Lrjain. 
lies on the River DeU^ being tolerably well-built, but thinly inhabit- 
ed, containing divers Vineyards, Gardens, and much void Ground, 
within the Walls. The old Caftle is faid to^ have been built by "Julius 
Cdfar. The Town-Houfe is an handfome Fabrick, the outfide being 
beautify*d with curious antient Sculpture, which fufficiently Ihews the 
Magnificence of paft Ages. The Jefuites Church is likewifc fumptu- 
oufly built and adornM ; but their Library pafles for the beft in the 
Low-Coufltries, in regard of the vaft number of choice Manufcripts and 
Xwintcd Books. At the CorJiliers lies buried Jufius Lipfjus^ an.emi* 
nent Profcffor of this Univerfity,* and celebrated thro' the whole 
World for his profound Science. ' His Epitaph is in thefe words :

The Duke of Jrfebot*s'?ik(xof Hevtrly, is about three quarters of 
a League from the Town, the way between them being one of the 
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plcafantcfl Walks I ever beheld, borderM with rpws of Limc-Trees 
planted on each fide in right lines. The Houfe is an handfome Pile of 
antientTiUilding^ and the Gardens are extreme diverting. The Celeftins 
Cliurch islikevvifc the Chappcl of this Palace, in which we obfervcd 
the Genealogy of the Family, reprefented in painting, and the Monu- 
ments of divers Dukes. They Hkewifc keep here one of the pieces of 
Money for which, they fay, our Saviourwas fold to the ^ews by "Ju-^ 
das \ at leaft it has all the marks of Antiquity, being ot the weight of 
an kngHjb Shilling, as near as I could guefs, with Tiberius Cafar^s 
Head on one fide, and a Liltj, ot fome fuch Flower, on the other. 

The Univerfity was founded by John IV. Duke of Brahanf^ about 
the Year 1426, and contains at prefent 4j Colleges. The Re£for^ 
who is Head of the Univerfity, holds his Dignity for fix Months, and 
takes place of the xMagiftrates of the City, who are obligM to A'and 
flill and pay hira their Refpecls when hepaflcs by. They teach here 
all Faculties, conferring the Degrees of Bachelor, Licentiate, and Do- 
ff or. The Jejui/es have, for a long time, cndeavour'd to get leave foi* 
Teaching.publickly in the Univerfity, but to little purpofe. I am in- 
formed, that they obtained a Grant from the King of Spain^ fome Years 
fince, for two Lcftures a Day ; upon which one of the Profeffors was 
fent, in the name of the whole Body, i;oreprefent to his Majefty the 
ill Confequence that might thence proceed. The King told him. He 
had given his Royal Word, which was irrevocable : However, the 
PiofeiTor wrought foefficrcioufly with him, that he affign'd them the 
Hours of Noon and Midnight tor Reading, which caus'd them to 
acquicfce, and quit their Pretentions. 
Muh.w. From Lovain we m ent to Mechlin^ four Leagues diftant^ an Arch- 
bifhop'sSee, and Capital of a Lordfliip of the fame Name, which 
makcb one of the 17 Provinces. This City is fumptuoufly built, and 
remarkable for its large and neat Streets, which give it the name of 
Mechlin the Clean^ The principal Church, dedicated to S. Rumbald, is 
a beautiful old Structure. The Convent ofBeguines feems rather to 
be a little Town, than a fingle Monaftery, and contains above 1500 
Devotes^ with near thrice as many Penfioners. They arc a fort of Nuns, 
who are not obliged to kecpconftantly wkhin the Inclofure, but may 
mtike Vifits to their Friends in the City, and receive the fame recipro- 
cally in their' Chambers as oft as they pleafe, and even marry if they 
think fit, their Vows of Chaftity only obliging them 'till the firft good 
Occafion ; but then they leave the Convent. 

The Inhabitants are courteous, free and affable, being for the moft 
part employ'd in making Linnen and Lace; asalfo in cafting Cannon 
and Bells, and in Tanning. They had very confiderable> Priviledges 
granted them by Charles the laft Duke of Burgundy, for the Service 
they did him at the Siege ofNujs; for they pay neither Cuftoms for 
Merchandize, lior Subfidies to the Crown. Women with Child 
commonly go to Lye-in in Brabant'^ to the end that their Children may 
enjoy the Priviledges likewife of that Province. The Parliament, or 
Great Royal Council of the Netherlands, is held here, confiding of a 
Prefident, 1 6 Counfellors, 8 Secretaries, and divers Subaltern Officers, 
to which all the Provinces may appeal, and in which the Kftights of 
rhe Golden Fleece have a definitive Sentence in all th?ir Law-Suits.

* no great Ships to enter, nor fuch Commodities as may injure their own 
Trade ; and by this means Amfterdiun has taken its Growth from the 
Ruin of Jatwerf, whicb was, before the Revolt of thofe Provinces, 
one of the greateft and rid»ft Empories of the whole World. The 
Sfamards muft needs bafl| been hard put to^t, to leave fo important a 
Place thus bridled, or are ioconteftably far (borterfighted than they 
think themferves to be* 

The Cathedral is a magnificent Pile of Building, and of a prodigi- 
ous extent, being 500 Foot long, 240 broad, and 360 high. It coq* 
tains' 66 Cbappels, with a great number of Marble Pillars, Paintings, 
aikl other xich Ornaments. The Steeple has 660 Stops, and j j g;reat 
Bells. In this Church we faw and copyM out this Epitaph, in Memo- 
ry of old PlMtin.

The Jefuites Church is one of the moft Superb iii the NetherUuis^ 
where we could not but admire the regular Symmetry of the Arcbite-

parable A«^»f,whofe dexterity in that rtoble Art is well enough known 
to the World. The Veftry is wonderfully ftor'd with rich Church- 
ftuflf, (Uning with Gold, Silver, Diamoods, Pearls, Rubies, and an 
infinity of other Predous Stoiies i the greateft part bang Donations 
of a certain fort (^ Women, called by the Dutth^ SliKzeh^ and by the 
trench^ FiBes devetes^ who haag rich old Maids or Wido\^s, ^vote- 
themfelves to ftme Religious Order of Meq, fpend!|jg what they have 
in adorning their Churches, and fo little on thQ Poor, dat they pafs for 
the worft oif People.

The £jc- 
dfMge ('which wais the Model of jpiir RojaI Exchange 2X Londoit) is^lbp* 
ported by 43 great Marble Pillars, and has foUr Gates openinp into as 
many fair Streets^ ftaoding exaftly Eaft, Weft, North and Sotith ; 
as it wqre^ receive tiK Induftrious from the Four Parti of the VVbt-Id^' 
The Fifb'Aiarkef is the bcfl: ftorM with all forts of Filh, of aby Itiare 
fcen; and in the FiJbfpofrgcrs^HdS }^t faw an antient Regifter, which, 
amougft divers other things, makes mention of Seventy five thoUfand 
Scbelevifch or haddocksj that vi^ere brought to Market in one day, with 
a great quantity of other Sea and River- Fifli, and all fold before nigh^ 

Antmrf of^ it felf, makes one of the 17 Provinces, by the Name 01 
the MsrquifAte of she facred Empire, and is governed by foUr Members, 
viz. Two Supreme Magiftrates or Burgomailers, eighteen Scabins, 
t\yenty,fix Captains of the Burgers, and fifty four Deans or Heads of 
the ^veral Trades of the City ; fo that without the unanimous Con- 
fent of all Four^ and ttie King's Approbation, notliiifg of Moment 
can be done. This Form of Government fymbollases very much*with 
that of th« LdcedimontMs^ amongft whom the Prince, Magiftrates 
and People, had their refpe£live Rights, and a6led joyntly in the ma- 
nagement of all Affairs of State. 

We went from thence by Water lb Urujfels, eight Lcagufe diftant, 
changing Boats divers times by the way. This is the capital City of 
Braiapfy where the Vice-Roy or Ooverpoiir rcfides. It's conxitiodioufly 
Seated on the River Si^e^ as w^ll ht Pleafure. as sill things necelfary 
foritsSttbfiftcnce; b^iog withal, of ^he bignrfs of .1^ populous, 
clegiantly built, ri<:h, and encoropafs'd with twp Walls. The Prince's 
Palace is a fair large Bi^I^^^g' commpdious^ and capable of Lodging 
^11 fuch as belong to the C^ourt,were they twice as many as they are. Irl 
one of the Rooms wefaw diyvscuriousPif^ces of Painting,and particu- 
larly remark^ tha^of the Tdutoas Gods, and one of a Procarattrr and 
his CUrkj both highly valued. In another Chamber we obferv'd the 
Statues of twelve Emperors of the Houfe of Juftria^ and the Armour 
of divers great Princes. The Stadthqufe is likewife an elegant Stru- 
.^ure, inwhich we fawthe^fw^wr^^i?^ Solomon, painted by Rubens^ 
and QftcemM ^ Mailer-piece. Th^ principal Church, dedicated to 
St.. Gh^, 13 a fair Buildings into which we afcended by 42 Steps,

Leaving OJftnd we kept alone the Sea-Coaft three Leagues to Niem- 

fart, another Port of FUnJerSj but only capable of fmall Veffels. The 

Town is of no great extent, but ftrong both by Nature and Art^ and 

the Inhabitants live by Fifhing and making Cordage. We fa w here a 

Convent of £/g///^Carthufians; aslikewifea Gentleman, who oopld 

foretell the Death of any near Relation in Engldnd^ feveral Daysbefore 

he receivd any Letter, and that by a CofBn which (as he fate la bis 

Chamber) would conflantty feem to lie at his Fedt for two or thr^ 

Days together. I have known divers Families in which thcfe kind of 

Prefages ;or Tekens, H our Vulgar call them) arc very ufual, and Hi- 

ftory is full of Examples of this Nature. B4Utis L 5. ie RomM. Pm- 

• tif. aflures us. That a rattling of Bones was heard in the Tomb, of 

Sjlvefter, and a kind of Sweat ilfpedfrom it juft before the Death of 

divers Popes. 

From hence we proceeded ftill along the Sea-fhore five Leagues fur- 

Dufikrrli. thcr to Dunkerk^ the laft Port of FUnders. This Town is large, popuh 

buSy well built, and fo fkrongly and regularly Fortify'd, that it's 

ede^'d in^pugnable. It was taken by the FriHcb and En^lijb in the 

Year 1658, ana poffefsM by the latter *till the Year 1661, at which 

tknc it was given up to the French for about 5000000 Livres^ as 'tis 

feid, which come not to 400000 pound SterL They have lately built 

a ftrong Fort above half a Mile from the Town, which commands the 

Harbour s Moath, and ferves fbr an advancM Work to the CitadeU 

which lies betwixt It and ttie Town. The Inhabitants drive a good 

Sea-^Trade ; btit the commodious Situatbn of the Place has made Pri^ 

vateeringfo very advantageous, that, in Wartime, here^s liardly a 

Merchant or Seaman of any Indudry but makes his Fortune in a very 

ihorttime. 

From Dunkffk we went by Boat to S. Omers^ the fecond City of the 
Province of Artais^ well fortify'd, as well by Art as by a marfhy Le- 
vel, and divers Channek which almoft encompafs it ; but it is at pre- 
fent fubjeft to the French. It's likewife very antient, and the Sea came 
formerly uptothe Walls, as appears by divers great Anchors whkdi 

have 
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have been lately foiin^ in laying the Fdiindations of fome of the Houfes 
in the Suburbs. Befides, it's probably coojefturM that this was the 
Tonofhcias^ where Cif/!ireinbarkM going to invade Brittdi»y tho^ 
the Sea comes not at prefent Vithin eight LeagUes Of the Town. The 
Abby of S. Bfr///r, built by 5r^^^# King of £«r^/W, is a magnificent 
Structure, but chiefly remarkable for the Church, which is one of the 
moft Superb in tlie Lew-Coiif$tries. On twb of the l^illars which fup- 
port the Body of the Church, we obfervd si fmatl Cr&todihj and a pro- 
digious great Tm^ (as they will have it, tho' it feem'd to us t6 be a 
Tcrtoiftj which are faid to have been found ih a Cellar belonging to 
the Abby. Tlie Engl^ J^fi^^^^ haVe hert a SemiMty for Humanity, 
and commonly abotit 2bo young Gendtmen, who are fent bitbec: to 
Study. 

Near this Town we faw a Lake, and in it divers moveable or float- 
ing Iflands to the number of 56, which are carried to and ko by the 
Wind, and by faflening a Cord to the Bough of a Tree that grows on 
either of them, you mav draw it to what part of the Lake you pleafe« 
Some of them are confiaerably large, with Trees and Herbs, and Cat- 
tle feeding on them ; but others are of a fmaller fize. Multitudes of 
Filh fhelcer under thefe Iflers in Winter* time ; in Summer they go out 
into the River^ which communicates with the Lake by divers Inlets, 
returning every Night td tlieir Sution, as Bees do to their Hives. 

From 8. Omers wt went to fee the GaBicdn FldMitrs^ or li^alhoff^ 
Country, and fo travelPd to (prr, an Epifcopal City, nine Leagues 
diftant, taking its Name from the Rive Mprf, which pafles thro' the 
midft of it. The Buildings are, forthe-moft part, of Wood, by rca- 
fon whereof they have not fo very agreeable an Afped as otherwife 
they would, li^ commodious Situation makes it (^difficult accefs and 
confequcntly (Irong ; nor have the Frtnth been wanting in fupply ing 
the defers of Nature by Art, tofecure fo important a Place, which 
fecures the Garrifons of S. Omers and j4ire^ and is one of the greateft 
Checks to the Sfdmjh hUnders. ^he Commerce and Number of In- 
habitants are much diminijh'd, partly by Wars and Fire, and partly 
by being undier the French Jurifdiftion, which highly difencourages 
the Peopfe, who are ftr^ngely averfe to that Government ; fo that 
whereas, in the Year 1247, here were found socoo Souls, at prefent 
they come not near to halt the number. We obferv'd that, through- 
out aO the FurirciSr Conquefts, tlie People have a natural Antipathy 
againft that Nation, tho' they have been for fome Years fubjed to it ; 
nay, it goes a^inft the jgrain even to converfe with a French-man. 
They cannot be brought to much as to reckon their Money the French 
way, by all the Intreaties and Threats the King has us'd m divers E**^ 
di6b publifh'd on that account.

Territory. 

Proceeding on five Leagues further we came to Conrenn^ a pretty 
weH-butlt City, ftatiding on tlie River Lis, regularly fortifyM and de- 
fended bv a ftrong Caflle. It's likewife very populous and rich, by 
reafon ot the Manufactures of Woollen and Linncn, which turn to the

A PROBLEM concerning the 
Rain-'Bow ofFx. Lines. 

WE find^ by Ex|;torience, tliat drops 
of Rain defcending thro' tlie 
Air, and illuminated by the Rays of the 
Sun, are fuifictent to form a Rain bow; 
Heiwever, it has other things to be en- 
quired into ; which, unlefs they are re- 
ducM to the Rules of Opticks, can hard- 
ly be explicated ; viz:^. i • H o w ha ppens 
it that, tfio' aril the drops of Rain, de* 
fcending thro* the Air, are equally illu- 
minated by the Sun, yet they are not all 
coloured? 2^Whence proceeds the Cir- 
cular Figure ? y Wlience proceeds that 
vivacity and diverfity of Colours, fince 
there can be no caufe tliereof afTignM, 
either in the Sun which illuminates, or 
in the drops thus illuminated ? 4. How 
happens it that there appear but five 
ibrts of Colours, and thele always in the 
(ame order, ^iz,. Red, Yellow, Green,. 
Blew and Purple ? 5* Hoa' comes it to 
pafs, that as the Sun defcends the Rain- 
bow rife^ and when the Sun afcends. 
the Rain-bow falls ? 6. Why are tbei 
Centers of the Sun, the Eye, and the 
Rain-bow always in the fame Right 
Line? 

I know no better way of folving thcfe 
and the like Difficulties, than by an ar- 
tificial Rain-bQW ; for the only differ- 
ence between a natural and artificial one 
if, that the latter is form'd by drops of 
Water rifing and falling, the former by 
drops falling enly. 

Let there therefore be made a Foun- 
tab, and the Orifice (covered with a 
plate of Iron) pierc'd with divers fn\all 
Iioks, that the Water breaking forci- 
bly out may reprefent a fmall Rain. 
Then the Eye being plac'd between the

But let us fee what may be ga^er'd 
from this pleafant Spedade in order to 
our prefent purpole. 

f . *Tis manifefl: that each drop of 
this artificial Rain illuminated by the 
Sun, fends forth all thdfe five Q)l€urs, 
or five Rays diverfly cdourM ; for feeing 
that thefe drops always afcend or 
defcend, lis plain that the fame drop 
which was Red in the higher part of 
the Bow, grows Yellaw as it defcends 
lower, and then Green, &c. fo that as it 
defcends, it ^ceffively ftprefents all 
the five Colours. 

2. Tis evident, that tho' diefe Co* 
lours proceed from each drof), yet they 
do not proceed fit)m any indifferent pvirc 
qS it ; oecaufe it appears in its native 
Colour as well above as below tbe 
Bow. 

J. Tis manifeft, that tho' thefe Ccv 
lours do not proceed from any indiflb- 
rent part of the drop, vet they proceed 
fmax more than one, fince we lee th^t 
the fame drop which in the higher Bow^ 
appear^ with the abovefatd Colours, as 
it defcends it lofes them, but when ic 
comes to the lower Bow it regains them 
again. 

Having taken notice of thefe particu- 
lars, we muft find out the manner of 
iifuing of thefe Rays out of the drop, 
and whence fuch a diverfity proceeds ; 
and this cannot be more commodioufly 
effefkd than by fuch Experiments as 
we ufe in fobing the like Pi&if»0ffi»eM o£ 
Light, viz. by placing a Glafs Globe 
fillVl with Water in feme dark Roorn^ 
on which (as on a great drop of Water) 
the Rays of the Sun may fall, pafiing 
thro^ an hole left in the Wall. For m-

But what is cliiefly to be obfcrvM in 
this place, is the Angle LQJl^ which. 
theoutmoftRed Ray H R makes with 
the jlxis L M, if both arc carried on 'till 
they meet in ^. For tlie principal Phx^ 
nr>mfnao\ the Rain-bovy proceed from 
this Angle, which is the fame in all tlic 
Red Rays tliat iffuc forth from tlie drop. 
This Angle contains about, 42 Degrees, 
as it will appcar.to him that fhall mea- 
fureit, andtnighti if need required, be 
Geometrically demonnraied. But lee 
us fee wliat may be gathered from this 
Example : 

I .The Tea (on why the Rain bow 
appears fo exafkly circular rriay be ga- 
thered hence; for fince the Red Rays 
v.gr. of each drop make ("as we have 
fhcwn) always the fame Angle, viz. of 
42 Degr. with the ^jf/j, and this Jxis 
is parallel to that of the Eyci or to a 
Ray paffing from the Center of the Sun 
thro' the Center of the Eye ("for all the 
Rays of the Sun are parallel to the fenfe) 
'tis evident that this Ray cannot enter 
the Pupilld unlefs the drop be fo much 
above the Eye, or below it, to the right 
(ide of it, or the left, that its Red Ray 
may make the faid Angle of 43 Degr. 
with the Jxis of the Eye. ^ W hence 'tis 
tnanifeft, that all the drops which ap* 
pear Red to the Eye, whether they be 
above or below it, to the right or to the 
Jeft, are cqiiaily removed frbqi the ^jcA 
of the Eye ; aqd confeouently make the 
whole Rain-bow perfetlly circular ; for 
what is faid of thefe Red Rays muft be 
likcwifc underftood of the. other, viz. 
tliC Yelk)w^Grc?n, &c. for they muft 
always make the (ame Angle with the 
>^irV of the Eye, to the end they may 
be f^en.. Aqp hence may be drawn the 
reaibn of the common Axiom, wz. that 
the Axis of the Eye always pafles from 
.tliQ,Center of the Sua thro' the Center 
of.thc Eye to the Center of the Rain- 
bow ; as alio why the Sun muft be 
behind ones back to fee the Rain-bow.

And thus we have difcoVer'd tlie 
Origin of the four principal Colours of 
the Rain-bow, Red, Yellow, Blew and 
Porplc: But whence proceeds the fifth, 
which is fctn in the Rain-bow, viz.; tlie 
Green, which comes between the YelloMr 
and Blew ? It cannot proceed from the 
middleof the Sun, and therefore we muft 
aflert, that it does not come immediately 
from the Sun, or the ambient Air, but 
from a mixture of their Yellow and 
Blew Raysi Thefc AfTerrions are not 
only new (having been hitherto pub- 
lifhM by no one) but likewife hard to be 
provM,and therefore we (hould not have 
prcfum'd to pt opofe them in this learned 
AiTembiy, had we not Experiments oti 
our fide, whith fecure usagainft the 
reproach of fuch as think us rafh. Let 
^is therefore conic to Experiments. 

But a Glafs Prifme feems to be the 
moft proper Inftrument to perform die

faid Experiments ; bccaufe, being irra- 
diatcd by^ the Sun, it exhibits the fame 
Colours as arc fccn in the Rain-bow. 
Let there tiierefore be provided a Blew 
Table aBCD {TAB. I. Fig. 6.) with 
the white Circle EFGH painted in the 
middle, that the faid Circle may reprc- 
fent the Sun in the blew Sky. Then let 
us view the Table thro' the Prifmc ap- 
ply'd to our Ejrc ; and wc fhall fee as 
well the blew Table, as the white Cir* 
cle expre&d in it^ retaining as yet their 
proper Colours : Only the Skirt or Bor- 
der of the faid Circle will appear in <)ther 
Colours; and, Indeed, the lower part 
of the faid Skirt at H will be very Red 
and Yellow ; but the higher part at F 
will be Blew and Purple. By which 
Experiment all our Aflertions are eafily 
proved : For, as for the firft, 'tis plain 
that all the new Colours, which we fee 
here, proceed from the Skirt or Circum- 
ference of the Circle alone, and not from 
the intermediate pares ; becaufe, if they 
ihoqld come from the latter, the whole 
Circlt would likewife appear with the 
ikme Colours. 

The feeond Aflertion is alio evident,* 
piz. that thefe new Colours do not come 
from the Circumferenceof the Sun alone, 
butlikewife from the ambient Body: 
For if we change the Colour of the am- 
bient Body, viz. from Blew to Red or 
Green, thefe Colours will likewife be 
changed, as will appear to him that fhall 
make the Eiqperiment. Which plainly 
fl^ws that diey do not only proceed 
from the Border of the Sun, but alfo 
from the ambient Body. 

As to the third, 'tis manifefl:, that 
they do not all come from the (iime part 
of the Border, fiiice we have plainly 
fhewn, that fome of the Colours come 
from the higher pkrt, and others from 
the lower. 

As to the fourth, 'tis no leis manifeft 
to whofoever (hall infpe£l the Scheme, 
that the aerial Rays refra6led over tlie 
folar, produce Red and Yellow : And 
on the contrary, the folar refrafted over 
the aerial, produce Blew and Purple. 
But if the rcafofi of this be demanded ;

. truly 'tis better to be {ilent, than to give 
fuch an one as I my felf cannot rely 
on* . . 

As for the fifth, 'tis apparent, that the 
Green does not injmediately proceed 
from the Sun, or ambient Air ; fince 
here appears no fign of Gfeenefs, as 
you fee ; but that it comes from the 
Yellow and Blew roixt together, which 
are fo much the more mixt oy bow much 
the nearer thcyapproachtoone another, 
-as will appear to whofoever iball gp 
back at fome dlftancc from the faid 
Table. Sceiijg therefore that the Sun 
is fo very remote from us, I do not 
wonder that they come fo near one ano- 
ther, that at length tliey are mix d, and 
form a Green Colour. 

Here rfcmains therefdns nothing more 
to be done, but to reprefcnt to the Eye 
all that has hitherto been faid ; . and 
therefore let us once again view theGlafs 
Globe, which we caufed to be made 
i^^i* 3O in which what ever happens 
in a Drop irradiated by the Sun, is re- 
.prefentedto the Lift. The Rays of the 
Sun faliiiig pn flie forepart GMH^ are 
carried thro' it(Ifuppofe it to be diapha- 
toous, and filW with Water) to tlie hin- 
der part Pj where thofe Rays which 
form the,Rain-bow,that is fuch as come 
as well from the Skirt ©r Border of the 
Sun, as from the ambient Air, are ga* 
ther'd into a very narrow compafs, and 
focompofctheleffer Ring which has all 
the Colours of the Rain-bow. This 
Icffer Ring being formM, they prefcntly 
rebound, and are reflefte^, as it were 
from a polifh'd concave Speculum^ to- 
wards the forepart of the Globe, and 
there form the gffcater Ring G H, which 
is likewife adorn d with all the Colours 
of the Rain-bow. , Laftly, they ifluc 
forth from this Ring into the Air, each * 
ftill retaining its proper Colours. Nei- 
ther are they diffused thro' all parts of 
the Air round about, like the Rays of 
other Objefts, but they go direftly to 
one part only, as you (ee them here like 
fo many Penfils ting'd with various 
Colours. Whence the Eye cannot fee 
thefe Colours, viz. Red, unlefs it be in

the place to which the red Pcnfil R 
tends: And in like manner it will hot 
fee the Ulew, unlefs it be in the placelb 
which the blew Pcnfil C tends: Which 
is to be iinderftood of all the other 
Tenfils. Seeing tliercfore that tbefe 
Penfils receding from one another go to 
divers places, the narrow pupil of ttie 
Eye cannot at the fame time receive cvi^o 
fuch Penfils proceeding froni the fame 
Drop } but pne muft of neceflfity cpcfer 
after the other-, which may very well 
be done as the Drop defcerids thro' the 
Air. For, whtn th6 Drop is above the 
Eye, fince the Colours rfiuft of riecefl^ty 
be feen by the lower Penfils, and not 
by the higher which are far above our 
heads, it follows, that as the Drop 
defcends, the red Penfil muft fird enter 
.the pupil, and the Drop miift appear 
Red. Afterwards, as the Dfdp defcends 
« little lower, the Yellow PenfilwiH 
enter, and the drop will appear Yellow: 
'^A nd fo of al 1 the reft. This is the caufe 
^why thehigheft jpait of the Raid-Bow 
• is always Red (I Ipeak here of the pri- 
mary Bow, for the contrary happens in 
the lecundary one;. On the contrary 
if the Drop oe below the Eye (as it hap- 
pens in the Artificial Rain-bow) it muft 
be feen by the higher Penfils, and fo the 
Drop defending the Purple will appear 
firft, and the Redl4ft ; and therefore 
the Drop muft defcend as far Selow the 
Eye to appear Red, as it Viras above it 
when it reprefented the faitie Colour. 
Hence we inay likdwife gather, why 
the Rain-bow appears fo cxi£lly circu- 
lar: For fince every Drop muft on all 
fides be equally* remov'd frotti the Eye, 
to the end that a red Penfil may enter the 
pupil, it muft needs appear circular, and 
thecyc will cxaflly agree with its center. 
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DotiMy lies on the River S€4rp^ in a fruitful Plain, wonderfully aboiinr Dcur.y\ 
i:Vmg with Corn, being eftccifl'd the fecond City of thz.GalUcan l^lm- 
ders for bignafs, number of ^ Inhabitants, elegancy of Buildings, and 
iCommcrcc. There heeds do other proof of its Antiquity than the 
tcftimony of "Juiius Cafur^ 'w\\6 ftilesthe Cijtizens Catuacos. The Biiil- 
dings are fair and the Streets large, with a grea,t number of Fountains 
for the Commodity of the Inhabitants* / The Fortifications are very 
confiderablc, which however the Frertch augment daily, and have fo 
ftrengthen'd it. by regular Out works, that it paffes for one of the 
ftrbngeft Places in the NefheHands: The Fort of Scurp is a Pe/Hsgort^ 
composed of five Baft ions of Es^rth, and cncompafs'd with a large Ditch 
of Water ; ^'hich^ l^ogether with its advantagious Situation in a moid 
fenny Levd, renders it -ftrong and capable ol a good delente. The 
French lopk.upon this Town as one of the ipoft important within the 
diftriflof their Conquefts; and not without reafon, it beinga Frontier 
Garrifon, ^hd fying in tjhe middle of a plentiful Country which furni- 
ihes their Army with allfort^of Provifions* 

The Church of Our tadj was built in tl^e Year" 50c, in the Reign 
of CUdoveus the Fifth Kinjgof. France^ and is tnore confiderable for it$ 
Antiquity than any thing elle: Here is likewife a Convent of P.f^'gh(h 
Friars, another of Mopks, and a College of Secular Priefts; the two 
latter keeping SchoQis 6f ttiimanity, Philofophy and Divinity, for the 
Education or y6ung RomAn CAthottck Gentletnenof our Nation. 

The UnivcrCty.was founded by PbiifplL King of Spat^^ for all 
Faculties, and is at prefeij|: reputed next to that of Lov4w. 

It's likewife a Place of good Trafiick, but principally in Corn, which , 
is brought hither from fevej-al adjjicent Provinces, and hence diftributed 
into other Parts. 

From DouAjf we rode KiCsmkrgj^ fiveXeagucs diftant. This City c^mb 
is an Arch-bifhop'« Sep, fituate on the ^iVer Scheldt and hot above a 
League in copipafs/ They call it in Ll^m Camerkcum^ from one Cdm* 
ttr King of the StUmbrUns^ whp U faid.to have fbgndcd it in the Reign 
of Herviui Hoftilius. Cdfur gives it the Name of Hamarobrins^ and 
field here his great Council, in which were deliberated all Affairs relat- 
ing to his Wars on this fide of the Mfs, Clodion King of FrAme be- 
fieg'd and took it from the Romdm'm the Year 449, with the iofs of 
Fitty three thoufand Men on both fides, which (hews how confidera^ 
bic a placeit was in thofe days ; and it fervM the French of late Years 
for a Title tq the Province^ The Buildings are handfom, but efpeci- 
ally the Churches, \vhicb are inferiour to none in Flanders. The Ca- 
thedral dedicated to Our Ld^, is richly adorn'd, having divers pretty 
Chappels beautifyM with Ms^tble, in que of vyhich, wefaw a Pifture 
x>f the f^irgin Marj, faid t;o have been made by S.Luke. The Clock 
of this Church is a fiagulaF' Piece, marking the Hours by a Globe re- 
prefenting the Courfe qt the Moon 5 and every time it ftrikes there ap« 
pear little Figures of Men and Women marching one after another, rer 
prefenting the Paffion.of our Saviour, and ftrikingtbc Bell with their 
Hammarsas they pafs by. The Abby of S. Juberiy the Town hoofc 
and Arch-bifliop's Palace were no lefs worth our Curiofity, 

This City is wajlM and flankM with Towers after the old Fafliion* 
encompafsM with a Urge E>itch fillM with Water on one fide, ^nddry 
00 the other, ftrengthen'd by divers modern Fortifications, and, laftly^ 
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defended by one of the mod Regular Citadels in Europe^ built by 
CbMTles V. on an eminent rifmg Ground ; fo that for Strength it may 
vye with the bcft fortify'd T6wn in the Low Countries. The Citizens 
enjoyM fcveral great and beneficial Priviledges, whilft the Spiritual and 
Temporal Juf iWiflion were in the Arch-bifliop's hands ; but fince they 
cameunder the FrW:^ the Cafe is altered. Their chief Trade is the 
Linncn, which from the place we call Cdmbrick^ whereof there is great 
fiore made here, and that fo very fine, that they often fell Pieces of 
two and twenty Ells in lengih,weighing not above eight ornine Ounces, 
at the rate of 25 and jo/. Sterl, Here are made at lead Hxty thou* 
fand Pieces every Year. 

From Cambraj we went to Peronne^ the firft Town in Pifordj. 

Of the Spanifh Netherlands in general^ their ^r^fent State and 
Interefls, the Manners and Cujiopjs of the i**op^, &c. 

By the Sp4»ilb Netherlands I mean the Ten Provinces which remained 
fubje£t to the King of Spatn after the HoUMders had difmembre4 
the other Seven by their Revolt, viz^ the Dutchies of BrahMty Lux- 
tmbourg^ Limiourg and Guelder Und\ the Counties of FlMders^ Artois^ 
Hajnault^ Nimur and Antwerp, otherwife callM The /Udrquifate of tie 
Sdcred Empire ; and the Lordlhip of Mechlin. Thefc Provinces con- 
tinued fubjed to the SpMidrds when after a great deal of Noife and a 
long bloody War (which cod them at lead four hundred Millions of 
Crowns, and three hundred thoufand Mens Lives) they were condrain^d 
to make the Hollanders a Free State. At prefent they retain but three 
entire, %//j&. Limbourg^ Mfcblinznd the Marquifat e^th^ Dutch and French 
having got more or lefs footing in all the reft. 'Tis great pity that they 
know not tlie worth of this fpot of Land, which undoubtedly exceeds 
any other of its extent in the whole World, as well in ks commodious 
Situation, richneisof Soil, and inexhauftible Plenty of alhhing$, as in 
the number of Sea* Ports, frequency of Commerce, and multitude of 
(Irong Towns: for a Man can hardly travel ^ or 4 Leagues without 
meeting with fome confiderable City ; and were it not the conftant Seat 
of War, the People.would be but too happy ; which was, poflibly, 
the caufe of that mutinous Spirit which formerly reign'd amoogft them. 
Experience fhews us; that thro* the Induftry of the People and Fruit- 
fulnefs of the Earth, five or fix Years of Peace fuffice to repair all the 
Dammages they fufiain by a long and burthenfome War. And hence we 
may gather ,that either the Politicks of Madrid run counter to common 
Senfe, or the King of Spain is mifinform'd and ill-ferv'd ; for 'tis as evi- 
dent that they have too much negleded this important Place, as that if 
they once lofe it fas in all probability they can't keep it long as tilings 
are managM) nothing will be able to divert the Force which is employed 
againft that Crown nearer home. The Supplies of Men and Money 
which the Spaniards fend hither in time of War arc fo very inconfidera- 
ble, and witnal, fo long in coming,tbat they help very little towards the 
defence of the Country. Their too fcrupulous Circumfpeftion and pro- 
traftcd (I may fay affcfted) deliberation, are fo pernicious to their own 
Affairs^that whilft they are gravely confulting how to defend a Town or, 
F«rt of [mportance, the French take it ; and were not other bordering 
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Fridces and Stated more rolicitous and vigilant on die account of cbeir 
dwn Intcrtft,thc Enemy \Voufd not need to ufe any great Efforts to con- 
quer the whole Country. 

The Govemours, who were formerly fent from SfAtn every three 
Years, wert ufually poor, and Men of dcfperate Fortunes, who, to 
fill their owh Coffers, made no fcroplc of QpprejTing the People, 
Starving the Soldiers, Bribing the Minifters, and confequently of ' 
Cheating the King, during their Adminiftration ; and yet this fervM 
toqualify them at their return for the highcft Stations, in the Govern- 
ment. The Soldiers wcrie illcloath'd and worfe paid^ which forcM 
them to rob and plunder for their Li velyhood : For it^$ a conftant truth, 
that where Soldiers are hot paid, they will pay themfelves. I remem* 
ber, that pafling once between Bruffeh and Gau^i, I chancM to meet a 
Soldier 00 Horfeback, whobeggM fomething of me to drink ; and I, 
admiring the novelty of that gentile way of begging, ask'd him, What 
Country-manhewaS ? tie told me, He was a ScotchTroo^v, and^ 
amongft other difcotirfe, boafted tl^at^ tho^ he had fervM. fevtral 
Princes, he found no Service fo advantageous as thfit of Spa/ff ; for here, 
(aid he, wecanMatry, Beg, andSteaj, cum PriviUgio. But, indeed, 
I needed not his Information, for I had learnt it by woeful Experience ^ 
more than once, ori the Roads in FU^dersj where, Jo thofc D^ys, they 
extortol what they j^k^s'd from FalTengers by this way of begging 
fomething to drinlc ; aild if you were not very literal, in giving, thcf 
feldom faiPd of takidg all, even yoiir very Cloaths, without the lealt 
remorfe of Confcience* In fine, 'tis har^ to fay, whether the Gover- 
nours or Soldiers were the greateft Thieves : The latter, 'tis true, 
plundered for tneer Neceflity ; but the fbrnjer, like Soldiers in Wintec 
Quarters, in a place where they never think to come 9gain, take care 
m leave nothing behind therti that they can conveniently carry off, and 
are the lefs excufable by fer. Thefe were the Mismanagements of 
thofe times, but things are at preCent in a far better poflure, and will, 
n% doubt, continue fy under the Condu^ of fuch a Prince as fits at the 
Helpfi of State at prefent. 

The Govemour of the Low-Countries exercifes the fame Authority as 
the King himfelf could challenge if he were prefent in Perfon ; but all 
things are done in the King's Name, and divers great Offices and Ho- 
nours art not conferrM but by himfelf. All Affairs of State are ma- 
naged by three Councils, njiz. 1. Tht CoumU of State, compos'd of a 
Prefident and an uncertain number of Counfellors, in which are hand- 
led all A (fairs belonging to the Government. 2. The Privy Council^ 
which has its Prefident and 12 or 16 Counfellors, and is wholly taken 
up with Law Bufinefs, and other matters of little moment, j. The 
Council of the Finances^ or Revenue, cpnfifiing of three Superintendents, 
one Treafurer, one Receiver-General, three Commiflioncrs, and other 
inferiour Ofjiccrs- The Chancellerie of Brabant carries a great Authority 
with it, and is in effcft the principal Coi^rt of Judicature ; all otlier 
Courts may appeal to it, and the King himfelf has recourfe to it for 
Juflice on all occafions When the King wants new Subfidies^ or has 
any thing of great Importance to be done, the Goveraour afTetnbles 
the three States^ viz. the Clergy, Nobility and Commonalty; which 
latter are reprefcnted by the Magifirates or Heads of. Towns; and 
whatever is enafted in that Convention, isfuppos'd to be done with 
the unaninKMis confent o[ all the Provinces. The 
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The King's Revenue is at prefent very inconfiderablc, of which wc 
could get no certain account, fince it hasbeoxi mightily diminifhed by 
the Incroachments of the Frenchy and divers Priviledges which have 
been granted to feveral Provinces and Cities by the Kings of Spain. 
Whillt they poffcfsM the Ten Provinces entire, their Annual Income 
was faid to amount to about four Millions of Crowns ;^b\it now it 
hardly fuffices to defray the Charges of the Government in time of 
Peace, and in time-cf War tliey are forcM to fend Suppjlie* out of 
Spain.

The Order of Knights of the Golden Fleece was inftitufed in the 
Netherlands by Philip the Good Duke 0^ Burgundy ^ in the Ypar 1 450, 
in Honour of the B. ^irgirfy and S. A^dreiv Patron of the Burgundians^ 
for a recompence and mark ,of his royal Favour tofuchof the Nobility 
as fhould iignalize themfelvcsin his and their . Country's Service Some 
will have it take its appellation Gideon's JFleecf, and ias he chole out 
^00 valiant Men to go and fight ihtMidiapitis\ fo this Frino^' 9^^ a 
certain number ofthemoft eminent and vcrtuops.aaiongft,tl^e ^obility 
to be ready to (land up in Defence df their Religion and Cotmtry. \ OtheiB 
give it a far different Origin^ attributing it to an odd kind of Accident 
that befell the aforefaid Duke, whp coming one Morning i^itp j^jLai^y's 
Chamber at Brijg^/ before (he was uj), found a parcel of flaxc? Hair 
on the TaWc, of that fort which my Mod^fty leaves you to g^s w. 
The Prince perceiving the publick laughter and raillery to w^h be 
had exposed the Lady thereby, inftituted the Order of thfc Gal4ei^ 
Fleece, on the fame motives poUibly as Edward III. did th||j^. of.tho 
Garter in England. In the beginning they wecehut 1 5 in (UjWfi^r, 90il 
afisrwards above 50, the Order having Wn bonoufd Av.i^hr nhe 
Creation of feveral Em pcrorsi Kings, Princ>cs, Pukes, and an. iofiiniQ^ 
number of other Perfons of the firft rank- The Prince i? hiofifelf 
Great ' Mafter or Chief, having under him a ChanceUor, Tr^/urer^* 
King at Arms, Secretary, and divers other fubalterp Officers. Oa 
their G^iKir' is reprefehted a Steel and Fiintftr iking Fire (tlie Emblem of* 
the faid Duke's Father) with a Golden Fleece hanging at it^ Since the. 
Low-Countries have been fubjeft to Spain, the Kin^s have been Great 
Mafters of the Order, and the greateft part ot the Knights aye of thtf 
Uoufe of Auflria^ w Grandees of Spain.

In it we faw divers Monume;its 
crcfted to the Memory of feveral Kings and Queens of France^ and ip 
onc^of the Chappels, that of Cafmir Tate King of PoUndj who in the 
Year 1668 (alter divers Viftories gainM over divers of his neighhoufing 
Prinfccs, and'efpeciallythe Ti^r^for which he got the Title of Ortbodos) 
abdicating his regal Authority ^caine and fpent the reoiaiilder of bis days 
iii this Abby. In another Chappel ereftedand beautified by oneof the^ 
Scotch D0itgidffes^ we obferv'd t^ Mooutnents of two eminent Men 
of that Family, The Monks put a great Value upon their Library, 
and boaft of divers Manufcripts written in the JfofiUs days. 

In the Church of S. GenevUue fcrv'd by Canon- Regularis, we found a 
fmaU Marble i^ (he Wall near the place where the late famoOs Rehatm 
Car$ef$ui Iic> biffcd, vith the following Infcriptiorj ;

The Hojlel Dieu is tlic antienteft, and 
receives all difeafed Perfons without diftinSion of Sex, «Age, Coun- 
try, or Religion. Here are fometimes brought in fifty or an hun« 
dred in a day , and commonly the like number fent back to their 
Houfes or . tp thcif , Qravcs* ^ The Sick^are very qircfully look'd 
to by an hundred NuAs , ivitti di\^e!r$ other Servants^ who told 
us they had at lead one thoufand eight huddred under . their '^Hands , 
and that the number fometimes exC(^edtd two thoufand. . The great* 
eft Incommodity we found* here is ^ th^t the Place holds but a 
thoufand Beds , fo that they, are often forc'd to lie twp in a Bed; 
The Revenue of ^this Hbfj^ital anibuflts^ to it leaft twcpty five 
thoufand Pouitds SterL per"^ Jinnum^ befides the Alms which are daily 
collefted for that Ufe. ' . ^ '. ./^^ 

The Hojpitai: General comprehends fix diftinft Houfes,' Which arc 
call'd but one, becaufe the chief of them, has the Superintendence over 
the reft. One of them is for ][iodf Old Women and Girls ; another for 
Poor- Families, Vagabonds, and poor little Children ; in the third are 
poor Women With C^fl J/ lent hither to *^' brought to Bed; in the . 
fourth, Beggars and vagabonds fin the fifbh, fuch as are troubled with 
fcallM Heads Van^iii: the fi!tth,^p^^ infirm Boys. All fix entertain 

80Q0 Perfons. . , , 
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Les IfrvdUdes is likewife an Hofpital for old and maim'd Soldiers* and 
one of the moft fupcrb Strufturcs in France, whcVe there are uluiHy 
about 200 Ofiicers, and 3000 Common-Soldiers^ all dectatly enter- 
tain'd according to their degree. The Officers lie two kp a Chatnber, 
and the private Sentinels fix or feven ; but every one has a* Bed to hihi- 
felf, and may follow what Trade or Occupatidn foever he can manage 
tohis own Advantage* They eat in common; in large Refedories, 
each having his portion of Meat and Prink ferv'd in ; and fuch as are 
Sick are taken care of in the InRrmary* They are permitted to go out 
to viut their Friends, and negociate their Affairs abroad, but two 
DaysaWeek, for which tliey get Billets in their turns, or cannot pafs 
the Sentinel at the Gate. The Govcrnour, who has the whole ma- 
nagement of the Houfe, is a Feirfon of Quality, and has his Lodgings 
within the Hofpital. 

The moft confiderabte Paliccs wc femafkM wert, t. The PdUce 
(fo caUM) or Court of Judicature, which ferves likewife for an Ex- 
change : The great Hall and Galleries are BUM with Shops of Milliners, 
Perfumers, Jewellers, Bookfellers, «nd the like, by whom the Ladies 
of Court an(d City are fupplyM with all forts of Dreflcl, and divers 
other Curipnties, as they are at the E^cchdngb in London, s. The 
Louvre, or King's Palace, is a very ma jeftick piece of Building, and 
were it finilhM according to the De(ign» all Europe would bftrdly be 
able to produce its equal: The Beauty of the Arehiteflure, Sculpture, 
tocruftatipns of Marblei Paintings, and other rith Ornaments, is iii* 
deed furpfiHng; asarelikewifediverspieces of Antiquity, and particu- 
larly the Sutut of Didnd^ wjbiich paifes for one oi the greateft: Tre»fores 
ofthatkin4in the whdte JGingdotti. j. ThtPaiifis Rojaie, built by 
Cardinal fUfhelieu^ with a fpacious Pidzzd in the middle, and a Stdt§i4 
Equrfiriioi Louit XIU. eredled on a Pedcttal of white Marble : The 
Galleries are very bandfomc and commodious, and the Apairtttients ta- 
ken up by People of the firft Rahk. 4^ The Tetpn-Houji^ where the 
JMagiftrafes alfemble. 5. The B^///^,' built heretofore ror a place of 
Pefence a£a:nft: the EngU{b^ and ferving at prefentfor a Prifon of Sbte, 
being a fquare Building flankM with four Towers. All fuch as have 
been any way& obnoxious to the Government are fent hither, where 
their Exartlinatbn, Tryal, and Executioh, is commonljr managed with 
ib much 3ccrccy, that their Friends and Relations feldom hear there of 
themj unleis they chance to be fet at Liberty, br brought to an open 
Punifliment. when the Crime is too publiclc to be conccafd; They 
are commonly put to Death privately within thb Caftle, and the Keep« 
ers tell fuch as enquire after them. That they arfe in Health, or Dead 
of a natural Death ; when, perhaps> they were Beheaded or HangM 
ten or twenty Years befpre. . This is a piece of State craft, which they 
find very ufcful, for, by this means, no Cfeilfiderablt Reprbachor Igno- 
miny is entaiPd on the Family of the Dclincjuent, vlrhich rtiight create 
greater Enemies to the Government, efpecially when bis Relations are 
rich and popular. When they wartt fufficient Proof agaioft the Perfod 
accusM, they employ certain Spies who are continually pumping him, 
and endeavouring, by oft repeated intricate Queftionsf and divers fly In* 
(Inuations, todrawhimintofomekindofContradiflion, or make hiofi 
own foroe Circumilance, If not the whole.Crime wherdof he is ac- 
cused.

Le Brun. 1 he Dduphi»\ CJofet is ftutf d op with an infinite variety 
of pretty Curiofities brought fronfi Sism^ BanUm^ J^p^^i Chindj and 
other remote Countries ^ and the Floor is all inlaid \A^ork. The Gar- 
dens want nothing that Art and Nature can contribute to charm the 
Scnfes, and abundantly fatisfy the curiofity of a Traveller. The 
Water-works, in my Opinion, far exceed thofe off r£/^4/i and Tivo/i, 
fo much boallcd of in Ud{y ; for as the lulUns have been very happy 
in tl^eir Inventioi^^, fo'the French have been as profperouj in promoting 
and perfa6cing them : ThoMn reality whole Europe has, in fome mea* 
fure, conti'ihuted towards the beautifying this Mafter-piece-of Art^ by 
the moH expert and famous Artificers that have been calM froi^. all 
parts^ and are daily employed in this ftupendious Work. The W»tcr 
is all brought from the Sein^ a League and half .diftant, from whence 
its carried to the top of an Aque.du£t of j6 great Arches (landing on aft 
^HiU,, by a wonderful MAthine^ which cofts the King 125000 pounds 
SterLper Annum barely to keep it in Repair. From this. Aquedud the 
Water is convey 'dthroMarge Iron Pipes to the Garden, to feed the 
Artificial Fountains, and a great Channel of near ^ League in lengtb^ 
on which are kept a Ship, a Galley, and divers other fipaJl Veftek, all 
equipt and \ eidy for Service when ever the King pleafes to divert him« 
feif on the. Water, or pafs to 7 W4/?i?/r, which is a Pleafure Houfe (ately 
ere^ed at the further end of the Channel, and adorn'd both within 
and without with great quantity of fine Marble. Every ftep. we made 
in this Garden gave us fome new Subjefl of Aftonifhmenr, that we 
could gladly have fpent a whole Seafon in viewing and. admiring the 
agreeable variety of . Fountains, .Wettingj-Spots, Grotto's, Laharinths, 
Walks, Statues, and divers other Rarities, which well deferv'd our 
Confideration, and are t09 njumerous tol>e here defcribeid at large. 

The two 6/4^/w, which ^re built in form of Half- Moons, are no 
lefs coufiderable for . their Archite£l:ure, that viewing them from 
without at pur fird arrival, we rejilly took them for Palaces^ and thofe 
ofthefirrt Rank, Vitl we were informed they were but Subles: And 
as the outfide is be^utify'd with the chief Ornaments of Art, fo the 
inllde is wonderfully enrich d with thofe of Nature; ![ mqan.good 
Horfes, fpr I a^ yery confident, that no Prince in Europe f I might (ay 
the Univerfe ). is better ilor'd with fine Pads and Coach Hor^fes. No 
lefs than liiree parts of fhc Known World feryc to furnilh Uis Stables ; 
fgr there's no Country* far or near, that^s famous for.a-lBrecd of 
Horfdf, where he employs not People to buy up the choicefV at any 
Rates, to fupply the defcft of his own Country . 
Fcurunin- F0unuinbUgu }ks in the middle of a VVood, about, i^ Leagues 
II du. from Parisy ontlile Road to Lions ; and, hcforc the Building of >^^r- 

fdi/lfiSy wasftil'd the E/curial oF France. Its indeed far more commo- 
dious than (lately, tho' it wants not the ufual Ornaineqts of antient 
V^rk*. The Rooms Cabout 900 in number) are large and richly fur- 
iiifliM ; and divers Galleries and Chambers are adorn d . with Paintings 
' of an immenfc value. LabeSe ChaptlUy built by Louis XIU. is very 
profufely gilt with Gold> and tho' fmall, oneofthe prettied in Francei 
The whole Court Is commonly here, towards the latter end of Sumi;ner, 
to recreate themfelves in Hunting, this place being very proper for that 
Paftirae by rwfon of the.gi^at plenty of all forts of Game.

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We made another Excttrfion to S. Denis^z Tittle Town two Leagues^-' S. Qenn^ 
from P^r/V. The Caufe way, that leads to it, has divert zniitntCroffes • 
ereftcd at equal diftanccs, adorn'd with the Statues of fcvcral' KTfigs 
and Queens, and marking out thef places where i. Denis refled whet' 
he brought liis^ Head hither, after having fufFcrM Martyrdom at F^r/V, 
as the common People believe. This place is famous tor an Abby of ' 
Benedidin Monks, founded by Dogohm abcOt the Year 6jo, The 
Church is the Burial-place of tlie Kings bf Frdnce^ being abotJt joo 
foot long, I CO broad, and 80 high within. The Riches Of the Trea- 
fory are ineftimable, being the Donations bf divers Kings and Prihccs,, 
almoft from the vsry beginning of Chriftianity in this Realm ddwn to 
our prcfent Age. They IhewM us divers Statues, Crowns, Croflcs, 
and the like, coverM with precious Stones ; as likewife a great number 
of large Vellels of JgAt^ Porphiry, Chryfial^ Ctrifotite, and a huge 
Glafs o( OhyX'Stom^ whidi tliey cflcem'd bcVohd all value. In ano- 
ther place wc faw an Unicornis Horn, feveh toot long ; and the Hoof 
of a Griffin, as they fay, prcfented to ChaYlemgin hy Adron King of 
Perftd ; and two 8ca*Horfe Tecth^ given by Davli King of the hcdts. 
Hard by they let us fee a Manufcript, coverM with Silver, preck)Us 
Stones, and Figures' of Ivory, being the Works of D/Vi/y^j^M/ j/rr^^^^rri; 
written by S.. Mddimm the Grecian^ and fent hither by EmMuel Pdleih 
/4gM Emperor of the Had : A JMiJfal written above Sob Years firite, 
coverM with Gol4- Plates, Ivory, -attd precious Stones : Thfe Sword of 
JtMffe d^ Jrch, the i^mous Maid of Orledhs J One of the Nails with'^ 
whichj they fay, our Saviour wasfaften'd to his Crofs: And, laftly, 
an oM*fa(hionM iJanthorri, fent out of the Eaft to Chdrles le Cbduve fo|r 
^Tisr^^ linthorn. I omit a vaft number of other Rarities to avoid 
Prolikity, 

Thcrt arc kilPd yearly in Pdvis Sixty ihoofanrf Beeves^ Two hud- | 

dred thoufand Calves, Four hundred thoufand Sheep, and Fifty thou- 
fand Hogs. The Fnncb are very fparing in their Diet ; the poorer ^ 
fort eat little but Bread, nay the gi*eater part of the Peojile tilfc not 
much Plefh, feeding commonly on SdBet and Soufe ; fo that two or 
three pound of Beef or Mutton, with Pepper, Salt, and other Seefdn* 
ing, makes Porridge enough for eight or ten Perfons, With which their 
Bellies being well cramm'd, a fmall IT/V4/7, or a roafted Fowl with a 
little Fruit, goes a great way at their frugal Tables. However, no 
Peot)le are more extravagant in their Treats than tliey, who take a par- 
ticular Pride and Glofy in exceeding one another in the Variety and 
delicacy of their Provi/klns; but they arc withal very cautious and' 
careful in avoid ing^lie occafion as itiuch as poflible. When tliey id^ 
Vitc you to a Dinner or Collation, they do it with all the Gercmon^ 
and iccming Free hcartednfefs imaginable, tho^ all the whilfe its tio more 
than a piece of ConftpTatfance^ and cft^emM meer Rudcnefs and IIU 
breeding to accept of the Invitation. If you chance to mlftake the ' 
Complement, and take them at their word, they cxpeft the hke return 
withintertft; wbith is tlic reafon.ihat few amongft them are over 
fond of embracing fucli opftly Civihties,^ choofing rather to take tliem as 
they are meant, arid comcpff with (bme Excufe:

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The Abby and Church of S. Oav/^ arc (lately old Strufturcs, but 
that which is mofl* remarkable is the work of two Windows, fafbion'd 
like a Rofe, in the Chappcl of S. Jgnes, and eftecm'd a Mafter-piecc 
of that kind. When tlic King goes to R^en this Convent ferves for 
his Palace. 

The old Caftle, flank'd with cloven Towers, defends both the , 
River and City. The Parliament Houfc and Town-Houfc are the 
faired amongft the publick Buildings : Nor is the Bridge of Boats 
over the 6V/^, 260 paces long, lefs conHderable^ which, tho' pavM 
and as firmly built as a Stone-Bridge, falls ' and rifes with the 
Tide. 

The Gate of S. Hilary is obfervable for the Death of Anthony Bourbon

is not the bed, for Great Ships can only enter at High Tides. As wt 
walk'd the Streets we faw very few Men, but Women.in abundaooe ; 
and were inform'd that here arc near Seventeen tlioufand of the Female 
Sex, and hardly Four thoufaod of the Mate. We faw likewife a Pro* 
cefTion and two or three great Funerals ; but, I dare (ay^ three parts 
in four of the Company were Women, which muft be attributed to 
the Mens being for the mod part at Sea, or clfewhere emplo^M. The 
Women are all Laccr makers, which, pext to the Navigation^ is the 
mod advantagecius Commerce of tlie place. 
C€cn. From Haut^ wc crofj'd the River to Hqnfieu^ and iraveU'd/ to Cjw, 

1 2 Leagues further. This City is Capital of the lower A^i^rj^tr^ia^, 
, call'd by the Latins C4^0^pim^, corruptly from Csii Damsis^ having been 
built by Ca:us JuUns C^far^ who made it for fome time the piaceof his 
Refidence. Itsfituate on the River ^«jtrf, in a very fruitful Country, 
and tolerably well-built ; but of froall Commerce by reafoo of tlie 
vicinity of divers condderable Towns, which have tlie advantage of 
the Sea, or navigable Rivers. In the great Church are the Tombs of 
WiBiMt the Conaueror and ^athiUd his Qpeea, who kept their Court 
in this City« Here is alfo an Univerfity ere£led by Henry VL King 
o{ England, and chiefly dcfign'd for the Study ot Civil and Canoa« 
I^w. • 

Aiencon. ¥vom Caen we went to Alencon, a pretty plcafcnt Town ftaadiog 

on the River Sartre^ and from hence down the River to Mans the Ca- 
pital City of the Dutchy of Afii^^ confiderable for its Antiquity, and 
laid to have been built long before the Birth of our Saviour, and ruin'd 
by the Druids^ who were the fame amongft the antient G antes ^ as the 
Mi^i in Perfia.j the Chaldeans in Jffirsaj and Gymnofophijld in India, 
haying the chief Adminiftratioa of all Divine and Human Affairs. It 
was afterwards rebuilt by Lemanus Prince of the Gauks^ and cali'd 
Lemanum, from which they derive La Maine. The City, tho* £{M1« 
copal, lias at prefent little worth Notice but the Cathedral Church, 
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dedicated toS. Julih, i)n tHe Pillars of which they fhew*d us divers 
old Coats of Arms with the Reprefcntation of Toads, which is faid 10 
have beep the antient bfcarihg of the French King's, thb' I do not re- 
member to have feen any thing of ihis nature elfewhere. 

We rode next to Chartres^ 1 8 Leagues diftant. ThisCity is thought Cjanres. 
to be the moft antient in France^ anc^ faid to have been built by fome of 
the Rcce of Ge>»»fr, iVe^^rA^ Grand- child ; or, as others will have it, by 
the Drtfids, who, long beforfe the Birth of our Saviour, crefted i 
Temple here to the honour of 4 l^irgin that was to ionctrot, with an 
Infcription on the Frontifpiecc, Deipara Virgini, which is at prefcnt * 
Our Ladfs Chaff dy under the great Church: The Altar, which !5^ 
p4iy/ found at ^r^ew dedicated to the Unknown Gods, fhews that the 
Pagans had a greater Idea of the Divinity than the^ could well exprefs i 
but here they fcem'd to have had a Prephetick Spirit too ; and, 't?s 
probable, Almighty God infpirM them (as ht did thfe Sjfbils^ who like* 
wife foretold the coming of Chrift):and by that rlieans ptedifpos'd in 
{bme meafure the blind Idolaters to embrace the Chriftian Religion. 
The two Towers of the Cathedral are eftecm'd the higheft anfl faireft 
in the Kingdom ; and the Saints WtH (fS callM from divers holy Meii 
of the Primitive Church, that were droWn'd\in it by the Infidels in 
contempt of the true Religion) is held in gfeat Veneration by thfe Inha- 
bitants. 

From Chartres we traveled to Orleans y ^n hand fome and populoiii or;<?.t«/; 
City, ftanding on the River Le^/rf, and dignified with the Title of a 
Dutchy and Bifhoprick. It's faid to have been built by the Druids^ 
the antient Priefts of the G^ir/f j, and was the Capital City of a King- 
dom at the time the Realm was divided by the four Sons QiClouU. 
The Univerfity was founded for Law by "Philif le Beh ' 

On the Bridge we faw the Brafs Statues of Charles VII. and "Jeane d^ 
Arch («therwife call'd the Maid of Orleans) arm'd, booted and fpurr^d, 
with her Hair hanging down over her Shoulders. This ilinftrious A 
mazjon^ as the French Hiftory informs us, was born at D^mremy near 
9^aucolettrs \n the Province of Bifr;, of poor Parents, and employM in 
keeping Sheep on the Plains. At the time when the Englifb Bravery 
had performed fuch wonders in France^ and almoft made an entire 
Conqueft of the Kingdom, this yoong Maid prefented her felf before 
Charles VII. telling him, God had reveard to her that fhe fhould drive 
his Enemies from Orleans^ retrieve all his Loffes, and get him crownd 
at Rhtints. The King being then on his laft Lxgs, thro the eafinef? of 
his Temper, was enclinM to credit the Girl, whofe devout Laoki, 
modeft Comportment, and fingular Simplicity, feemM to carry all the 
marks of an heavenly. Convcrfation. In fine, fte was at length arm*d, 
furnifli'd with all Necefiaries, and fent in the head of the Army t6 
Orleans, where Ihe rofe the Siege, wlien the Inhabitants were reduced 
to the laft Extremity, and juft ready to Capitulate. The Succefs put ^ 
great flop to the Proceedings of the Epglifb^ and Infpir^d the French 
with fuch new Courage, that there was nothing they durft not attempt 
under the cotiduft of this Tutelar Demy-Goddcfs, whom they yerilj^ 
thought to be fent from Heaven to efpoufe their Caufe. After divers 
other memorable Exploits, fhe was taken Prifoner at Comfeigne in PU 
lardjy fent by the Duke ot Bedford to Koutn^ and there Tfy'd, Con- 
demn'd^ and Burnt for % Witch. The French have fo gteat aa Opi- 
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nion of her Sanctity, that they have divers times endeavour'd to get 
her CanonizM, but to no purpofe ; for Sentence of Death being pafs'd. 
on her, (he fcignM her felf with Child, to put pfF the Execution, which 
the See of Romt thinks flbc v\;ould not have done had flie been a Saint, 
as they imagine. However, her Anniverfary is.kept here on the nincth 
of Mfiy with the grcateft Solemnity and Pomp imaginable, 

Wc proceeded on to B/(?/i, 16 Leagues further, pajQGng thro' a 

very pleafant Country, which fccm'd to be one continued Vineyard. 

chambcurg. About t WO Lcagucs fl^rtofB/(?/^ is thc Palacc of CA^i^^wr^,. built by 

Frdffcu L but not finifhM according to the Defign ; however, it's re- 
markable for a great Spiral Stair Cafe of 274 Steps, fo artificially con- 
triv d that two Men, afcending by different ways, fee not one anotbo* 
but at the top of each Story, tho* they may cafily hear each other fpeak 
and converfe together all along as they go. 
Bioe. ^'^^ is the principal Town of a County of the fame Name, and 

Htuate on the Loire in a pleafant fruitful Territory. The moft confi- 
derable Curiofity wc remarked here, was the Palace where the Kings 
formerly rcfided, and their Children had their Education. The Di*e 
of Orleans has enrich'd the Garden, and a Gallery ad joyning with divers 
Marble and Brafs- Works, very antient and curious-, as alfo with fair 
pieces of Fainting, and other Rarities. In one of the Alleys we {aw 
reprefented a Stag with an Horn of 24 Branches, taken in the Reign 
o{ Louis Xll. 

The FrtBcb Tongue is fpokcn here in Perfection, and the Air is cx- 
tream fereneand wholibmc, on which account it's much frequented by 
Strangers. 

The Man of the Hdufe wlierc we lodgM, flicwM us a way they have of 
getting excellent white Safiet all Winter loag,thus : They take an Hogf- 
bead, and beating out one Head, draw feveral parallel Circles on the 
outfide with Chalk, fo that the firft Circle be three Inches above the 
bottom, and all the reft at the fame diftance one from another to the 
very top. Thefe Qrcljcs they bore aU round with holes of an Inch dia- 
meter, and three or four Fingers breadth from one another* The 
Veifel being thus prepared, they fet it on its head and 611 it up with 
Earth to the Hffl; Circle [about JH-Sgiftts^ planting three or four Roors 
of wild Succory y fown in March j in each bole, and filling it again with 
Earth to the fecond Ciixle ; continuing thys to plant and fiU up 'tiU 
they come to the top* Th^ cut off part ojf the blade> and .order it fo 
that the rems^inder hang out at the hole, the Root being fafteoM in the 
Earth within The Veflel being plac'd in a Cellar, they caft a pail of 
Water on it every nipeth or tenth Day, and as they cut off the SdSef 
for ufe, it continually grows Out anew of a dainty white Colour, and 
Acceding good Savour. 

They have here a; fat fort ot Earth, much like Terrs SdgiBd$id^ found 
about two Leasues from the City, and much us'd by the Phyficians, 
who find it as good as that which is brought fi^om the LevMt^ 
AmbQiCc F^m Blois WC Went to JmhJfej a mean but antient Town, fituatc 
on the Loire. The Cjiftle extends it llblf from the River to the top of 
the Hill; being flankM with divers large Towers on all fides. We ' 
faw here a Stag's Horn of fo prodigious a fize that divers People have 
been apt to think it artificial^ but Experience (hews it to be natural, 
and at)out ii.foot long. 
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^rom hence wc went by Bbat to Tours, a handfomc clean Town, ^^«''^- 
lying on the Loire; and honoured with an Archbifhop^s See. The Ca- 
tted ral Qjurch, dedicated to S. Gr4//4» and built by the EngUjb, is a 
ftatcly old Strufture. The Caftle is built upon a Rock, and cftecmd 
in^prqgnable, having fervid for a place of Refuge to the Queens and 
Royal Infants of ir^/^c^ during the Civil Wars. . 

Not far from the City ftands the Abby of Murmoufiiery founded for 
Benediiftinc Monks by S. iV/4rr/>, Apoftle of this City^ near 1300 
Years (ince, where they fhew a Veffel of Oyl brought from Heaven, 
as they fay, by Severus Sulphiom, to cure the aforefaid Saint*s Wounds, 
and with which Mi^i;^ IV. was anointed at his Coronatioii, as appears 
by Ae Diftich over the Door : 

Angtltu Amfulld Martitii SancU membrd 
Vnxitj & Henricus Maximus omen hatet. 

i 

S^.Ambrofe makes an honourable mention of this S. Martin^ and fays 
he was particularly favoiirM by God Almighty for having cloath'd 
our Saviour Chrift jefus,. who appeared ro him under the ftiapc of a 
poor Man. , • 

The woid Huguenot ^ us'd to fignify a French P rote fiant\ took its 
Origin in this City from a certain Spirit, or Hobgoblin, that's faid to 
Walk the Streets in the Night-time, Catl'd by the Inhabitants King Hu^^ 
gon ; for thofe of that Religion, being forc'a to keep their Meetings by * 
Night,wcr€ opprobrioufly ftiPd huguenots^ or Difciples of King Hugon. 

This City is likewife famous for tlie Defeat of the Ssrdzen Army by 
Chdfles Martel, in the Year 711, .who with an inconfiderable Force 
moft miraculoufly routed a vaft Body of 400000 InGdels^ command^ 
cd by King Jbdiram^ of which 308000 were killM upon the place; 
and that with a very fmall Lofs on the French fide,, fome Authors fay, 
of 1 500 Men only. 

1 he Manufactures of Silk and Ctoth are very beneficial to the Town, 
and the River is no lefs commodious in feciiitating their Tranfportation. 
Herp arc likewife made great quantities of Hweet-Medts^ which arc 
efteem'd the beft in Finance. 

From Twrx we defcendcd the River to Sdumur^ in the Province of Saumur. 
>tf»;w,, a fmall City, but con fiderably enlarged by the Suburbs on the 
other fide of the River, to which it's joyn'd by a fair Stone Bridge. It 
lies at the foot of an Hill, jit tlie top of which is a Caftle, efteem'd 
ftrong both by Art and Nature. ^ This City is much fi-equented by 
Strangers, by reafon of its Pleafant Situation, Cheapnefs of Living, 
and divers expert Maders of all forts of Exercifes for the Education of 
young Gentlemen. 

From hegu we went to Font de O, a fmall Town, lying in an Font ic Ce. 
Ifland fbrni^^y the River LwV^, being but one long Street, defended 
by a ftrong Caftle, and jbynM to the Land by two Bridges of a quar- 
ter of a League in length, h\x\th^ ^uLCdfaty from whom the Town 
takes its name. 

And here I cannot but call to mind a French- man (and true Emblem 
of the Vanity of that Nation) that accompanied us from Tours to this 
place, entertaining us all the way with a conftant and uninterrupted 
peal of noify babling Difcourfe. He was one of thofe that will have all 
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the Talk to thctnfelves ; forifany oflc^lfc chanc'd to flip in a word, 
it feem 'd an Encroachment on his Prerogative, by invading the. prin- 
cipal part of his Birth right. Sometimes he allarmM us with Wars, 
Famine, Peftilcnccand Defolation ; but diflipated them all in the fame 
Breath by one fingle Blaft of his Great Matter. At other times he 
plaid the Politician, . new-modelling Governments, fubduing ProviHccSj 
cre£ling new Colonics in Terra Incognita^ and that ©n as good and firm 
a Bap as Tinkers and Porters ufually do over a Pot of Ale. All forti- 
fied places wanted fomcthing of his Art to give them the laft perfecli*' 
on : This Caftle was capable of a poor Defence if attacked fo and fo ; 
and that Plain proper to encamp with fuch and fuch Precautions, This 
Advocate had undoubtedly carried thcCaufc with a little oihis Advice ; 
and that General won the Battle* but for want of confulting his mea- 
fures. In a word, this indigefted Chaos of Difcoucfe began at length 
to be tedious and troublefome to our Company, who were very glad 
to be rid of fo egregious a piece of Levity. 
Angers; From hcnce we went to Angers^ an antient and well-built Epifco- 
,pal City, capital of the Province of -r^/yi^i/, Ftolotpy makes mention of 
it by the name of "JuUo-Magus ; and Cafar calls it Andres. It s (ituate 
on the River Mainey which divides it into two parts, and difcharges it 
fclf into the Lane about a League below the City. The Caftle is c- 
ftecmM ftrong, lying on an Eminence, flank'd with divers Towers 
and encompafs'd with a deep Ditch cut out of the Rock* The Cathe- 
dral Church, dedicated to S. Maurice^ is a ftately old Struflure, where 
• they fhewM us a Stone- Veffel, or Pitcher, faid to be one of thofe that 
containM the Water which our Saviour turn'd to Wine, at the marriage 
of Cana in Galilee, and brought hither from the Holy Land by Rene King 
of Sicily and Jernfalem ; whofe Sepulchre is likcwife in this Church. 
Tht three Towers are very remarkable, that in the middle feeming to 
hang in the Air, and having no other foundation but thofe of the other 
two, for which reafon it's rank'd amongft the Wonders of this King* 
dom. 

At a place in tlie Suburbs, calPd Grohany we fa w the Ruins of aa 
Jmfhitheatre amongft the Gardens, where they daily find great quan- 
tities of antient Medals, Infcriptions, Statues, and other Works of the 
Romans. 

The Univet^Qty was fouadcd for Civil and Canon-Law by Louis U, 
and Henry Duke ofjnjou fent hither the famous Balduin to teach that 
Faculty, augmenting it with a School of Phydck, to which have been 
fince added Humanity and Pbilofofhy: Here is like wife a Rcyal Academy 
lately eftablilh'd by this prefent King. 

W? obferv'd herd, that the jefuites go not in Proceflions thro' tho 
Streets with the other Religious, becaufe they pretend that, by their 
Inftitution, they are a lllegular Clergy, and confequently claim a place 
next to the Secular Priefts, who take it of all the reft ; (Si^this being 
deny'd them, as being the laft confirm^ Order, they go not at all. In- 
deed thoir Founder has, in his Rule^ left out all t^iat he thought trouble-^ 
fomcor rigorous in other Orders, theeaficr to engage, by tliefe Baits ' 
of Liberty and Eafe, Men of great Families (whofe too delicate Edu- 
cation might deter them from Uich Aufterities) by whofe Intereft they 
keep themfclves in at Court, and in vogue amongft the People. They 
neither keep Quire in their Chyrches, nor have they half as many 
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Faft Diys as arc kept by otter 6pdcrs. Theilr Priefts are profefsM, as 
they call it, aften feventeen Years iianding, in which they renew their 
former Vows of ChdjUiy^ Pavtr$y forfooth, apd Obedience^ and are not 
^cill then made privy to the Secrets of the Order, nor admitted into the 
principal Employments. Neither can thqy b^ profefs'd, unlefs their 
Profeflbrs that examine tbemdepofe on Oath^ that they are capable of 
teaching Philofophy or Divinity poblickly in any part of the World. At 
their Profeflion they likewife make an additional Wo^^oi blind Ohedience 
to the Pope, which no other Order db6$ } and on this account they have 
been fufpe^Ud, and expeiPd from divers States : And not without rea- 
fon, (ioce fo powerful and intriguing a lk)dy of !^cn.^ being linked by 
ftriderties to a Foreigner than to their own Frjince, niay be capable of 
doiog a gceat deal of mifchief 'Tis ownM, on all hands, that they 
are better governed, and live freer from Scandal, than any of the other 
Orders. ' AH their Cooftitutions are contrived with fo much policy, that 
what I have heard King J^^ts 1. fhould fay oilgnAiim de LoyoU is very 
true, w«. ThM$ if bfi mre not 4 Sdinty be majt of mceffity be a Wife 
Man. " % 

From Jngers we went down the River to Nantes^ an Epifcopal Ci- 
ty ill Brdtmj^ which difpurcs the Pre-eminence with Rennes, as equal 
in Dignity, and fuperiour in Antiquity, being fr id to have been built 
hy Cannes Prince of the Gaules^ 1253 ^^^^ before the Birth of our 
Saviour.; wfakb may well be, finee C^^ infornis us. That 'twas fo 
Totent in his "Says that the Inbabi^tants leagued themfelves with the 
Vennes againft cte Rofhans. It's at prefent a large^ populous and plea- 
fant City, feated in a fruitful Soil, but mod: confidtrable for it's floy- 
rifbingCommercef fo that, all things well coafiderMy it's juftlyftilM 
the Eyeof JB>^i>/iPf> Greajt Ships, 'tis true, come not within fotfl*or 
five Leagues of tht Town ; howevisr, the Plenty and Cheapncfs of 
their ComtiMxlities abundantly pay for carrying them on Board. 

In thiQ Churches of ^b City we fsw divers Monuments of the Dukes 
of jBr/wmpt The HarbOHf is defcBdcd by a ftrong Caftle. The 'v;w- 
-v^/j^jr iwas 'founded for L/i* by Pope Pw II# 

LeavHYg Nsnfis we codk places . in the Coach, cail'd Ld Diligence^ 
which brought us to Rochelle in two Days and half. This City is Ca- 
pital of the iP^iV^^^fiv^//^;. Epifcopal, and well-built, with Porticoes on 
each fido of the.Streets, as 10 hdly. It was heretofore a very Ilrong 
place; bu|^ the Waft being at prefent demolifh^d,.it lies open to the 
Fields, ever fince the late Wars on account of Religion* They re- 
volted io cbe Kti%fl(^ .Chsrles IX. who beHeg'd the City in the Year 
i572My^1ianArai|iof loooooMen, but wasforcM to quit the En- 
terprize. Louis Xllt. befieg'd it again in the Vear 1628, and reducM 
it with great di£Bculty after the greacefl part of the Int^abitants had 
perifhM by Famine apd P^ftilence wixhin .the Walk The Traffick of 
this City is much deoay'd, tho^ the Harbour be gpod,^ and Ships of all 
Burthens enter into the Town. 

We made here a fmaU EKcurHon to the Ifle of l^e, pafling a fmall 
Arm .^f the Sea which divides it from, the Main Land^, about a League 
frpm RoeheSe. 

The principal Tow n of tbelfland is S. Marsin^^ lately fortified and 
ftrengtl^M by a Citadel built Qn the Sea»fide. The Town is (mall 
and inconfiderable^ and the Harbour only capable of fmall Ships ; but 
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the whole Ifland is exceeding fruitful, abounding chiefiy in White 
Wines, which, being but weak and foiall, are generally fulphurated 
for their better Tranfportation. Here we like wife faw the manner of 
making artificial Rhenifb, which is carried off by the HtAmiirs in 
abundance. They do it by infufing Quwmin^fteds^ Irts^Koots^ and 
dried C/4f7, in new White- Wine, racking it off after fome few Days; 
and after it hasftood a while longer they rack it once or cwioe more, 
*till it be qiiite clear from the Lees, and fit for drinking^ Wine thus 
prepared, can hardly be diftinguiih'd by the tafte from true Rhenifby 
tho' in Strength and Brisknefs it's much mferk)ur to it. If this Aduke- 
ration were the only Cheat that's put upon the Worlds it wore cxcufa- 
ble ; for Experience teaches us^ that the Crudity of thefc fmall Wines 
is much corre£led by the aforefaid Ingredients, and they become a very 
wholfome Liquor. . ^ 

We further obfervM, that the Wines of this Ifland have a brackifh 
tafte, which proceeds from the k)wne(s of the Land that ties aJmoft 
even with the Sea, and the light porous fandy Earth, which eafily im- 
bibcs the Salt Watef. 

Here is alfo much Salt made, by drawing the Sea*water into little 
fquarc Receptacles or Ponds, where the Water is evaporated by the 
heat of the Sun. and the Salt remains granulated at bottom. 
ppt'asers. Returning to Rochelle wc fet out for Poi&it^s, where we arrived after 
22 Leagues riding, finding nothing very confiderable on the Road* 
Poitiers is the Capital City of tht ftovlttco i)f PoUto^, 40 calPd from 
the P intones ^ its antient Inhabitants. Part of it lies on a Hill^ and pare 
in a Plain, watered by the River BImh^ beautify'd with lifmdfome 
Buildings, both publick and private, and efteemM one of chc'greateft 
Cities in the Kingdom, after Puris: But Vineyards, Oardcns^ and 
void Ground, take up a confiderable part of thi Inclofure^ The Ca« 
thedral Church, dedicated to S. Veter^ isa ftately old Fabriek; Inrhe 
Church of S. HiUrj is a Stone which, they fay, confumei \}iA Flefh 
of a dead Body in ^ hours ; anci a great hoHow piece ef Wood, &id 
to have been S. Hilary's Cradle, in whkrh they rock Mad People, 
with divers odd Cciremonies, believing it efficackMs in bringmg them 
to their ri^t Senfes. » - ' 

The prmcipal marks of its Antiquity are thnee : %. The Rutift of aft 
antient Palace, built by the Emperor (jMHetHUs. • aP HThe l^emaiiis of an 
Amphitheatre, call'd Les Artnes. j. EXvers ^rcfces cf iiVk^^^^iuS 
that convey M Water to the Palace. -, 

About half a League from the City wc few t\\t>F^kffi Et*M^ which 
is a Stone 3 5 foot high, and 60 in ^ompafs,^ fiippeitedfliy 5 fMall ones, 
on which is cngrav'd tlie ft)Dowing Diftich : • ' ' 
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Hie lufis ingtntem fMperdt graviikN Cofojimf^ 
Pondiris&grMdifiiframhUtfetH. 

The Ignorant Vulgar believe it to have been platM faerfe by a certain 
Gyant of that Territory ; and foijie will needs have S. AUigenie fo have 
brought it hither on her Shoulders, with the five. Supporters in her 
Apron ; and that lettihg one fall by the way the £)evil mok it up, and 
following her to the place where fhe created the Stone on ibinr Pitlart, 
fet tlic fifth in the mradle'; but, as cunning an Artificer as he is, he 
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coidd not makt it tbuch the g;rtiac Stone by an tncb, tibr does it io this 
Dayl 

This City is likewife Epifcopah and has an Univerfity for Law, 
ereQed in the Year 1471 , when (the Eriglifb having rend ed themfeives 
Mailers of Fjrftr; the niriiamenc, and great part or the Nobility, came 
hither for greater Security . 

Near this place was fought the bloody Battle between the BUck 
Prince^ Sl)noiF£^«^4rJIILKingof£/rg/tf»4, and ^ajb^ King ok France^ 
in the Tear i J 56, in which the Frend9 King was taken Prifoner, with* 
bis Son PAi/jp and divers of the principal Nobility, 1700 Gentleman 
ef the fir ft Rank, and 6000 Common Soldiers hilTd, ico Colours ta* 
Jcen, aiid the French Army entirely defeated ; tho^ far Superiour to the 
Ewl^ in number ot Men. 

Vtoai t^cHfiers we rode to Xamtes,' do Leagues further, meeting 
with nothing of confiderable note in the way. This City is Capital 
of the Province of Xdiftt^nge^ antiently caif d MedMMum SMUonum^ 
affd fituate 6n the River ChdreAte^ being tollerably welli-built, and de-« 
lendod by a ftrong Caftle^Or Citadel, where' they caft Cannon, The 
moft rema<^ka^IeFooc^ep$ofAnttquiKy are three) viz. 1. The Bridge 
with an Archbuilc on it in the time «f J ml. C^f^^ as appears by the 
antiene Infcriprion. 2. An Am^hsthedtte a little without the Town, 
caird by the inhabitants Les Aunts, y The Ruins of an Aquedu£f-^ 
i» the.way that Idads to ^.John J^ Angely. On the Walls of thc^Church 
of S. Peter ^ much endammag'd by the late Wars, we faw the Letter 
Y reprefemed in divef $ places, figniff ing, as People fay, that Charle- 
mmn its Founder, had builc as many Churches ia frdnce beibre thfe, 
as there are Letters in the Alphabet before Y. This City is Ukcwife a 
B'i(bop> See. 

Here we rurn'd a litrlirouc of the great Road of BourdeMx, to take 
a view of tht Provinces of AmgoultJiM^ Limopn, and Perigord ; ttf ^« 
wtiich purpofe we craveird fkxR to Ang4ukfmey an Eptfcopal City and 
Head of the Province, ftandihg on an Hill, and defended by a 4lfr<$ng 
Caftle with double Trenches. The Hot|fes arc generaliy wdUbililr, 
but the Cathedral and Convents of the Jdcokins ztm Cordelier t are mo(^ 
mttarkable." The chief Traffick of this place is in Paper, witbwhich 
they fupply divers forefen Countries.

Thewhole^T«rritoryi^'e*:eedingfruitlifl, efpecially inborn ,Wifl<r, 
Hemp, Flak , §iffron, 4ftd Iron. Th^ 610ft excel lehr Win* is tbati oi 
GbignM!^,)eA^)f^ cffteem'd as wcff h^ F^amezs divers neighbouring 
Countries. The. Air is very Serene and Wholfemci 'Drbich', tioge- 
ihehwith the Plenty ttf all Ncceffarie^ for Human Life, 'has ' invited 
divers of rfife Nobility and Gentry to purchafe Eftatsefr in this t^o*: 
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We obferv'd that Ibmc Country People berc-about when they pat 
up their Hogs a feeding, they give them about a fpoonful of Crude- 
Jntimonjy finely powderM, Morning and Evening, for the firft three 
or four Days. They afTur'd xis^ that it makes them prove much the 
better, and fatten in far lefs time. I know that our Farriers give it 
Horfes, to make them prove, but with what Succefs I cannot in* 
form you. . 

Lim9 w ^"* "^^^ Journey was to Limoges, 20 Leagues diftant. This Qty 
/mofw. .^ Epifcopal, and Capital otLimofm, Gtuate partly on an Hill, and 
partly in a Plain on the i^iinne ; but, tho^ it be large and populous^ the 
grcateft part of the Houfcs are Timber- wo* k. The mo(]b confidera- 
ble marks <of its Antiquity, are the Remains of certain JqueJiu^Sj built 
by the Rowms. In the Abby of S. Martial we faw a Fountain of Mi- 
oerai Water, usM by the Cutlers to temper their Edg Toak, and to 
give a blew colour to Bra&hafts of Knives that are fent moTtirkey^ 
Enamelling is here in great vogue, and. more exquificely performed 
than in any other part ot Europe, to the great Benefit of the Inhabitants, 
who are likewife employM in making Knifes, Naila, Weights, and 
divers Curiofities, which create a very conftderable Commerce, tho^ 
the Town lies far from the Sea, and much put of the way.- 

This City is alfo famous for thrM Caumls^ held here in the Years 
1029, 1 0^1, and 1181; as likewife for the Birth of Qve Popts> 
Muret the Orator , and divers other Perfons of Learning and 
Merit. 

The Province \sj for tlie moft part, Barren^ producing little CortH 
that they are forcM to make Breao of Chefnuts; which, tho' dry and 
heavy, is the ordinary . Nourifhmecit of the meaner fort^ of People^ The 
Natives, callM by Cafar Lemovices, are very laborious and thrifty ; but 
withal litigious, vindicative^ apt to cjuarrel on every light occafion, 
and fpend what they have in .Law-Suits with as much guft and Gitisr 
iaflion, as others lavifh away their Eftates in Wantonnelj; and riotous 
Excefles. 

perigucux. W^ proceeded on to Perrgueupc. the principal City of Perigori, and 
a Bifhop's See, 1 2 Leagues diftant from Limoges. Ptotpmy calls it ^e-^ 
funa^ from an antient Teoiple dedicated to Vtfuu in this. place, and 
fuppos'd to be that which they now call I a Tour Je Vefiume. ](t^s Gtu-: 
ate in a Level on the River /y&, ^compafs'd with HiUs, and divided 
into two Parts, which they call Town and City. The latter contains 
the Cathedral and feveral Palaces, inhabited by the NobiKty of the 
Country ; as likewife th^ Ruins pf an Jmphiihesm of an oval Figure, 
vulgarly call d Lts Rolphies^ and. the above- mentioned TourJe f^ejim^e, 
w1)ich is an old round Tower i^ about 106 Foot hi^b, with a multi- 
tude of Nails and Iron-hooks faftned on the out fide of the W^ll but 
without either Window, Ddor^ or other Eatrao<^ but thro' twofpb- 
terr^anean vaulted Paffages. Moft Antiquaries believe this Tower tobe 
the Temple of f^ei^w, or acleaftfome aqtient Romdm Work, the Ufe 
Svh^rcof is not known. 

The Pec^le of the City and Province are very Laborious^ Thrifty, 
aiid of a free merry Humour. Tlie Land is for the moft part hilly,and 
the Soil barren, afibrding little Corn or good Pafture ; fo that Che&uts 
are the common Food of the People and Cattle, of which they make 
Provifion in Summer to ferve them all the Year.

ihy Ground, at the Cdnfluenne cf the Risers Dord^gm and IJU. Tbe, 
Sea ebbs and flows, and Veffi^ of a confiderable Burthen cori?^ up to 
the very Town. They remank tee a very i)t*aAgip and fiirpriiing 
Phwnmntnon^ which thetfxillM4r4rtf, being at towlii^W^ve pf tlte 
bknefe of a Tun, chat trequently conies npilie River with fo wonder* 
fui Impetuoficy, that it overturos-all Slup&^>«^ y h^^lfcy ey «|fe lies in 
its way. It always afcends near the Sbbar,^ and w«^ 61 J^depus a 
Noife, that it's heard at three Leagues diftance ; ib :tIu^'t}M;Marrinei9> 
forewarn d of iestapproach, fecure their Shi]^4nd Boats ui:i^ejQvddle 
ofn theChdnnel: nay, the very Swans^ Q^\ and Dil^ks^ itsva^fiiere 
than ordinary Inftin^, leave the Water As fcfGa aitbay hear toe J^i^. 
This, indeed, feems ftrange in all its CiisumAanc«j, bti| pcinci|«.n v Inr 
reafonof its long continuance, and uTually without any great Wifljp, 
or other apparent Caufe or Force td fupport it.

The Metropolitan Church dedicated to ,S. AnJbrtti^ is 
efteem'd for ks vaft length and breadth, being one entire Ardt ; as 
likewife the Oipins, which are the largeft and faireft in Frami. Tn the 
Church-yard of S. iimrin\n the Suberbs we faw diversantient To^m^, 
amongft which there is an ho -low one ftipported by foor fmall Pillars,; 
in which the Water is faid to increafe and decreafc with the Moon ; but 
our fliort fta v berk hindered us from making th^ Obfervation. In tlhe 
Church of the Great Csrmes we faw a Lance and large Collar of Ir^n 
hitfig up in Memory of a brave A&ion perform^ by a youqg Man , of 
this City, who^ like another Duvid^ killed a.Giant of Jtt$ld\ Army inf 
lingle combat, at the time the Hiarw infeftcd and deftrc^^d (be Coun- 
try : the Lance was the Youth s Weapte, and theCofiar isthemcafiiire

It's faid 
to ^rave been begun by the King's command, who being at that time 
in alow condition himfelf, aodtmdingthB&id Dokeib.gvBW rich and 
po{)ular, began to fufpe£t Him, and fet him on this' Axpenfive Work, 
which he well knew woi^exhauftgreatpartof fabfuperfluouiCaih, 
arid render him jticapable of t)romotiag a Revolt, ortomcrwiie moleft- 
iilg the Gov<rtfmet)t. And to fay truth, it! muft needs have ooft ao iin- 
menfi^ SinA to biring it to t^at perfection ; but 'tis ^reat pity it Ihould 
be 9q mudh iteglel^ed ahd let fun to ruin as it is at prefent; The Ar- 
moiry i^ well- m>i^d with; aocient A,rms of all ibrts, and the Library 
with Books ; but the moft remarkable thing we obferv'd was a Chim- 
ney-piece in one of the Rooms, of one entire Jga, valued at iSooo 
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. We travcird 22 Leagues further to jigeff, the prificipal Tbwii of a ^z^n. 
Cofincy^ a Bifhq)^ See, conliderable for its Atltiqatcy , add (ituate on 
the Kiwv GdroffMSy in a rich and plentiful Cbuhtry co adooiratibhl O 
vcr-againft the Cordeliers Convent they fhew'd us the Houfe of Jed. 
CmJmt ScaiigeTj wherb his Son Jofefh was likewife born, both* Med of 
more than ordinary Parts, and the greateft Orhaiwents of Learning of 
thefe latter Ages. 

From Jge^ we went to C4t^/, ah Epifcopal Town, fituatc on aii cabon. 
Hill, at the f'oot of which pa{fes the River Ut. It ftill retains fome 
Marks of its Antiquity, add |lirtiCBkr)y the Ruins of ah Amphitheatre, 
and divcrsother publick Buildings of die Romans. The Bifhop of. the 
place has the Title of a County atid a particuUr Priviledge of celebrat- 
ing Divine Service on all Feftivals, Booted and Spurred, with hb Arms 
lying by him on the Altar. Here is likewife an Univerfityfor Law, 
epcaed by VopcJobM XXIL ih the Year i?j2. The Wines of this 
Territory arc very fleliciouS,- and fent into the moft remote Parts 
of Ejtr$/e. ' ' 

.Onr next remove Was to M6tttaiA>i9^^ large capital City, but difmant^ iiontaubak.

Touhmje is an ArChieptftOpal (Sty, and Ca^til of Ldngueioe^ fituate rctdoufi. 
on the River Garimne, and bi»lt,-ac€bf ding to the bcft Hiftorians, fixty 
Years before the Foundation of Rome^ having been made a Colony foon 
after the liivafion of JuL Cafar. The Metropolitan Church is a ftately 
old Fabritk, where we faw a Bell of 1 2 Foot diameter, cfteem'd one 
of the beft in France^ and vulgarly calPd C^trMuiSat. In the CordeUers 
Church i^ a fubterranean Vault, faid to prcfervc Bodies entire without ^ ^ 
the leaft corruption. Tlie Chiircb of S. Satarmn is an admirable Stru- 
cture, and ferves likewife for a Fortrefsor Place of Defehccon occafion, 
on the top of which there are ufually divers Pieces of Cannon mount- 
ed to defend the City: -it^s likewife faid to contain fcvcn of the Ap6- 
ftles Bodies, being efteemM one bf the Hbljeft Places in the World, as 

appears by an Infcription in anti^nt CHarafters. ^ •

The l^arliament houfe is i fjatdy Building, ftancling hi the place of 
the antitnt Capitol. The Town-houfe is likewife itmarkable, b% the 
entrance of Whkh we faw the Statue of Heftrj IV. and within, fever- 
al Pieces of 6uriotis Fainting, with a Marble Statue of Madame Ciemence; 
a Lady of this City, that ihftituted the F/^r4/-Gf/wrej that arc ftifl kept 
on the firft day of Aftgr, at which tinic^ he that compofes the bcft Verfes 
in tlidr Mother-Tongtife, On a certain Subjeft propos'd, is prcffentcd 
with four Silver Flowers curiotrfly wrought, and of fome value. In 
Charlemam^s Chamber are tht Effigies of the moft eminent Mert that 
have been Natives of, or Flourifh'd iit^' this City; 
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The DommciMs Church is remarkable for ttie AlUr of Th'omat 
4qm»^y being a fumptuous Marble- Work, beautified with divefs 
iax Statues , and thought to be the inoft Superb in the ^hole 

Kingjii^in. 

The City is divided by the Ganonm, and joynVl by a fair Stone- 
Bridge, near which we pailsM into an Ifland, where the inhabiancs are 
«U employ'd in the Manufadures of Stuffs, Callicoes, Tiffitoies, Silks, 
and the like, in which the chief CoHnmerce of the Town cOnfifts. 

Here is likewife an Univerilty for all Faculties, founded by Pope 
Gregory IX. In the College dt Foix are two good Libraries, one of 
ManuCcripts and another of Printed Books. The Civil Govaramait 
of the Town isinanag'd, as we were informed, by a M^ar and eight 

One thing I had almofl: foi^ot, which is, That tlie Inhabitants be- 
lieve a great Trcafure to be hidden in S. Stturmtt's Church under the 
Cave, where they lay the Apoftles Bodies are kept^ guarded, as the 
Vulgar foolilhly imagine, by Serpents in a hideous nmfome Dungeon, 
that no one dare enter, lliey ground chdr OpiokM on a- PafTage in 
Hiftory, . which informs us, Tmtt the Te^opKts of Luug^uJoc had co 
their Share no pound weight of Gok), and nve minkxis of Silver, of 
the Money tliat was uken in the Dt^h^k Wars, which being caft into 
tlie Lake of Touhuft^ by Order of their Priefls, was taken thence by 
Ctfion the Rom»» Confide and, as they think, hid in this place. But, 
i am apt to believe, the Romtms knew better bow to employ their 
Treafures, and were too zealous iQ the Service of theh: Country, to 
deprive the Publick of the Benefit that might accrue to it by fo confi- 
derable a Booty as this. 

There happea'd, during our fiay in this City, a very odd Accident, 
which was as followeth : A comfony of Thieves, dcfigning to hnaik 
into a certain Shop of the Town in the Ni^t-time, open'd a hole in 
the fide of a Brick- wall big enough for one to enter ; but as they were 
at work, notwithlUnding their utmoft dexterity, the noife aiarm'd the 
People witliin, who getting up and paxeiving where about they were 
opening their Paflage, expe^ed them in the Shop. The Hole being fii- 
tii(b*d, one of the Ni^it-walkers came in with his Legs foremoft, 
whom the People within feizM when bis Body was about half thro' 
and held him fed in the Hole, that he could neither move forward nor 
backward ; and the PalTage being quite ftopp'd up; the others with- 
out could by no means fet him at liberty : In die mean while one of the 
Servants of the Houfe call'd the Watch from the Chambei's-window ; 
but before they could get thither the Rogues were all fled, excepting 
•him in the Hole, whom they found without an Head; for, it feems, 
his Companions finding it impoffible to get him thence, had cut it o^ 
and carried it away with them that he m^ht not be knovim, nor 
diawn by Threats or Promifes tadifcover the reft, who were at kaft 
ten or twelve in number. 

The Channel^ which the King hasj;^tely causM to be cut thro* the 
Country, from Port de Cetie to this place, to unite the MtdkenMnat 
Sen and the Ocean, falls here into the Qmtowu. It's capable of large 
Boats and Baiges, which are carried over divers Hills by aitMs ; but 
thefe 67«cei are fo numerous, and the Clurgein paffing tbem fo very 
great, that Merchants choofe rather to fend their Goods by long Sea, 

in 
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in time of Peaco, than make bfe of fo expehfivib'a Convbnieiicy ; bov« j 

ever, in time of War they will find the Benefit of it, and die Country 
People have af^ually found it visry commodiou$ for tranfporting the 
Produdions of their own Soil from one place to another. It ^as cer- 
tainly an extraordinary Enterprife, and fhews {bmeWbat of the antient 
Maman Magnificence, when the Emperobr-semplbyM their Soldiers in 
time of Peace about fuch great publick Works, as well to leave Monu* 
ments of their Grandeur to Pofterity, is to keep their Armies but of 
Idlenefs, which commonly hurts the Body, effeminates the Mind, and 
renders Men unfit for the ftrift Difeipline df War. 

About fix Leagues from Toloufe^ we pafsd thro^ CaffelnduJgry, a ctftcin.tudar) 
fniall City, the Inhabitants whereof were lately almoft all Proteftants; 
but, having been reconcil'd by Dragoon MifTionet^, ftile themfelves at 
prefent Ci/^^/i;«^> fsr foru. From hence we went to Cdrcdjpfne^ fix 
Leagues further; 

In the Market-place we faw a poor Woman lying oh die Ground, tti « 

die midflof a great croud of People, making a thoufand forts of Gri- 
maces, with as many odd and ridiculous Gefhires^ crying^ laughing, 
finging, and curling all in m Breath. In a word, Hie was faid to be 
Poffefs'd : But I am confidtm fbe was a counterfeit, and : aded only to 
move People's pity. Such Cheats are common in FrMcemA Udy^ be- 
ing a fort of Vagabonds and Beggars^ "w^hdufethe Trade to get Alms: 
I have feen fome of chem Exorcised by their Priefls, but; .had not fuffi- 
eient Grounds to believe they ' were Demonia;ck; for when the Prieft 
came toX?MJiyre'them f according to their form) in Lutiw^ he was forc'd 
to repeat the words in the vulgar Tongue^ before the poffefs^d Perfons 
could underfkand them : Whereas^ had they been really pofftffd, I 
am coafidenf the Devil is Lingui^ enough to hate underliood,* and an« 
fwerM. I was of Opinion tbat this Woman tftight have been uti* 
devill'd without an Exorcijt, and advis'd the Commiffgrji of the Town 
to givci her a Breakfaft*, ^)nQer and Sttpptf r at( thp YVhii^ping-pofl, if 
he defignM to work a fpeedy and eflfachial Cure. < .

Hittory likowifc 
informs uS, Tbattho Roman f h^d arver^ great eftecm of this City, 
* qualif]{ing it with the Title of iiifter^^ and beautifying .it with divers 
fuperb pubUck Edifioes, the Ruins of wbkh are feed to this Day. The 
Buildings are taill and handfome, but the Air is iiot wholfome, for iucb 
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ftsaednoo accuftom'd to k^ by reafoh of divers fmall Lakesof landing

from tlic top of which we had a (deafant proCped: of a fruitful and 
tnoft delicious Country, where hfumanloduftry has ^bunda^fitly itn.^ 
prov'd the natural Fertility and Beaoty of the neighbouring Plaifis^;> 
which produce great abundance Of dxceUerit Wifle, Lotnitions^ Oran^ 
ges, Pomegranates, Almonds, and Olivet* : 

Here are aUb greac quantities of Bees kepty and ihe Honey is -rtuch 
efleemM throughout all Cirr//?M^(>j!Ki ; for, indeed, Providonce has gi- 
ven this induftrious Artificer far greater Advanuges in this Territory 
than in i!noft other parts, the Earth aaturally produciitg Rofemary, 
Time, Lavender, and an infiaity of other odoriferous Plants. 

We proceeded on to Bewrr/y, paffing thro' Z' Villagp call'd CmrMte^ 
lying on an Hrll, from whence we had a vkW of both Cities. After 
Bei{iers. three Leagues riding we cadne to Beziersj a heat and weQ. built Epifca- 
palCity^ Tying on the RivdrOrA, arid (aid to. ha ve been a Colony of 
the Romans. Here ftill remain fame Ruio^ .of tnjlil^fbiihedfre. It 
lies in fo fruitful and pleaiant a Country^ thit the Inhabitants ufe to 
fay, IfGodliv'd upon Earthy he could notfchodfe a tnOvQ agreeable 
Habitation tliao this* - ' 

As we pais'd diro'the Country I faw thtTirtbwtbMs^ ot Turpentine 
Tree, in many places^ and Turpentine dfaiWA f fom it by the Country 
People for their own Ufe, by wounding it in the Body or Branches ; 
tho^ the Trees are not here large and plentiful enough to makb a Trade 
of it. Ibaveobierv'd, in//i^ and other ^ticsn tbat^he^ nfuaHy 
draw it noW-a<*days from the Lmfifcmy and Common Tmrfektim from 
Pine and FirrTrees^ which diilers only from the Common Rafin^ ill that 
this latter is:boyFd up loan harder aonfifience^ as is pra^cM/ihdifVeca 
parts of France, but efpecially bctweeb BodrJ^x and Bij^. In.likd 
manner, the Turpentine of tlie Tehbinthtts and Lemifom is no ways di-

We went next to Montfeltm\ raneLeagdesdifiant^ p&ffing through 
GnhUn, Qdifan, famous for a Fountain of "P)?mi&iv0r, rwhidi exftilb from a 
Rock, <)f a bJkckifii Coloup, and Aroog ptetciag Stem, i They ufe it:iittf 
a^^fortsof Acbes and Scabs; aqd the Country Pib'bple , tnif a it ii

MontfeUier. ' MontfelUer is an antient Epifcopal City, and thdupit .ttt4)e Jgttbui 
or Jg4thopolis^ mentionM by PUtey. TheiGity is neithep. vdry la^e, 
nor welUDuilt, butconfiderablefor itsUniverOty, chiefly iirtquentdl 
by Students in Pbjftcky and fetv'd by Pix>feffori or very «mi2ierit Leaoi- 
kig. They could ha rdly ha ve choien a itiore agrdeable and xotmnodi^ 
ous Seat in all Franui ; for tSieCliitiaiie aseatixamly ferene andtempov 
ate, iind the whole CoDntry aiboundsi with (iich variety of Vegitables 
(above any other part of thb Kingdom^ that it may well &rve for a 
Ph^ick Gardiny and Nature fnkiis to hav^idefigo'd it for tbak. very pnr- 

pofe. The Degtyes conferred in /^/^|Ffir'afetfaore of Bdehehwr, Liconk 
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tiatc, andDoftor; where Note, That nd one can cooimeocc Dbaor 
in that Faculty^ 'till he has fcvcn times received and worn the Gown 
and Cap of KdhiUu. This Ceremony is pcfformM in memory of that 
iealous AflferjCT of the Priviledges of the Students ; for divers Libepties 
being orr a certain tiwie retrenched by the l^lng, on the account of (bme 
piforders comuritted by the Scholars, RaMmU^ efpoufing their Caufc, 
fakes a Journey to Pirfe,^* and going tb the ChancsHdurVH^iife in his 
Doftor's Robes, faltitcs the Pbrter at ihe Gate in Ljr/>r, who taking

The City is govern (S by fix Confuls, one of the number being al- 
ways Noble. 

' We found here divers Confuniptive Perfons, \yho corte from fcveral 
parts pf Europe^ but chiefly from EngUnd'y to breath this Air, which is 
faidte be wonderfully efficacious in removing thcfe and the like Dr- 
ftempcrs. I confcfs I have known it have goo^ cfFcfts on Bodies of a 
mpift artd fl/cgmatick Temperament ; but in dry and cholerick Conftif 
tut ions, the Remedy rather exafpcrates it^ and the Sick fooii Ix-eatb 
their laft. ' ^ • ^ . . 

We learnt here the Art of making rerdegrcafe^ which isa^ followcih. 
In time of Vintage they make provifion of /?4/e, or the Stems of Grapes^ 
which remain after the exprcffioo of the Wine, and are by the Graks 
calPd Sir^vYoi ; for the Husks are of no ufe- in this Operation. They 
have great Harthen Pots (like thofe in which our Country people keep 
their Butter for Winter, but of a larger C\zc, each coatAining at leaft 
eighteen or twenty Quarts) intp each of which ihey pour aSout three 
pints of Wine/ and ha vine three Sticks athwart the Pbts^^ about two 
or three fingers breadth above th» Wjne, they fill them with Rdpe, 
which has been fteepM for fonjc time in decayed Wine, ancl ftopping 
the Pots with a Cover of Mat, they let it (land to fernvent (ix or feven 
Day^. Tlien they uke out the Rap^, and (leaving the Sticks and Wine 
at boctotn) ftratify it with Copper-plates of eight Inches long and three 
or four Inches broad, which are mada very hot before^ hand in a dou- 
ble wooden Box, whereof the higher oartition CK)ntain&^ the Plates, and 
the lower a pan of Coals. They firtt lay fhics on the Sticks afore* 
faid as clofe as they can, provide^ they touch not one another, and 
then a layer of Rdpe^ which mull be fo thin that one may fee the Plates 
through It. Next they put another layer of Plates, and then one of 
Rdpe^ continuing \i Stratum Jufer Stnuum^ 'tillthey cooleto the top. 
The Pots being thus fiird, art kept clofe fiopt for tne fpace of ^ven or 
eiglTt Days in Winter, but lefs in Summer;; and then the Plate^ arc; .tar. 
ken out and piPd up againfl: the WaU in b^aps, where they are fprink- 
led with Wine, every other or third Day, ' for about a Week. Aficer- 
wards they are layn aoroad a drying, and then the Verdegre$fe is fcrapM. 
oft VTheiame'y^it/ffervesforrooreOperatibnjj but tlie Wine which 
remslins fervesonly to moiften R/^e to fupply the defe£l of that which 
crumbles and wafts ; fothey add frclh wmeto every Fotasj often as^ 
they repeat the Work. Tpcy likewifc have pew Plates when the* 
othci-s are wprn and grow unlervieeable, for, by the repeated Operati- 
ons th^y become almoft as thin as Paper. They commonly ' ufe fuch 
Wine as tads of tjie Cask, or fgch as is decayM and unfit for drinking, 
tho' the ftrongeftis thcbeft, -fceiog it ferments more powerfully, with, 
the R^pe^ and ads more vigproufly on the Qopper. They keep their 
Pots vbi^y neat and dean, and have great care of their Lamps and^ 
Candles ; for they always do it in under-ground Cellars, aBd one drop 
of Oyl or <jreafe would Ipoil a whole Ppt ; fp that the R^ft muftbg alL, 
caftaway, the Pot well fcOwr^cI, aqd the Plates new wrought before 
they can be- usVi again. They fell their ^Vr^>'#i/« at* ?hc rate of 
Twelve-pence a ^und to the McriHanits, who caufe it ,to ||e linjely 
powdered, and Vro^ght into a I*ave with WinQ,' which is. for<Pj*d into 

great Lumps ancl dried. '''.,;' . _,\, ,--:7Ji:i\^ 
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Wc rode out to Frontignkn^ a little Town, (itiiate on the Lake;, 
about four Leagues diftant ; and faniotjs for a foct of Mufcadine Wirlc, 
of an Anibcr colour, and raoft delicious taft. They likevvife iriake 
great ftore of Raifins by drying their Grapes in the Sun 5 but what is 
moft remarkable, is, that theft Grapes are fit for no other ufe; for the 
Juice never ferments, but continues fw6fet and turbid for fomc time, 
and then grows fower.^ fo that it net?er makes Wine. 

• Wc proceeded half a League further to the Baths of Ba/leraa. The 
Hot-Spring rifcs within half a Bow-fhot of tht Salt Lake, and riie Wa- 
ter is us'd, both inwardly and outwardly, every Spriftg ind Autufnti. 
If the Scafons happen to be very moift, the Waters are lefs efficacious, 
artd fometimcs meerly tepid ; tho^ ordinarily they arc fo very^ hot tKat 
fuch as bathe cannot ftay in above half a quarter of an hour, but. are 
carried to Beds purpdfely kept in Rooms adjacent, where the Sweat 
for half an hour. They rarely bathe above three Days following, 
"Morning and Evenings drinking the Water each Morning as fdon as 
they havebath'd and fweat^ They begin with five or fix large Glaf- 
fes, ^more or lefe,. according ^s they can bear it; and having walk'd , 
about half an hoiir, return to drink as many more, walking as before. 
When it begins to work, they take the third and la ft Dofe to the fame 
number of Piaffes, and a PoiTcnger of warm Broth about an hour af- 
ter. If itpafles not well on the firftand fecond Day, they difTolve % 
little 3f^»«4 in the laft Glafs on the third Morning. They likcwife 
purge two or three Days after drinking. I have known fome dririll 
twenty ftcGfafles in a Morning, tho' they ufually take but fifteen, fii- 
teen, or eighteen, each Glafs containing about eight Ouncts. The Waf- 
ter is faid to open Obttruftioos, cure all cold Difcafes, and tobevcr^ 
efikacious in curing the Head-iacb. It's of a brackifh fa ft taft. 

From the Btiths wc pafs'd over the Lake to ?ort Ae Otte^ where thfe 
FrwriErKing has lately Jbailt a M^/^' for the fafcty of Veflcls, and the 
Place takes its Name from';ther Ifland on whicii it ftands. We afccnd- * 
cdthc Mc/untain, that'!iesbvertheTowri;'to fee an Hermitage that 
(lands at top, and in 6ur Way found feur rare Plants, n;iz: 1. Jtjpu^ 
Mtrntis Qefi^ which is likcwife calVd HetbA terribilis^ fiiom its violent 
purging quality, and Monf. C^^^/wiir alTurM me, That two Leaves 
\which arc nOTjigger thaii thole of M'^ibrre/; purge as much as a drachm 
of ^^^p in fubftance. '2. Thdpfia Montis On. ^. Limomum minus

From Montfeltier we went feven Leagues to Nifmes, an E^ifcop^ Uifmes^ 
City of LamuedoCy called by the Latim Kfemaufus (/. e\ Nimium Aujus) 
from the bold Attempt of /ytar(us, who, having been defeated by Syhy 
rctir'd to this City, with a'defign of equalling it to Rcme^ at that rime 
He»d and Emprefs of the Ohivcife. To that end he encompafs'd it 
Avfth Walls, ' flank'd with above a thoufand To\X'ers^ takjng feven Hilli 
within the EhcloRire, artd"beautifying it with divers fiithpcuous Build- 
ings, little inferioitr to thofe of /?^w^ of all which diere Only remain 
t at prefentfomc few mifciaWe Pootftcps. . Tlie' City is .ftill tolerably 
hahdfome arid Well builri pleafantly feared, and vvellferv'd witt; all 
(brrs of Provifions.

Magnificence: it's vaulted. at top, and fupported witlioyt by Urge upd 
flatelv Pillars* The Ruins of the antient Temple of DiMx^mmrb- 
out the Town ; and near them is the Fountain of V^efia^ the Water 
whereof was antiently us'd to purify the Veftal Virgins, who were a 
fort of Religious Order of Women amongft the Pagans, inllitutf d by 
Nnn$ pBmpilis^s to guard the Sacred Firc> which being very cercmoni- 
oufly kindled b^ a Burning-Glafs was by them kept> and fuch a5 fuf- 
• fercd it to be extinguifli'd were moft (cverely puotOi'd- Thofe ambngft 
them that violated the Laws of Cbaftity werp ftrft whipifhy (be High- 
Fried:, and tlien buried alive with a fmail proviOon of .Breaaaod Milky 
and a burning Lamp or Lanthorn and Candle hung iJip m th(^ Graves. 
Part of the Chimneys where they kept the Fire are uitlAaQdiiig on each 
fide of the Altar. . /

We travellM next to Jr/es^ and at BeatiCjiri^ puffed tbq RJfone tQ T^* 
fofcon, a fmall City, and the firft of Pro^cii 09 tbat (^dq, witb a C^- 
ille built by Rhetii King of Jeryfalepn^y Xi} th^ prin(y|«J Cbowh we 
faw the reprefqxitation of a Sc;rpeiit devc^^ipg a Man i ^y*bipb, as tbc 
Legend fays, formerly haunted the Woods about this Ci^y,' sud was^ as 
pernicious |ui l^nemy to all Mankind as that which tqqpipti^d Eva ia 
* Paradife- but S^AUrthAhy vertueof her Prayers QverqEiR^ and ftrao^- 
led it with Iier Garter. 

. , IS^ot long fmce, as they were digging in a certain part of the Townr, 
they fmind a Wall with an Iron-door, which betpg^brofce open, they 
idifcovqjfed a, vaulted PaiTage under Groupd, and heard £b terrible a 
Koife within, that none durft enter. The Ma&ftfates hearing pf wha^ 
had hapned, ofFerM very confiderable Rewards to.fuch 9$ would veiv 


lieard of kind of Mongers. Some time aft)^^ a Criommli condeo^M 
to be hang^4 bad hip Pardon promised hitp, in cafe he would un^eruke 
to fearchj the Cave ; who accepting of the Propofal^ ^ni^red the Vatilt 
with a hgbted Torch ; but having gone about five or fix Paces, and 
Hnding the Noife toencreafe as he advancM, came runningback almoft 
terrified out of his wits : but being re encouraged by the Magiftrates, 
he made the fecond attempt^ and in a fhort time return'd^ informing 
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them, that he bad beeo at thfefbrthcr crid of the Vault; whiiA was ihut 
up with an Iron dtior^ and that when he was in the (Tiiddle, be found 
the Noife to bt juft over his Head. Upon this relation they began to 
flatter thecnfelves with the hopes of fothe hidden TrJcaiure, andofTerM 
the twenty fifth Part of whdt fhould bfe found, to fuch as would dpcr; 
this Door and make a further fearch; whereupon divets Malbns and 
other Mcchanicks undertook it ; and breaking open the Door, found it 
to be aothing but a fubterranean Paflfage under the Aiver to Beaut /tire^ 
by which the two Cities had heretofore had a private Cotnmtinicatioii 
(as was ufual in the time of the RomMni) and that the Noife proceeded 
from the murmuring Sound of tlie Stream above, and the ratling of 
iStonfS^ forcitjly driven down by the rapidity' df the Current ; for the 
River runs dircftly over it. 

Wc{ct out hence fi)r Jrlis, paflTmg thro*//i Crdu a large Plain d- 
moft covcrM with Stones^ and celebrated of old by the Name of Campi 
Lamfidei. The Poets feign thefe to be the Stones which "Jupiter fhow* 
cred down on the Heads of the Giants Albion knd Bergioft, engaged 
with his Son Hercules \ but fettihg apatt Fables, ^tis certain that the 
Land is neverthelefs exceeding fruitful in Wine and Corn^ producing 
likewife Manna and KcnMs Grains, ^*^htch arc a fort of Excrcfcence 
growing on the Twigs of Hex Coceigerg or Shrub-Holm-Oak, and arc 
only found on Ptants of three or four Years growth ; for when they 
begin to bear Acorns^ihey yiek) no more Grams: and tho'this Shrun 
grows in all parts of LsugutJ^ and Pitdveme^ytt it prodoccs no Kermcs 
out within eight or xnn Leagues of the TAediterihantan Sea^ where tlie 
Sun is very powerful ; nor, inde^xf^ d6l remember to have feen Olivesr 
at a greater diftance. 

Thefe GrainsaretheSacd of fmaH infcfh ; in the beginning 6f May 
they afe full of Liquor, and gathe^^d to make the Syrop ; but towards 
tl^p latter end of the feme Month tliat Liqubr turhs into fmall Grains, 
and theft (unlcfs timely gatbet^) iftto little Fliesi which the Fremh 
call Momcherons : whereftweihey fprinkle them with Vinegar, and dry 
them over a gentle Fire^ ai ^quiefc as pofltble, to keep them from turn- 
ing into Infeas. 

Jr/es is a very antient Archiepifcopal City, fituatc at the Mouth of 
the Rhofie, and (aid to have been firft Inhabited by the Grecians with 
Mwr/aMeis^ Plinj^ ci\h ic J^eUu Sixtdnarum, from a Romm Colony of 
tbe Smb Legion atitienily cftabtifii^d here. * The rnoft common Opini-

with Money enough to defray their Funeral Charges, and ftnt chem 
down the Stream, imagining the Water wooid* bring them hidier and 
no further. 

Havpg travelVd fifteen Leagues furttier.wpcame to MdrfiiHes^ a 
large, populous, and well built City, lyipg on the Mediterranean Sea^ 
having antiently been (as 'tis believM) a Colo»y of the Gtkians^ and 
fo &mous for all forts of Learning, that JP/i^ ilileis it Athenopolity^hsxt 
the Roman Gentry fep( their Childiea to be educated under thecbndud 
of the B^Ti^/ and Te^ofagts. .|t^ extreamly well fortifyli, efpecially 
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00 the Sea-flde^ ivhereihferk^s a Caftle Oil t|ie top of an Hjll, a Citadel 
t)n each fide of the Harbour's mcutii^ and three I^orts bulk in fmatf * 
Ifladds in the Sea,, to defend thePaflage. The Rai Ijour is one of the 
bed ahd fureft in FtAnce^ being the ufual Station of about forty Gallies; 
The Slaves have little Shops oc wooden Boxes all along the Key,wlicrc 
they work at their rcfpeftive Trades, knd.fcH their Goods,, whilft tljt- 
Gallies continue iatbePbrt; bin: they are .fanned to a {Slock with a 
Chain of. eight or tfeh Foot long, which keeps them from budging 
thence, 'till the Officer comes at Night to loofcj and conduft them to .

Avignon is a large City, and Capital of .« Frovince'behKQing 
Pope, fold by ^ean Queen of NsfUs to Clement VL^ butv confifcaiiedy 
long before, by the See of Rome upon Rdimoni Count <^ 'Eolonfe^ ii^ 
vonring the Mhugtnfidn Sedaries^ Tho Fop^ ndfided herb for the fpace 
of Seventy Yearsy during the Troubles of bdly^ \ii\ firegirj lyi. r^ 
turned to Romeltith^ Year 1^75. In the Metcopolitan cWdi are 
divers Monuments of Popes ; and at the. Cotefims. we admir'dche beaui- 
tiful Cbappel of Cardinal l^xMT^r^, ftupendioi^y adur^^d vmh 
Marble, Paintinss, and other rich Ornaments/.

The church of the CarthtifiMis is remarkable ibridlvers <ai^ious pieces 
oF Paintings io^ priocipaUy: fbt a S. hkchsel^ an .exquifite Work of 
Ibme. greu/Ma^er. 
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The Vice Legate's Palace ("where the Popes formerly liv'd^ had lit J 
tie worth ourGuriofity but a Silver Bell/ which is never rung but aC 
the Death or Eleftion of a Pope. 

The Jews Quarter is diftin£l*frotn the reft of the Town, and eafiljr 
found out by the fmcll, being the moft Ibrdid nafty part of the Cityi 
and indeed a mcer Jakes ; nor is it the Streets alone that are thus filVd 
with Dirt, their Houfes Within are as fihhy and ill-houfewifd, and 
that not only here, but intnoft other parts where tlie Jews refidei 
They are here about Fivcliundred in number, the Men wearing yeU 
low Hats, and the Women a kind of bordure about their Hoods, to 
diltinguifll thctn from Chriftians ; and all fuch as carry not thefe marki 
arc moft fevercly punifli'd by the Magiftrates. They arc tor the molt 
part Taylors and Brokers ; and tho' the Jews hav6 generally the repute 
bf being Rich, I am fibre, that both, here and in all the Pope's Domini- 
ons, thc)rarekfept Poof enough, what by ordinary Impofitions, and 
Whatby the Vaft Sums they arc fbrc'd to advance on the-Elcftion of 
every new Pbpe, to have tlieir Liberties and Priviledges confirmed. 

Here is an Univcrfity for Divinity, Law and Phyfick, but much 
decayM of late Years. The Pope entertains a fmall Garrifon c^Iu/ian 
SoMicrSj'rathcr to aweand bridle the Town than to defend it, for ic^s 
fo far advanced within the Frerfch Territories, that they are obligM i6 
be at that King's Devotion. The Walls of the City are the fineft I 
ever faw, and not without a juft Symmetry, tho' weak and of no de- 
fence. The Vice- Legate has the management of all Affairs of Import 
tance, and is changed eVery three Years ; but mattfers oi^ lefs moment 
arc handled by thtefeConfuls anda Counfellbbr, w ith this refervc, that 
in Civil Gaufes they may appeal to Rome. One thing is very rcmaiic- 
ablc in this Gity, -which ii, that hcte arc fcven Gates, fevcri PariiheS, 
fcven Palaces, feven Collegial Ghurches, fevcri Hoipitals, fevcn Con- 
vents of Men, and feven of Women. • 

Wc could not leave Jvhnon 'till tve had viRted the Fountain of 
VAuclttjt^ Vfhithtr the ingenious Vet¥arth bftert repait'd, withdrawing 
hintfcif from the noife ofthe Wtirld toconvtrfe more freely with his 
darling Mufe; in praife bf which agreeable Solitude, he has left tb ' 
Poftcrity an immortal Teftimohy in his Writings. 

Our next Sttige was OrMge^ an atitifcnt decay'd City/and Head of aj omw^/; 
Ibia II Principality, that has not above four Leagues in length, and 
three in breadth, ft was lately pbllefs'd by the Family of Najfdri^ 
but tias been difmantellM arid almoll: quite ruin'd and depopulated fince 
it came under the frfw/r JurifdiQion ; howcvfcr, it ftill rctaifis divers 
marks of its Antiquity, vit. r. ATriunifh^l Arch^ crcfted in honour 
ot Cdius Marius and Catkins LaSfuJius^ two Rom ah Cohfgls, after li- 
ving defeated the Ctmbriani, of whom there were Two hundred thou- 
rand.killM, and Fourfeore thoftfaftd taken Prifoners.' The A^lion is 
tcprcfented on the Arch^ with divert fepts of anticnt Arms, captive 
Princes, and a certain Prophttefs that tbretoW this Viftoty fbftie timfe 
before it happened, 2.

It's a pleatant lown and tolkrably welKtuilt, lying oa the Rhofte^ and 
in the grea t Road from Lions to Marft. Res. The moft confiderable Cu* 
riofities we remarked here were, 1. The Chwch of . S "John^ which 
was the P/f;7/i&f(«? of the antient Inhabitants^ 2. A fountain without 
the Town^ exiream Hot in Winter and Cold in Summer. 3 A GrQt 
at S. Peter in the Bourgy pafling under the River, where they found t 
Tomb, fomc Years fmce, with a dead Body covetM witn precious 
Stones and other rich Ornaments, the Body appearmg to the Eye as 
frefh as if it had been newly buried, but being movM it fell into Diufi: 
On the Tomb was infcrib'd, Fdlix ^Jujiins mater ^ which enduces Peo- 
ple to believe it to have been the Bodfy of the Emprefs Jujlina. 4. The 
Bones of a Gyant in the Jacobins Church, of a prodigious fize ; for, ac- 
cording to the dimenfions of thofe we faw^^ the whole Body muft have 
been above fn^teeo foot long. There have been Men in all Ages who 
have pafsM the ordinary term of magnitude, tho^ they are not, poffibly, 
io frequent now-a-days by reafon of the Intemperance and Debauchery 
of our 1 inies : However, fome there have been of late Years who 
might have contended with the Antients for Bulk and Strength, if we 
may credit our modern Writers. I am alfo of Opinion, that fome Men 
live as long now as any did formerly, fetting afide thofe whofe Lives 
Almighty God prolonged for his own fecret ends and purpofes; for, 
according to the Royal Prophet who liv'd above a thoufiiod Years be- 
fore our Saviour, The D^s of our Tears ar$ thne/f^e Tears and pm^ and 
if by reafon ofjlrength they befoarfcanTears^ yet is their Jlrength labour and 
jbrrow ; which ftill holds good in this very Age. What Pliny recorcb 
oiEuphoruSy Xenophon, and otliers, who liv'd three, *(ix, and eight 
hundred Years^ is true, after their manner of computbg ; for the j4r^ 
cadians had three Months to their Year, and the JE^jftians but one. 
Some will have the Years of MethufaUm to have been but fo many 
Moons or Months ; but certainly they ^ere near (if not quite) thefam<» 
with ours ; for Mofes was chofen to lead the Jfraelites out of ^gypt io 
the Fortieth Year of his Age ; fo that if they bad been Months, you 
may judge how incapable he had.been of performing that OBice. 

Here is alfo an Univerfity, but priacipally for Civil and Canon* Law, 
founded by Louis XL and Jboious for the Refidence of tlie learned Cur- 
jW, the Glory ol that Faculty. • 

From hence we went to f^ienne about fifteen Leagues diftant. We 
over*took on the Road a Merchant of L/c^^y/ with his Wife and Child : 
The Infant was about ten Months old, and bad a Mark in his Fore- 
head near three Inches long and an loch broad, of a reddifh colour, 
and fo very like a wound newly cicatrii'd ibat one would reallv bavs 
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thought it Tuch, had net his Parents told us» That Wa$ bne of tiiole 
preternatural Effo&s which are ufualiy afcribM to the force of Imagi<^ 
nation in Women widi Child. The Mother, it feems^ being within 
live or fix Weeks of the ordinary time of delivery, happ6nM to be in a 
.place where a Man canic running in from figluing a 3Duel, in which he 
had received a large Wound in his Forehead, which fo frighted the 
poor Woman, and widmll made fo deep an impreflion oh her (ntel* 
:k£t, that (he could not put it out of her mind 'till (he was brought td 
Bed of liiis Child, who brought the fame mark into the World \Vith 
hiffl. ThisObfervattonfeemstome very remarkable, for wc rarely 
find thefe wonderful EfieSs of the imaginative Faculty at that' time^ 
nor is it eafy to imagine hew any Imprefflon can be made on the Body 
ofa Child in the latter end ofthe eighth Month ("as it here happdnM) 
when ^ach individual part isr not only perfedly formed, but come to 
that firmbefsand folidity, that one would think fo light a Caufe ihpuld 
not be capable of altetii^ their natural Difpofitioh. And herfe I bannot 
but call.tomind another Accident of the fame kind ^ that happened not 
long finoe at P^m^ where the Wife of a Taytor, above half gone 
widi Child, longing for a Deffert of Aiv/fteiriVf, jpie faw ferv'd in at a 
Pfer%r of <2iiality^s Table, and not obtaining her deHre, was at the 
^uai dmc (leltver'd of a Daughter, with a red Spot under her Chin 
faihionM like a Mulkrry^ But what is yet more iirange, is, that at 
the time wt»i t(itsFraib ripens on the Tree, the Spot appears much 
larger and redder than in anv other deafon of the Year, and fo natural- 
ly reprefentsa Mulberry as if it had been painted on the Skin^ of which 
I my felf have been an £ye-witne{s. This Woman likewife told me. 
That when fhe faw the Mulbnrm^ fhe well remembert (he applyM 
her hand to her Chhi, which (he imagines tlie reafon why the Child 
was markM in that part ; and to confirm her Opinion, fhe afledg'd di- 
vers Eininplesi of mr own knowledge, where Children hav6 ^ecdv'd 
Marks on thofe very Parts that were firfl: touched by their Mothers in 
^fervorousaft of Longing. 

riMineisan Arohbtfliop'sSee, and Capital of the fower DMpbwy, 
ftioreefteem'd for its Antiquity, than any thing it contains at prefenr. 
It's fakl 'to have |ieen built by Wirmrim AfritMuSy Five hundred Years 
faefor* the coming of Chrtft, and made tlie Hea^ of a Kingdom, or 
antiebt Ptepk^ from whom it's caird Vmw»4 AMrngum, and by Stratel 
M*d Mftr^loii Mohrsgun$. TheCburchof S^ &v^rivj is built in ar 
place irhero there ftood heretofore a Tree, under which the Pagans 
fiu^ificd tdan Hundred Oods; but SL Sn/ernj <»dtfridg it toi be puUd 
up, to remove the occafion of that fuperfi;itious and diabolical Worfliip, 
there was: found under its Root a Man s Skull fuH of Gold and Silver, 
with which the Church was ereded, and a Pillar with the foflowins 
Inlcription :

TheCha($pefof$.M^iifi»Aiw^wasthe RomM VritmUrn^ dvtr thef

imprifon'd ; and a Lake bearing his name, in u^bicb, 1 radttion fayt, 
he drownM himielf. Hereane alfothe Ruins of an Jmph'uheAtn, a la- 
ftiog Teftimony of the /{pi^^/r Grandeur. The River Ge^e joyns the 
Rho9$e here, the Water whereof is d^ttm6 the beft in Eur^pB^ for tenu 
pering Swof d*biades, in which the Inhabitants drive a grtfat Trade* 
Lions. From yienne we travelled to Liojts^^ Leagues furtlier, an Arch bifhop's 
See.and Head pf a Province, focoftimodiouflyfeaced at the confiinrnce of 
the Rivers RhoffemdHosfie^ f hat it fTouriflicsin Cooiiikrcb above any 
other Town in. FM/rcr. It sefteemVi thefecond City in the Kingdom 
for bignefs, riches^ and number of Inhabitants; being abour fix 
A4iles in compafs, well fortify'd, and abuadandy fuppty'd with all 
forts of Provifions: It's calVd in Latin Lugiun$imy which divers Au^ 
thor> derive from Lagius^ an antient King of the GsuUsy its Founder, 
zxxAPane^ which> in the old G4iyi//2r Language, figniSes an Hill. We 
find the flourifbing State of this City celebratol by Lm/ii^, Flutarcbm^ 
Suetonius^ and 4iv!er$ other RomAn Writers; who Ukewife affirm, that 
it was made a Colony from the very Infancy of the Rmnm Empire. 
Suetqnim above mentionM, in.the Life of C^iiguid^ mak^ mention of 
^viMhMtum^ or Publick School^ erefled here near the Temple of ^tf- 
gufiusi where Orators contended for the Mallecdom,, b^vpublick t^^^ 
fputes and Orations, before. an Altar dedicated to Augufim Csfar^ and 
' ^ the ConquerM were conilrain'd to retract and bk>t out thcic. Writings 
with their Tongue ; or were caft headlong ifito the Rivet :.To which 
the Poet Ji^t/fW alludes.

From Nojlre DahfCile Sorviere (a Church built 00 the Bjsms of a 
Temple dedicated to ^eiriy/, by the name of Fa^um FiHenu) we difco- 
ver'd the whole City, and with a more than ordinary, fatis&dion 
vie w 'd each individual part of that fair and well proportioned ' Body v * 
where we were entertain'd with the delightful prolpcd of a ^ mukicude 
, of (lately Churches and Palaces, as likewife with itt ^^BMkAt and 
commodious Situation on the two aforefaid divers, which mutually 
concur to give it tbe pre-eminence above any other Inland City in Emm 
rcft.^ In a word ; it abundantly fttisfy'd our Curiofity in feeing how 
I)rofure» and even prodigal^ Nature has been in enriching it withber 
choiceft BlefTings. In the Vineyards, near this Hill, we faw fome 
f ootileps of an Amfhithiotre.

' caqnot aibefid, at leaifty witbcNot nuKihdifiicuMy aodidanger^foch^t 
the People of the Country ufe nothing but A(uis^ftd Muies in thofe 
Moui^tain^ wliidi being. very (bfcfooicd are fitc^ to be employed 
aiJiov>gli fuch rocky di^dful Precipices. AftBratocifome walkofabqut 
two Hours and half, we gpt . or rather climb 'd up) to the Covciot, 
which (lands on the very top d^ die Mountain, eofcompaibd * with 
Rocks, Woods, and all the ufual Ob|e£b of a perfeA Solitude. Tbis 
Monaftery was begun Six hundred Years fince by S. Brum>^ Mdio with* 
drawing bimfelf from the World, carme hither andkiftituted^herOrder 
of Catthiffidns, where the General iiilL rafidios, with about an hundred 
Monk9, wlio lead a very auftere Life, wholly jafoftaroing ^tm Flefii, 
and being deban'd from all converfation^ e«enof. ipcaking toibabMK}- 
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ther, but on certain days of Recmtton. Each Monk has a Kttle Apart- 
ment €0 hinAfdr^ where he may ^ow any Handycraf^cradc, or other 
Oocc^tion to divert himfelf, but at the Koors alotted £>r Devotion ; 
in ibme of the Celis (for fo.they call their particular L6dgings^ we 
found them paintiikg ; in others carving ; and in fome, at work on di- 
vers Ornaments fpr the A lur: in fine, every one hath (bme Ertiploy- 
tnent or other to (pend his vacant Hours in. Their Meat and Drink is 
brought them at the ufual times, as are likewife all other Neceflartes 
they may ftaiMl in need of« If they chance to pafs by one another, 
. their ordinary Salutation is Mitmmto moriy for none but the Superiour 
and Procurator (lo whom the management of the Houfhold- Affairs 
belongs) can fpeak more without the Prior^s leave^ unlefs it beod days 
of Recreation, as I cbferv'd before^ 

r They keep open Ho(pitality for all Comers and Goers, and live being 
Strarigers, were extreamly well treated with a Fifh^Dinotfr.bf ^icGt* 
neral"^ order, who came hiniielf and entertained us with the Relation 
of the Foundation and Progrefe of their Order^ dieir »way of Livlf^, 
and th^ like. He iikewife walk'd with us througliout the .whole Con* 
vent, which is fpacious and well-built, but much cndammag'd by a 
late Fire, which they are daily repairing. In the Chamber where they 
keep their Great Chapter, we (aw the Figures of all thdr Generals 
from the very beginning of the Order. 
Taking leave of our Bene&dors, we traversed the Mountains on foot 
& Flerrc. ^^^^^rds Swcj, and kxlg^d that Night ata Village call'd S. Pierre^ where 
they kept Watch at that time to apprehend Pn^eftsnts that endeavour^ 
ed to make their efcape out of the Kingdom, contrary to the King's 
£di£^. Ttiefe arm'd Mountaineers began to bandile us fomewhat rough- 
ly, 'tiH I appeas'd them, by tdlii^ the Captain that we had the King's 
Pafs, as indeed we ha(L but durft not produce, it, fearing leaft they 
might take it away aim plunder us, astliey had fervM feveral Gentk* 
men not long before. Wherefore thinking to put them off with a BiU 
lii^f HiMlih we bad from the Town*houfe at Xi^m, I drew a Paper 
out of my Pocket, and without opening it, gave it the Captain, ima- 
gining it had been that; but it prov'd by a miftake to be a printed Bill 
given out by the Ej^lifb Rope-dancers wbilft we wercat Avigwm. He 
^ bad no fooner opcn'd it but I perceived my Errour; however imagine 
sng, as it prov'd, that their Wits might be as barren and un^ltivated 
as their fountains, I let themhatid it round from one to another, and 
could not but fmife to fee them view and admire the King's Arms at 
the top of the Father, mAimUtog it over to themiclves to pafs for gook^ 
learn'd, and at 'length to return it^ telling me withal, ^was enough to 
carry usthro' the whole World. 

The Natives of thefe Parts are of afwarthy Complexiqp, .mjferably 
|xx>r, and living for the moil part on Milk, Butter, and Cheefe, which 
they have from a few Cows, Goats, and Sheep, they make a iliift to 
fcm atnongft the Moumaios ; and for which they have little other Fod- 
der in Winter, but the leaves acid tender tops of Afli, which tbey cut 
ofF and dry in Summer, as we do our Hay. . However, tbefe poor 
People are as w«ll fatisfy'd and as Hght-hearted as if they enjoyed aQ 
the Delights of 4in earthly Paradiib ; which flicws that Men are happy 
or miCerable oniy by compariibn ; that is, by conceiving a better or 
worfeState than their own: but thefe People knowing neuher, as hav« 
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5ng little or ho Commerce with others, and confequentljr itrtaginiilg 
tticir own condition the 6eft, live as contentedly as any Subjefts in 
Europe. 

Difcourfing with one of thb Village about the Natural Produ£Hons 
bf thafc Mountains, hb, atnongft other things, told me of a Bed of 
Oyfter Ihclls he had found about half a League from that place ; 
whereupon I engaged him to conduft me thitter the next morhing. He 
led me thro* the Wood to a place in the fide of an Hill that was worn 
almoft perpendicular by the conltantfafling of Water from above. About 
A Foot from the Ground I faw one Bed, and about fix Foot higher ano- 
ttier, and they could hardly be diftinguiihd from the Sea flbclls, but 
that they were tnore friable,and fomcwhat yellow.TheBcds were abdut 
three Foot thick, and the Shells amafs'd together with a yellow Sand, 
^ith the firm Rock both above and beneath eath Bed : they were all. 
gibbous; and tho* I fcarchM very narrowly, L could not find one of 
the flat Shells. Thcfe were the firft Beds I have feen of this fort ; btic 
b Gentleman of my acquaintance, who has been divers times in J^e^^ 
ricdy tells me, that a Friend tjf his in yirginU employing Labourers to 

• dig a Well, they pafsM tnro' divers Beds of Oyfter-fhells feveral Fa- 
thom under Grt)uod. Betweett each Bed of Shells there was a Layer 

- of Earth bf Gravel of folnc thicknefs. Some of the Natives being pre- 
fenr, faid, they had layn there ever fince the Great Water: for thefe 
People, at the firft fettling of our Plantation amongft them, had a 
Tradition of an Univerfal Deluge, and believM that all living Crea- 
tures periftiM in it,except fotne few that were fav'd in a Canoe ;w\\\t\i is a 
kind of Boat thty make bftheBark of Trees. But to leave this digreffion j 
I can hardly behevfc that thefe were ofiginally the Shells of Fift, confi- 

• derihg thi vaft diftance fl-om the Sea, and the Heighth of the above-, 
faid Wohritain, which is ode of the higheft irt France. Moreover, if 
we fhould fuppofe heaps of Shells left alter the Flood on dry Ground, as 
"*tis probable there were, how fcame thefe in between the Rocks? Laft- 
ly, tho' Earthquakes may haVe tonfiderably changed the primitive 
Pofitionbf the AW^rr/frJr>/ of the Earth, 'tis ftrange that thefe Rocks and 
Beds of Sfidb {boofd be thrown up into futh regular AV^r^yir/rr Strata^ 
f0th?t the Beds afedf an equal thicknefs, and kept at a plarallcl diftance 
Ttom one ahdthet throughbut the whole length of the Rock. 

From hence ^e coiftintied on our Journey thro' the Mountains, and 
at length defcended to Mtintfnelun in San;oy. But before we proceed 
farther, bb pleasM to pftrofe the following Remarks wfc made cohpern- 
ing France and the FrencB in general*

The Government is, at prefcntj wbdlyarbicraryapd unlimited, for 
Jicvoloy /?rj4^istheufual reafoniog of Scate^ and aU Procedures of 
the Civil M^giftrate prcfuppofe an uUima ratio RegMm. Cardii^l 
Richelieu and Mjiz^arin laid the Foundation of tlii^abfolute Spvcraignty, 
which they faw could not be attainM to bi^t by impoVeriOilog the Peo- 
ple, and therefore left fuch Methods behind t^em^as have, ia procefs of 
timc,producdfuchextraordinaryeffe£ls,, thai Liberty, Property, and 
fuch like other Topicks of Mutmy and Reibeltion, fo xealbufly alTerted 
heretofore in Frsnce^ are quite laid afide and forgqtten* , They fouod 
this Courfe abfoluteiy necelTary ; for the trench being nat^ra|ly hot, wn* 
flable and ambitious, on every light Occafioo were apt ,to find fault 
with the Government, and (hew their diftaft by very frequent Revolts. 
What fuited not with their Humour pafsM for OppreCTionp ^d fuf£ic'd 
to hurry the giddy Multitude imp rafb and extravagaht Eoterpriaxs, 
by reaion whereof the publick Tranquility was very olteo difturbM, 
and the Courfe of all Affairs turned topfy*turvy. . But tlie ScQn6 beiqg 
nowclianp d, the People feem well enoigh fatisfy^d, itjjeaft dare t^t 
for their lives murmur ; for he that has uught them. to. obey, has 
the whole power inliis own hands, to keep them wlthla the Bounds 
prefcrib'd* ^f\ « 

t muft confefs, I found no Richelieu or Mdzdria s^ the Holm of State, 
nor indeed does there need fuch extraordinary Capacities lac prefent, 
fince the King himfelf is the main, if not foie, Politician chat acls, aDd 
leaves no more to his JMinifters than the bare Execution of iiis Orders, 
in wliich they are extream careful and fedulous, Itriviiig 10 out-do one 
another in the exad Perforoianceof what belongs to their refpedive 
Stations. This pundual and nioe Proceeding is the natural cSdOt of 
the two great Props of GovernmenC| wx^ Punifhment. and Reoooi* 
pence, which are fo flri£ily obfervM in France ^ that as they allow of 
no Venial Sins in Affairs of State^ fo Merit and good Service never 
fall of their juft Reward, As to the latter, t could inftancp in the 
abovefaid Cardinal MdzdriAf whole Alioiftry^ot him a Fortune of 
Thirty- (2X Millions of Crowns, not to mention the late Monf Louvois^ 
and divers others that came not far (hort of him, confldering their dif- 
ferent Circnmflances. The rigorous Difcipline^ as well in Civil as 
Military Affairs, is the only caufe of the (Irange Succefs that has of 
late Years conftantly attended thi$ Nation. All great Officers have fo 
many others fet purpofely to eye them, that 'twere morally tmpoffible 
they (hould make^a falfe Step, or neglcd their Duty in the leafl: fum^ 
tillto^ but they muft be brought to a condign Punifhment. There's 
hardly an inferiour Officer in the Army, petty Magiftrate in a City, or 
Underlinjg in a Countrey Court of Judicature^ that commits the ieail 
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Fault (whether wilfully or by negletl) but the Court prfelcntly know! 
it, and never fails of (hewing its Difplcafure. Secrecy is fo religiouflj^ 
obfcrv'd amongft them, that the Debates in Council are never publickly 
Icflown, unlefs they happen to be pr^intcd by Authority. The King, it 
muft bcconfefs'd, is a very judicious Princfe^ arid kno^vs it as well ; fd 
that in Affairs of grcateft Importance he hears his Council, 'tis true| 
but keeps his Defigns within his own Briafl: 'till things are ready to be 
put in Execution; fo that all great ^Entetrprizes are done with a fur- 
prize, and corifeqiiently feldoih or never fail-. . * ^ 

I am informM, by fuch Perfons as pretend to know the Affairs of 
Ftancty that this King fpbnds ihore Money in Intelligence than all the 
Eurofedn Princes befidcs, which proves ejctreamly Beneficial in time of 
War; and is the fupport of a Governmfent in time df Peace. The moft 
clofc praftisM Intrigues arc no lefs fcnbwh at VerfaiHes^ than at Rome^ 
Vienna^ ov Madrid \ for Frr^r^ Piftols aft at id illarice, and are never 
rpar'd to corrupt foreign CounlelloiJrs, and itich Midifters as facrifice 
the Intereft of their Country to the Wiles bf an Egemy, to raife their 
own private Fortunes, They^ never bcfiege a Town but their Engi^r 
hecrs have been privately at work in the place for a confiderable time 
before-hand, viewing the Fortifications, taking all hfeceffar^ Heigliths 
and Diftanc^, (Ending out the Magazines/ the t^uantity of the Stores; ' 
andftrengthoftheGarrifbn, founding the Depth of the Ditches, and 
the like ; fo that they rardy fail of accoiftplifliing tliclr Defigns ; and, 
what is yfet more material, can give a near gdefs dt the Time, Force, 
&nd othei- Kcceffaries recjuifjtc to irdduce' it. To thcfe ulcfiil Expences 
we may add the vaft Sums aftd Penfions which are cdnflantly fent out 
bf the Kingdom, as well to keep divers foreign . States and Princes in 
the Frip^A Intercfl:, astOraift Faftiohs and Diflentibni ambngfl fuch 
bs are allied againft them : Infomiith, thkc they fight more effeftualiy 
^vith their Purfe than with their Sword. 

The Patliaments of Frame /"cxcludiijg fdcH as are within their late 
CdnquCfts) ate Ten in number, viz, Pdris, Touloufe^ Rouep, Bour-^ 
deaux:, Rinnes^ Grenoble^ i^fjoff^ Aixy Pait^ and Mets. They reprc^ 
fcntcd heretofore the Statfes-Geniral of tlie Nition, but thdir Priviled- 
•ges have been confiderkbly rttrench'd by the prcfcnt King ; infomuch, 
that at prefent; tho' they aft in mattfers betonging to the Government 
to give them a glofs of Eqaity, yet they only ^t/o^k on Materials ready 
cut out to their hands, and piit the King^ fA>(itive Comtaands in Execu- 
tion. ' All inferioiir GoUrts admit of Appeals in all Caufes to the rS- 
Tpe£Hve PaHiaments, whofe definitivfe Sentence is irrevokable. Their 
are composM of a Firft Prefidfcrtt, artd a great number of Cbunftllours, 
itU-grave judicious Men, ind well vers'd in the Lavi^ ; beddes whicH, 
the Peers of the Realm, Atx:hbifhops, Bilhops, and feveral AbboB 
hare the pritrHcdge of fitting, but not votings tlie A khbilhop of P^rd 
9nd Abbot of S. Germa/i only having a deliberative Voice amon^ 
ihe Mfembers. 

. Themoft important Affairs of the Nation are handled m the CoftfeH 
d" EnhMt, drGteat Council i the Bulinefs of the particular Provinces 
in the Council of State, arid that of the Relrcnue in the Council of the 
Finances. Here is likewifi a Privy-Cotincil, which the King holds at 
plfeafurc with his Minifters and principal Confidcnts'alone. ,In all biit 
the latter the Chtoeellour precides, and noAe atre qualify'df to fit^but 
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Prtncesof the Blctod, Cardinals, Bifht)^s, Peers, Govcrnours pfPra^ 
♦inc€s, Miniftcrs and Secretaries of State, and fuch other Perfoni 
of Merit as the King (hail think fit to honour with tliat Employments 

The Dokes and Peers were but tw.elyc at their firft Inftitution, fii 
of the Clergy, and Cm of the Laity ; but at prcfeot the Number is un- 
certain, and the King creates when he pleales. The Dignity continue 
in the Family entaiPd on tlic Heirs 'Male, if the Patent be regifter'd in 
Parliament, other wife it dies with the firft Proprietor. There are like- 
wife fome fo granted, that the Title is transferred to the Female Sex, in 
default of Male liTue. ^ . 

As for the Land Forces, I could get no certain Accot^t of their 
Number, but that they are far greatef fincc the late Wars than here- 
tofore, 2nd thought to be about Five hundred thoufand Men ; which 
fcems v^ery probable, confidering the multitude of Garrifon- Towns all 
round the Frontiers, and the vaft Bodies of Men they are forC'd to' 
jkeep on foot in fo many <lttlerent parts of the Kingdom* Their Fl6et 
confifts of about Ninety Ships of the Line, with divers fmaller Frigats' 
and Fifty Gallics. The prelent King ufes all Means imaginable to en- 
courage Navigation and encreafe the number of Seameq, by ere£^iiig: 
Fublick Schools for that Science in the moft confiderable Sea- Ports, and 
divers other ways unpradicM heretofore in Frdnci, la time of War» 
the Privatiers Iiave the Tenths given them to encourage Merchants to 
fet out their Ships, and Men toenter into the Service ; and fuch as be* 
liave themfelves well on Board, are ufually' preferred to fome Statioa 
in a Man of War, proportionable to their Merit. Their Ships of War 
are not fo high built as foraierly, and the Decks of divers old ones are 
taken down lower, by means whereof they are not fo much exposM ^> 
Shot« They ufenone but BrafsGuns ; and in their. Sea- Fights rarely 
Or never rifque tlieir Men by Boarding, their cliief aim being to difable 
' their Enemies, and fo to fink or burn them. To exercife their Gunners, 
when the Fleet is not at Sea, the Kinggives certain Prizes to be (hot 
for every Week on the Water, . by mounting their Guns on a Bargc^ 
and placing a Mark on another at a convenient diftance : He that 
fnake$thcbefl: Shot carries the Prize, which is ufually a HatandFea<- 
ther, a Sword and Belt, or fom« fucli like thing that is worn ; and in- 
fpires others with an Ambition of carrying the Marks of their Kiag^s 
Liberality. This I have feen pradic'd at;, Toulon. 

Privatiering is become fo ufual a thing in Frsnci in the time of War^ 
and wifhal fo beneficial by reafon of the commodious Situation of the 
Country, thatMerchantsempkyy their whole Stocks that way, whicii 
turns more to theiivProfit than if they rifqu'd them in any other fort of 
Commerce; infomuch, that fivers Sea-Ports enrich theaifelves more ia 
two or three Years of War» than they could do in Seven or Eight Years 
ot Peace ; and likewife the number of Seamen is coofiderably aog- 
mented. 

The Yearly Revenue of the Crown amounts at prefent, as 'tis faid^ 
^ to about Forty Seven MUlioas Unrl. the Peopie being generally fo op- 
prefii'd with Taies, which encreafe evtry Day, that their Eltates are 
M'orth very little more tlian what they pay to the King ; fo tliat they 
are, as it were. Tenants co the Crown, and at fuch a rack Rent that 
they find great diiiicuUy to get their own l^rcad. Tlie Clergy are e)6- 
«»ptfro|pkl*aiies^ and yet pay very ceofiderably to tlie King : For at 
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of the Kingdom at St, Germsm tn Lrjie, thcfc Prelate?, being the King's 
Crcarures, vote him a Prcfcnc of fbnic Millions, to be rifcn on the 
Clergy : The thing biing thiis chjoynM them by their own Superiors 
by 'lA^ay of (Sratuity, goQS down well enough, nncc they think it may 
be done with* Silvo to their Immunity. .,:.,. ^ . , / ..f 

All the Officers of ihe Army are Gcntleiticil, by which meaiis the 
King engages all the principal Famitits in his^ Intereft; for the vaft 
'Taxes rfendcr them incapable of providing for their younger Spns, aqd 
therefore^ to buojr thetn tip; the King does it^. by giving them (^bm- 
iniflibns ; the? not 'till thfej^ have fery'd fome years in, the Army as Cm^ 
Ats, and qtialifj^'d thefefelvel for tjie R)ft... On (uch of them as , apply 
themfel^ to tlic Study of Divinity^ he confers Bifhppricks ah^ Ab- 
bacies; fot* Learning rarely qualihes; unlefs they are Hkewife nobly 
defcenddd, add cdnfcquetttly more capable of ftrengthtning th.c Couft* 
Party* The Pretkh Monks had formerly Abbots of thfeir own Order, 
flind vhft RigvehBfcs which were ufually f^ent in Ribt,^ with jittlo Benefit 
k to the Piibiick : But the King has refbrmM them in their w?y of Liv- 
bigt and taken oflPa confiderable part of the Income for the fionoufable 
Maintenance of Gcnrlcttien of flendcr Fortunes and good Familjis^ 
whom he qualifies with the title of, Seiulsr Jhbotf'. They arc obliged 
to Celibacy, biit not to the Rules of thfe Order. , , 
. The FrfwA arc generally- Speaking yei*^ Curious, Confident, Ibqut- 
(itive, CrtdiilOus, Facetious, rather Wrtty than Wife^ internal ^aWcrs; 
ind, in a worcl, they are at all times what in £»giifb-mdn is when he's 
half Drunk. Thfcy arfclikewife C ercmofiibus and full of their Com- 
plcmtfits, eTpfcciaily wheh 'tis for their Interefi ; but take liecd thcy^ 
coft you Aot too dtof. Trivellirs, that pafs iM Frdfice^ hid need 
have thfeir Witsabbut tliero, or carfy long Piirfo, fo ver^ ianreafonable 
arc the Dei^fiahds of Innkeepers, and fdcb others as they will have to 
<k> with upon the Road ; for unlefs on6 makes his Bat-gain for every 
thing before hand, thfey extort aMndft what they pleafe. I grant, the 
>Jobility, Gfentr^, and better fort of People, who.have had the Ad*^ 
.vantage of good Education, are of another (lamp, tieing for the mo(i 
pant very oWigihg, fofcer, and jtidicioui Men. No People have a bet- 
ter Opihiiw oFthtrr Klrig thatl die Fr^/^r^i whith is ftvi^in^ in i great 
meafure to the Clergy j for His Reputation is bla^on'd ih every f ulpit^ 
and his great Aftk)ns fereri principal part 6f their Sermbns. Tliey are 
told, Tliat the Glory of <iOd is the fok fend of the Wars, ahdtfiat,tho^ 
the Tailed- lilayfecth irkfotffe, ^fet fintethty ftre expended in extirpate* 
ing Herifids and prfajpagijing the'Fialtb, thejr ought tti fheJv^ riieir 
Zeal and For^ardnefe in j^roriicitih^ fdch pious Relblotions.' I was

' play the Mccharjicks mUAl)^\\\\ fuch tiipe as they have fill'd' their 
Fo(:kets, and then return to fet up for Ger^tlenoen in thein own Coun- 
try. The SpanUris are fuperfticioufly Ys^in, thinkiqg \i derogatory -Co 

. their fancied Quality to exercife mercenary Occupations ; and the 
JPrench are content to do them that piece of Service for their own Intc- 
rcll, butareforcMtopaisfor Si/r^«;9^/iN9i and£/$mif^^^ by reafon of 
the natural Antipathy the SfMkrds, haveagainft this, Nation. Oul^ 
£/irg?/p'Iikewi(c feerp of late to be ftrangely infatuated, witti^ and fond 
ojp, whatever bears the name oi French : My Lord's Ferruque fits not 
well 'rill MQntteMr\xi% had a Hand in'c ; and my Lady relithes not her 
Visuals Ualcte'they're fcrv'd in with a Fremb Sauce, The, Exchange 
Vi^omen would have a poor Trade, had they not the knackof Frenchi- 
fying tlieir Waces ; and a Courtier could hardly pretend to' the Quality 
of Huflf and Beau, unlefsheM fpent fome time at a Fremk Academy, 
an4 entertained Mailers of Sciences of that Nation. But; on the con- i 
traly^ in France they employ none willingly but their own People, that 
if a Man be reducM to Want there his Trade or CaUing avails him lit* 
tie f for I have known divers ingenious Artiftsof our Nation^ who be- 
ing brought to Tome Streights at FatU^ aqd not able to get J^pioy- 
roent » were forc'd to take up Arms to get their Bread. « , 

The.King is a great Encourager of learned Men \ and all fores of 
Learning have been no where more cultivated of late than io this is:ing- 
dom* He has ere£^ed divers Royal Academies, oi: Societies QfVfrfubfi, 
in feveral parts. of his Dominions, and his Eqibaffadors,. at Foreigp 
Courts, make it their Bufineft to draw; oyer; all fuch Stranger^ as excel 
in any Art or Science, by Rewards and Salaries equivalent, to their 
Aferit. They, have draiaM Juli.oi all their principal Sculptors and 
Faipters, and have formerly ha^ divers of their great Mafters of Mti* 
ficic ; , but their grave Harinooy fuited not with tt^ brisk volatik teoi^ 
per of the French. . 

The King has lil^ewife^ oflateVears, mightily encouragM and im- 
provM Trade, as ; well the Manufactures as Fofeign Cpmrnerco^ Their 
moft a(^ vaotageoui Traifick is with England^ j ^^m and ^fptUnd^ whick 
turns nblefs to their Frp5t than to thcDarinoent ot thefe i^vyo&i For 
having little neediof the Pfodud of thefe Couotries, inlkad of . barjter-r 
ing Goods for Good^, they have their . returns^ for (he moft p$tf t^ in ready 
IVlpaey. ' With this Money they keep up dle^' Trade in the Levdnf i 
For they carry httle up the Strsiis but Silver and Gold, with.iyhat fine 
ClQth they make of our En^hjb zm^Updnifii W^oou. ThejT h^ve got 
an the Manufa£i:ures of their Neighbours* Thajc of Weaving Stock- 
ings is gone thro' the whole Kingdom, and turn&tpa vaft Account* 
They had it iiot long fince from us by two EngUJ^men, whp were fen( 
Pver by the French EmbalTadour, in the bttet} end of the Re^ of 
Charles IL One of them follows the Trade (^iH.4t JvigMn, r^nd the 
other was C4Vslerexjzato.t\^ hte Cardinal HamsrA 4 fpr, ijt d^fm^ they 
thought themreLyeisiiot^cure:iO]i^rM^, but wqi(y: 0$* as iogn as they 
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The fooliih CiiflbfitY bf dj^*s neighboorihg Nations k arrived td- 
fuch a pitch, that the Fremh enrich themfelvcs by fuch Toys as are 
fent out of the Kirtgdom, and fondly cotfctcd by Strangers ; cho' poffi- 
blythcy mightfindasgoodat Home, did not FancJy byafs thfem frohi 
aUthings that arc not far fetcht and dfear bought* The Frewh, Ws 
truc,^ are the ufual Bfoachefs ef Novelties, and happy, enough in theip 
Inventions, but are always beholding to the £^i/yZi to faring them to 
pcrfeftioh. Their Ribands; Lace, Ferfufficj, Paints,. and Womcnfe 
DrcITcs, with an infinity of other Trifles f'of which the greatcft part 
goei put of the Kihgdom) turn to their iricredible Benefit.; infomuch, 
t^iatdiveris Perfons at Pkri^, that deal in ihefe toyifli Commodities^ 
have beei) known to have got aft Hundred thoufand pound SierL in lefs 
thari Ten Years time; which is a convincing Argument of their Neigh- 
liotit^s Demciltation, and rhe^r own Dexterity in taking them, on Uie 
bfind Gde, -and putting an high Value on tlicir Goods. YoU will eafily 
believe that their Shops are well furnifhM, fmce they (end fuch prodi* 
;ious quantities into all parts of Europe ; but you may probably think it 
[range, that there are divers Merchants who deal in nothing but Pop- 
pets and Babies to . pleafe. Children, having Ware-Houfes provided 
with Four or Five thoufandCtowns worth J yetfiidi there are, who, 
however vain and child^fh thefe Ba wbles are, enrich themfelves by the 
Trade. . ,. , ' 

'The F^wi^ Tongue IS a' Corruption of the -tir/;?,. fdfc, effeminate, 
;and better becdming a Woman than a Man ;' howevpr, it has its Ele- 
;ancies withslH and is gracM with very ftvixc, quaint^ ind 6gnificant 
ixpitffions. ' The Emperour Cbirles V* who- fpofco four Languages

multitude oi Expert Artificers, it Ingroflcs the whole Commerce to it 
felf, and fupplies /ill the other Cities With divers Rich and Profitable 
Commodities. : 

Here is likewife an Maiemy, or Club of Wits, who go by the name 
o^Nafiolli, which Hgnifies hidden or fecret, the Origin whereof I could 
iiot learn, tho' perhaps it's taken from the afieded Solitude of the Anci- 
ent Philofophers, which occafionM the old Saying, Nunquam minus 
folus^ qnam cum Jolus. At their publick Meetings, each Member exer- 
cifes his Talent by fome Harangue,or other Rhetorical Difcourfe, which 
ia ufually. Morale Political, or Philofophical, their main delign being 
as well to Cultivate their own Language, as to promote the aforcfaid 
Studies. 

This City has produC'd diversPerfons of Emment Learning, as Dm- 
^^^ J^fi^^9 ^iciatuSy yaUrius Maximus^ Fauius jEjniUm^ CardanuSy and 
Bofiacina\ the Emperours, Didius SiD^ Maximinian ; the f opes Jiexan^ 
ar IL Gregory XIV. and Vthan IIL and Rufus thrice Conful of 
Rome. 

The Civil Goverment is manag'd by a Senate, Compolbd of Sixteen 
Doctors, with feveral Prelates and Gentlemen of the Country. The 
moft Antiehtand Illufirious Families aretlie ^//ire^M^r/, S. Forzi, Tri^ 
vulci^ ^ndTorriani. 

Milan has been fubjefl to tlie Romans, Goths and Lombards fuccef* 
fively, and having revolted, was reduc'd by Frederick L in the Year 
Eleven hundred and fixty. Not long after, tbe Emprefs being here, the 
Inhabitants after divers mutinous^Infults, Uoanimofly rofeto AlTerttheir 
pretended Liberty, cutting the Throats of alixhe Imperialifts that were 
in Garrifon, feizing the ^mpreis^ and fetting her on an Afs^ with her 
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Ftce tO«rai-ds the Tail, ^hjch thfcy gtVe her in her hand iilftiad bFtbe 

K4dle ; m Which pofture th^ led heir all round the City. The Empe**' 

rour being joftly incens'd at this Unparallel d Infolencei befieg'd Jth9 

City with a ftrong Army, and taking it at difcr|tiQn, pillag'd, and 

raz'ditall ta-cbe groona but the Churches, eauHng the Land tp be 

plowM andfown with Salt, to perpetuate the Infamy of fo foul an Ac^ 

tion. All chblnhabitaflis Vbreputtodie.Swordy but fuchas would 

bite a Pig' with their Teethe from the Fimdafflent of the fame Af^i .oa 

which the^h&d fet tbeEmf^s. > 

TheDutcf^ of Afi/iiiKr has about three hu^^ and 

is at prefenf anhex'd to the Crown oiSfsik. The King governs here 

wry . Arbitiiiiily) and the People are Well. fatisfy'd; tho' the Ne^foti^ 

fd0Sf wh» bear the fame Yoke, are always impatientand murmuring; 

itnd tht ISi^iiiMs make him a precarious King, by^ (landing ftoiftly to 

their Priyiledges ; whence it^s ufually faid. That the Spamards goverd 

MlM^b^ Authority/ iVii^i^ by tSubtiiity/ and SicHu by Gentienefs. 

This PrincipaKty isthebeft in Lumbdrdj; and.tho' it lies low, is ex- 

stream fertil^ afaiounding with Cora, Wine, and Bruits of all forts^ 

IsfUtprincipaily withexceUent Paftureii We took a gi«at delight, a& 

we pafTed thro' the Territory, in remarking the Induftry of the People. 

TheHigh-^ways and Fields are, ibnthe.moft part, encpmpafled with 

Ditches of Water, with rows of Trees planted on the Banks. The 

'Vines are iiot here fupported with Ihort' Sticks, as in Other parts, but 

fome climb up Trees planted for that purpofe, and oth^cs fpread tbeob- 

felves on Poles. ' . \ 

' The principal Cities of the Dutchy are Milan^ Ctemona^ Pavis, 

Nwarra^ Como^ Lodi, znd MeffjutdrU JeSa PsgUdy fo call'd, becaufe 

the Em^perours were antiendy crownM there with a Crown of Straw, 

-as they were tx:MiUm with one of Iron. The King^s ennuai Revenue 

li faid to amount to Two Miflions and Four Hundred Thouiand 

Crowns, befides the additional Subfidies in time of War. lie oao» 

on Occafion, raife Fifty thoufand Men in this State ; jitet the (landing 

^Forces are not above Thirty tboufand^ by their own Account; and I 

'am apt to chink, by what^Remarksim^do^ that they hardly/ exceed 

hllf the msbiber ; for fome.GoveraoUirs, to advance thtir own Fot(- 

ti^'durihg thetime of their Refidence, pocket up gOod part of tte 

!Money ; fo that the Troo^ are' not coinpleat, and thofe the worft 

cloathMand paid of any Soldiers in Europe^ except fucb. as the fame 

KUdg *entemiim in hh other Ebminions. I look upon this Ill-manage- 

metit to be. the folecaufe of tbe low and dbfpicable Condition to which 

tl^s Monarchy is at prefent -reduced, and fixth as cannot be redre(s'd but 

by an a£liveand vigilant Prince, whalhall make it his Bufinefaco fee 

himfelf wdl fervU 

Leaving Milan!, we pafs'd thro' Mar^ngn to Lodi^ a Frontier*Towa, 
ilanding onxh6 River ^^^4, twenty Miles diftant. It's very ill peo« 
filed, for the MiUneft having rendred themfelves Mafters of it» fent 
tbe greateft pan of the Inhabitants intq the adjoining Villages, to pre- 
vent a Revolt ; nor, indeed, have they had any great cooouragemeoc 
to return, by reafon of theexcefliveCootributions the Government eS- 
a£bs from fuch .as refide here. Their chief Traffick oonfifts in Salt, 
Tongues and Chcefe, which paiTes for F$irmazum^ of which the Count 
•f SommaglU is (kid to have made two, each weighing Five hundred 
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pound. The Paftorage of this Territory is exceeding good^ aad th^ 
Meadows are fo well watered that they ufually cut their Hay four times 
in aScafon, 

From Lodi we rqde to PiscwziA (^twelve Miles further) ao uitient E^ 
pifcopal City bebhging to the Duke of V^rmt^^ and fmuite oa the 
Rivers ?o and Tuhu^ in the mofl: fertile and (rfeafant partof J/ji^. It's 
IbrtifyM witha ftrong WaD, Treoch» and Citadel; but the ;3uildiogs 
have nothing extraordinary, cxGeptiag tb0 Duke's Palace. In thegreat 
Church, the Chappcls of S. Cc^rriu^ and ^/qw are curiouQy painted by 
LMJirMcOj and the curious PiB:ure of S Msrtm is by LmkvmQMTAcbe. 

In the Quire of the Benedi&ines Churchy We admired (^ rarft piece of 
the divine Raphael Vrbin^ reprefenting the B. Virgin with Little Jefu^ 
S* Barbara^ and others. In the Parochial Church of & N^^mo^ wc 
remarked an extraordinary Work which reprefents S» Midunl^ painted 

by La»frM€o, 

The City is about four Miles in codpafi*. The Fountain vk the 
Piazza was 6rfl: ere£led by Cmfkr Jugujtw\ and the Suing Efwftris 
is fet up in memory of AkxMdar I. DUke of Piar9H4 and Pinee^Kai 
The Pafture df the adjoyning Territory ia efteemM the beft in Ifdfy^ 
where the Cheefe is much the fame with that ot PgrmM, . Here are lik^ 
wife divers Springs of Salt water, from which they make very Bnt 
Salt. 

We faw in this City a monflrous Child ^ the Son of one Pietw Jnt^ 
mio Configlio^ of the City ofBifieglU, in the Province ofjffiUeM. His 
Face, Hands and Feet were fair and well proportion'd ; but all tbeitft 
of his Body, from the Neck downwarcts, was of a dark Colour, with 
white Spots intermtx'd^ and in divers parts coverM with a bard, orl^ 
]ous, and fcaly Subftance, like that of divers Filh : But» what is ybc 
snore ftrange, this Child has fo natural a defire of throwing him&lf 
into the Water, that fuch as have him under their Care^ are verjr 
.cautious of gfving him the leaft Occafion. This Prodigy, or rather 
Error of Natorie,i8 afcribM to the force of his Mother's JimagtAatioo^ 
who, before and after the time of her Conception, went often to the 
Sea- fide to take die freih Air, where (he faw /divers. Tortoifes, and 
other FiJii, fponiog on the Water, and brought on Shore by tJ^ 
Fifber men, which imprinted fo ftrong and cooim'A^^An, Usd in -her 
IntellcQ as ran conlkntly in her miad, and ooald not ;be removed kijH 
the time of her Delivery. ^ 

From hence we traveled to PMrms^ thif ty«^fix. Miles lumber, paffi^ 
thro' BurgihSaPt-Dcmno and Fiarenzuolo^ two fmaD WaU'4 Towns* 
PMrmA is a pretty well- bulk City, of the ixgnefsof P/jfrnxir, and Ct*- 
pital of the Dutchy, feated on a River of the iame Nainr. It's, like- 
wife ftrongly fortify 'd and defended by a Citadel of a pentagonal .H- 
.gure. The Duke's Palace is confiderablc for its rich Ornaments with* 
in, and particularly for the Theatre or Play-Houfe, and the Chao^r 
of Ritrafps^ adornxl with divers Angular Paintings, in which il^/y&4fl/, 
TitioM^ Cdrdcbii Pdrmegisfuno^ Qiutio Romiu^y Ahdres del Sdri^^ G$* 
:^gom^ and fome other great Mafters, have given more than ordinary 
Proofs of their ftupendious Dexterity in that noble Art. We faw an 
^infinity of cutwus Paintings throughout all the Apartments, andcannoc 
omit taking notice of -the famous Pidure of a Gjf/jy ciffd,ii Cingm^d^ 
^nincohiparable WorkofCorri^^/t', andefteemM one. of the beft in 
Jt4fy. The 
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The Damo^ or Cathedra! Church, is a ftat% Pile, With a fair Cufold 
ihiperidioufly embellilh'd by the hand of Ccrrfgj^h. In the Cafocim 
Church, we faw the Monument of the magnanimous Alexander fdrm^ 
fim^ Dukfe oiPurmAj famous as well for his noble Exploits in the Fi^ht 
of LifMt0^ as the Ser?ice he rendred the SpMtards by his Valour . and 
ipmdent Condu6l in the iMp-Countries. Here are likewife two beauti- 
fbl Pifihires rcprcfcnting Chrift on the Crofs, and B. F</w with the 
Child Jefus on hi&Shouiders, by Guercin da Cento ; a S. Lcuis and S. 
C/iirr, by Hannibal Carache. 

Here is likewife an Univcrfity^ and an Academy of Wits calPd In- 
'f$0minath Themofl famous Men that liave flourifhM here, are the 
TottCaj^nij theantiept Hiftorianik/^n^o^iMf^and two excellent Pain- 
ters, Psrmegiano znd Ctirreggio. ' 

The Dutchy of P^trma^ commonly caUM P^rmazan, is exceeding 
fertile and pleafant ; ^nd the Cheefe, which is fent hence into all parts 
of Enrtfe, fq/Rciently fhews the Gobdnefs of the Fafture ; as does like- 
wife the great Plenty of all forts of Cattle, cfpccially Sheep, of which 
the Poet ili^r/i^/ takes notice: ^

The chief Cities are Pgr^a; PtMenza^ and BurgoSan-Doninoj befidei 
which, it includes about One hundred and fifty wall'd Towns and 
great Villager It was made a Colony of the /^e?m4;i/ in the time of 
the Rfepublick, and continued fo under the firft Emperours, 'tiU their. 
Authority b^n to decay, and gave this People an opportunity of 
with-dra wing themfelves from their Jurifdidion, by aflerting their an- 
'iient Liberty, after the Example of divers other Nations and People 5 
and, to make good their Revolt, they took fpecial heed to fide with the 
ftrongeft Party. It was afterwards govern'd by Dukes, then by the 
French^ and laftly by Popes; 'till Paul III. created Petrus Ludovifiis 
Far nefins Dvkc 01 Parma znd Piacenza^ in the Year 1545, with the 
Title of, GonfaIanier0 perpetuo ; however, the Emperour Charles V. 
difputed his Right ; but his Son, Oifavio Farnefi^ by means of the 
Frenfh Prote^ion, and marrying Margaret of Aufiriay the faid Erape- 
rour's natural Daughter, haa the PoITeflion confirmed on himfelf and 
his Succeflbrs; His Revenue is about Five hundred thoufand Crowns 
fer Aimum^ which he draws from the. Dukedoms of Parma^ Piacenza, 
Ca^ro, znd the County of Ronctglione; being Feudatory to the Pope, 
znd paying an Acknowledgment of Ten thofufand Crowns a Year* 

We proceeded on fifteen Miles more to Reggip, anticntly cali'd Regi^ keg^ic; 
um Lefidi, a Garrifon Town belonging to the Duke of Moden^a ; but 
finding nothing here very confiderable, we rode, to Modena^ fifteen 
Miles further, paffingby the ftrbngFort of /^j^^tefii, where we were 
not perajitted to enter. 

Mpdena is the Capital City of the tJukedom, fmall jn compafs, but Modena; 
populous, fortified with ftrong Walls and divers Out- Works, which, 
tho' Antienr, and confequently not very Regular, are cipablc of a good 
defence, and defended by a nrong Citadel adjoyhing. The Houfes 
arc tollerably well built, with Cloilters on each fide of the Streets, 
which make 'them appear narrow. The Prince's Palace is beautified 
with great variety of rich and curious Hangings, Painting, Gilding, 
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Sculpture, and divers other Rarities ; for die ItdiM Princes tykea par- 
ticular .pride in; appearing great, fpending a gfcat part of their Reyeiayes 
in a pompous Equipage, and malting CollecEioDS of dear-bought and 
jfer-fetcht Curioncios, Avhich are highly valued by theiQ, and carefiijliy 
. prefer v'd by fucb as fucceed tq their Eltates. .. 

In the Tower of the Cathedral we (aw tlfe fanaous $uck€f, which 
occ^OonM a Bloody War between the Mi9^M/^. and Bolognefi^ nearS^- 
ven hundred Years fmce, and is facetioufly mfcrib'd i^ tdff^m^ in Ms 
Poem Delld Secchts. It's kept in an Iron Cafe in the Ground; Room of 
the Tower. I'he Quarrel was occadon'd by fome of the Majewefi Sol- 
diers carrying olFthis Buckqt, which belong'd to a publick Well in tl» 
Citv oi Bolognd. 

l^rdin^l SadoletMzndSigomuf^ two famous Hiftorians, znd Gdhi^l 
FaSofius the Phy fician, were Natives o^ this City. 
^ . I (aw a very remarkable Infcription at remee^ that was found in lay- 
bgthe Foundation of an Houfe in th^ City, and purchafed by a Ger» 
man Gentleman : It hjid feveral Lacand \ but tho' the Letters weEe 
worn out they might eafily be fupply 'd.

If thb Infcription is truly antient (which L leave to Antiquaries to 
determin) it muft be of great Antiquity, and preccdpnt to the Sumpti>> 
ary Laws of Fanmus^ by which the Porcw Tr^snus (which was a Hog 
drcfs'd whole, with Fowl and divers other things in it$ Belly) was pro- 
hibited. But tho' the manner of Writing might feem to plead for it, 
yet the Stile may be a little too re&n'd for that ^e. 'Tis m the antient 
Roman Charader, and nuich like that on the Columm^ Roftrsta at

JxQfHe. 

Modha was made a Colony of the Romans from the very Foundadoir 
of the Empire, andfoon after deftroyM by Marcus Antonius befieging 
Brutus therein, which occafion'd the famous and bloody Battle fought 
there between P^/^y^it and ///>/iiKf, two K^i^^i^ Confuls ; by which the 
Senate quite loft its Authority. It was afterwards rebuilt by the Lpm^ 
iardSf and continued for fome time a Froe- State under the prote£Uoa of 
the Empire; then it was annexed to the Marquifate of rVrr^rj; and 
laftly, taken and poflc^ed by Pop^ Julius II. and given by hini to the 
£mperour Maximilian L who le-engagM it to Pope Leo X. for the 
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Sum of Fol-ty thbUfaiul Cro\VnS ; but Clehftiff Vlt being bcHegM ih 
Cdfiei S. Art^h at /l^»i^, by the Empcrour Charies V. Jifonjo D EJlt 
IILDukeof Ferrard, laid hold of that favourable Con jun£lure to re- 
cover the Dutchy, and was adually put in poITeffion thereof by the 
faid Pope. 

The Duke ftilcs himfclf Duke d( Modena and Rtggio, Prinfce oF 
Ctrfi and Corregglo^ and Lord ofUdXolOj Fri^inOj and the Vcliey of 
Garfa^ngno ; aU which bring him in an annual Revenue of Three hun- 
dred fixty thoufand Crowns. The Dutchy is almoft of the fanv ex- 
tent with the Pdrmdz^n^ being about fixty- five Miles in length anid for-' 
ty in breadth, full of Towns and Villages, fiuitful in Corn, Wine and 
all forts of good Fruit ; ahd lallly, abounding with good Pafture, and 
great ftorc of Cattle. The Duke is Feudatory to tte Emperouf for 
Four thoufand Crowns ^fr Annum. 

We fet out hence for Mdntua^ and at eleven Miles end came to Cor- 
reggioj a fmall Town, and Caftle of the DuktofModend. After eight 
A4iles more we pafsM at Nwddtd ; and about eight Miles further z% 
GudftdUd^ which we hurried thro' by reafon of a great report. That the 
Plague, or fome pcftilential Difeafe, reign*d in the Town j and crof* 
fing the Cr<^/<9/(? and Fo^ after ten Miles riding, we came to Burgo 
Farie, feven Miles fhort of M^tud. 

TheantientCity of Ahntud is very advantageoufly Tea ted in the Manuuit 
middle of a Lake» made by the River Almio, znA fo well fortified by 
Aft, that It's efteemM Impregnable, at left of difficult Accefs, there 
being no other entrance but by certain Caufeways pairing thro' the 
Lake, with Draw-Bridges at both ends. The City is about fout 
Miles in compafs, beautify d with ftately Buildings, and divers fair 
large Streets. The Duke^s Palace paiTes for the moft Superb in Earofi^ 
containing Five hundred and fifty Aooms ; but the principal Orna^ 
ments were carried away by the Soldiers, when the City was taken 
and pillaged by the Emperour Feriindnd* 

The great Church is the defign oiGiuUo RomMo ; the Roof is curi^ 
oufly gilt and azurM, and the mofl: remarkable Ornaments are divers 
beautiful pieces of Painting, amongft which, we remarked Chrift cat- 
ling S. y^w^/and^it^fe/i tothe ApoIUcfliip, a wonderful Work of the 
aforefaid Giulio ; and S. Anthony, by the hs^nd of Noble Vdulo Vtromje. 
In the Church of S. Andreto we admir'd a Pifture of Chrift Crucifiedi 
and the finding of Chrilt's Btood (faid to be kept in this Church) moft 
eiiquifitely reprefented by Gwho Romdno. 

They reckon here Fifty thoufand Inhabitants, eighteen Pariihes^ 
forty Convents of both Sexes, and eight Gates, Here are likewife at 
lead Five thoufand Jrir/, who have their Quarter apart, and are di^ 
ftinguifhMby wearing a yellow Hatband, being oblig'd to pay very 
confiderable Sums oi Money to the Prince yearly, to have their frce« 
dom of Commerce and odicr Priviledges continued. 

The Duke has an Houfe a little without the City callM Fdldzzjo dtl 
Te^ chiefly noted for the fine Gardens : In it wefaw a Room arch'd ac 
top, and cali'd SdU de Gigdniiy from certain Giants reprefented on the 
Walls warring with the Gods ; it's fo contriv'd by means of certain con^ 
ceal'd Pipes, that if one applies his Ear co one corner of the Chamber, 
be bears very diftinQly what another whifpers in the oppofite corner^ 
and he that (lands in the middle, or any other part of thva fame Cham« 
bers^ hears nothing at all H h The 
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, The Palace of M/irmtroU (lands about five Miles from xh^ City, the 
way that leads thither being one continued Alley, bordered on each fide 
with Trees planted in a right Line, and making the fineft Walk I ever 
favv. The Palace is no lefs rich in its Ornaments, tlian the Gardens 
are pleafantaad diverting in tlieir Walk5, artificial Water- works, and 
the like* 

i^irgily the Prince of L^tin Poets, and Torqudto Taffo^ of the JtdUn, 
were Natives of this Territory ; thefom\er was born at Andis^ a fm^ll 
Village near AJ4;jrxr4, now cairdjP//e^/4, and the latter in the City it 
fclf. 

The City of Mantux is faid to have flourifhM long before the Foun- 
dation of Rome, and been the chief of twelve Tojct^n Caiomej; ^fter 
whidi it wasfubdued by the GduUsj Romafis^ Goths and LomhrJs ; 
but the latter being difpoffelTed by ChArkmdgne^ it was fettled on tiiq 
Family of Gonzagd by 6igi[moni IV. Tlic length of the Dutchy, from 
Fall to Weft, is about fifty- five Miles, and its greareft breadth hardJy 
exceeds forty. The Land is, for the mofl: part, moift, by reafon of 
the frtqiient Inundations of the P^ ; but neverthelefs very fruitful in 
Corn and Flax, and particularly noted for excellent Pafturc, which 
makes amends for the meanncfs of the Wine. The Revenue of PAtntA 
and MomferrAty which likewife belongs to (his Prince, comes not at 
prefent to abovcThrec hundredand fifty thoufand Crowns /rr Annum^ 
the Impofitions that are laid on the Mills of this City, bringing h m in 
yearly 1 hirty fix thoufand Crowns of the faid Sum Thro' the 111- 
managcment of the late Dukes, the State is. mightily indebted to the 
VtnttiAnSy and other neighbouring Princes, which keeps it ftill Indi- 
gent, and caus'd the prefent Duke to fell CazaI^ tlie Capital City of 
MontftYTAt^ a flrong and important place, to the trtnch^ to tine great 
dilTatisfeclion of all the ItAliAn Princes, who look on't as an ill Omen 
to fee that Monarch advance fo far on this fide of tlic Mpts. 

1 ho' the Duke be Feudatory to the Emperour, and oblig'd to an 
annual Contribution, yet he ft icks not to promote his Interell by ad- 
hering to the ftrongeft Party, which has not always had the like good 
effcfts; as it happened in the Year i6jo, when refufing to pay his ufu- 
al Hommage, the City of A/4#f/«4 was feiz'd, pillag'd, and almoft ru- 
in'd by the Emperour ifW/va^^^ II. and part of the Dutchy of Mont* 
fen At transferred to that of SAV(y^ by Articles of Peace. The Knights 
of the Blood cfChrifi were inftitured in the Yc?ar i6o8, by Fincert Duke 
oi MdntuA^ after divers Expeditionshe had made a^inft thQ Turks in 
HungAty. 
rercna. ^ T^^'om hercc wc travelled to V^eron^j twenty-two Miles from l^AntuA, 
This City lies on the River Jthe^Sj near the LAgo di Gi^rdo^ antiently 
czW^BefiAttts^ beingaboutfeven Miles in compals, and faid to contain 
Seventy tlioufaud Inhabitants ? tho^ I am confident they cocnenotnear 
that number. It's liandfom and well-built, defended by three ftrong 
Caftles, firuamM The Noble^ and belongs to the Republick of Feme. 
In the Domo^ or Cathedral, whtcl) is but a mean Stru£ture^ we favr 
the.MonumeBt of Pope Lucius IIL and a Fi£lurB of the Affumption 
of our Lady, a fingular \Vork of TitiAn. 

1 obferv d that their Vocal xMufick in Churphes is principally tliat of: 

Eunucl)s.^' and iho^ItAliAnszvQ wonderfully taken with their Voices^ tho' 

^Scrangas rarely fancy them. Poor People ufuallyi eaufc their Cbil- 
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dren tobecaftrated for that intent, drying tbeir Tcfi ides, and care.^ 
fully preferving them ; for othcrwife ihty arc incapacitated to rak« 
Priefts Orders. They ordain none that arfe mainfi^d or imperfeft 5 but 
provided they have them in their pocket, they arc well enough quali- 
fied. Eunuchs are known by their Complexion,* and therefore when 
fuch of them as are in Orders come to lay Mafs in a place where they 
' are not known, they muft produce riieir dried Materials (which the/ 
purpofely carry with tlitm in a Box before they are permitted. 

The moft confiderablc mark of the Antiquity of this City, is the 
JmplHtheaire^ built in the Reign of Augufius^ repairM by the Inhabi- 
tants, and being the moft entire now ftahding in Europe : It^s of an 
oval Figure; Three hundred and eighty foot long, and Two hundred 
and twenty food broad ; the rows of Seats are entire, and capiable of 
Twenty four thoufand Speftators. 

This City has undergone fcvcral Changes of Government, having 
been fubje^ to the GmUs^ RomMS^ Huns, Goths, G^ntans^ and 
French ; as likcwife to Princes of the Family of Scaliger^ GaUdce^ and 
C^rrara^ but canoe under the /^Ip^f/z/w JuriidiGipn in the Year 140$. It 
lias like wife been thrice fack'd and razM, but ftill rebuilt and rcftor'd 
to its autjent Splendor and Magnificence. 

- ytronA has producM fcveral Men eminent in all forts of Learning, 
as, Vilnius Stcundus^ Cornelius Nefos^ the Poet QdtuHu^^ FrscAjhrius^ 
Onuphrias Pan^inus, paulus M^iHtts^ and the incomparable Painter 
PmuIo Veroneje. Three Romdn Empcrours, v,z.. rej^.ifan, Titus^ and 
DoMstidny were alfo born in this place. Herd is at prefeot an Academy 
ofrirtuofi^'C^lVdy PhiUrmonici. 

We vifited 5/gwr A/ii/^^^(?'s Cabinet, being a Colleclion of divers 
Rarities both Antient and Modern- Bcfidcs fcveral Natural Curiofities, 
hefhew'dusa grept variety of antient Medals, Sacrificatory Vcflels 
and Inflrumems, Lamps, Urns, and divers curipus pieces of Painting 
of PW(? ^frc>»^(r, and other great Maftcrs* 

From Verona we rode to VtcensiA^ thirty Miles further. The plel^fa^^ VlctnXd. 
nefsand plenty of the Country fo moderated the fatigue of our Journey, 
that we fancied it but a ftep, and griev'd to find our Delights fo abrupt* 
ly terminated by the fight of the City ; tlio^ indeed on our approach^ 
we found fufficicnt matter to exercife our Curiofity. This City ires on 
the River Bacchillio and tho? it be of no great extent or • ftrcngth, it's 
well- built and populous, containing Forty thoufand Inhabitants. The 
moll remarkable amongft the publick Buildings, are, the Town- 
Houfe and Theatre of the Academics, calFd Oljmpici; built by the fa* 
mo'us Architeft Pii//4^/i//, and defign'd for Comedies, as al-fo to Com- 
plement all Princes and Emb^ffadours-wtlr Congratulatory- Orationsi 
At one cndof theTown we faw a TriumphalArch, erecicd by the 
fame Palladius. In the Refeftory of the Convent of Madonnd di Monte^ 
we admirM a Piflure rcprelcnting-our Savi9ur at a Feall, a wonderful

This City is the bcft ftockM with Nobility and Gentry o\ any of its 
Rank in Itdlj ; for they reckon Two hundred NoWe Families that ufu- 
ally refide here, and arenoe only d, grea^Orlifement to the Town, but 
bring a confidcrablc lienefittotiiefnhabkantsin general. Their chief 
Commerce lies in Silks, ancl^ the Pcoplt ah?,' for the moft part, cmployM 
iaj^eeping Silk-Worms^ andi4ie Mantifefturcs thereunto belonging. 
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The Natives have divers Priviledgcs granted them by the Republick, 
on account of the voluntary Surrender they made of their City and 
l^ertitory, After having pafs'd thro' as many, and alitiod the fame. 
Changes of Government with Verona. 

From hence we proceeded on to Padsta^ eighteen Miles further, tra- 
PaJua. • veiling ftill thro' a moft fruitful and pleafant Country. P4dud is about 
eight ^iles in compafs, and featcd on the River Brent in a very plenti- 
ful Soil, whence Its proverbially Caid, Bolcgna U graffs^ fna PadouA U 
pajfa ; and the Empcrour Conjkdnfme Paleologus us'd to Day^ That if he 
*iiad not been fully (atisfied by the Tcftimeny of antient Fathers, that 
the TerrefirUl Psradife was in fome part of the Eaft, he Ihould have 
thought it to have been in this Territory* The City is efteemM the 
antienteil in Italy, and (aid to have been built by Antenor^ which 0« 
pinion is, as I fuppofe, grounded on the following Paffage of the 
Poet Vir^ily who having dcfcrib'd jintenor's leaving Tr^, and Ciiliog 
to//4/y, (ays;

The City is well built, encompafsM with two Walls, and well For* 
tified, but thinly Inhabited ; which is occafion'd by the frequent Tu- 
mults and Quarrels of the Scholars, who ufually walk the Streets arm'd 
in the Night- time, and even feek Occa(ions of doing Mifchief ; info- 
much, that the Inhabitants withdraw daily, and the 1 own is almoft 
depopulated. This pernitious Liberty extends it felf yet further ; for 
the Natives, who are not Members of the Univerfity, are extreamly 
Ecvengeful, and nothing is more ordinary than to (ee Murders ^A 
AiTaffinations committed daily on very lignt Provocations; all which 
is encouraged by the Eafinefs of the Government, and the Benefit whltb 
thence accrues to it by Confifcationsof Eftatesand Goods. 

At tlie Town Houfe we faw .the Urn and Statue of Titus Livius^ the 
Prince of Roman Hi(lerians> with this antient lafcriptipn :

The Town-Uoufe is very remarkable, the great Hall being Two huri- 
dred fifty fix foot long, and eighty-lix foot broad. In it are painte4 
divers Aftrological Figures, iaid to be prophetical Myfteries of Pe^ 
trus Apponus^ a famous Phydcian and Fhiiofopher, whom Card^nui 
would have pafs for a Necromancer. We alfo faw the Effigies and 
Infer! pttons to the Honour of divers eminent Ferfons that were Native^ 
of this City. 

* The Church of S. Antiorr) i^a majeOick Stru£l;ure, and fl:upendiouf«> 
ly beautified with all (brts cf rich Ornaments. In one of the Chappets 
the Life of that Saint is admirably well reprefented' in fine Marble; 
in another, we faw the Tomb of theiathous.G4^/i«»^i. ; in the Qidre^ 
we obferv'd the curious Monument of Alexander Xontanno^ General of 
the reneiians ; and in the Cloyfter of the ftately Convent ad joyning^ a 
Marble fet up in memoiy of the Earl of- Arnndgt, Lord Marfhal of 
Englandy on wiiichisinfcrib'd; bitirmaJThomd HoaipardiComitis Aron* 
dtlU : The Bomls of Thomas Howard Earl of Arundel. 

The Church ofS.JiuJUna is the Defign ofPalladio, and inferiour to 
few in Italy in the excellency^of Archite^re,. being fupported by four 
rows of large Pillars, and all paved with Marble. The High-Altar is 
very rich, adorn'd with Af^/aick Work,: and an elegant pi£lure*of the 
Afcenfion, by Paulo Feranefe: The Seats in the Quire are curioufly 
wrought with divers Hiftories of the Old and New Ttflament^ and 
over the Abbot's Seat is the famous Pi6hire of the Martyrdom of S. 
^ufiina^ by the aforcfaid Patdo Veitomfe. ' They likewife fliew'd us 
here the Tombs of S. LiAe the Evangelift,. and 'S. Mat thins. 1 he Con^ 
vent^ which is an AhhyoiBtiHedi&ims^ti not inferiour to the Church 
in Beauty, being built qn^the Rainsortbeantient Temple oi Concord^ 
andeAeem'xl oneofchefai^io//if^«. ; !/. j . 

The pjdure of a Duithfift^ iatfaaCburch of S. Maria in f^arzo^ is 
an admirable Work of Bajfano.- 

The Univerfity was fimnded'by Chnrtitiugne. Tlie publick Schools 
are an handibme.fquarc<Stradure^.ea9fr€nd with Portico^ s^ fupporsed 
by l^rge Pillars ; on the Front whtereef are the two following In- 
fcriptions :

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on the Empcrour Frederick Barbdrojfa\ Nccik, on which is engraven 
thefe words ; Sufer Af/iiem & Bafil^fiam m bsilJfis. In the Chappcl of 
S. "johtt U another Scone, on which, they fay, that Saint was Behead- 
ed. Five Doors of this 'Cliurch are of Brafs, and over the greateft 
ftand the four Hopfes of CorinthtM Brsfs, the Work of the Famous 
Greek Sculptor LyfppuSj andprefentcd to the Emperour N^ro by T)r/- 
d4tes King q{ Armenia ; the l^entiians brought them from Coiifi4n$inople^ 
when they made ihemfelves Mafters of that City. This Church ferves 
only for a Chappel to the Doge^s Palace, and yet is much richer, and 
far more frequented than the Patriarchal Church it felf. It's Archi- 
tcflure is indeed, Ancient, and of the Gr^eir falhion, but excellent ia 
it's Kind, and molt fumptuoufly adorn'd, beyond our expeftataion. 

From the Church we were led to the Tre^/ir;, and as we entred^ we 
faw over the door S- Domimck and S. Fraftcisy faid to have been rc- 
prefenccd by Ahbop Jpachim long before they were born. The Im- 
menfe Riches which arc here kept, are, indeed, fuprizing, amongft 
Vhich we particularly noted divers Owi^i of Gold, thick fet with Pre- 
cious Stones; Armour o( beaten Gold, enrichM with Jewels of gfeat 
value ; The DtdCilCrpwn cover'd with large Rubies, Emeralds, Pearls, 
Saphyrs, and the like ; The great CarbumU ^Xdch the Doge wears in 
his Crown on great Feftivals, valued at Two hundred thoufand 
Crowns; Candlefticks, Croffes, and feveral Vcffels of Gold and 
Silver adorn'd with precious Stones ; Veflels of entire Emeralds, 
Granats, Agat, andChriftal of an Ineftimable value ; Vouv Carbuncles^ 
the Icaft weighing fix Ounces ; a Saphyr of 'ten Ounces; a S. Jerorm 
in curious Mofaick Work ; a Mitre with a great Carbuncle at the top, 
which belong'd to Conftantine ; two Unicorni Horns, ope of a reddifh 
colour, and the other white ; coverM with (jreek and Arm^vun Cba- 
raf^crs- ;. The Gofpel of S. Mark^ faid to have been written by his own 
hand ; an Antient MiQal adorn'd with precious Stones, and f^id tp have 
been brought from S. Sopbiah Church at CMJiantincfle ; with divers 
other Curiofitiesy which, for brevities fake, I omit 

From the Treafdiy wc went to the Tower of the Church, whicjj 
has no Stairs, but a Spiral Afcentto the very top, where there ftands 
an Angel ofeightfootin heighth, ,gilt with Go}jd> and turning with the 
Wind like a Weather-Cock. From hence wehad a moft delcftf blepro- 
fp^fl, not only of this Beautiful City and the Adjacent Iflands, but 

. Hkewife of part of Lumbardj^ the Mountains of Ifiria, and C^mola, 
and diveis Rivers that difcharge themfclves into the Gulf. The Clock 
is a very extraordinary Work^ reprefenting the three Wife Men fol- 
lowing the Star to Bethlehem^ \vho pafling before the newborn Savi- 
our of the World, and worfliiping him, return by another way. In a 
word, this Church is altogether amazing ; for tho' the Architefture be 
for the moft part old Gofbijb Work, it's fo Stupendioufty adorn'd with 
Sculpture, Gilding/ Paintings, and other Sumptuous Ornaments of the 
principa^l Mafters. of thefe latter Ages, that nothing can exceed it. The 
Republrck has very plentifully contributed towards its Embflllihrnent^ 
and is continually making fome addition, that in a (hort time it will be 
the Richeft Church in Chriftendom, if it be not fo klready, . 

From the Church we went to. the Duke's Palace^ which if the three 
oth^ (ides were equal in Beauty to the Front, would be the moft Ma- 

* jcftick Edifice in Europe. It has been four pr five feveral times burnt 
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to the ground/ but ftill rebuilt, and is at prefeilt covcrM with Bra% 
mad Beautified with a imiltitude of Marble Pillars, Statues, Paiiit^ 
logs, and other Kich Ornaments. In the^fitft Room we faw an ele- 
^ot>X^ork of the Great Tifidn^ reprefenting/^tf//^ on the Clouds^ with 
S» Marky^i\A an armd Dbgi Kneeling, the Roof being incomparably 
well painted by r/>/£?r^r. In the Chamber of the C^%f we rcmark'd 
Jupiter iarUng Thunder-^lti^ painted on the Roof by Puub Verontfo^ 
and divers admirable Pieces of Tintortt. Over the Chappel door* be- 
hind t\\t CoUege^ we obferv'd C^ri/? rifen from the dead, a rare Work ot 
Tintont ; and within Chrifl at Emaus^ a Matter- piece ofTitidn, In a* 
nother Chamber we faw a Defcription of all the Cities the t^enetUni 
poflefs 00 the r^rr^f jirmdj and eleven -fair Statues of Emperors. The 
Chamber of the Or^^/ CmHcil'is One hundred and fifty foot long, and 
feventy three foot broad, where the Senators deliberate on the mod Im- 
portant Aflairs of State ; in if Tintoret ami PmIo rvromfe have excrcif d 
their extraordinary Talents to the Aftonifhinentotall Speftators. The 
principal Pieces are the Battles and Viaori€softheri?;r^r/4»i; the taking 
CaMfiMtinofle ; their Wars with the State ofGenod ; the Portraits of the 
Princes of this Rcpubllck-; the Hiftory of Pope AtexAnAtr III. and fn^ 
' Jerick' barbarojfd ) the reprefentation of Psrdiife^ being a wonderful 
Vlovkq(Tf0tor€ty andefteenv'd the beft Pifture in Ketfice. In the Chwani- 
ber of Arms or ^i CoMj^/iq ie Died are kept Arn^s of all forts fd^ 
1 500 Men for the fecurity of fcbe &($ge jind Se^t^e^ in cafe there (hould 
he a Mutiny in tlie City. WelikewifeiawhereakindofBrafs Box or 
Coffer, call'd ihtDeviCs Organs, comainkigdiversPiftol-Barrels,fodiA 
pos'd,-that being charged they Kill him that operis-the Box, and all* the 
ifonddrs by>; a Pocket- Book with a Piftol included, which dilbharge^ 
on him that opens it( both thefe having been inventions of the ItaltMs 
torevengethemfelves of their Enemies ; ; a Braf^* Machine to Hght i 
great quantity of Matches on afuddain ; the Armour of divers great

ver'd with precious Stones; a great £A//- JLii^^i^rii of Rock C bridal^ 
valued at One hundred thoufand Crowns ; an antient Lam^ (aid to 
have hew fouikl in ^/f/^^'i Tomb at P^ibjthurning with Incumbufti-^ 
bleOyl. The Painting Ml CkiMr^Staro, the Square of 3^i»/ie^, and the 
Naked Rgure^ painted In an Oval are the Works of Pdulo f^eronefi ; 
and the Portrait of S. Ju^inA is by the excellent pencil of Titian. We 
&w likewifc here a Standard made of an Ht>rfe's Tail, fuch as the Turks 
life ; Jddm and Eve carvM in Wood by Aliert Durer ; divers fair 5ta* 
tues; and| in fine^ ah incredible number of fuch like Curiofittes^ 
that 'twould Inquire a whole Volume to defcribe them aD at large, and 
far exceedthe bounds of my intended Brevity. ^ * 

We went next to the Pidzza of St^ Biarky which iseneompaf^M vi^ith 
(lately uniform Buildings, beautiBed with Marble Portico^s^ tiafs-relitfs, 
and othercurious Work9.Ifi the middleoft he place areereded three Mads 
of Ships to difplay the fiUindards)>f the' Republkk on all folemn Fefti- 
vals ; and at the endnextthe^eatiltand^WQLgreat Marble Pillars of one 
• ^ K k entire 
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entire piece ; on one of whkrhis the Statue of S. Tkadoi^e^ and oa the 
other S. M^rks Lion, reprefenting the Patrons of the City. Theic 
Pillars were brought frotn ConflMiinofle^ and ereded by the famous 
Archited BerMtieriusy who a^k'd no othpr recompence of the Senate 
for his pkins, but that MoantehMks might have liberty to fell their 
Tru^nperv under them, and that Dice and Cardiff Uyin^ might be prt- 
vtledg'd tnere, tho' forbidden in all other parts of the City j which 
being accordingly granted, all the cheats and rafcallity of the people 
have everfince claim'd, and usM that freedom; infomuch, that the 
ground, feveral paces from the Pillars, is cover'd with pieces of C^r^^ as 
thick as it ufually is elfewhere with leaves ia Autumn. This place 
ferves likewife for an Exchange, where the Merchants meet daily ; and 
where the Senators keep their Broglio or Conference twice a day before 
they go to the Palace, debating feveral affairs of State in the Forii€Q\ 
at! he upper end of the PUx^x^ all other peribns being obHgM to keep 
at a diftance during that time. We alfo obfervM here four Marble Sca*- 
tueS) which are faid to reprefeot as maoy Merchants, who tradiog.oa 
one common Stock had gain'd very confklerably, and at length poy* 
fon'd one another for the fake of the Wealth, each of them coveting the 
whole, and driving to rid himfelf ofhis Partners. 

The great tihrsrj ftands near the Palace. In the (ir ft Room we fiiw 
divers ^uiures^ HeaJsy and B4fs relief, reprefenting the Sacrifices of 
the Antients ; the Lihrsry is very fpack>us, and remarkable for t coofi- 
derable Colki^ion of Greek M^nujcrifts^ and feveral Elegant Pieces of 
Fainting of Titign^ Tiutont^ Pauio^ and Old Palma. 

The Arfenal is about two Miles in compafs, and at a diftanoe looks 
more like a City than one publick Building. Here are near two tboiu 
fand Men continually at work on Brafs, Iron, Wood, Cordage, Can* 
vas. Gun* powder, and yt^hatfoever elfe is neceiFary for fitting ouk a 
Flost, or fettingon foot a Land* Army. The Stores are ftill Immeofe, 
notwithftanding what has been lately taken thence to furoilb their 
Troops in the Mares, and elfewhere ; that it may juftly be efteem'd the 
greateft Magazine in Europe. In three or four Rooms we &w Arms for 
Fifty thoufand Men, and Sixty Gallies, which are very carefully lookd 
to^ and kept in good order. Amongft divers Curiofities we took fpecial 
notice of thefe following, viz.. i . The A rmourof SidnJkrteg^ the Ouke 
of Bergamo^ znA Sehafitiu Zj^i. d. Divers ^^im/^^ taken from the 
l^urks in the Battle of Lefsuta^ and elfewhere* j.

The Lanthorn of Dau Jolm 
of AHJlriA's Ship at the Battle of Lefsm$o^ 7, A large Caooon-buUet 
with four Irons, like Bagonets, which are (hut up into it when it> 
put into the Gun, and open again of theovfelvesaflbon as it's difcbargM^ 
and cut all they meet ; on which account they are of great ufe 10 Sea- 
fights to fpoil the riggipg and difable Ships. S. Aoti<nt Armour of 
Leather, whichisproof againfta Sword. 9. Armour antieotly us'd 
to defend Horfes in battle. 1 o. A Cannon made of Lea^ther. 1 1 . 
and laftly, divers forts of amieat Pikes^ HMs^ds^ and Other warKI^ 
Inftruments and Weapons noc now in ufe. Here i% iikeiwife kept the 
Buceuforo on which the Dago efpoiiftih the Sea on Aicenfioa day. It s a 
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Galky afl GHt wkhoot and wtthitr, ttnd adornM with fevergf PHtgn^ 
'S/Mttfes,'znA Bafsreii^f curioufly i^rought. 'tht Ccretnony is as fbl^ 
]oweth : yftc D^r bdng placd on a Tribunal in the Poop of tb^ 
Galley,' 'tirrth the ropc^t Ntimh and Pd^rigrch of f^emee, and the 
Senators on the Sc^s, which ran thro^ the whole length of die Veflef, 
they are rOw^'d out a League into the Sea, accompanied with a 
roultitude of other Boats filfd with Pcopre of all Ranks, the Noife of 
Cannon On all (ides of the City, and divers forts of Mufkk playing afl 
the way: When they come to the ufual place, the DtJge, cafting A 
Gold-Ring over board, faith, DefpopffAmxu te^ mute^' in ftgnum ffrpetai 
Dtmiffiiy I efpoufe tliee, Oh ! Sea, in token of perpetual Dominiofi. 
This being done, they return to S.NicoU in hiio^ and, having beard 
Mafi^ go back tp the Falace from wlience they fct out. ''fhis 
Solemnity was inftituted by Pope Alexander III who flying to f^tnice^ 


faid Dukeasa Mark of his Gratitude, invefling him and his Succeflbrt 
with the . Dominion of the Sea, and inllituting this Cererhony in 
memory of (b fignal an A£lion. 

In the Church of 8. John and Pdui^ we faw a fine Altar, and the 
ftatcly Monument of Leonardo Lauredano. Cn our Left hand, as we 
entred, we admir'd a Piftui-e of 3. Peter the Martyr, a fair piece of 
Tiiidn ; and in the Chappel of the /le^^ another Square, rcprcfenting 
the Crucifixion of our Saviour, by Tinroret. The Chappel of 
S, Hjacimh is one of the moft beautiful in lutvy where we faw the 
Life of that Saint exquifitely painted by Bsffan^ and Pdlmd, with a 
Square (hewing the Martyrdom of S.^f^^/i and Piiisr/, which is a Mafter- 
piece of Titidn. The Convent adjoyning is amazing, as well for 
the Beauty of its Archite£lure/ as the Majefty and Commodjoufnefs 
of the Apartments. In the Piazza before this Church lUnds the 
Stdiud Equeftrk^ in gilt Hrafi^ of Bdrtholomeo CogUone^ ereded by 
'Order of the Senate, in memory of the Servioe he had done th6 
Republick. 

In the Jefuites Church wc obfervM the Sepulchre of S^ Bdrt€rd^ 
and divers curious pieces of Painting, of which the faireft are, 
the Aflumption and Decollation of S. J^hn Baptift, by Pdlmd ; the 
Nativity, by Tintortt \ and the Martyrdom c^. S. Ldea^en^t, by 
Titidn. 

At S Sdhdtore we faw the Monumentis of divers Dukes of ^«r/W, 
with a Figure of the Transfiguration, and another of the Annunciati^ 
on, elegant pieces of the great Thisn. 

In the Church of S. Jnne (lands the Superb Monument of Duke 
GrimdnOf of a marvellous Workman (liip, being adorned with curious 
Statues, Pillars, and Bafs-reliefs of Marble and Brafs, with a very 
lively Re^refentation of all the memorable Aflions of that great 

Man. 

Mddonnd ii Sdlute is a Church built by the Senate in the Plague time, 
and confiderable for its modern Architeaure and rich Ornaments, tl«

Ipi S. Luke's Church we remarked th6 Tomb of PietrOfMet/xe), a 
Tafcatf Foety famous for his Satyr ical Rhimes, and coprted ip'^hijB Lifo- 
tinie by the greateft Princes in Europe. His Talent lay ; in : a p^eafani: 
kind of Drollery, and oioft crowp'd Heads were the Si^je6: of .bis 
facetious Conceits. He was efieero'd an Atheift, and fan! to havx; 
gloried in having fpoken 111 of all but God, whom he fpar'dj hoc 
out .of Fear or Affe^lion, but meerly bec&uf^ he kneW; him not. 
The following Epitaph is of the fame Stamp, and laid to have been 
co0\posM by himfelf. , ; ' • .

The Bridge of Ridto, over tbg greatChannel, is one of the gretteft 
Curipfities ia Fenice^ being built upon Six thoufand File^ and fiiid to 
have cod the Senate Two hundred and fifty thoufand Crowns. ItS 
bu|: one Arch of Marble^ about forty paces long^ and divided into 
Uiree Stretts by two rpws of Houfes, with three Afceots oo each fide^ 
anfwering to the Streets, the middle ones being of fixty^fix Steps, and 
^ofe on eacK fide of One hundred forty live. 

We {aw divers (lately Palaces or Noble Fenetiansy and in the 
Court of that of Sign0r Erizzoe, atnongft niany antient In(criptions» 
.we obferved two in Greek Capitals. The firft is an Bpigram oa 
the JPoet Jndcreohts Statue, in tn:fe words :

Having y>ew'd what wa; mod remarkable in the City, we went by 
Water to Marapo^ a fmall Ifland about a Mile off, and fo filVd with 
Palaces^ Churches, Convents, and other (lately Buildings, that . it's 
Aild Another yenice\ The DomimcuH Convtm i»oneof the principal 
Ornaments of the place; and ch? <ilafs*Houfes are no lefs remarkable, 
from vvhence all the fincft Drinking Glalfes and Lo9kiDg*Gl&Qiesarie fenc 
into all parts of turope^ in . fuch prodigious quaotitoes; * that ('tis^ faid) 
they fend hence three or four hundred tboufand Crowds * vorth every 
Year, 

We went likewife to U Gitsde^^ another Ifland lying about half a 
Mile from Venice ; and fo calVd from the ^fw/ who foocncriy inhabited 
it. It's about two Mites in circuit, and fiil'd with great Houtts and 
6ardens ; where the Noble renetisns fpend part of the Summer, and 
go every now and then to recreate themfelves. In it (lands the Church 
of Redentore, fervM by Capatins ; but built by the Senate after the City 
had been grievoufly afflifled with the Plague, as appears by the In« 
icri prion over the Door': Chri/to • Redemptori^ Ci^itdte gravi pejUIetftsA 
libersLtM^ Sengtus ex voto. The Architeaure is exoeeding (lately ana 
tkoiform ; and the Chappels within are adomM with plenty of Marble 
alid divers curious Paintings, amongft which we principally remarked 
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the JJcention of our Saviour ^ the Jefvs fcourgw^ him at m Pi/ldr\ his iV4f/-

Welikewife«ifiBcdtf^I{fe of 9.0/<?r^/c^ A^4f^^^ fo caird from 2l 
Church dedicaced to tliat Saint, aad beioQging co ththtnediClin Monks. 
The Convent is one of the moft ftattly in all Itdlj, ^vhich^ with the 
Church (a noble Defigii of tli^ &mous Architect Psftidias) and Gar- 
dens^ takes up the whole Iflaqd. Tlie Brafs and Marble Statues, Pit- 
Iar5, Paintings, and other rich Ornaments of this Churth, are the ftu« 
pendious Performance^ of tl)e moft expert Artificers; and jullly rank'd 
amongft thechoiceft Pieces of modern Work in Chrifiehdom: In the 
Cbappel of S. PgrnuJeom^ wefaw an Altar-Pillar wi^h a fair Crucifix 
formM by the Veins of the Marblt ; and an Altar*Scone^ Oh which arfe 
imprinted divers Figures of Birds, a Death's Head^ and a' Boar's Head, 
allnaturaly and as li\^ely reprefented as if they had been d6he by Art, 
The beautiful Pi£Vufe of the Nativity of our Saviour^ is of Baffano. The 
MsrtyrdomofS.^iti^ti^ the Refurreftion, LsH Supper y the Mmus in 
thi Vefart^ the Crowning of the B. yii^gin^ and the t^ing ChriJf from the 
Crojf, are exouifite Pieces of T/Vi/or^f. ' The Steps which aftenfl t6 the' 
Convent are oeautified with the Statues of Prudence^ J^fi^^^f an^ a-' 
Woman with a Man cmda Lton under her Feet. The Rooms a^e fpa* 
cious and fplendid^ efpcctiUy die Dormtcory, Library, Apothecaries^ 
Shop, andRtfeclcry} inthelatto- ofwhicb we admired the no kils 
wonderful than famous Fi£lure or tlie Mmrr$4^e of Czvol in Calilee, aa 
incomparable Work of Pii//(?f1fr<7/«yf, of which the People ufe to fav,; 
Thai fphctver comes txf Voiice mmA fen it noty has feen nothing ; and ne 
fphojees it and admires it hot^ has left his Senfes behind him. 

Tbo* the Trade df this Cky be much decayed of late, by realbn of 
their loog Wars and ^expenHve Expeditions againft the TWrir; yet, not- 
withftandtng, the Riches of the place in general are immenfe, and thofe 
of particular Perfons fo very great, that twelve Citizens contributed 
five Millions of Crowns towards the late 7Vyrit//Zr Wars, to be enregi- 
llred amofigft the Nobility. The chief Cbmmodities of Venice are 
Gia0es, Soap, Silks, Paper^ Point, Treacle, and Turpentine. The 
bed Ti^acle is (aid to be made bere^ from whence it takes its denomi- 
nation of l^eniee Treacle ; and, indeed, the Ingredients, efpecially the 
Vegitables , are much better in thefe liot Countries than elfewbere, as 
we obferv^ id Stllee- Herbs, which we found far more guftful amd de- 
licious in hdj than 00 our fide of the Alpes. Moreover, 'tis evident, 
that in the Nordiem Parts of the World, the moiftnefs acid coldneft of 
the Air fo dilutes and weakens the aftive Prindples of all Natural Bo^ 
dies, th« 'tis inpofiible they fbould fib fo efficacious as in hotter di-* 
mates, wheretbe more powerful Beams of the Sun do not only diffi-' 
pate the fuperfiuous Humidity, but a()!uate and exalt the vigorous Parst 
to the bigheft deeree of Purity and Subtility.

^HE Republicirof r(?M(e is of iam Thiiteen Huoditd Year^r 
^ fiandinf , and the only Independcnc Sate in //</;, the reft 
wi«g Feudatory either to the Empennir or Pope. The City 
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SVas buUc by the Inhabitants of JquiieU and Pdhs^ who with di'- 
vers ethier poor People fled huherin the Year 420, to fccurc them* 
fetves agaifift the inhumane Cruelty of the Huns^ who at that time 
had deftroy^d, and even depopulated the greatef^ part of the Country. 
Ai their firft fettling here, they built fcnall Huts on the Sands to fhelter 
themfelves, andfoUowM thf Trade of FIfbing; but multiplying by de- 
^rees, and beg'mning to fettle a fmall Commerce with their Neighbours 
« the Terrs firms, tliey built them(elv€sHoufes,ind qnalifyM tho moft 
judicious and valorous amongft them with the Title and Authority of 
Comjyh and Trtiuns^ Jbrtbe better Government o\ their new*ereded 
Colony. In proceis of tfmd, finding fome inconvenience or defe£^ in 
that 'Form, theyeled»d aDukeor Headt)f the Senate, whidi funda^- 



CM1. Their Armi have been fo very fucccfiful, ihar they have not only 
ftood out ag^inft the u hole toi ce ot the Oltomsn Knipn e, and divers o*- 
ther powerful Princes, but likc^vifc ejilargM tlieir Dominions inalmod 
an Ages finte they bc^uto their Government, to the great Prejudice of 
their Neighbours. 

The Govemmenris pwely Ariftccratieal^ and adminiRred by a Doge 
or Duke, and five Members, viz. t lie Great Council, the Council of 
Ten, the Senate, theSignory, antl the College ; who make and abro* 
gate Laws, delibeiate; on Matters of Peace, War, Alliances, and in 
fine, on all the mod important Afl&irs' of State ; which tliey perform 
with fo much Caution and Prudence, ' that tliey have got the Reputa^ 
tkm of being a Body PoHtick, the bell e(lablifh*d in their Conftitutbns, 
andoualiBedforgreatand weighty ARairs^ ofany in the whole Univeffe. 

The Great Council is the principal Member, and, indeed, the tfi^ 
mam matiie of the Government, from whence all the others derive their 
Autliority. It^scompofed of afl the Noblemen ind' Gentlemen of the 
City, who have compleated Five and Twenty Years of Age, the num« 
ber of whom is feldom lefs than Two Thoufend Five Hundred ^ and 
thefeare not admitted but upon*Proof by Oath,* of their Age, Quality^ 
and Legitimacy, which capacitates tltem to (it and a£fc as Counfellors. 
In this Council, which is ufuaHy held every Sunday, the Di^e and prin* 
cipal MagifVrates and Officers of the Repdolick are eieded. 

The Council of Tep wa$eftablifhM in the Year igio, tochaftift 
the Seditious, and fupprcfs Scftarics ; but at preterit their Authority is 
much augmented, and they have the Command of fcveral Gallies. the 
tare of the Artillery, and Infpeftion of the Land .and Naval Forccf^ 
from whom there is no appeal. 

The Council of Prf^^', otSenste^ is made up of One hundred and 
twenty Perfons, amongft whom the Doge has but one Vote« In it are 
debated the moft imporunt Affairs of State, as thofe of Peace, War, 
foreign Treaties, Alliances, levying Money, eftabtifbing Laws, and 
the like. They have likewife the Eltftioo of feveral Officers. 

The Signory is compofedl of the Duke arid fix Counfiblk>rs^ who givtf 
Audience to Embaffadors, gran tdi vers Piiviledges, and have their ptac« 
in afl the other Councik, fo that nothing can be dorte withoutthcm*

Sentence, but divers Matters are^ fent to be bundled by other Magi* 
ftratcs; to u horn they beloQg*,.^ • 

TIk Duke or (^s they corrupily call bim^ Dog9^ is tlic Sovereign Ma- 
gift rate, eleded by the Senate for life ; but, in realty, the Dignity id 
nifierly titular^ forhecan do RDtbiog withppt ili^confent oithe Couo? 
fellorsy clK>^al} pubiickAd&aind.D^a^areretoutinhis.n^iD^ and all 
tlie .Money bears, his Inrcriptioo.l3|srides^the ^epublick al'iji^ays fufpefts 
him ; and to hiodt:r any Attempt he might .qiake on tl)e Government, 
to render himfclfabfolute) tliey h^velainfo^maqy Retiraints on him^ 
that, in truth, heN rather , a Frifoner of Sute than a free Prince; He is 
nptpcrmitted to go out of the Palace but Q(i Solemn Days, vyben he^s 
accompany d by the Senators ; at other times, be muft have a particular 
Liccnfe from the Senate for fo doing. He cannot entef tain^Scrangers in 
his Family without leave, norib much as read the Letters of foreign 
Princes^ which are addrefTed to him, but in the prefence of the College. 
He is ufually ticked out of the Procurators of S. Mark^ which is a Dig. 
nity to vv hich the chief amongd the Nobility afpire ; they areconimon- 
ly Menof a.folid Judgment, and iuchaUiaveiery'dtiie. State 10 fevcral 
Hmbaflies^ and other publict^ Employments, their BufineCs being 
to take care o^ ^the Chur^ch^i . Treaiuie^ - s^d Revenues of St. 

'lis true, fllm^is the pjefent D^jgf, has (aVd tlie State fo long and 
fo faitbNly , tli|t they have op f eafon to (Mfpe^l him ; and on that ac- 
count they leavie divei & thingsto his prudent, Conduct, which they durli 
not intcull theii .former D^^ir withal. He has headed the Army as 
well (ipce as before JiisEleaion '9 for though CV^t^iird ha^reajfon to be 
siciii d in Militai y tftifairs, they \}^^ him not fo well qualified for thac 
Pofltf His; loct^ Experience has.geinM him a great ^eputjation, having 
commanded at the Siege ofC^du^ reduc^M tlie \AJ4»r^4, and fignalized 
himf?lf in divers grqat^iinterpr^te^. . 

The £le£^ions of all Magcl^ratq$, are made hy Bdotwg or drawing 
Lots^ whicli is a very impartial way, but withal tedious, and therefore 
I refer the Reader to fuch as ii)l}(l oa ittnore at large. But be pleafed 
to note, that the Doge has two yqtes» intheSesDate^ and but one elfe^ 
where. . > . . 

The reffetiMs poflefii fourteepj Provinces in It4jr with a conflderabfe 
^2Ln of Oalm^^iU, blielflesof^Si/urr, Corfu, 9iQdC^phdl<wi4 in the CtUf^ 
and their late Conqucfts in the Mor^a. The prdmary Revenue of thS 
Republicli amounts to about a Million and hzM HierLper Annum^ be« 
fides fuch extraordinary Supplies as they levy on all urgent . OccaHons.* 
Their (landing Forces are about One hundred thoufand Men*, but they 
coufd fet a far greater Arniy 00 foot, if occaCon required it. TheSer- 
viceof this State ^ was formerly of great Repute, and Strangers flocked 
thither as toa School, where the profeffion of Arms was taught in its 
greateft Perfection ; but at prefent the Soldiers are ill paid, and being 
o[«:eliAed, are kept Slaves all their Life- time, efpecially fuch as arc 
fent 'into Dalmand^ or the f^efteiUn Iflands in the Gulf. Their Marji* 
time Foixe lies in about forty Galliei ; biit they have had, and could c* 
qvip at prefent, a far greater number, if tbey needed them. 
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The V^inefum have ftl\*'ay5 been very induftrioiis in promoting the 
lotcreft of their C6m4i16i>wcakb, by keeping a fair Corrcfpondence 
with the Emperour s btrt their chief Endeavours are to mahagc tl{e 
Xlourc ot lUme^ as well td vyavfe off the Pope's Prcrehtions to tlie Ter- 
ritory oiKo^igo, ds to feel the Eflcfts of his Paternal Benevolence in 
their moft preffing NeceCfitics, t% they bai^c often done by divers Sum's 
of Money hehasfcnt tl^m fmce the beginning bf the prefcnc Wa^ 
widi the 7 Vkt/. All tlcrgy men, tho^ Noble, are excluded from the 
Senate, and all State^EmpIoyments, fdr fear they ftiould aQ: under- 
hand with the Pope by difcovering the Intrigues and Secrets of the 
Government. They rarely fend an EmbafTadour to that Cohrt, but 
one who has fervM them in divers other. Foreign Nations, aiid is con- 
fcqucntly more capable of dealing \^'ith thofe fubclfe and lagacioiis 
Clergy-men. Andtolet you fee bow careful the Republicans are in 
keeping a good UiKlerftanding with the Pope and his Minifters, I will 
hcr^ infert a Piffage that happcnM not Icmg iiiite, and liiaketf very much 
to my pufpofc. General Mon^ni^ at prdent O^^eof f^enice^ returning 
from x\\tM0rt4, and making fpme itav at Corfn^ thong;lit jiimfelf fjigli* 
ted, or not received with the Refpctx due to his Charaitcr, by the 
Arch-bifliop of the place ; who, preferring the Ecclefiiftical Dignity 
before the Secular, rtfus'd to give him place; The General, jntens'J 
at this imperious Coiidutt of thft Prelate, re^refented the Affront as 
given to the Senate, ahdnotttihimfelf: Whereupon, the Arch-bjfiiop 
wasbanifb'd and* all his Goods coufifcated. He went llraight to 
Romty and in Recompence of Ivs LofTes.got a CardinaPs Cap^ and 
divers other marks df the Pope's Gratitude, for havibg alfertCvi the 
Dignity and" Priviledgcs df the Church. Iht y^^neuAns maturely, 
weighing the Danger that might accrue to them from this Promotion^ 
and confklArittg* tlKit one itUalfeded Member might difcompofe th^ 
whole Bodys oider'd ihtit Embafladours at Rome to make their Apolo- 
gy, arid engag'd divers //W/>/r Princes to reconcile the new Cardinal 
to tlieir Interelt, which was at length cffefted by the Reftirution of 
what they had taken from him, and an open Acknowledgtticnt of tlic 
Injufticc. 

Divers Attempts have beeh ihdde to bring this Government to a 
Monarchy, but all provM.unfuccefsful thro' the extream Care and Vi- 
gilancy of fuch a$fit at the Helm of State. The latt and moft dan- 
gerous Confpiracy was that of Bajdmvifte Ttefoli, 'z rich atjibirious 
Noble-man, which was fo cunningly contrivM and adrtiirably managd 
in all its Circumftances, that had it fuccecded (as 'twas ten to one but 
it had J it would have palfed for a piece of the moft refin\1 Politicks 
thataotient or modern Hifiory gives us an Account oft To accom*^ 
plilh his Defigns, he feignM a Qiiarrel between himfelf and a certain 
RomsLn Gentleman, who, as he fa id, dcfign'd td come to f^cmce 
with divers of his Friends to affaflinatc him. This hd imparts ^6 all 
his Confidents, cngagiagthem in his Quarrel, and defiring tljem to be 
in readinefs w^ith their Arms-to run to his fucctfurVhch they fliotjld bei 
advertifcd, or hear any one cry out Tiepoli^ Tiepoliy Tiepo/i, in the 
open Streets. Having thus engaged thofe of his Accjuaiotartce, Le be- 
gan to draw itt others by tlie fame Sham, going about from Shop to 
Shop, and buying things he had no need of to infiauate himfelf into 
tlicir acquaintance, and make them Parties in his pretended Qu^ f cf. 
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To fonie he made large PrefcntSy and to others Ne gave a monthly 
Pay^ obliging them all to Secrecy, which was fo ipviokbly Jeept, 
that one Neighbour knew not of another's Engagement^ but every one 
thouglit himfclf the only Man '^hat was to aflfift T/>/><}//. . Aikf this 
manner he drew in Five or sU thoufand Perfonsin eight or nine Ye^rs, ' 
during wliich time he was at worl^tj and to remind them of their pro* 
mife, vifitcdthem all round twice or thrice a;)rear, always alledging 
frefli Motives he had of fufpefting his Eneipfiies fpcedy arrival, ana 
fupplyingfuchashad no Arms with Money to buy for tiiemfclves 
and their Servants* His defign was to roaffacrc; the Dogs and Slgnory^ 
to free the People from Taxes and itake the Government into his owa 
Hands; and to that end, on.a certain Day w^n the. Vagiftr&tes vvera 
to go in publick Proceflion thro' the City^,hp placed twenty of liis 
principal Complices at tlie corners of (^ivcr^ gfc^t Strecfis, ordfering 
them to cry, Tiefoli TiepoH^ Tkfoli^ asiqpn a^ the PrOceffion had lett 
the Palace.; but thefe Gentlemen, impatient of delays t)egan their 
Out-cry a little too foon, nnd the Tumult, 'wiuch arofe thereupon, kept 
the Nobility from fetting forth j for the Word was no fooner given but 
thoufands of People came flocking from all parts arm'd, ^ they thought^ 
to help Tiepoli^ gazing on one another, and aftonifh'd tO; fee fuch mul- 
titudes appear on a luddain. They were all ltd to a publick place, 
where the Arch-Confpirator mounted on a Scaffold^ entertain VI thena 
with an eloquent Harangue, inveighing againfl: the tyrannical Oppref- 
fion of the Government, and adviiing them to make ufo pf that favour 
rabie Conjunfture to affert their Liberty :, Wliereupqn^ the, wholt 
Croud, with loud Acclamations, unantmquQy ^pprt>v,?4 cf» bis Pro* 
pofals, and followed him to the Palace to begin the Tragedy ^, By this 
time the Doge had got the Senators arid divers honeftCit-iaeos together, 
whoarmM with Courage as well as Weapons^ fallied lOjatiupon the 
Rabble, and the Fight was foobftinately pjiyfued on both fides^ that 
for along time 'twas hard to fay on which pait the oddsi Jay, nill at 
length the Mutineers began to fflve back, beiqg vigoroufly r^pulfed. by 
tlie Loyal Party. But as Tiepoli was rallying bis. fcatterM Troops, a 
poor NVoman allarmM with the Noife, running to her Chamber's-J 
window to fee wlwt paffed in the Street, and :haftily opening the Cafe- 
men t accidentally threw down a Flowerrppt,\vhich lighting on TitpolPs 
Head beat out liis. Brains and carried him t9 the Ground ; fo that his 
Followers, partly difcouraged by theitLoifs of XJround, and partly by 
tlie Death of their Ring- leader, fledofFiaConfufion, every one fhift- 
ing for himfclfas well as he could ; tho\ divers were taken ?nd Execu- 
ted on the place. Some few Days attcr, the Senate fcnt for the Wo- 
man, who being queftioned about the manner of T/>/>(?/i's Death, and 
imagining the Aft Criminal, very innocently told tliem. She was mucU 
gnev'd that fbe'd Wl'^ a Man, and very forry for the lofs of -her 
Flower-pot ; biit that flie thought her felt cxcufable becaufe fi^c did it 
not defignedly. The Senators, admiri«gherfjmplicity^ told her, Slie 
had done well, and bid her ask what Reward (he pleas'd- The poor 
Woman told them, She was a Widow, having divers fmall Ghildren 
to maintain by her own Labour, and it they thought fit, to allow her 
twenty Crowns a Year to pay her Houfc'Rent, (he fhould think her- 
felf happy, and beoblig'dtepray for their Profperity. -A fmall Re* 
cotnpqnce indeed^ fpr fodefcrving(thacafual) an A^tidn^ bucfuch as 
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appeared great to tier, who defired not much, and may fervc to inftriict 
• us, That^tis not the bare plencifulnefs of a privatt Fortune, bDt an 
entire fatisfa^lion and content of lYiiud,' that fufficiSs to make one happy. 
In fine, a confiderable Penfion was fettled 00 herandher Pofterity, ancl 
her Family was made Noble for the great Service (he had rendn^d the 
State. It was likcwife decreed, that liefoli /hould be degraded, his 
Palace razM,; and the publick Shambles built in tlic place ; i juft Rtf- 
trompence for one who defignM the , Butchering of his, Soveraign /Rc^ 
prefeotative and Fellow-Citizens. 

No Government in Eurofe (I might fay in the Whole Univeffe'^. is 
'rfnore cireful and forward in promoting the Intereft of the Subjefl: 
than this o^f^emce ; infomuch, that People live mort at their eafein t'hefe 
Territories^ than in any bther Principality or State in \hdty, A married 
Manfeldom arrives to the Dignity of J5(gp, as jvell to avoid, the' Ex- 
pence the State would be at ip Crowning the DtitChefs, and the Incon- 
vcniencics that might ferife from the. uxorious Weaknefs of feme Men, 
^'ho are apt. to exchange Secrets oif Importance for a fair VVord or 
amorous Glance, as to keep the Republick from beirig devoured, or, ^ 
leaft, wcakeriM in favour of their Off»Spring. 'file Nobility is divi* 
xlcd into four C/4j^i, viz,, i. The twel\re antieat Families, $• Such 
as were enregifter'd in the Year 1289. j, Thofe that bought their 
Nobilky, whichisatany time purchasM at the rate of One hundred 
thoufand Crowns. 4. Such as have been created for fheir'Service and 
Merit. The Noble- men wear a long black Gown, and a Cap 6f the 
fame colour bordcr'd with Fringe. Their Air and Meen arc grave and 
majeftick, and their Livej very regular, at iealt,' to all appearance ; 
for the Government looks fo clofcly into the Aftidns of *cach individual 
Perfon, that the leafl: blcmifh would prove their 'Ruin ; nay, if any 
one of them fhopld but perform the leafi: Aft of '6enerofity, but what 
redounds to the IJenefit of the State, br be* a little liibrc profufe in 
Houfe-keeping than ordinary, he never fails of a publick Cenfure, and 
rarely of a feverc Punilhment ; for the Senate prefendy marks him out 
for one that cndea vouK to becotiie popular, and Contequently cfteems 
him obnoxious to the Government. In divers parts of S. Mark's Pa lace, 
wcfaw holes in the N^alls purpofety macle for People to leave Bilkts of 
Accufatioti againft fudi as have been guilty t)f aqy Ibrt of Crime ot 
Mifdecfceanour. Over one we read, pencncie fecrete de travi e vaga* 
bofidi\ another, Dt haratti e permuti di.bdote \ ^ thud, De bandUi e re* 
legdtt franlgr'ejjori ; a fourth, De fiovace ; and a fitth^ Sdfrd le uCure 
eufuffAtioni de heni puUtcL The young Noble- men are initiated in 
Employments of lels importance, arid then pre^red to greater,' accor- 
ding to their defert ; but always the Man rather dignifies thePott^ than 
thePofltheMan. • • • .^ 

Th^ Ecclefiattical Government is managM by a Patriarch, Mt^ho'ftiles 
himfelf, bivina miferatiof^e renetiarum Patriarchal Dalmatic Primas^ 
CandtJt & CorcjrA Mettcfoliia^ as if he \vere not dependent on the Pope^ 
for all other Prelatcsatld, Sahffxfedis Jfojlolic^grafia, 

The f'^e/ettans are generally juditious, grave, unblafsM in the^Execu- 
tion of Jiiftice* ftrift in their Dlfciplinc, and very capable of arriving 
to the perfeftion of Afts apd Sctehccs. ' But artlongft all thele good 
Qualities Wc retnark'd divers vitious*. Habits,: for ykJ People ^rc more 
addifted to Avarice, Ambitiori; Revenge, ;f rid air forts of Lidcntiouf- 
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I ftcFs. The Women are of a witty and agreeable Convcrfation, tho* 

they are in a great tneafyre debarred of that Freedom, which is lauda- 
ble enough in our parts of the World. They are, for the moft part^ 
well-fhap d and beautiful ; and where Nature has been defedive, they 
arc not to feck pf all the ufuat Supplimcnts of Art j for Dreffing, Patch- 
ing, Painting, andall the other My fteries of this Sex, are no where 
more ftudied than in this place. Courtezans and Harlots are very nu- 
merous, and their diflblute way of living is but too publicK, as well at 
^f/^/Veasin airbrherpartsof It al), to tht great Scandal of the Nation, 
and reproach of the Magiftrat^s, who tolerate, or, at leaft, connive at 
it. '.TheNobility a lid Gentry are extream cautious into what Compa- 
ny they come, nor are the Grandees permitted to conVeffe, and much 
lefs to hold any private Correfpondcnce, with Strangers j for the Se- 
nate jsJTo very jealous of the publlck Liberties being infringed, that a 
very light Accufation fufiiccs, ef^cially if. the Perfons arc rich ; for 
their Eftates ar^d Goods are confilcated even on the Icaft Sufpicion. 

I have more than once admired the Eloquence of their Advocates and 
Judges in Courts of Judicature, which gains them a great deal ot Re- 
^ca amongft the People. I have likewife been prefent at the Election 
of Magiftrates in the Great Council, and been an EyeWitnels of the 
Grandeur and Majefty of this flourifhing Republick, which come no- 
thing fhort of the auguft Character the whole World moft juftly gives 
it. I fhall conclude with the follow ipg Verfes of the above ^fflencion'd

Mnlam6co. Having fpent fix Weeks at Venice ^ we wen^ to Alalamoco ^ ^'z fmall 

Ifland, five Miles diftant^ and lying amongft thcL^g*;;;^. The Dukes 
refidcd here 'till the Inundation, which happened irvtlie Year 1 J 01, at 
which time the Epifcopal See wi? likewife transferred to Chioggidj ano- 
ther Ifland ten Miles further,.whcie the Inhabitants are employed in 
Gardening and making Salt, which brings in a very confiderablc Profit 
to the Republick. From.C/^/<^^^/4 xvc went by Boat to LoreOy a fmall 
Town Otuatcon the Po^ fifteen Miles dittant, and from thence rode to 
terror Ay thirty- five Miles further, meeting with ho place of confidera- 
bleNotc,. , . 

FerrArk is the Capital City of a fmall Province of the fame Name, 
belonging at prefent to the Pope; being about four Miles jri circuit, 
and fituate in a'Plain near four.Miles from the true Po. The Buildings 
arc neatand handforiij but the Town is very thinly inhabited, andtne 
whole Country almoft'defolate fihcp it came under the Papal Jurifdifti- 
on/ It*s defended by a Qrong Citadel of five regular BaiVions, welt 
ftor d with Artillery, Ammunitlpns^ Powder-Mute, and all forts of 
fleceffary Provifions 5 andin on«*Rooro we favv Arms for Twenty 
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thouland Foot and Five hundred Horfe. In it we likewifc faw the 
Statue of its Founder Clement VIII. crcfted on a Pedcftal, with this 
Infcription*

The Palace df the intietit Dukes, where the Legate how liircs, is all 
' Brick- Work, flankM with divers Towers, in one of which is a Stair- 
cafe with gently enclining Plains, where a Man may mount on Horfe- 
back to the fixth Story. It has likewife a good Library^ adornM with 
divers curious 3rafs and Marble Statues^ rare Pictures^ and a great 
Colleflion of Infcriftions^ Meduls^ Sealsj and EHtAglie. of great Anti- 
quity. 

In the PU&zA, before the great Chutch, flands the Statue bf a Pope, 
and two Princes of the Family of Defte^ one on Horfe-back, and the 
other fitting ; and all Malefadors that can get within twenty foot df 
thefe Statues, cannot be taken off by forcb; 

In the Church of S. BenediSf, We faw a Mcitiument crefted in trie. 
mory of the famous hidiaii Poet Jreefio^ the Author ofOrUndo Furiofo 
. and in the Cloyfter we read this Infcription :

The Carmes Church is confidcrablc for Paintings, and the Tomb of 
ManMrdtu the Phyfician. In their Library they (hcw'd us fome Manu- 
faipts of Friar Bdcon and Thomas Wdldenps^ two learned Men of our 
Nation ; but things of no value. 

Here is an Academy of Wits, callM, ElevAfi. 

The Dutchy oi Ferrard was, for a long time, governed by Princes 
. of the Family of D^fie, \\\\ Jlfonfo 11. dying without Iffue, it was 
feiz'd -by Pope C/fi«w/ VIII. in the Year 1597- But this Revolutiort 
has provM very prejudicial to the People in general, Who are fo won- 
derfully burthen ^d with Ta*es, that great part of the Country isaU 
mo^ depopulated, and will in a (hort time become defert, if the Op- 
. prcflion continue ; for the Natives daily with^draw >yith their EfFcfts 
to other neighbouring Provinces, to live more at their eafc, 

At FerrdTd we embarkM on the River Po for Boiognd, entering the 
Channel at MaUlhergo, and having paffed divers Sofiigni or Sluccs, ar- 
^ologn^.- rivM there at thirty Miles end. Bolognd ovBononidj is one of the an- 
tientefl and fairell Cities in luly^ about feven Miles in compafs, and 
lying on the EmilUn Wdj. The Buildings are ftately, and Streets largc^ 
with Portico's on each fide, that People may walk all the Town over 
without being fcorch'd by the exceflive Heats of the Sen in Summer, 
or incommoded by Rain in Winter. It'slikcwifc Archiepifcopal, fill'd 
with Nobility and Gentry, andfcated in fo plentiful a Country, that 
it's juftly ftild, Boicg»a Ugrdjfd. The Inhabitants are about Eighty 
thoufand in number, rich, but withal mutinous and ftubborn Aflertors 
of their Fr ivilcdges. 

The Convent and Cbureh of the D<wvfi^rV4;p5 are the moft magniC- 
cent of that Order, where we faw the Superb Monument of S. DowU 
nickj their Founder, of fineAlabafter, beautified with Bafs-reliefs^ rc- 
prefenting his whole Life ; but the fttoft furprifing Curiofity was the 
Wood- Work in the Qdire^ with divws Hiffories Ot the Old and New 
Teftatncnt. They likewife flww'd us an Hehw Bible for part of one) 
of great Antiquity, and faid to have been Written by the Prophet 
Hfdrjts. The Pifturc of S. Oomimckisv ethx^ Tomb j is a rare Work 
ofGuidoRhefii^ a»is likewife that of the Iffnpceo^ over the Pulpit ; 
S. Raymond^ S. H^aGintMj and ibe pieces^in S. Affdrew^sChzp^U are by 
the admirable penril€f'CiifM&^; One of tfae principal Ornaments of 
this Church, is the Tomb imd; Statue ofiA*^ 4{4ng of HdrdiniaMd 
Son of the EmJ)eroi# HeHryH. who being fenc^W'iitiilV the Modenefe in 
the above, mentioned War about a Bucketv and t Jfeen * i^rifoher by the 
, Bolqgnefe^ was detained here for the fpacc .of twwity^t^o Years, tho* 

hisFatheroffcrkla Chain of Gold, long enough to go round the Walls 
of the City for his Ranfom, His Propofals wcrA irtl flighted, and the 
* Prince died at length under his Confinement) as tfppears by the £pi«

In the Church of S. CUre wc faw the Body of S. Cdtharifte de I'igri^ 
which remains entire and uncbrrupt Hnce the Year 1 46 j . She fits in a 
Chair, cloathM in a Nun's Habit, with a Crown of Gold on her head, 
a Crucifix in her Right hand, and a Book of her own compoGng in 
her Left : Her Face and Hands appear'd to «s not much altet'd or dif- 
colour'd, but wc only faw her thro' an Iron-grate. The People of the 
'Convent and Town told us, That her Hair and Nailigrow ftill, and 
arc very often cut, to fattsfy the World in that particular. 

At the Church ot S. Prttultts, belonging to the Btnedi£tim Moiiks, 
we rcmark'd the following piQich :

After the Churches we vifited the Legate'^ Palace, coofidcrabic for 
itsiumptuous Apartments and xich Ornaments, biit principally for the 
Cabinet of XJ/;J/fj Jidrovd/tdus, the modern Glory of^Bohgnd, and Pro- 
digy of his time. It contains a multitude of Natural and Artificial 
Curiofitics, with T\Vo or Three hundred great Manufcripts of his own 
writing, fifteen of \vhich arc fill'd with Figures of Beafts, Birdi, 
Fifhes, and Plants, all illuftrated with their proper Colours; which, 
together with the vaft Volumes of his that arc extant in print, do not 
only ftiew the incomparable Genius of that univerfal Man, but archkc- 
wile as many durable Monuments of an indefatigable Induflry ; and 
one would think he had UvM at leaftfour'or five Centuries, and done 
nothing but write all his Life time, tho' his Writings leftify his great 
Reading, profound Science, and immcnfc Frogrefs in all antient and 
modern Learning. 

We went a little otH of Town to fee S. Michul in Bofco, a Mona* 
fiery firuate on an high Hill, from whence we had a plcafant profpeft 
of the City, which ftems toreprcfcnt a Ship, (or rather Galley) the 
Tower DegU Afimlli making the Maft •, and from hence wc could like- 
wife difcover the whole adjacent Plain, the Affenin Mountains, the 
tops of the Alps covcr'd with Snow, and fecming to hang in the Air 
hke Clouds at a great didance, and laftly ; the Cities of M*atu4^ fer- 
rard, MirdndoU, Imota^ with divers other large Towns and ViltageSd 
In the Oval Court of the Convent we remark'd divers curious Pairit- 
ingsof Gaido Rhiti and other great Maftcrs ; and in the RefcQoiy^ 
divers exquilite Works of f^ez^ri ; the Fifturcof Clement VII. is by a 
good hand. The Church, tho* little, is richly^ adorn'd, efpecially the 
Quire, where the Monks Seats are beautified with the abovefkid 
■Wood-work, foartificiallycnlaid thatitfcems to be fine Painting, in 
whicli the Artificer has exaftly follow'd the Rules of Per^eHive, for the 
Figures appeared in a different Form and Pofition as we changM the 
place from whence wc vicw'd them. The Veftry is enrich*d with an 
infinity of coRly Ve(^ments, curious Fixtures, and a Brafs Sutue of 
S. Miehdel, of an immenfe value. 

The Univerfity was founded by the EmperourT/woiij/i'ffj, intheYear 
425, and has been augmented by Chjrlefm^Wf.znA Lethgr King of 
Pramt. It's chiefly reputed for Xj w, and according to the Tcftimony 
of the learned Azot whom they ftile. The Light of Bolo^a, sad Or*. 
cle of Cdfion And Civil Lda> (ia whofc time the number of Students 
amounted to Ten thotifandj Ugdiium Studiorum Monarchidm femfer te. 
nait Bononii, The great Bartclus commenc'd Doftor, and taught 
publickly in this Univerfity ; and here likcwife Jtcurpus compos'd the 
Gloffd, Pope Grepory IX. and Boniface VIII. their DtcretaltM ; and 
bftly, Job» XXIII. i rtin^e. The CoHege, or publick School,

TXit Virtuosi oi^olognd ftile themfelvcs Ottofi\ but how Ironicall/ 
this Title is to be underftood'^ we may gather from the Fame and Me- 
rit of four late Worthy Membtrsof that Academy, viz^ theMarquefs 
of Mdlvezzi, Cavdinal BtntivogUo^ and Lidnder Albertus^ Hiftorians of 
no mean Reputation ; and Jo. Bdftifid Mdnzini^ an ingenious Pbylo* 
logift. 

Dqring our ftay here we faw a Mountebank on the great Piazza, 
who amongft* divers-forts of Trumpery had a deep red Powder^ a fmall 
quantity^ whereof being mixt with a pint of Fountairi-water, gave it 
the Colour and Confilknce of Bburdedux Claret ; and the Water thus 
colourM being pour'd into a Gkfs rincM with a lettle Lemmon* Juice, 
turn'dto a clear and tranfparent yellow,t much like Canary. This 
pafs'd for a piece of Magick amon^ the vulgar People, but we found 
it to be nothing but Brazil- wood iinely powder'd* 

We could not leave Bolognd wit;hout vifiting the ingenious Dr. MdU 
*pgbit a Man of known Wprth and Ervditkm, famous thro^all Eu^ 
re7/f.forthoicla(ling Teftimoniesof hisind6^^ Induftry inculti* 

vating Natural Sciences, he has already exposM to publick view. Wo 
could; not but admire his free and agreeable Coiiverfation,. but more 
efpecially hisreadind(s of Mind/ foUdity of Judgment, and innate pro^ 
penfity (othin^out of the old beaten Road of tte Schools,., which is 
very rare in Itdlidns. I am told he is finbe dead. 

They drive a great Trade here in Silks, . Velvets, Hemp,. Flax, and 
little Dogs. The whole CouAtry is very fVoitful in all forts of Grain ; 
but their Olives aod White^wine are io greateft yogue, aud fought after

rather undfer than over boyrd ; then tliey haog them up in the Cbfun^ 
jiey till tfwy are dry * they keep tfaetn an Year or two. 

Btf/igj'' was ant'iendyonic of the twelCe principal Cities of the. Trnf- 
CMOS, who were driven hence by the G*ules, and the GmU$ by the 
EomMs, who made it a Colony in the Year 190. tt was afterwards 
fubjcft to the Lomitrtk antfEsferths of Kdveriftg, who govern'd in lulj 
under the Emperours of ConfiMntiaopU^ who bfeirtg difpoffcfs'd by 
Pefim and ChMrltm^ncy the City and Tprritory was fettled t>n tliePopet 
Irhas^llkewHfchaxrdivcrsdthei'Wafiei's; as, the" Kings o( FrMce, the

Thi 
undennoft, where the Body of that Saint is kept, has beeq (hut ti^ 
ever iince the time of Pope Nicolts IV. who, as they fay, faw,th6 Bo- 
dy, which dill continues uncorrtlpt, arid died prefehtly after ; on which 
Account no ontihas been pernutted to enter fince. In the middle Churchjj 
^hich is tbb iaireft, the^lr (hew*d us ah Ivory Horhj and two Rods, 
given S. Frsncis by a King of Bsfylon, with this Infcriptibn : Ctim ift^d 
Cdmfdns Sdnifas Frsticifetts fopulttm ddfr'Mlicttionem convoetAdt^ & cunt 
ifiis bscMlis pereutietiJo fttentium ihipofiei^. Having (ebn what was 
»7drth o(ir while here we returnM to Folhni, and letting out for Sf(h 
leto, twelve Miles dillant, pafsM through a large, pleafaht, ah^ plen<^ 
tiful Valley, eheohi|;M(s'd ^itb a circle of high Mountains, ihfOrniof 
stn Amhithestre, ^hich afibrded tisa very agreeable ProfpeQ-. 

Spoletb is the Capital City of VmbrU, which is thfencc call'd The ^V'^*» 
Dkteb) o/SJ^kto. It*s E^ifcopal, large ih extent, and well built, hav-^ 
ing ititientiy bteri tbb Refidence of the Princes of Lumbiirdy^ and di-* 
vers Of the Gothifb Kings. The old ^i\tix of Tbtodoriek is ftill (landing, 
and other maHcs of its Antiquity are feen in the Ruins of feveral antien^ 
RomM Buildings. The Caftle, which (lands in the place of the Jm^ 
pkithedtre, is jof n'd io the Tdwft by U fair Stohe-Bridg^i- This City 
flouri(b*d to that degree in the Connirs tirhe,tliat it withllood the whole 
CartbMUfiM Force, and oblig'd HttmibMl to retire in the middle of all 
feis Vitlorics. 

A ceruia Apotheear^ of the City, fhewM ^e a ^oung Dog that had 
YnsSfUiK cut out, near half a year before, by himftlfand a PhyHcian 
Gff the lame place, and told me, that they bad tried it 6n fevenil old 
Dogs, but they all died. He ob(erv'd,that it greij^ fit more Tively and 
d6^ive than before, and withall very f^t, but was (Irangely fubjeA to 
piiflRng and voffHiting, which ifidticed him to believe, that the Blood ac- 
quires a con(iftence in the Sfkiitt either by ic*s Si!agriition,6r fome Atid 
Ferment which it receives there ; for the often piffing and agility of Body, 
fecm to (hew a more thain ordinary didolution of tbieMafs of Blood. 

VmlrU is faid to uke its Denomination from the Shadow of the Jf- 
fenin Mountains, which over*top it, and was heretofore of a far greater 
extent than Tis at prefenft. One part of k is hilly and bar^n, but the 
Plains are (bthe of the beftiri hklj^ andceldbrated, by antient Poets, foe 
their fertility. The KxvkrClitttmmu wasantiently famous' for a facul- 
ty, it's faid to have had, ^f making all Cattle white that drank of the 
Water ; infomuch, that the Romtm kej^ the largefl and whited of th^ 
Bulls for the Sacrif7ces that were offer'd at the Csfitdy when any Con- 
queror rode in Triumph ; imagining them fnore agreeabte to the Gods, 
and proper Vi£fcims for Victories, by reafon of their Whiteriefs, whiclT 
they efteemt'd ominous, iVheace ^e Poet yirgil^ h 3. Qi^rg.

Thi^ Town 18 Epilcopal, indi^c- 
remlywcll built, and fituate in thetroR ft oittul part of I^iwif /y, where 
the Land is oaturally^ good, and waterM with fucliabundance.i)f Brooks 
and Fowatains,.'tItot rtiey mially cut the Grafs, three or four times a 
YeaCi This City is fapous for. tlie Birth of Cormluu Tdcitui, bwt much 
decayM »nd %llen frpm its «ni^cnt Splendour,. as appears by the vaft 
Ijcaps of Ruio^iit ftillconuips,witliinits circuit. 

In divers p^t^ ofVr^jhrid tliey have Quarries of the Stone,which the' 
Gitckscall n^o^ a^d LattMi^ lvju4y of a pure white colour, and very 
hard, rbut hecT( if not quite) as light as tliePW^f-Stonci . ; 

Ojur next Stage was A'4r;r/, eight Miles pf^^ an Epifcopal City like- 
wife, (landing on an Eminence near the River iV^r, from which it rak^ 
its name. We found nothing here wOrth noting, butX(?veral high 
Arches near the place, which are fuppos'd to be tbC Ruins of an anticnC 
JqtitduH ; tlio' fo^ne will. have it to be the Refts of a Bridge^ built by 
jiugufim to joyn two appofue Hillfi^ of which M$arti4 a»«s,iptotiQn,

Oincaii, an antient Colony of the Romans; Barghet0^ C4U4 d^elUfga^

note, which we bufied our felves not much abou^ bu; hMj^^qiSi to Romt^ 

and enti ed at the FarU dd Pofalfm 
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RO M^^ heretofore tkt Head of a flouHfliii^ Empire, and 
Mil^rcfs'of a conGderable part of the World, notwiflbltanding 
the different Forms of Govermem which have been intioducM 
by.diws MonarclK> the Calainitteait has fuffci'd by tlie in- 
curfionsof barbftQoij^ Nations, aod in linc^tbfi Injuries of Time, devour.-^ 
ing all things, itfHII retains fuch inarks of its Primitive Magnificence 
as render it tJiie fqle prodigy of our pnefem Age. Several Princes have 
heretofore attempted rochange its antient Namc,but tonopurpofe ; for 
t he new appellations always fiiiikaud died .with their impoi£rs>and Rome 
had likewife this pccuUar to it fclf, that tho' it were divers times almoft 
qA.ute burnt, fack'd, aod laid ml^iuins, yet Phsnix-like^ itcooftantly 
sprung up agaii\ iirom; ^t Aihfi^jepairUailits Lofles, aad has preferv'd

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its Name unalterable from, tlie very. iPoundation. . Al( Latin Author? 
ililc-itantinomaftically Vrh, and a Jotrgferies ofpaftAges Jiave ho^ 
iiour^d it with the Epithet oiSAfiHa ot Hply^ '■ as vv^ell for the multitude 
of Tcrrjples'itantientlyci^^ed tofagafl Oods,..asforth vaft number 
of Churches which havt been Iieredcd stated to the (Zhriftian Worfhip^* 
and principally for ^heGlprfeusfufferingS^ Inahy Thoufandsofholy 
Martyrs during.tbe Pcrfecution of the.^ Primitive Chlirc^. ^This^City^- 
\vhich was formerly thirty (fomfe. fay. fifty; .Miles in compajS, is at 
prefent brought wrtliin the circuit of thii'.teen, and good part of thcio^ 
clofurc is taken up with Waft Grounds, Gardens, Vmvards, .and Ruins 
of antient Rome. It lies on the R iver T/^rr, , which Ipringing from the 
Jppenins, and teceiving divers Fountains, and kiyiiletsin its way, dj^ 
vides Rome into two parts.. Its Water. iS very turbid, and of a .whitifh 
colour, which gave it the name of AlbuU ;, but when it has flood fomc 
time in Ciftcins, it depofes a thick fediment, becomes very wholfom, 
and keeps a long while g;ood^ which ^hey attribute to.the mixtpreof 
the Tiyerohij k (mall Rtvdr, the Wafer whereof is impregnated widi a 
SulphjirfiousSaU, and falls. (ntb the Tiber .ncsiv Rothe, , The Inundaf iocs 
of this, River have oft^ t^en very prejudicial to the Inhal)itamsy and 
ufually happen thro' a long continuance of moift Weather which diffolvc 
the Snow oft, the Wountains.. lam not igpprant that divers Authors 
affign another caule, arrd would have us believe that ftrong South Eaft 
y inds, by ftojpping the Cqurfe of the River at 0(lid^ vhere it.falls ifito 
the Sea, catifcthe Wati5rt0fwdl back 2ind oyerfloU^ the City and ad- 
jacent Plains : But whbfociT fhall confider tlie fwiftnefsof.thc ftieam. 
between /^fl'w^ and 0//ii, will eafily pciCeivii that no \Vina can liavc, 
^rce enough to bring the Water to a level fo high ^, this City. The 
windings of the Tiber forfti a fmall Ifl,and, call'd IfoU Tiburifnaypyi^d 
to the City by two Bridges, and faid td have been itiade by a great 
quantity df Corn, which the Senate caused tp be thrb^vn into ihe River 
(at a time when the Watet was low^^^becaufe it belong'd toTarqaifiius 
iSefptrbtis^ whom th6y had fflamefully dethron d as s^ Tyrant and Hncniy

I. do not hfire pretend to tfite i fufl Relsftion of all f he particulars l! 
r6rtiark'd in (his placfi; that were an enter prife which would require 
much morttime than I can (bare, and the cnatter is fp extream copious 
that I Iho&ld find gtcit difficulty to ^igeft it into any method! In a 
word, i^t?/*^afrordsaTraveIlcrfuch variety of furprizing objects, that 
he might employ ftme years in running them oyer, and ftill fiadfome 
new fubjeft of admiration.

piulsy and niU's. 

The Seven Hills whereon antient Rome ftood^ and which gave it the 
name of Vrh feptemgemind arid Drbs feftem eoHium^ arc ftill within itf 
precinfls, tho^ fome of them are aloioft quite Dnihhabited, andcover'd 
with Ruins. ' 

1. Mons CapitolinuSyCdXVA at prefcnt, il'CdinjJdoglh^ (torn the Capiiot 
which ftandson it, was antieritly famous for uxty Aately HedthenTem* 
piesy the chief of which was dedicated to 7*I^i/er 0//. Mdx. where the 
Conquerors entred after their publick Triumphs to thank their Gods for 
their Viftories. 

2. Mons P4/if//>w is about t Mile in compais, being at prefentfill'c^ 
with Gardens, Ruins, and a multitude of Subterranean Vaults. Wc 
bbfervM fome footdeps of the Sgperb Palaces of Jugufius^ . Cdtilind^ 
Hortenfiui , and Cicero. 

J. Mons Aventintu bears the name of S. Sdbind^ from a Church dedi- 
cated to that 5aint, and is alfo ialmoft uninhabited. 

4. Mons Cdlisu ektends it felf from ^.John and Ydul^ the E»gUfb Do^ 
f^inic^ns Coovent, toS^^ohnLdterdn^s Churchy including ^.CroceinGi- 
rufdlemme, aftd afi infinity of antient Ruins. 

5. Mons EJquilinUs is where S. Mds^U Mdggiore now ftands^ aricf wa^ 
amicndy famous fbr the Houfes of Prii/^r//w, ^^gi^^ «nd the Gardens 
of Mec^naSj fo much celebrated by Hcrdce. 

6. Mons f^imindlis contains tlie Churches of S. Prudehtidnd and Lo^ 
renzo in Pdtiffermd^ with divers Ruins, amongft which wc few fome 
Reds of the Palace cfCrdjfus. 

7. Mons Quirindlis^ now caird MontecdVdSo^ was formerly remark-^' 
able for the Houfes of Cdtullus, Sdluftisu, and AquUius ; and is at pre- 
fent the place where tlie Popes ufually reGde onehalf of die year. 

We obfervM four other Hills which are at prefent included witliin 
the Walls of Rome^ viz. Monte Pincio or delldTriniia^ Monse Jdnitulo or 
Petromoniorio^ Monte ydticdno Or de Sdn Pietre^znd Monte Tefidceio. 

Monte Tefidccio is near the Gate of S. P41//, being nothing elfe but a 
great heap of fragments of Earthen Pots, which fome Autliors believe to 
have been the pieces of Veffcls in which the Nations, tributary to the 
Roman Empire, brought their annual t^ontributions : but the more pro* 
bable opinion is, that all the Potters of the City antiently inhabited 
that part,and by an Edift of the Senate were orderM lo throw all their 
broken Ware in one common heap to prevent the (lopping up andt 
choaklng the River Tiber. The height and extent of the Hill would, I 
confefs, render it fomewbat improbable, did we not call to mind the 
great ufe that was antiently made of thefe VelTcls in this great and popu^ 
k>us City ; for not only their Domefiick Utenfils, but iikewife their 
Urns, Idols, and Church- Oriiaments, were for the ^reateft pan made 
of Earth, as divers antient Authors teftify • At the foot of the Hill the 
Nobility and Gentry keep thtir Wine in Summer time in little houfes^built

gainft the fide of the Hill, which fervbs for the back- wall ; which 
tho' exposed to thb Sun, teceive fuch a frcfh Air con(!antl)F breathing 
from Within, that the Wine is as cok) as if it hsld been kept in Ice. This 
is attribute^ to the porcifity of the Earth which leaves an open paf- 
fage to the condens'd Air that conftantly ttanfpiixs itnprfcgli&ted ^vith 
Nitrous Exhalations, and produces theaiorfefaidefte^. 
Theitfw/iSr//Aea/rf ofTi/^,famousheretoforeaswell for the Beauty of its 
Archite6lt]re, as the Martyrdom of many Thouf^nd Chriftiatis #f the 
Primitive Church, who wctc here exposM to the fiiry of wild Beads to 
divert their inhuman and barbarous Perfecutors; It's now calPd il 
CohfiOy being round witliout, and oval withiil, and faid to have been 
capable of Eighty five tlioufand Spe6bitors, whocotrtd all fit and fee the 
Sports fhat were exhibited in the pit. The Poet Mar$$il ^vesit the 
preference to the Seven Wonders of the World^ and fays;

The Jnbddes or Stalls tvhere the wild Beads wene kept are (till entire ; 
but die Walls and inner works have been confiderably cndammag'd of 
late ytars, and the Stoties carried off to build divers Palacte in the 
City. Divers Authors ioform us, That in btiilding this prodigious Fd- 
brick. Twelve thoufand Chriftah Ciiptitcs- wcte employM for eUvca 
Years fpace, and that after they had finifh*d thfeir Wbrk, fuch as fiir- 
VivM fufFei^d Martyrdom in the lame pfafce. Wfc fdW here a Chappcl 
dedicated to S. Jgnntius^ Difciple of S. ^ohn Evdffgilift^ and thfrd 
Patriatxdh oi Antiaeh^ ercQed where hii Body was caft after he had fuf- 
fer'd in the Amphitheatre. 

Near the Church oFA\ CroeeiaGiufiufdltmme the Refts of the Jmphu 
ihestre of Stating Tdurtifs , and at Prince ^MfuMPs Palace fome Ruins di 
MaruUuPsThtdtri: 

As no place in the World has more remainitig -Ma^ks of Psgah Super^ 
Hition than KpiF^e, fofcarcely any City. was ever better ftock'd with 
Temples dedicated to their falfe Wdrmip. • l/nder their Kings, Con- 
fuls, and Emperours, all Domefiiek and ftrapge Gods had Temples

The chief Temples we took notice pf were, i . The Pantheon, which 
was ( as the Greek word imports ) the Templeof all the Gods, ercAed 
by W. /itjrippd^ in form of a Cafols. It's about One hundred forty foot 
high, an^ of the fame Breadtli^ without Pillars or any thing to fpppon: 
it, but the Walls. It recieves all its Liglit { for Windows it has none; 
thro' a large Hole in the vaulted Roof. , The antient Idolaters look'd 
on't an ill Omen wliea the Smoak of the Saaifice, whidi they ofier'd 
in the middle of this Temple, afcended not right to the Hole ; tho' in 
edeft, ablaft of Wind muft inevitably binder it, which their bfmd 
Zeal took no notice of* The Roof was heretofore covered with plates 
of Silver, and afterwards with C#r/>^i&/4ir Brai?; which latter was by 
Vrbdn VIII. of the Family of Bsrhrim, caft into Pillars for the great 
Altar in S. Peter's Church, and Lead fubftituted 10 its place ; which 
occafioo'd thefollowinff PrfquiMte^ ^l$^nomjecere BMrtdri^ fecereBer- 
IfdriaK The Earth is to grown up about the Walls^ chat whereas they 
formerly afceoded to it by feyeral Steps, they now defcend by eleven 
into the Floor. The Portico is a .ftately piece of Architedbure, fuftain^d 
by thirteen Marble Pillars, each being of one entire Scone, thirty- three 
toot in height and fix foot in diameter, which, togfecher .with the Cor- 
niflies, are of fo exquifitea Workmanfhip, that th^ pafe for a Model 
of the Corinthian Order. The Infcription on the Jrchitrdve^ in large 
JtMsi4;r Capitals, runsthos.

And another in a lefler CharaQer uoderneatb iaformM uS;,.That it was 
repaired and beaucified by Stptimim Severus and Msrcus Aur. Antoninm. 
This Temple was coufecrated to the Chriftian Service, and dedicated 
to the Blefled Virgin and all the Saints^ by Pope Bonifut IV. and it's 
at prefent a Collegial Church. In it we law the Monument oiRi^hatl 
Vrhini the Prince of Painters, with ao Infcription, ai^d the following 
f>iftich:

To which anfwcrs another, which wc obferved on a Monument ere*

the following Diftich, which is likewifc found on the Front of fomc 
of his Poems, and fathered on Athahafius Kjrcher, who feejng it, faid;

2. The Temple of Peace in. C^xp/^^^ rkcho, was, atxordihg to Sui* 
tonitis^ bt^nh^ CUudius^ and finimM by*^ii^4/?^/>, in which were pre- 
fervcd the rich Sjtoils taken from 6W(7^^/is Temple 9t the Sacking of 
Jerafdiem, 'till it Was pillaged by Jlfric King of the Goths. Ol this 
Superb Edifice^ which was the largeft and faired in Rome of its kind, 
there remains aothii^ at prefent but the Ruins of feveral high Arches 
and vaft thick Walls, the reft having been burnt down under the 
Reign of Commodus by Fire that broke oiit with an Earthquake 1 tfao^ 
irs vulgarly and etroncoufly belie v'd to luive fallen at the; Birth of our 
Saviour. The .great Marble Column which (lands by S. MatU Affiggi- 
ctfj and is the largeft and faireft of one entire piece in Europe^ Was one 
of the eight that anticntly fujpported this Temple; ^ < 

J. The Temple of 3^4*01, ntarS. Giorgio^ is to. entire fqudfcBuild* 
ing with four Fronts, atid more like a Triuipplial Arch tliali a Tecbpie. 
On each of the four Fronts, we (Aferv'd twelve Niches for as manj^ 
Statues, reprefenting the Months of the .lear, whereof ^4^91^^ was 
held to be God.

4. The Temple 6f F(^/««f, or (as fotoe >viD hav^ it) ofC/^/f//;- 
\i^as given by Pius IV, tO the ArmeniMS^ and is ac.preient dedicatdd ti 
S. MmtU EgytttM*. It's an entire piece of Antiquity, entompafs'd -iwith

9. The Temple of CafiordndPoBax fhnds near the forttief , being 
converted to a Church dedicated to S.C(^ and Damidtt. Behind the 
Altar we obferv'd an antient piece of Mofdkk Work, with divers Hie- 
reglyphicks on a vaulted Roof. 

10. The Temple of SiUarn waS where S.Jdr$dn*s Church now flands» 
theFrontifpiecewhereof is part of the antient Temple,* In it the Ro- 
mdns kept the TdbuU BlefhMtiHd^ which contain^ the Names of the 
thirty- five Tribes of the City. 

1 1. That of Jufiter Ttmdns was ere£ied near the Cdfitol by Augu^us^ 
for having been preferved from a Flafh of Lightning, which falling on 
his Litter, and killing his Servant, touch*d not his Perfoa We faw 
only three Pillars of it, of the Dotick Order, half coverM with Earth, 
near the abovefaid Temple ofCoftcord. 

12. That o( Romulus and Remus^ built in the place where they were 
bred up by a Bear, is now a Church dedicated to S. Theodore. 

1 J. That of the Suu is ftill entire, built in form of a cupoU, and 
now dedicated to S. Stephduo dRe Ca^ozze. 

1 4. The Temple of Bacchus^ now the Church of S. ConftdmU^ is 
likewife a round StrudhAre, fupported by twenty-four Marble PiBars, 
and beautifyM in divers parts with antiedt Mojmk Work. In it we 
iaw Bsechurs Tomb (as they call it) being curioufly wrought with di- 
vers Figures of Boys, Gnpes^ Birds, and the like. 'Tis reported that 
Pdittn. caufed this Monument to be irmov'd, defigning to keep it in 
the rdticdu for his own Tomb ; but dying fuddainly whilfl it was tran- 
fporting, it was fent back by his Succeflbr. 

15. That of Hercules it at prefect the Cburcb of & Alexis. 

1 6. Thatbfi^nsrM/, isfbwtfae Church of S. Stefhduo Rofoudo on 
Mount Celius. 

' Thefe are the 016ft cobfidiraUe Marks of Pdiduifm of this kind we 
took notice oU thereftbeiog'^tUer quite ruinU, and the Stones carried 
off, or not^afy to be diftinguilhM amongft the other Ruins. 

. R0me^ in its flourifhing State, was adorn'd with thirty-Ox Trhim* 
pfaal Arches eicftedin HbAour of fucbas had diftinguiOiM themfelves 
in their Councry^s Service. The Conqoeronr was drawn in a Trium« 
pfaal Chariot.€hrb' the City, jn the greateft Pomp imaginable, accom« 
panied by a multitude of People leading the captive Princes bound aad 
retter'd, burning lacenfe all the way^«and carrying divers Trophies, Re- 
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l^refentations of Forts ihA Citlbs, and other MarRs of his Conque'Rs, 
with all the pilblick Tcftimonics df an tmiverfal Joy. After chisCere* 
mdny, the Senate ere£td] thefc Moriumentii to thbir memory, as welt 
to trahsfer theit glorious Name* to Poftcrity, as to encouragfe others to 
follow their Example. Of all dici abovefaid Arches we found only five 
d6\v Handing. 

I. Tlie Triumphal Arch ofSeptimitis Sevtrus^ at the foot of HhiCi^ 
fitol, is of Marble, and ftill entire, thcT fomewhat funk, Or rather 
covered with Earth that is grown up about it. On both fides are re- 
prefented, in Ba^re/ief, the Vidpries of this Emperour. On the 
Vault, upder which we pafled, we obfervM a multitude of round 
Flowers, ib vartoufly ihapM that thov are not two of the famd' make. 
It was ereded to the Honour of Sev^rju^ in memory of bis P.»rthiMh 
Conquefts ; but he refufing to ride iti Triumph, out of meer concern 
for the Civil Dtfcord and Tumults at Hortie, feigifd himfelf Sick ot 
the Gout, and ftdt bis Son in hb room« The Inferip'tion is in thefe 
word% :

3. Confiintinis Arch is of Marble^ and ftands n^ir tlie Amfhithwn 
of Nero. This magnificent Strud:ure was ercdcd by Order off the Sc^ 
oate in one Day's citne^ wfailft the Armies of ConfiMtini tnA the Ty- 
rant MsxiBtim Vifere engaged at Ponti Mo&e^ with defign to infcribe it 
in his Name that fhould come oS* vi£lorious ; bat the torpier defeating 
the latter, and remaining without any Competitor, they dedicated it 
CO his Honour, beautifying it with divers curious Statues, Trophies, 
and Bafi-relicfs relating to the moft figoal A£tions of his Life. The 
Statues are without Heads and Arms, having been defaced in the 
Night time by a great Duko oi'lufcMfs Order, who admiring the 
Workmani[bip> and being refufed leave of tranfporting them, got Peo>* 
pie to maim them as much as polfibk. It's infcribcd thus :

The Therms or Bstbraf tbeantienc RomMs^ were reckoned -amongd 
the mod jna jeftick Buildings of the Cicy^ being rathet built for Pomp 
)Eind Odcntation, than for any publick or private Ufc We obfervcd 
the Ruins of three, viz. 

1. Antonins Bdth^ which lie at the foot o^ Mount Aventin^znA fecm 
by their Re(^s to have furpalTed all the others in bignefs. We were 
amaz'd to fee the vaft heaps of Ruins, which fecm'd rather to be of 
fomc great Town than one finglc Fabrick. The remaining Walls arc 
prodigioufly thick and high, dividing the whole into foor great Courts, 
by which one may ftill difcern the Ddign of the Work. We liko- 
wife obferv'd divers Channels or Palfages in the Walls, by which the 
Water was conveyM into the Edths. Tliis is the prefeot niiferable 
State of one of the principal Ornaments of antienc Rowu^ whk^ is faid 
to have bad One tboufand fix hundred Marble Seats, with divers of 
Silver, beautified with the moft cofily Riches of the Baft, for the Com- 
modity of fuch as come to batlie. 

2. Thofcof DmUpsH^ the Ruins whereof arc ften at S. Mms k 
Jsgelii^ are (aid to have been built by Forty thoufaod Chrifiian Slaves 
in the fpace of fourteen Vears. The CMfihmfisns Church b p»t}y 
compofed of the remainder of this Bi^h^, of which here are (een eight 
ftatcly Marble Pillars, with their Corniihes of Compofite Work, 
curiouQy Wrought, and ferving for a Model of that Order to all 
Architefts. 

J. Thofe of ConfiAntine^ built before his Coqverfion to tl»Chriftian 
Faith, Aanding at the foot of MenMwchy are the looft entire, tho' 
there's' hard ty one tbiid part reqaainingt . 
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We (%^ likcw'ift fome obfctire Fddtwep9<>f thpfcof A^fr^ noar S. Emt 
fi4€kio ; of PiifAii S^milim^ \near S. Dominm > apd kftly, o^^gfiffk^

Of X^oiutrmi wfc recittrkM fiv?^ viz. t. The €okimn4 Trajana^ which 
is moft CDn{]deriible, being Ofie bondred and forty foot high, and ere^ 
€t^d on a Pcdcftal of twelve. * It's compofed of tw^tity-four entirfe fpiti- 
ces of white Marble^ Iiollow witliiQ, fludfetoni^ ti^ anotlvrv ieach 
piece containing eight Step$^ with Uttlfc Windows to lee in. the Li^ln. 
OntbeoutCdearere^fented,intij|^r>i4/4r^4^ the principal Adioos tf 
TrdjM^ and that with fuch artifice^ that it paffesfor the moft heanti^ 
fpLil piece of ant lent Sculpture now extapt in the whole World.' ^li was 
crcftcd, by Order of the Senate, to the Honour of this Ennpcrour, who 
did not live to fee it, for, retuioing frond his P^r/Jk/i Expedition^ he 
died of the Flux by the way, and his Afhts were brbught and placed 
in a golden Urn on tlie Cornilhof this Pillar. It's inf^ribed thus ;

% Th^Ccitimnk AntcnwAy which Rand^in Piaatu^Cdoftna^ is much 
lilce the former, having One hundred feventy five foot in height, Two 
hundred and (ix Step>, and fifty iix little Windows. * It's faid to have 
been compofed of twenty great entire pieces of Marble ; but it's fd 
clofely cemented and piece mcaVd thro* the Injuries of Time, that wc 
could not difcern their nufhber. On the outfide are engraven the Vi- 
dories and heroick Anions of M./iurelius Antoninus ; where we like* 
wife remarkM^itf/i/fr fending Rain on the RowAn Army, and dartiiig 
Thunderbolts on the Heaiils of their Enemies, whofe Defeat is alfo re^ 
prefented. We find cbi^ Pdflage related by divers Writers Of Ecclefi- 
aftical Hift&ry, who inform us, th^t AntoniH^s ktmy being eticom- 
pafTed by the advcrfc Party, and perifhing for want of Water, the 
Chridians that were in his Camp, obtained of God by their Prayers fo 
plentiful a Shower of Rain, as fufficed to refrefli his Troops, whilfl 
the Enemies were at the fame time deftroyM by a dreadful Tempeft, < 
accoropaniod with Tbuoder, Lightnings and whole Clouds of Darts : 
Infomuch, that very; few got o^ alivo , and the Romans^ who attri- 
buted all extraordinary Events to fome of their falfe Gods, afcribed 
this to Jiifii$r. The Infcriptions are all modern, and three of them 
relate to Sixtus V. his repairing the Colunin^ and dedicating It to 
S. Pdul^ whofe Brafs^Starue ftands at the top. 

^. The Columns MiUisris^ from which the aotieht Romans reckonM 
theirMile&andDiftances, from the City to al! parts of kdy, is tran- 
fported from the F0irurt^^ Romsnum to the Coital. I^&mark'd with the 
Numeral Letter I, Chewing it to bp the firft from which tliey began 
their Computation ; thep^ beir^ hke^ife other Stones fet up at every 
Mile's end on all thii^gtoit koads^ aodmarkd' io order 3 fo that the 
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number of each Stone eiteeeded the diftance from the Cttf by one 
Mile, ztiA Cecundus^y tmins^ ^x^quarttffL^^ (i^ify^ but one, two^ 
and three Miles from ^0i99f ; and fo of all tne reft. 

4 The Column A Rofiratst^ Which antierittf ftood in the Fdrum Rdma^ 
fium^ ereded to Csitss DuiSim in the firft Funick War, above Two 
hmidred and fifty Years before the Birth of our Saviour, is now placed 
in the Wall at the foot of the Stairs^ as you ifcend to the Chambers of 
ihd'C^pitol. It's not above twelve foot high, and the Infcription is ib 
decayM and worn, that it's hardly legible ; however^ I will here id- 
fere it as 'tis fuppiyM by Antiquaries, that you may fee what she JU^ 
tiff Tongue was in thofe Days* ^

Thdfc of Bratu^ and P(?rf/i, of t)nfe entire 
Stone, are a fingular Work; asarealfo thofe of Marcus JartLus^ A- 
follo^ Hercules^ two Mulicians fighting, thfefe Children fleeping, and 
r!ic Heads of Antoninui and b'L 1 uRius Cicero. We likewifc obfcf ve*d a 
Table of Porphiry, fupportcd by Pillars of the fame, and another cb- 
Ver'd with piedotis Stones ; a Butchery and Fifh-marker, admirably 
well painted; and the Portrait of Cardinal Af^/z^f/, by feme vefy good 
Hand. 

Ther/iZi Pdmphilia^ a little Without the Gate of S. Pancrace, hai, 
befides all the ufual Ornaments of other Gardens, this peculiar to it felf, 
that it fcems to admit no Winter within its limits, but afpire toan eter^ 
nal Spring : For at the time when whole Nature is, as it wete, at a 
. Ihnd, and the Rigour of the Seafon holds back the Produfts of the 
teeming Earth, the lively Verdure of this place feems to turn December 
into A/ifj; and is fo far from changing Livery, that it always affords a 
natural and moft agreeable ?erJpe£Hve. Amongft the. Statues we re- 
marked three admirable ones, 'viz. JdCob wreflling vi^ith the Angel, 
Seneca^'' and a young Maid carried by 4 Lion. Here arc likewife the 
Heids of the twelve Einperours, and one oHnnocent X. Amongft the 
Patntingsih the little Palace, we obferv*4 ^be Crucifixion of S. Peter, 
and Converfion of S, Paul, t<vo beautifOl Pieces, by the incomparable 
He^nd of Michael Angela ; the lieafts entering into Noalh Ark, a fti-i 
pcndicus Work ; //ig^r disparting from SiirA^'s HouCc, and the Angel 
bidding her rettirfl ; and the Portraits of Inherent X, and the Queen of 
Sweden. Laftly, Wfe afccnded to the top of the Houfe, from whence we 
we had a very pleafant Profpecl of the CdmfagnaofRdme. 

1 he nlla Bourghefe is about two Miles without the Walls of the City^ 
of a larger extent than any of the former, and no lefs diverting. I omic 
the Dcfcription of the Gardens, Thickets, Parks, and the hke,( \i'hich 
are all admirable in their |cinds ) to come to the Palace, than which no 
place can be better ftor'd with curious Statues and Painting of the moft 
expert Artifts, both Antient and Modern^ Amongft the Statues, wc 
took more fpccial notice of thcfe which follow, v}z. David arm'd with 
his Sling ^2>^\n(i Goliah ^ the famous D/4»4 worfhip'd heretofore, and 
admir'd at pfefent for theBeatoty of the Work ; a Gladiator vvhojfoughc 
againft twenty' Men,which is one of the moft wonderful Pieces in Rome; 
an Hermaphrocfite lying on i Quilt ; Daphne itii n'd into a Laurel-Tree ;. 
JEneas carrying bis Father Jnchi/ef on his back thro' the flames of Trcj ; 
Copies of tarjuef^s Bull, 4hd the Shepherd plucking a Thorn from* his 
Foot. Seneca bleed ing to tSeatli ; and z'Gladidtoriti a fighing pofture^ 
a very cxquifite {)iece, of which that in S. ^amePs Park at London is a 

I'hc Piazzd^s, an(f puSficIc Market- places 6f this City, are very 
numerous, of which the antient Fbr/^m Romanuin^ now cafi'd Camfo 
racctTJo^M the moft famous! In it antiently ftood the Rojlra made of Stems 
of Ships, taken in a» Sca-FrgTit' againft the Jntiati, in which Lawycr.7 
pleaded, Orarors haranguM the People, and all the Edifts of the Senate 
uerc pubUfhM : M. Tullius Cicero had often honoured it with his Elo- 
quence, and here his Head wcrefctupon the top of a Pike by the Or- 
«lcr Q^ Marcus Antonius^ againft w horn ;he had compOsM bis Phi/Jppicdi 
Hire we were likewifc fticvvn tlic place of Curtiu6\ Lake, which was 
u Gulf,^ or Whirl Fool, that had fwallow'd up divers Houfes,- and in- 
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fcftcd the whole City >vith its Peftilcntial Air., The People, having for 
a lorlg tiibe endeavour'd to Bll i,t up, and finding their Labour ioft^ con- 
fulted die Oracle, which told them, That nothing could be done, 'till 
i\¥ty had thrown in the moft precious Thiog.in Rome-^ whereppon,having 
cad in great iquantitiiesof Gold, silver, and precious Stones, without any 
fuccefs, Matcus Curtim i Koble RomMj judging nothing mpre precious 
, than the Life of Man, and having a good Opinion of his own worth> 
rode uparm'd to the brink of the Pit, and geoeroufly threw himfelf in 
headlong, to free his Country from that Af{\i£lion; whicfi he had no 
fooner done, but the Gulf clos'd of its own accord, and the Contagion 
ifnmediitely ceas'd. . , 

The Pidzzd di Pap^uino isfocaird frqto an old broken Statue, ftan4* 
}ng againd the Wall at the corner of one of the Streets thatepens to the 
Flace, which foifie will have to reprefept Hniules^ foipe a Soldier of 
MexAndif^ and others a GUAidtor ; but it's fo miferably worfi and piece- 
ineal'd that 'tis hard to difcern what it has been. On it are faften'd all 
Lampoons and Libels (thence cali'd Pajquinddes^ whicH are generally 
snlwer'd by others, on an old Statue in the furtlier partdf Rome^ call'd, 
Mdrphorid. A Certain Pope was defired to remove it, and . caufe it to 
be caft into the River, to take away the Occafion of fuch Defamations 
and injurious Railleries ; but one of the company told bim. He apprc- 
Iiended^ if tliat were done, it might turn to a Frojgand croak by Nigbc 
too, whereas at prefeht it'^ troublefome in the.Day-time only. 

A$ We walk d i\\XQ^ Home we obferv'd divers other Footfteps of Anil* 
quitjr. "tht Sem SdSe, flear S. Pietro in P^moliy are nine Subtef ranean 
Caverns, fuppofed to have been Cifterns or Receptacles of Water^ 
which was tliencediftributed to feveral fiiif)^/ ; but there was lately* 
found a Marble with the following Infcriptioa» fiiewiog it to have beea 
built by ^efiaftMj for the College oi Pontijices.

On Mouhi PdUtjn n^e fa W ^he brodigiotis Hums 6f tfero^s I'al^ce, 
which was antiently the moli Superb' in the whole Univerfe ; about 
which that Emperour, t6 gratify his Vanity, employ 'di fo much Gold, 
Silver, Marble, Ivory, and precious Stones, as gave it the name of^ 
Thtt Golden PaUce. It took up good part of tilis Mons Paldiinui^CMiw^ 
and ALfquilintiSy containing divers fpacious Fields, HillSy Vineyards, 
• Lakes, and Forcfts. The Porch of this wonderful Palace (\i I may 
fo call it, flnce it rather refembled a great City) was above a Mile 
long, and fupported by three rows of (lately Marble Pillars. Of all 
this there remains nothing at ptefent but a great Portico of Brick* work, 
ahddiveris vaulted Rooms, one under another like Cellars ; tho* 'tis 
bcliev'd, that the Earth is grown up about the Building, and by that 
ifieans divers Stories arc! buried under Ground. On the top of thefe 
Huitis is th^ Englfjb riBa, where the Scholars go to recreate tl)emfelve» 
id S ^mmer time.

meanors with the tKmoft Rigour. At the x)pening of Cmtnirud^ tho( 
Governour, Senator, Sha^kmOy and Skini^ ride thrO' the Corfo ^tfaer 
principal Street wtere the Mafqueraders meet) with Tmmpets ibimd- 
ing, and the Fdii or Standards carried > before tbeoi, for Which the 
Uwr^j of divers Perfons of Qaality run, to divert the People. The; 
Streets are fillVl with People mask'd, and in the moft ridicnliotis Dnef- 
fes that can be imagin'd, which every one ftudies aceardidjg to Us dif- 
ferent Humour and Cdfriceio. Somfe go in Coaches dpta at tte tbp,- 
fomeon Horfeback, and others on Fdot, but all like astai^tnr Apeb int 
gefture, and Fools in habit : That one would think the 'i(m» Gia« 
vity were at this time metamorphifed into tneer childiih FolLyi h£aUe- 
men drive their own Coaches, dte(Etd like Women, or ia dthet xM" 
HiapM Apparel, with their Servants foUowtag them clctib'd UkeasL' 
many H*rlaquiMs or Sttrsmomches. « The Lady apes the Cavalier ; and' 
the Gentleman reprefents the grave Matron, Strumpet, or Country-' 
Wench. Some walk in the habit of a DoAor, hung rotnid with Urir 
nals and Pifs-pots ; fome in a Lawyer's Gown, with their Books Mod 
Papers; and others, to play the Prince, take their Robes fcorn. Congo y- 
Mottomdtofdf^ and Prtfter Joh»'*s Dominions ; that one mig^ take it ror 
a Concourfeof People of the remoteft parts of the hafawkble World* 
All thefe Mafqueraders have their Pockets and Handktrchidfs full of 
Sugar-plums and all forts of Cbmfits, which ^ey throw 1^ whole' 
handfuls at one another, and amongft the Boys to tet them livthe Ears. 
ta fine, it's impoffibleto give you afullM4 of thcftrange Humour «f 
the People at this time ; however, if you frame a Notion of all that's 
ridiculous and abfurd, you may chante to come Ibmewhac near the 
matter. The U4i*ni are very intent on thefe kind of Divertifeoients ; 
and, it^s faid inRailery, that if one of them fliouid be (hut upaQrtie 
Year in a dark Dungeon, and debarred of aU humane Converladon, he 
would at this time feel fome unufual ferment in- his Blood; During 
Cdrttdvtl the Ladles have more Liberty than all the Year befides, bong 
permitted to go to Balls, Comedies, Opoa's, and the like, whkhtbey 
rarely do at other times* Lent coming on, the Scene changes, and the 
Romans, like People new*bom, re-aUume their old precife Temper ; 
for out of CMr»4vti you may as eafily perfwade a Turk to renounce his 
AUoruty as draw an lialitM from the leaft PtmSiBio of his ^SdBbcd 
Gravity. 

The Entry of Foreign Embafladors and Cardinal, who come t6 re- 
ceive their Har, is one of the moft pompous and ceremonious Sights at 
Rome^ in which they endeavour to out*do one another in the RidmeCs 
of their Equipage, and Bravery of their Att^dants. If they are Em- 
baiTadors of Ot^ience /'that is fent by th<t unanimous conient of Prince 
andTeople)theyhaveaC4V4iir«4l'«iHow'd them, otherwife not. The 
moft folemn annual Entry is that of the SfM»ifi> Embaflador, who pre- 
fentsthe Gennet andPur^eof Gold in acknowledgment of his Maftet's 
hokiing the Kingdom of N^^Ut under, the Pope. 
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The number of Inhabitants, which in the time of AUxsnin VIL ex* 
ceeded Onehundrcd.and thirty ^houfand, hardly amounts at prcfcnt to 
above One hundred thqufand. Their whole dcpcndancc' is on the 
Court and Strangers, who frequent the place out of Devotion or Cut 
riofity. Provifions of all forts arc yerv plentiful^ cheap, and good ; but 
the Veiail (calFd V^iuVi, mungi^nx) is tiic whiteft and inoft delicicus in 
ItAlj. Afflongft their Fi(h thc'A/i^^i^, n6w calPd TriglU^ fo famoOs 
in antient Kewi/i Hiftorjr, is of great reputcf and dear- bought, which 
bccafions the proverbial Saying, Li TriglU non mdngia, chi UfigUk j He 
that takes the Tr/^Z/ii does not eat it. 

. Architefturc, Sculpture, Painting, a'tidMufick, as they have been 
always moft advancM by ItdUns ever (ince the decay of the GreesM 
Empire, fo they arc ho where at prcfent in fo great perfe£tion as in 
RMft. The moft eminent Painter is CarU Motet ; and the moft famous 
MUficiin, efpccrally for the Violin, is Jrch^gelo CoreHi; commonly 
calPd ilBologmft ; a Man fe well known throughout all Europe ^ that I 
iieed not enlarge in his praife, bat muft acknowledge the great Civility 
he fhiwM us when we went to vifit hint The jicademU PhjficihMa- 
themMticd is held at the Houfe of Monfignor Qhmpni^ a very curious 
i'lld obliging Perlbn, where they haw their meeting once a Month. 
Sonie of the principal fynuajty that compote tfiis Academy , are Signor . 
Fdhrettij an Antiquary*; Abbate Ndzari ziA EfchwArii^ for Natural 
Philbfophy and Mathematicks ; Signor Campdmj Carlo Aftto^fio TortonL 
M. Antonio CeSia^ eminent for their Skill in Opticks. Signor CAmPani, 
imew^d us^lafTesof his own working for a Teltfiope of Two hunared 
Palms, ddignM for the King o^f Prance. Tdrtoni likewife Ihew'd us 
divers flticrofcopes, of his own Invention, which magnify the Objefl; 
and fhew ic more diftind add clear than any I had ever feen, but would 
by no mea!ns difcover the Secret. He gave us a particular fatisfaflion 
in (hewing us the ufelefsand unprofitable addition of precious Stones to 
divert Shop Medicines ; for by the help of one ofhis Micrcfcopes wc 
Could eafily difccra them as well in the prepared Powders, as in the 
ConfeSlio Alkermesj m form of aninfinity of fmall tranfparcnt angular 
Fragments, flill prefer ving thdir native colour, and that how well and 
tarcfully foevir thcv had been prepared. From hence he concludes, 
fh^t the Ferment o( the Stomach is incapable of dilfolving the(e folid 
Particles, and confei^uently that they have little or no cjffcft. Honor a^ 
tus fabri is at the Gran Giefuy btit in his^ doting old A^c. 

The Pope a£ling under a double capacity as a Spirhual and Tempo- 
ral Prince, the Government \i, Kkewife inixt, and partly managed by 
EcclefiafHcks, partly by Seculars, "the Civil Adminiftratiqii 0/ Affairs 
6f the City is in the Hands of a Goverhour add Senator, who have un« 
dCr them a BarrgeHtf or Sheriff^ arid are obliged jO give the Pope a 
weekly Account of afl tha^ paffes in Rome. The Confiftory, which is 
compofed of the Cardinal Patron, or Vicar*Oencrat, aiid all the other' 
Cardinals in T6wn, ufually fits evcr^ three Weeks, to deliberate with 
the Pope about the moil iniportant Bufinefs of ChurCh and State. 
Xhcrc art affo divers Other Congrtgatiohs of Cardinials,^ for Matters' 
belonging as v^cll to Rcligioih, as to the Temporal Jurifdi£fion. The 
Politicks of Rtfme are probably the moft refin'd in^urofe ; the Members^ 
of their Cotmcits being, for the trtoft . part, cither Mto 6f eminent 
t£arning« or fifch as have fcrvM as Legates ind Nitocio's in moft 
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CoiKts of Euroft^ aod coafcqucntly muft Jbs Men that have throtighly 
Kludicd the World, aad are fit to fit fit the He|m of State. 

The Pope^s Dominion comprehends the Mdru d^ Jnconi^ Bokgita^ 
Terrard^ the Dutchy of Vrbiti^ R^msgna^ , Pirugino^ VnJnrU^ Orvteio^ 
the Patrimony of S« Piter ^ and f^atium or t\izCM$fag$M of Rami. His 
annual Revenue is faid to be nar Two millioqs SttrL which he can 
cafily augment in cafe of Neceflity. SixtMs IV. was wont to fay, he 
could never want Money as long as he had a Hand anci Pea, and Six^ 
tus V. knew fo well how to ufetbem, that in (bme few Months h& 
heap'dup five Millions, which are ftill kept in Cdjiel S. Angtlo^ as I 
obferv'd above. He is able to raifo an Army of Fifty thoufand Foot 
and. Ten thpufand Hocfe, tbo' his ordinary (landing Forces, ^r^ hui: 
fmall. Ije has likewife feven Gallies in conuant Service^ as. well to de* 
feud the Coads from Pyrates, as to joyh the VenttUn JrmfJo in their 
Expeditions again ft the. Ti^r/t. 

NepoPifm has been extream prejudicial to the Fublick, divers l^opes 
having ftrangely oppreifed the People to enrich their Nephews, who, 
on their Creation, are made- firit Minifiers of State, ^ind, indeed^ 
Icle Comptrollers and ^aqagers of the Governmeht« * From, hence, di* 
vers of the Itxlisn Frinices took their Origin^ and all that they now pof- 
fefs. Paul W. left the Prince of Sdmone a Revenue of Onetliouund 
Crowns fit Diem^ and divers others have bceij fo very profufe in rai- 
ling their Relations, thatthePeoplecomplaiiiof.it as an iiifufferablc 
Grievance, and If7ffocei$f XL nasendeavogrM. to rectify the Abufe, at 
leaft in (hew : For 'tis faid, tliat tho' Don Liviio did not a{l publickly, 
lie advantaged himfelf as much as if he had, and without noile, by pri« 
vate Gifts trom his Uncle. ^ ' '; 

The Popes make not that Figure of late as lome of their Predecef- 
fors have done, hnocent XL having reducM the Family, retrench'd 
the Salaries of his Domefticks, and even ftinted himfelf to a very fmall 
Allowance for bis Table; fo that others will be forc'd to follow iiis 
Sample for fear of being accounted ill Managers. The Pope feldptn 
;goes abroad, and when he does, he's fo dofe fbut up in his Litter, thac 
the multitudes of People that flock about him can hardly fee his Face. 
All are on their knees as he paffesby, and usM formerly, ^ I am told^ 
to ask his fienediflion ; but they have now changed their Note, for I 
could hear no other noife but SMtiffim0 Psdrcj fMwtti groffi ^ Holy Fa* 
ther, great Loaves ; often repeated by Crouds of poor People on both 
fides of the Streets and, indeed, I have heard great Complaints in 
Rome of the {malnefe of the Bread^ which is occafion'd by the Pope's 
ingroHing the Whole Sale of Corn to himfelf^ and obliging the Bakers 
of the City to take it at his own price. 

I made it part of my Bu(ine(s to difcover the Temperament of 7;^ 
mcent XI, a IVlan fo variotifly talk'd of abroad in the World. All I 
could learn from Perfons whofe ftations obligM them to a conftant At- 
tendanceon him,and from what Remarks, I made my felf during our Hay 
at Rome^ was. That he's a man of good Judgment, un-interel^'d, a vi-» 
gorous Allerter of the Priviledges of the Clergy, cohftant and inflexible 
in all his Purpofes. ^ He s extreamly devoted to the Houfe of Auf^rU ; 
and, indeed, the RMtan Court is generally that way inclinM, thinking 
their own tnreredinfeperable from that of the Bmpire and Ufain^ and 
mconfifleift wkh ady other Alliance* But here^ perhaps^ you will 
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ask me, How the Pope bomes to have fo great an- fnfluertcti td 
CrownM Heads, and in generaU on the greateft* j?art of our EuroptM

bf miire Ncceility ; and poflibly, inay have been the Fuhch Kings 

' After tlje^Pbpe,thfegreateft Dignity is that of a Cardinal, the mimber 
of whom is by late Popes 6xM to Seventy, who have the Title <tf£w* 
tewr. T^hefirft created have this Precedency, artd tlx^Cardiiut Patron 
precides in all Cafes as the Pope^s Great Vicar. They have bf late 
Years been very cautious in creating Perfons of high Birth, efpecially 
fuch as are related to Sovereign Princes, by rcafonofthe Difturbances 
that have been occafionM by their potent Interefl: ; and if any fuch 
thance to be eled:ed, they rarely or never come to be Po^, becaufe di- 
vers of them ha^e impoverilhM Church and People, to raife their Fa- 
miliiks to the Prcjudifce of other neighboring Princes^ The Popes, being 
always Uklidntoi late Years, are very careful in Keeping chefe Stations 
for the moft part filled with their own Country^men, to ftrengtiicn their

Each 
Cardinal, that has not a competent Eftateof his o^ n^ Has an Allowance 
bf Seven thoufand Rbthan Crowns Per Annum^ form the Apcfftolical 
Chamber^ with fome additional Beriehces for his maiotainance : but fuch 
as have enough of their bwn are not beholding to the Church. 1 he 
Cardinals, and all the ItaltM Princes in general^ fpend the be(V pare of 
their Revenues in expenOve Equipages, and numerous Trains of At** 
tendants, to make their Greatnefs appear to the World, for Hofpitaliy 
and good Houfe-keepirg are meer ftrangers to this Climate. Their 
Domedicks are all a( Board- wages, and they themfelves are content with 
three or four fmall Diflies of JMeat for their own Tables. Thty fel. 
dom go abroad without four or five Coaches, and fome have eignt or 
ten Servants proportionable thereunto. The Grandeur of the Roman 
Court confifts in what we call making a Figure ^ nay they are fo very 
nice in keeping up to the highcft pitch of their Quality, that 'twere ab* 
furd and aln[K>ll criminal to err in theleaft tittle ;for whkh reafon divers 
poor Prelates and Noblemen are conftrainM to keep in the Country, be- 
caufe tlieir Eftates, and other Appointments, permit them not to appear 
with an Equipageprecifely fuitable to their (!^ality or Charader.

However, he ftiH kept repeating his rnftances, and wa« a little Iavi0i 
of hij Tongue i« Com^riy.; which beiiig carried biadk to Court,- .fotiA- 
tied the Old Gent^eftrfarty that he dtny'd Irim' fortliei" Audience '• iiiid 
the reft cffftj^ Lord's tirne-was fpenr ih re^ingratiatifig himfelf ' Tjiis 
' pare of die Embafly, winch concernfd -Father yttnl was faijl to Be^\in 
intrigueof the Jefuites. The Roman Clergy in £^^/4;7^were^rnierly 
jgovcrn'd by an ArchPrieft^ and iti." King ^^^^^ t'ff^e by "firular 
BiChops'of the Secular.Clipgl' ; "but if ^he JeluitescouMTia vc got a 'Car* 
(dinalor Bifhop of their own^ they wdiildliavc been accountable to no 
other, . . ' . ' ' 

When a Fopedies, tlifcyring a Bell iat the C^i^fTe?/, which is never 
rOng but oh that Occafion, to advertifc tlic People of his Death ; and at 
thelatpe time Expreffes aredifpatch'fltoall Ko^iwf Chatholick Princes, 
to acquaint tliem thereof^ IXiring' the Vacancy, aH Affairs are ma- 
naged by the Dean of the Bifhop*Cardinals,and ilie firfl: of the Priefts and 
Deacons of that Order, who having taken carefcrthe Funeral, and 
gi^en all neccfTary Orders for the Govei'nment, repait" toth6 Gorc'ave^ 
with aH tlieother Cardinals, that are irt Yown, where iiK:h as come af- 
terwards areKkewilfeia^nliKed on their arriyah The Ccffcl/rje is pare 
of the r«Aff i^f Palace, \;Vh«c each has his Cell, with a little roorn fcr 
one Servant that waits on him. Affooti as they are- in, tiie 'J^qbr is 
wallM up, and only a little hole left to take in their Provifioiis arid other 
Neceflaries,^ which are very carbfully fearcftM to prevent any Corrclbon- 
dence they might hbld, or Letters tliey might receive, to the prejudice 
of a freefcleftion. Aflbon as they are* well fettled in their Apdrttilents, 
they go Morning and -Evening tb the Chappcl with their Votes/ e?ch 
Cardinal tarrying one in a Chalice, and fetting it on^thc Alfnr. 'They 
write the Name of hitn they Votefcfr on a Iktle BiHet, and their (i^\n 
Name uricfera fold of the fame Paper feafd upland Aot to be fccn 'tiH the 
Eleftioo be over. The Billets being taken out and read, if any one 
happens p have two thitds of the VbtcS ( which number is abfolutely 
heceflary ) the Elcftioa ts over,and that Pe\*fon ftands/fhis they call Scru^ 
i iff to, and if they fihd it will not do, thefy proceed after another manner^ 
end4!avouring to draw more Votes to him dial had tlic majority in the 
Hcruttny, each Cardinal being obligM to bring in a nfewUillct, and noi: 
to Vote for the Perfon.be Voted for before', except it be for him who had 
the ma jftrity of Votesl In the mean time, the Cardinals of greateft Fn- 
treft( asarethe Prince:Cardina!s, and fuch as have been Popes iK^e* 
phews, who arc rarely or never elefted themfelves, and therefoic en- 
deavour p) raife Parti^ and Fa£liohs in behalf of their Friends. In 
fine, they are ufually veVy tedious, and oftentimes fomc Months arc 
fpent before the nrijittcr is tliroughly decided . The new Pope being 
at length^elc£led, and'having received the Complements of the Cardi- 
nals there prefcnt, iscairied thence to S. t^eterh Church; and after 
certain Pray ei*s, to the Tiz/nr/r Palace; Some few Days after follows 
his Coronation, as a Tempera I 'Prince, which isperform'd with all 
imaginable Splenddur and Magnif cencein the Piazza before the Cfuiich . 
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Whil/l we were at Kotm^ the loquintion was takeo lip 
and his Qulticifts. This hew Sedary is ao eminent Sfum^ Prieft^ wlio 
pretends to. bring Peoples mindy to an internal Quiet, by cer^in Rules 
he has prefcribed for that purpofe ; he difapproves of all exterieur A^s 
of Devotion, a$ Vocal Prayer, Readii^ pious Books» Hearing Divine 
Service, Sermons^ and the like.; believing ic poflible and eafy, by the 
meer Fervour of an ioteriour Elevation of Mind, to coipe to God with- 
out the Merits of Jefus Chrifl. This odd kind of Rapture (call it En^ 
thujidfm if you pleafe) together with the feeding Piety and Zeal of lis 
Promoter, gained^fo far on divert Ferfons of the fir ft Rank, both ici 
Rome and Naples y th^t the Pope himfelf feem'd to favour it at firft, and 
one who hasfincegot a Cardinal s 'C^p, writ in its defence. Padre 
Senior i^ the famous Jefuite, was the 6rft that oppofed ii^ but with fo 
very ill Succefs that hi^ Book was fufpended ;^t a time ; but after the 
matter had been better examin'J, 'twas reprinted by pubiiclc Authori- 
ty^ and Molinosy with his chief Profelites, fenttothe Inquifition/i 

It's dangerous leaving Rome in the Months of "July and J^gufi^ apd 
of mod pernicious Confequenc^ .to fleep withia twenty JMiies of the 
City at that time ; for it ufually, cafts People into Malignant Feavecs. 
which prove, for themoft part, mortal. Such likewife as come from 
Abroad run the fan^e Rifque, which is attributed to the noxious, Va- 
pours that expire from the Subterranean Vaults, with wbicli the whole 
Camfagna ofiRome is fiU'd. We alfo remarked, tliat Wounds, and Ul- 
cers ol the Legs are fo extreamly ftubborn and' hard to be remedied in 
this City, that the Iqhabitantscoipmonly] go{to Naflts for a cure } as, 
on the contrary^ the NiofoUtans come hither for the ianje Diftempers 
in- the Head. . , 

The Romans are generally quick* wltted, judicious, crafty, vain- 
glorious, and much addi^ed to Jealotify. The Women are wholly 
debarred of that open and free Con verfation which ispradifpd in other 
Parts, and never go abroad without an old grave Matron, which they 
call Governante^ who has a {kx\(k Eye over their Condud, and is obli-^ 
ged. to acquaint their Parents or Husbands of their ill Comportment. 
The better fort of People are very civil and obliging ; but nothing can 
be more brutal than the Vulgar. They know xiq Medium, hxxt asp ei- 
ther your greateft Friends, or mortal Enemies ; for the ^ leaft Provoca- 
tion rarely fails of fome private Revenge. They are fo mindful of In* 
juries that they entail them on their Poderity, and nothing is more, 
common thao to fee Men ill-treated, or kill d, on the account of Q^- 
rels coii^mencM in their Great Grandiatker^s time* The antient Ramose 
Grandeur feems to fiick ftill in their Stomachs, and bait them on to 
leave no Stone unturn'd to raife their Families, and render themfelves 
popular and greatin the Opinion of the People* They need no Trum-^ 
peters to publifb their own A^^ns, they can do it themfelves to the 
bed Advantage ; a thing laudable enough amongfl: the Romans of Old^ 
and truly copied out from the Dictates of their depraved Morals* 
You have here, 'tis true, Examples of Vertue, but withal zs frequi^c 
Occafion* of Vice. You have here Religion and Impiety, Humility 
and Impudence, Miracles and Monftcrs. You may Murder, Swear, 
l.ye, Steal, and Whore, with lefs prejudice to your Reputation, than 
by being once Drunk. For Drunkennefs is hefd^ a Vice of the deep- 
ell dye^ fo that if even a Meehanick is but once guilty of it, he 
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forfeits al) Credit, and i? not fit to be dealt or convcrfcd withal One 
thing I had alitidft for gbf, which fcems to deferve a place amongft my 
GbiervatioWs: 'Tis the Dying Sicins Par^e much in vogoe, ahd won- 
derfully well performed hcb. The riianner is thus : ' Take thirty pound 
o^ComftigwoxLo^<>6i^{mw^ the other thin^ being proporci- . 

onM accordingly) and after thirty four. Hdurs infufion in a fumcient 
quantity of Water, boyl it ^titl the Liquor decreafe about feven or eight 
Fingars breadth in the kettlq, or ^till a drop pour'd 00 your Nail be- 
gins to flick to. it ; then add four Ounces of Vmiol powder'd, and a 
quarter of at>ound diUmt newly flack'd, letting it ftand a while. The

From Kt'l'ye wt made a Digreffion to Tivoli^ abolit eighteen Miles Tivciu 
difl^t, pa fling two Bridges over the River Tivepone^ where we ob^ 
fcrv'd the ^^tonderful propriety of the Water, which is warm, of a ' 
blewifh cokMif, andfulphuriousunpleafantfitiibll, covering the bottom 
and fides of the Channel withl ftony Chifl:. On the Bllucs we found 
fuch immenfe quantities bf fmall concrete Bodies; of the figure and co« 
lour of Sugar-plums^ that ont would think all the Conrcflionefs in 
JtAlj had fi«erM Shipwrafck in that place. They call them Tivoti Com-^ 
ps\ andufually fend papers full of theni to their Friends, and give 
them to Children out ^TRaiHery. Such as have made Experiments on 
this Wattr, conje^lui^/thac it pafles thio^ Sulphur, jAUim^ and Bttu^^ ^ 
fUM ; they Kkewife fli^ it medicinal when it has flbbda while:to fet- 
lie. B^weenthe laft Bridge and the Town, we faw, on our Left^ 
hand, a rt>und Tomb ere£led in memory of M^rcm Pl^mim Sefiimvif 
Efukmm;, for the Service he had rendred the Stiite inlUjria, as appears 
by the Infcription. 

The antient City (^ fihir^ (aid to have been buik by the Grecigns^ 
is at prefkit feduc'd to a very narrow :cdianpafS) tho' ftitVenvrrooid with 
Walls, and honoured with an BptfcopalSee. The Air isefleem d very 
wholfome^ and on that aiccount it was much frequenied by the antient 
Romdns^ who had their ^/i74^V near this City. Tlie CMjcsJe^ or Cata- 
rad, of the River ^i^ib (falling from a brodieious high Rock) over- 
caftsthcAir with a continual Cloudy -which reprefehcs a Rain bow, as 
c^ehastheSufi ihines. Mear thisC4/^4if.wefaw^ieRuiasof an an-* 
tieiK na4io4 Building, eocomp^fTed widi Matblc Pillars, fhe. Capitals

All thewayalon'gaswi'nlountcd, we heard a conftant 
murmuring noife. pnder, pur lee^ likc.thi^ of .Tbiiode^ ^tagreat :di- 
ftanife," wnicH Rint back fotiie bf our Conipa^nlons before they gqt half 
wav up. In the great Pit we obferv'd divers breathing- boles, which 
(end out a continual Smoak.^nd nourilh thofe Subterranean Fires, which 
feem to threaten knbtbe^^ Eruption. ; As we de(ceQded, contemplating 
this prodigy oFHatnrej we Wefe bn a fuiddain fajuted^with fo dreadful 
a roaring noire,''accomparued^With (bcfa^ trembling of the Earth under 
our feet, as<ff itiiid beek in its Ta(t A^0n^,.^arid ready to fink into its 
* primatif e Chio:^\ Winch -fiiht is down iafler than ^we came up^ judging 
it fiiferto view itat^a d^A^nH.^-^ On the Jfidesdfthe Mountain are divers 
large Channi^,bVTiaces,of t)i(6teTt>rrentspfCombuun>leMatter,whicb 
have formerly broken frbtit tht^ Bowe}6 bf the Eartb, and deftroy'd fe- 
veral Towns a^VniagesBar ft'bod between the.Hitl and the Sea, where 
they ,dichar^\l*lcHeiDbielvw:V.TKTeft'Erttpd6hsh^ been fo violent, 

that the Afnes were carried 00^ only as far iV4f>/f/ and K«mt^ 4}ut4ven

Life ; as Dion Caffims and Pliuim Junior y in -a Letter to Cornelius Tdcfi^ 
tui^ teflify. JCifhilinm adds further. That the People thereabout 
were quite difled with the Afhes that filFd the Air, and ran up and 
down like Mad-men, verily thinking the World had been at an end, 
Puuntiitis fionnuSis Gigdntis feditidnem infer ft fscere^ quod mulu ims^ 
gines eorum infamo confiiier^ntur, ; fome im&gining there had happened 
a Sedition amongft the Gyants, becaufe they faw their Shaj^kK in the 
Smo}k. All round the Mounuin weobfervM vaft quantities of great and 
foaall Pumicedones, which are ufually caft from the Mouth above irfto 
the Air, and appear in the Night-time like Stars or Fire-balls, as the 
Country People informed us. Poets feigif the Gyants to have been pre- 
cipated into this Aby(s by Jufittr^ for daring to waragainft the Godd, 
and afpire to the fole Governtnent of the Univerfe ; and, iffo, they 
feem ftill to carry on their War by the mod dreadful Engines that Na« 
ture ever brought to Ug^t. This Mountain is iikewife famous for thb 
Retreat of Sptrtaeus^ a certain GUdiator, and VaiTal of Lentului^ 
celebrated in Hiftony for his greatCourage and prudent Condufl ; Who, 
making his Efcape from Rome with Seventy eight other Gtdiidtors^ ga- 
thered together a eontidcrable Body of Fugatives, and Perfons of defpe- 
rate Fortones^ and made ufe of this place for a Fortrcfs. He's faid t6 
have defcendcd with his Men into the great Pit^ by divers Chains fi- 
ften'd te one another, and fallied out thence upon his Enemies through 
other Cavtrni of the Hill ; by Which means he often defeated the Ro- 
mdu Army, cdtnmanded by the Confuls CeSius and Lemulus^ the Pre- 
tors Clodsui and Cdffius^ as Iikewife by Fub. l^er cuius ^ Coj^uius, and 
Fratius ; that the Romdus began to fear the entire Ruin and Subverlidti 
of their Government, from a Spark which, having been at firft flighted 
and negle^ed, was at length kindled into a devouring Flame. His 
Arms being'thus viflorious, he declared, himfelf Emperour ; but was 
foon after defeated by Cdffims and Pompey^ he himfelf being killM upon 
the place, with Twelve thoufand tbreb hundred of his Men, of which 
number all but two were wounded in the fore*parc of their Body : A 
convincing Proof and glorious mark of their Courage and Obftinacy 
in the Af^n, which however put an end to the Glddidtars War. 

Returning to Ndfks^ wefetcait the next Day for Puzzuoloj and at 
MdTcf&iduo vifited the Tomb of Sineerus Hduudzdrius^ a famous Poet of MdraBid^tol 
the laft Age, in a Church ereQed in the place of his Dwelling-Houfe. 
This Monument was ereded to his memory by Cardinal fif^^, who 
composM the foUowing Epitaph : 
« 

Ddfdcro dmri ftares, hie iBe Msrou^j 
Sikcerus MuJifroximus^utTmuul0. 

Not far from ^nCe, at the entrance df the Grot of Pdufitiffus, we faw 
the Tomb of ^irgi/, the Prince of Ldtim Poets, in the Garden of a pri- 
vate Perfon, and without an Infcription. ^ 
Mouui Pdufttiffus ihutsupthe Way between Ndpks znA Puzzuodo^ MomtPdii^ 
and being very fteep and difflcult to pafs, they have cut a Grot, or fiipfus. 
Hole,thr(^ the firm Rock,of about a Mile in length,! 2 foot in hetght,aQd. 
broad enough for two Carts to pafscommodioufly ope by another. TJie 
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wonderfulnefs of the Work^ is the reafon thit the Vulgar afcrihe it to 
I know noc what Enchantaiient, which we little heeded. As we en- 
tred the Grot we could difcern the light at the other end ; but the Way 
^ is very dark, there being only one Window towards the end that looki 
to Nafles. The Road being much frequented^ there rifes a yoUow^ fly- 
ing Dufl:, which very much incommodes Palfengers, and is feen on 
their Cloaths when they como into the open Air. To avoid falling fodl 
on one another, fuch as take the Land*Gde cry mHa Mtmti^nd^ When 
they hear others coming to meet them ; and thofe that take the Sea-fide, 
iJU Mdrina \ by which means they rarely or never fu(lle together. At 
mid- way they keep a Lamp continually burning before an Image of ttei 
Vii'gin A/417. 
PuzzMolo. From hence we went to Pmzxnohj calVd PutioU^ from the vi\\i\&^ 
ttide of Fountains thereabout ; heretofore a grtet and fkxirifhing City» 
butatprefentapoorandinconiiderableTown, tho' dignify'd with an 
Epifcopal See. It's fituate in a moft delicious and jniitful Country, 
where the antient RomM Nobility kept their Country*H(ni(es for Re-- 
creation in Summer- time ; and where the Poets feign Vlyjjis to have 
fojournM for fome time^ and to have been fo charmed with the I>ertghts 
of the place, as to forget all the Toils and Dangers he had undergone 
in his Voyages. The Church of S. Proculus was antiently a Temple^ 
erc£led to Jugufius Cdfsr by Cdlfbarmus Pif^^ as appears by a Fra^ 
ment of the ancient Infcriptioa on the Porch in tbefe words :

AVGVSTO. CVM. ORNAMENTIS. D.D. 

At the Church of S. fnncis are ftill feen fome Footfteps of the T^in* 
pie of Neftum. Here are. likewife about Pacai^^/^ divers -Hot-Baths^ 
theRefts of an Amphitheatre^ and an Aquedu£!fc. 

We took Boat to pafs the Bay, and obferv'd divers Arches ofl the 
Bridge that CdligtiU built to pafs the Sea to BM^-iom Miles diAant* 
He is faid to have made this Mid Atteifnpt by means of a Prediction df 
a certain Ferfon, who told him, He ihould be Emperour when he had 
pafTed the Sea on Horfe-back : And Stutmius aflures us, that he pafled 
it divers times in like manner, as alfo in his Chariot, accoropany'd by 
the PretoriM Band. We row'd to the fiirthermoft Peer, now ftanding 
on this fide, and founding the Water found it to be e^ht fathom deep. 
^Tis probable they were much further advanced into the Bay, for the 
utnoofl: Aich on B4U fide has twenty fathom of Water. Thefe two 
Piles were joynM by a Bridge of Boats, faflen d on each fide with Aik 
chors. I confefs, it's hard to conceive how the Foundation of Pillars 
could have been laid in that def>th of Water, (efpetially in a place 
where there's little or no Tide; and that fo firmly as to have continued 
entire fo many Ages : But this was not the only difHcult Enterprife the 
Romdnii undertook, whole £i^d/eiftiU prcferves fome Footficps of tudi 
great and noble Performances of theirs^ as all adibire, few compre* 
hend, and none dare pretend to imitate. 

Our Boatmen iet us on Shore near the Lake of LuertM^ fo CallM from 
the Gain the RomMs ibade by the Filh thereof. The Channel which 
Jujius Cdfsar caufed to be q;)tnM between it and the Lake of AvtPTfe, 
was/quite ftop'd up by a new Mountain of four Miles in compafs,

Wcwalk'd from hence t» the Lake of >*i/*«w, made by the Ri<>^ The Lake 
Jcheron, and ttking its Detiemtnation from the privative 4 Grtek, and otAoerm, 
t(fiii a Bird ; for, if we may credit Htftory, the Water was antiencfy f^ 
venomous, that the poifdnous Exhalations kifPd all the'Birds that flew 
over it.

The Lake ts of an otral Fijgare, abott two Mifes in circuit, and envi- 
ronM with Hills on the Land-fide, in form of an Amfbithedtre. At tlie 
further end we faW the Ruins of tne antient Temple ofiAfoBo^ and hard 
by an Hill callM Monte ii Chriftd^ where the Natives fancy Chrift to 
have pafTed when he rettrrn'd from Limbo. 

Not far from this Lake we faw the Cave of the Cunttim ^ibjll^ whert "^he Cave 
(bciivM and gavt dut her Prophecies, of which flie is faid to have of ^^ ^u1^ ^ 
ferM nine Books to tartiuinms Suprbuszt the rate of Six thoufand "^'^""^'^y^ 
Crowns 5 but being flighted by him, Ihc burnt three, returning the 
next Day to fell hitn thofethat remainM at the fame price ; and being 
fiiil rejeded, {he burnt three more, continuing ftill to make the fame 
demand. Whereupon, the King furprifed at the Adion, by the advice 
of his Sooth fayers, caufed the abovefaid Sum to be paid her for the 
chree remaining Books, which were kept in the CAptol as Jewels of an 
ineftimable value, ^nd confulted as Oracles in Affairs of greatefl: Impor- 
tance, 'till they were burnt by ^uliin tht ytfoftsu, becaufe they con- 
tainM divers Paffages teiating to the Birth ind Paflion of our Saviour 
Jefus Chrift, asfome will have it : Or rather by Stiiicho in his Confpi* 
racy againft Honorias and Arcadiks ; and hence Rutilius as I find hiirt 
quoted, 

Ne tdnium pdtriis ^avirei fro Ji for dirmrs, 
San(fd SibjSiM fatd cremnvii of is. 

We were conduced, with a lighted Torch, thrtf a long Paflage cijt out 
in the Rock to tht Sibjlt'i^ Chamber, which is about fourteen footJongi - 
eight foot broad, and proportionabljir high ; where we obferv'd fome 
Refts of antient Mofaick work and Painting, which are almoft quitt de- ' 
facM by the moiftnefs of the Room. W6 iikewife faw an hollow place* 
in the Rock fillM with Watef, and faid to have been the SibjIPs Bath. 
We pafTed thro^ divers Galleries, and obferv'd fevcral others that had 
been ftopt up by the falling in of the Rock ; infomuch, that we ima- 
gined the place to have been of a vaft Extent, and prodigious Expence, 
confidering^thehardneftof the Stone, which is one bf the moft firm 
and folid in Europe, idd dohfequently tnuft have had fome other ufe. 

At a little diftaflce from the Cave we faw Cicer^s Bath, which is alfo Cicero's 
a Subterranean Vault cut dUt in the Rock^ of the bignefs of a great ^^^*^- 
Chamber. SQme of the antient Painting ftill remains; but the Recep- 
tacles ift the Floor, which held the hot Water, are now dry. •Here 
were antitntly, as *tis (aid, divers Statues, pointing with their Fingars 
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to fiich parts of the Body as^hc Wata- of cachj Receptacle was appro- 
priated to, with Inicriptionsfhe wing their Venues at large. But ihc 
Phyficians of Sdierno Gndiog their PraSice^roueh zimpair-d by the fre- 
quent ufe hereof, broak and defaced them all in the Night:«'time, which 
malicious Enterprife colt theoi dear, for as they returned fey Sea, they 
were Shipwrack d in the nilddle of their Voyage. ' 
The Baths ^ - The Baths of Jritoli are not far diftant, bcin^ a long Grot or Cave, 

oilritolL where one no fooner enters, but he falls a Sweating, unlcG tie froop aod 

keep near the Ground, where he breaths a frefhAir ; for tho' the upper 
part of the Vault be exceeding hot, the lower is more, moderate, by rea« 
fon that the Stone, which cncompaffes it, is fo very hard anJ firm that 
the hot fuffbcating Vapours cannot tranfpire as they do thro' the porous 
Earth above. In the middle of the Grot are Seats for People to (it and 
Sweat, for divers cold Difiempers. 

Returning to our Boat.we pafsM under the Hill where Marius^ Cdfir^ 

Pompejy Mammea^ Hortenfius^ and divers other antient Remans^ had their 

VtluS^ of which here ftill remain the Footfteps. We came at length

BaU was heretofore fo confiderable, as well for the Magnificence of its 
Buildings, as the Plenty and Delicioufnefs of its Territory, that accor-^ 
ding to Horace^ 

Nullus in or be locus Basis ffdluxit a manis. 

But Time, which devours all things, has here given a notable proof of 
thelnflability of worldly Pomp ; lor here remains nothing at prefent of 
that great and flourifhing City but the bare Name, anda few Ruins, 
the greateft part whereot lie buried in the Sea, and jnay be feen in fair 
Weather, 

The Sea-San(l on this Coaft is (b very hot^ t^iat one can hardly bold 

it in his Hand, tho' the Water be as cold ai in other places: But what 

is yet more il range, is, that being taken out of the Water, itfhutsinto 

lumps as hard and firm as Marble. All the Earth about Pmzzuolo is of 

the fame Nature, and being mbct with Water curns to Stone. 

The Prfl- FromB^/iCWC went towards the Promontory olMifeno^ call'd, by 

montory of ^i^gii^ Aerium^ from the many Subterranean Vaults which fo under- 

M^cfio. mine it, that it feems to hang in the Air. It takes its name from Mi- 

fenus^ jEneas's Trumpeter, whcxn the Poets fancy to have been buried 
here.

The firfl place of note we met with was Jgrifftn^s Tomb^ near the 
place where fhe was StabbM by her impious Son Neroh Order, 
who, by a more than barbarous cruelty, is faid to have caus'd her Body 
to be openM to fee the place of his Conception. 'Tis recorded of this 
unfortunate Frincefs, that fhe defirM the fatal Meffenger of Death to 
begip with her Womb firft, for having engendred and brought forth fo 
inhumane a Wretch zsNero. We were led thro' a Dark Cave to the 
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' Tomh^ which is a vaulted Room fourteen foot long> fix foot broad^ and 
very low. The Siaccthwork ftill remains, with thcanticnt Paintingson 
the Roof reprcfcnting Agriffing on Hprfcback, and divers Birds rarely 
wcD done. Near this place we faw the Reds of a Temple of Her^ 
culis of D^ick Work, 

Wc walked next to the Pifcin^ Mirskilh^ into which wc dcfqcnded 
by divers Steps. It^s a large Subterranean Room, about One hundred 
and fifty paces long. Fifty large, and Thirty high^ fupportcd by Forty 
five great fquare Pillars^ ItV generally believed^ that this vaft Stru- 
fture has fcrvcd as a Ciftern, or Rcferver, to keep frefh Water, as well 
for the ufc of the Nobility who had their FiliA\ hereabouts, as for the 
RomM Fleet which ufually wintered in thofe parts ; and, indeed, the 
Spouts and Conduits, which are ilillfeen in the Walls, feem to. coa- 
firm this Opinion. 

From hence we walkM to the Cento CsmereSe^ which are an hundred CemoCA-^ 
fmall Rooms under Ground, wallM with Brick, and having fervM to »»«rr&. 
keep Slaves when the Roman Gallies wintered at BdU. All this Coua- , 

try is fo full of Subterranean Grots and Caverns cut out in the Rocks, 
that I fancy the antient Inhabitants about Pu&zuolo liv'd for the moft 
-part under Ground^ at leaft in Summer-time, as the Troglodytes did of 
Old in the £)efarts of Jfticd. 

> Oiir next walk was to a place call'd Mercato Ji SMato^ or Saturdsj^^s Mocato , 
Market, being the Ruins of a long Street, of which our Guide could ^ S«W/jr^. 
give us no aocount. 

Frocp hence we pafled to the Eljfian Fields ^ Sc celebrated by the I^hfim 
Fbets, and where they feign'd the Souls of the Bleft, and Heroes de- ^^'^' ^ 
parted this Life, to receive the Recompense of their vertuous Anions, 
which they plac'd in the hire Enjoyment of fenfual Delights. ' But 
what ever it has been heretofore (tor prbbably the Poets had fome 
Ground for their FiAion ) we could find no Elegancy, or more than or- 
dinary ^harms peculiar to it alone ; for it^s no more than a fmall Plain, - 
fituateontheS^-fhore; and environed with an Hill of two Miles in 
circuit. 

Having feen what was moft remarkable on this fide, we returned to 
our Boat, and coming back to Pozzuolo made an Excurfion to Sulpha- Sfelpharata. 
rstd; antiemly callM Cdwin Phlegr^i^ from the Flames and Smoak 
which continually iiTue from !sin oval Pit of Five hundred paces in length, 
and Three hundred in breadth. It's fcign*d, by the iPoet$, to commu- 
nicate with that part of Hell where the Gyarits feed on Fire, and vomit ^ 
it out again with great violence, 

Et motofeofulos terrdfq^^ invert ere dorfo, 

Weobferv'd divers Vcntsr^here the Smoak burfts out, the fulphurious 
Odour of which tncomntocfesth^ People ^thereabouts, and is fometimes 
carried as far as Niples. -The Earth about thofe Vents \% coverM with a '. 
mioeral Subftance,' not unftke Flowers of Brihiftone, which are by the ^ 
Natives extrafted from it. As we walk'd to and fro,, the Earth found- 
ed udder our Fbet, and wecduld eaHlylieara Noife underneath muc!r 
like the boiling of melted Metals. The conftant Evacuations of Mat- 
ter, that have for many Ages been caus'd by this Subterranean Fire, 
have levellM the place with the Plain^ which was formerly an Hill of a 
very confidcrable height. K k k A** 
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'Cave in the Hcte of ati Hill, fo cali'd from an Experimeac which is ufu- 
ally tried dn bpgsto fatisfy tbeCprioGty of Strangers. All the IDogs 
thereaV outs are teeaiingly fenfiblc of the pernicious quality of the Grot, 
and fo terrified by repeated Tryals, that they no fooacr fee Sorangers 
arrive hut they get out of the way and hide thcmfelves. Cfur Guide 
took with him a fmall Cur, which he keeps for the fame porpofe, and 
fatlening a Cord to its Neck threw it in> keeping ks Head dowa to 
the Ground with a long Fork. . The Dog firft began to ftri^Ie and 
tremble, and foon after loft all motion, and feem^ to be quite dead ; 
but being drawn out, and caft into tlie L^ike of ^^mm, it prefently 
recovered and came out of its awn accord. I was of Opinion, tbac if 
it had been left in the open Air it might Iiave cpme to it feif as well, 
when the fuflbcating Vapours had been a little difcufsM \ but our Guide 
aflur'd us of the contrary. I took a lighted Torch and wi^ into .the 
Grot; tho' the reft ofthe Company advifed me, not to hazard my fclf 
in an Aftion which poflibly I might not have time to repent ; but ha- 
ving heard of fotne others that had ventured before me» without the 
leaft HArm, my CuiioHty rendred my deaf to all their Perfwafioos. I 
fotuid that the fulphurious fuffocating Vapour hardly rifes a ibot above 
the Ground, and operates only on inch Creatures as hold their .Nofe 
very low. When I held my Torch near tlie Ground it be^u) to bum 
blew, and fooh after went out; but as footi as I Ufced it up two or 
three foot high, it lighted and burnt again as clearly as b^f^re. I pro* 
ceeded on to the further end^ tqexamine tlv Drops which ha4g oo «the 
Vault, and look like Quickfilver at a di^anqe, which Lfoufid to be 
nothing but Water ;. and, I Tuppofe, the ^ondens'd Vapouis of the 
Grot. I foutld the place e^qeeding hot, and^q not rememl;^r to have 
fweat fo plentiifully in my wnoIeXife-tisne) as wbilft I continued in 

The Lake The Lake of ^gngno is abpnttwo Miles in compafs, aqd. environed 
with Hills. The Water fo irffe£ls the Air with its fulphurious or arfe* 
nical Exhalations, thatthe greateft part of the Natives hereabouts have 
been forc'd to quit their Habitations. . 

Uaftly, we went. to the Stoves or Sweating* Caves of S Gwmmt^^ 
where the hot Steams, ifnpregnated with mineral Salts and tranfpiring 
thro' the m6re foft and porous jpart of the Rock^ caufe fo exoeffive an 
Heat as inftantly prbvokes ^weat. They are much frequented for 
divers Diftempers, but pridcipjilfor Venenal Difeafes, the Gout, Rhu- 
n^atifm, internal Dicers, and allTucb as proceed from a cold Caufe. 

Having feen the moft conHderable Rarities about Puzzuoio, we re- 
turned to NdflescxttesimlY fatisfied with this fgi'all Journey, which had 
fillM our thoughts with the agreeable Contemplation of the ftupendious 
Works of Nature, and not only fet us a ph)jo(bphizing on Second 
Caufes, but taught us to adniire in them the. infinite \V,ifdQm of « the 
Fh'ft. Moft certain it is, thatthe Whole World affords not fuqh varie^ 
ty^ of Natural a AcliAitiBcial Rarities, info fmall acompafsj as we ob- 
ferv'd about NdpUs atid fuz.zMolo\ 

Having taken a Felucca^ we began, our Voyage to A/^^Jmm inthc lilc

T&e frefent State of the Kingdom of Naples ; the Temfer^, 
Manners y nnd Cuftoms of the ?e(^le, &c. 

THIS Kingdom is the hrged and moft confidcrable Fart; pf 
hiily^ being about One thoufand five hundred Miles it^ coo): 
pafs, Four hundred and fifty in length, and One hundred andl 
forty in breadth. It wasantiently called SicHu ciirs Phirum^ 
andthe Kingof5^4/>iftileshimfclf, Rixairiufq'^Sicili4. , The Country 
has ffaaf d in the Revolutions of lidlj^ and been poflefsM by the Romans^ 
Goths, Lombards^ Nprmjni^ French, and SpamarJs. The latter hold 
k at pre{ent^ but are feuda.tory to the Pope. It's divicted into twelve 
ProvtnceSt viz. Terra di Lavoro, antiently drnfanUFklix, Contain di 
Molifiy Baplusta, CiLfitAnAtM^ Terra d^ Ot^ranta, rrimipato Citray Prin* 
cifdto VUrd, CalabrU Citra, Calabria Vltra^ Terra di Bari, AbruziCQ 
Citra^ and Abruzzo Vltra. Here are likewife in this Kingdonfi OnjC 
hundred forty eight Cities, Twenty one Archbifhopricks, One hun-. 
dred twenty feven Bifhopricks, Eighty feven Princes, One hundred 
twaitytwd Dukes, One hundred fihy nine Marquefles, Sixty one 
Earls, and above a Thoufand Barons ; that no Country of its extent ia 
the \uhole Univerfecao compare with it for number oi Nobility, who, 
the'* they are not Soverajga Prince?, claim fuch great Priviledges as 
mightily impair the Kirig's Authority, and leflen his Revenue. 

The Air of the Country, is wholfome and ferine ; but the exceiBve 
Heats in Summet-time are a little incommodious, by reafoh whereof 
the NeafolHa^is ufually walk the Screets^ .and travel, with Spe^cles 
t)n their Nofes to preferve their Eye- fight, which, wdutd otherwife bd 
much weakenM by the powerful Reverberation of the. Sun- beams. The 
Soil is likewife very fertile in divers parts, producing great abundance 
ofCdm, Wine, Ovl, Fruits, and all fort* of other ncceffary ProviOpns* 
The Wines are ettcem'd the moft,de^Ucatc in Italy : Their Hemp, 
Flax, Anife and Coriander-feed^ turn to their great Benefit ; as does' 
alfo the Mann^ of Cdahria. 

But one of the moft wonderful Productions of Nature in this King- 
dom, is a fmall Animal, calPd, a Tarantula, and rarely found but near 
the City oiTdranto in Calabria. Some Authors rank it amongftlnfe^s^ 
and make it a kind of Spider ; others call it a Lezard ; tho in reality 
it tnoft refcmbles the former, and is^o (Irangely venemous that fuch a^ 
are bitten by it infallibly dip, unlefsibme fpeedy means be usM to ex- 
pell the poiion ; nay, tho^ they feeni to be cur'd^ there ufually* lurks a 
remaining ferment in the Blood, which (hews it (elf, by divers odd 
Symptoms, during thehot Months of every Summer as loi^ as they 
live. The Venom is fo very fubtile' and penetrating, that it diflenu^ 
nates it felt thro' the whole mafs of Blood, and attacks the Animal Spi- 
rits in a fhort time. In fome it ftupifies the Senfes, and calts them in- 
to a drowfy Difpofition ; in fome it vitiates the Judgment^ tliat they 
become as api{h and extravagant in their A^lions as if they were meet 
Idiots V and in others it fets the Spirits into fuch exorbitant Motions, 
that they rave, and are as unruly as Madmen. But as the Diftemper 
it felf is very (Irange ; fo the Cure (which is only one) is no lefs admi^^ 
rable ; for there's no Antidote againft the Veaome but Mufick, and that 
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not all forts of Hafmony, btit precifely fuch as agrees with the Diflem- 
pcr. When the fick Pcrlon hears a Tune that fuits with his Humour, he 
prcfcntly exprcfleshis extrcam fatisfaftion by divers plcafant Gcftorcs, 
"^ancl foon after falls a dancing, with all the ridiculous Poftures and Mo- 
tions of Feet, Arms, Hands, Eyes, and other parts of his Body, con^ 
tinning lo to cjo 'till his Strength fails him. The fame Dance is repeat- 
ed for three or four Days together, 'till the Venom is quite expelld, or 
its force fp broken that it proves not moital. ' Tis probable that this 


Men have queftion'd the truth hereof, and branded it with Impofturc, 
as I my feU did, 'till I was put out of all doubt by fcverai Perfons of 
unquertionable Worth and Credit, wlio had been Eyc-witneflcsof what 
I here write. 

The King's Revenue hardly exceedsTwo nTiillions five hundred thou- 
fand Ducats or Crowns, which is very inconfiderable in a Kingdom of 
that extent. But things have not.ibrmerly been better manag'd here 
than in other parts of theKing of 6i^4/^^s Dominions ; for the Vice-Roys 
have made it their Bufinefs to cheat both Kiog and People, to raife their 
own Fortunes. 1 grant, thefc Abufcs arc in fome meafure reftified of 
late, but not throughly, nor will they ever be, as long as fuch indigent 
Perfons are intrufted with the Government ; who are fure to make ufc 
of fo favourable an Occafion to their beft Advantage^ fleecing their 
poor Underlings to cover their own Backs. 'Tis like wife a great Neg- 
left in the Government, to fuflfer the whole Kingdom to be to generally 
infefted withBW/V//, or High- way men, who rob and plunder, for 
the moft part, in the habit of Hermits and Pilgrims; and of whom, I 
dare fay, two thirds are the King's Soldiers^ Mfho, being ' ill-paid, fol* 
low this courfe of Life to get their Bread, 

This Kingdom isdf great Importance to the Crown of Spaif$, in fo- 
curingtheir Intereft at the Court of Kp/w^, in keeping the hdliM Prin- 
ces at their Devotion, and laftfy, in awing 5/r/7jf. It being Feudatory 
to the Chur6h> divers Popes have liad an Eye on reducing it,but the S/a^ 
nijb Faftion in the Confinory (which is very induftrioufly improved and 
fupported by that Nation^ always found means to thwart the Defigns 
againft it. Sixtus V. thought a fmall Purfe of Gold and an Hacknejr 
once a Year, a poor Income for a Kingdom of that Importance^ and 
defign'd to make a forcible Entry, had he nor been prevented by 
Death. 

The N^dpolitAnszxt generally of a quick Wit, and found |ud£ment» 
but withal prodigioufly Proud, Mutinous, Revengeful, and addifted 
to Women ; whence it's a proverbial Saying amongft the IuUms, Thst 
though the Kjngdom of Naples he a Parsdife^ the InhabitdBts 4re meer 
Devils. 
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H E Fdre of JMefflffM divides the Kf ngdooi of N4ph friptti the 
Ifle of Sicilid^ which i&faitd to have been heretofore a Pe/tim* 
faU^ joio^d to the mab ^Continent by a narrow Ijfhmw^ 
and fepemted by an Earthquake.

Mffj^nd^ amiently Msmrnertind^ is an handlbme 'Wefl-built Archiepif- 
copal City ; and tbo'it be not Capitalof the Kingdom; k contends wjth 
p4^r«r^ ior the Title : So that the Vice-Roy is obligd to hve here fix* 
teen Months of his time. The Harbour is one of the beft in the Medi- 
terrdnedm Scdy being encompafled wkh two Necks of Land in form of 
a Circle^ aiid dipableof four or five hundred Sail of Ships. The En- 
trance, 'tis true^ is difficult and dangerous thro' the rapidity of theCur«» 
rent, andbyre^fpnoftheRockC&iifj^^ff that lies before it. On the 
* Foint or Mouth of (he Haven ftandsa ftrong Citadel, built by Chdrtes V. 
the Arfenal, and a Lantbom for the fafer Entrance of Ships in the 
Night-time. 1 he City. isJaige and toll^ably well-builc, efpeciaHy 
{hat part which looks towards the Haven. The Streets are narrow and 
ill* paved, by reafonvuiiCMof they are very dufty ; whence it's coni- 
inonly faid, d Mtffind dfdi fotvore^ f^c^^ ^ Ptttdne; At Mfffind they 
ikve pull, Fleas, and Whores enoughs It's defended by feveral Ca- 
filcs, of which fome are in the King's hands, others in the Citizens.^ 
In the great Place we faw the Stdiud Eqnejtris of PhiUp IV. with his^ 
moft (ignal A£lions reprefented in Bdfi-reiief on the Pedeftal. On the 
Land-fide, the City is environM with Mountains very fruitful in moH 
delicious Wines, which were highly prizd of old, as appears by the 
Poet MdTtidl.

The great Priviledges which the Citizens enjoy, do almoft quite exttn* 
guillithe Regal Authority ; for the 6>r4//V(7/, or chief Magilirate, and 
bjndicky have a power of revifing the King's Edi^s, nay, ot fufpend- 
ing and declaring them void by ProcUmation, if they think them any 
way prejudicial CO their own Rights. The Inhabitants drive a great 
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Trade in Silks, and boaft. That their City was the firft in Europe^ after 
Conflantinofle^ that exercifcd ihe Manufafture thereof; to which di- 
vers Authors agree, affirming, t That the firft Silk-worms were brought 
from the Indies into Greeee by two Monks in the Emperpur Jup^insanh 
time, and that Meffinah^A them jbencefoon after..

Pi^^/ViVVar, fet itiipin the.F{?ri^iw./t(?;w4i?isf«i; but having not learnt 
the Art of placing it fo^s to anfwer to the Hours of the artificial Day; 
it ran at random for Nmety nine Years .(pace; during >^hich* time it 
Was fuppofed to regulate au publick and private Aflions and 'jftflairs, 
though, as Pli^ obferyes^ N0» ^ongruebMt ad hra^ ejui limM. * itow- 
ever, the People weVc To infatuate with this (hange Novelty, that 
they almoft imaginMfheSun to havechangM itsiifuaf Courfe^ atid the 
Dial to corre A its Errour . 
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This City h likeu'ife famous for the Birth of Jmfhinomus and i*^4. 
fmsj dcfcrvingly call'd, Ihe Pious Brothers^ and celebrated by Seneu^ 
PdufMus^ CUudiMy 2t\ASil$us'UdlicM$ \ who feeing a rapid burning 
River break out from the top of Mount ALtna, aqd finding their Parents, 
byreafonoftbeir old Age, incapable of fhifting for themfelves, took 
them on their Racks, and u(ed alTpoflible diligence to fhun the dread- 
ful Deluge, which had no fooner overtaken them bur it divided it felf 
into two Branches, and left them a clear and open Pafla^e to make their 
Efcape. This exemplary Aft of Piety, and punftual Performance of 
an incumbent Duty (which feem'd tb be approved and favourM by a 
Miracle) was fo much admired by the Citizens, that afrer their Death 
their Memory was prefcrvM by a ftately Monu/nent erefted to their 
Honour, and an Aiiniverfary kept to tranfmit their Napes and Vertucs 
to Poflerity, . 

We had from hence a fight of Mount Aitnk^ now caU'd' Mon Gibtloy 
but thought it nt)t M'orth our while to afcend higher, Jlnce it burns not 
at prefent; and the middle Region is fo envtionM with z Circle of 
Snow, that one cannot get to the top. Tins Mouhtaln hds been fa- 
mous, in all Ages, for cafting out Flames, Smoak, and Steams of Sul- 
phur and meked V etals ; and the laft gr(;at Eruption, which hiappepM 
in the Year 1669, has left too fatal marks of its fury to be fo6n for- 
gotten by the Inhabitants. The flaming Torrent has not only deftroy'd 
divers Towns and Villages, but left divers Heaps of that hieterogenious 
Mixture, which are feen to this Day. The Poets (who!ufualIy afcribe 
an extraordinary Effefts of Nature tofome of their fahu!6u$ Deities) 
feign it tQhtfrukM'% Forge, where the Cyctofszvt at work on Thun* 
der-bolts for Jupiter. Virgil^ relatipj the Expedition tHALntsu^ gives 
us the following Account of an Eruption that happened at that time, 
which, tho' not very authentick, reprefents, at leaft, in very lively 
colours, what has been really experienc d in divers Ages.

Sig. Antonie FineSi, an ingenious Pried and Chymift: of this City, 
fhewM me divers pieces of the matter that was difgorg'd at the laft E- 
ruptton, and amongil the reft a Salt, very like our common SafJmmth 
4 niacuwy and nothing rnferiour to it in its medicinal Vertuss. He like- 
wife found, and fhew'd me a Nitrous Salty which fbuts into Cbriftals 
like our &f// Petre^ and is alfo inflamable, burning clean away home to 
a few refidual Scori^^ which are as Corrolwe as the Lapis Infer nalis^ and 
effervefce with 01 Tartari per deliquium. 

The Ground, about the lower part of the Mountain, is (Irangely 
fatttnM with the Afhes, which have from time to time been caft* out 
from the top, and the Padure is fo exceeding good, that they are farcM 
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to bleed x^\\ Cattle jrjirec or four tiroes a Year, for ocherwife they wpuld

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Amongft the Learned Men that have flourifhM here, they reckort 
fhvitts Vofifcus^ Lyfi^^ ^ioH^ and Thenagcrai, Orators ; Thtotritun 
EpichArmus^ Philemon^ SofiphAms^ and Achats^ Poets. But the immor- 
tal Glory of Syrasufa is the great Anhimeits^ who< whilft the City wa^ 
befieg'd by the Romdns onder the Condu6l ofMarceBus^ inveotea {bch 
wonderful Engins to rcpulfe the Enemy, that they verily thought they 
had to do with Gods, and not with Mortals liKC themfelvcs. The 
City beit^t thro' the Treachery of the Inhabitants, taktn by Stonn^ 
a certain Soldier chanced to kill jrchimeJes^ as he was drawing Matfae* 
matical Figures on the Ground, and fo abforpt in Speculatk)n as not to 
mind the noife of Soldiers, dafhing of Arms, and Out«cries of his Fel* 
low Citizens that fuffer'd in the general Mafiacre MsftaBus finding 
tilm ktild, contrary to the Order he had given before the Attack, is 
faid to have fent the Aflaflin into perpetual Baiiiibment^ and even to 
have grieved at his good Succe(s, for having loft the only Treafurc ttnc 
mud have crown'd hisVi£lory: And on the other hand, Anbimedes 
was more concernM at beiiig thus cut off before he hadfiniffaed his 
Demonftcatatim, than at the fatal Stroke M^hich bereft him of his 
Life, and deprived the World of that profound Science, which dy'd 
with him, and was for ever loft to the Pubfick. 

On the Sea-fide, a little without the City» is the &mous Fouiitaiflof 
Anthufa, faid to communicate with the River Alphem in tlie More a. 
This Tradition is grounded on a cenain Pilgrim s letting fall a Di(b 
f wherein he had hid feven Piftols of Gold) into the aforefaid River, at 
the place where it finks into the Earthy who returning to Sjrutifd^ ac« 
cidentally found it in this Fountain, as they pretend. This fuppofed 
Subterranean Communication, inducM the Pc^ to fago Anthtt/k to 
have been a Nymph, and Companion of DUms^ paffionately belov'd 
by a certain Huntfman callM Aipbetu, who endeavouring to bnray her 
Chaftity, was by DiiUfa turo'd into a River, and the Nym]^ inco a 
Fountain ; but Alphetts^ in teftimony of his former Love, ftill {^fu'd 
her, and after a long and hidden Courfe found her out in 5krW/4i, 

The chief Curiofity of this Place b the Grot, caird, POr^ihh M 
Dionyfw^ or Dtomfins his Ear, cut out in a R'ock in fortti of a Man's 
^ar, and fo artificially contrivM, that tho^ one pronounces a Wocd^ or 
Whilpers never fo low, atone end, it'seafily heard at the other. I^s 
about forty Foot high, and twenty bng. DiMj/fim^ the iNstant, b 
faid to have had a Chamber over this Grot^ whett he oohki aiftin31y 
hear even the Whifpertngs of Tfaytors flhd fiaifpeft^* F^rfons, that 
were here imprifon^d tc^ether for that purpofe. 

Syracufd^ heretofore the Head of a Kingdom, Was, for a loiig time, 
governed by Kings, Lords, andTyraats: Wht«t we miiy'noce, that 
the word Tyrs^a antiently fi^nifiedtio more than a King or Sovereign, 
tbo' at prefent it imports In)uftke and Cruelty, whidi has, poffibly, 
been occafionM by the unwarrantable Adions of fomeof thofe Prince, 
Who have rendred the Title opprobrious and contemptible^ Thus the 
word MMgus antiently (t^aify'd a Wife Maa or Philofopher; 
though, at prefent, thro' the Cormpcion of that Sciende, it's rettdted 
odious, and denotes a ilf4^/(»ii9 or Cc^a/iTirr. In like manner, theLii^ 
troneS'Visxt of Old the Guards of Prkieds *, thoi^h, at prefent, tbe 
word is underftood of Robbers and Thieves, thro' the Diibyalty, 
Treachery, and Theft, of fixh as fervM in thatSution^ 
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The mod famous ^nd formidable of the Tyrtms of ^Mtif$ yti^ 
Dkunjuu, who, from a iovtr and ba(e Extraaion, camrto be Ge^ 
neralof the Army, and at length abfoloie Sovere^o, ^veming hi^ 
People defpotically, and exericUiog fuich blLrbaroyt Crtiblcv as will 
raoder bis Name in&mous to the vet jr end of the World. A onv 
ttin old Woman, who always prayM for his Life and Frofperity, 
being brought before htm, and ask'd. Why 0k did it, feeidg all the 
S^MMfisfu bated him, ai)d wilbM his Death ? knfwet'd, « That his 
PredeceObrs had been \nd» he worfe thsui them, and (Be appreheo- 
ded (fioce all things tifuatly degenerate; diat his SuccdTor might 
be micwe inhumane and cruel tmn hitnCelf. tlis Tyranny reduc^ 
him to fiich an Extremity, that he (hut himfelf up id i Tdwer, 
daring truft none to cut his Beard bat his own Daughticrsi whom 
he likewife fufpefted when they grew in Tears, and piarnitted them 
inot to trie a Razor, but caufed it 10 be burnt off (or fear of Tret* 
chery. We (ind one piece of his Morality oh record ; for bong 
JihtnrtM hy Dm^cles with the Happihefii 6f his State, he is Aid 
to have treated him one Day with a Dinner of aU Um mxA deli-^ 
cieiis Dainties that could be invented ; cauling, it the lame time; a 
naked Sword to be fufpended over hU Head by a Hair, to (hew 
htm the tnoettaioty and vanity of worldly Grandeur. He is faid «> 
baviie defpis'd ind laugh*d at all Dtvioe Worlhip ; to have taken.a gol* 
den Ckak fiom the linage of Jt^tr, alledging, It was too hot for 
the God in Summer, apd too cold in WinMf, and that one of Cbxh 
would be tnors proper; to have carried off divtrs rich Veflels which 
fl^Statuei of the Gods held m Uteir Hands, (aying. It were iOrbreed^ 
.ii^ not to accept of Gifb whidi^ttn Geds fo prackHifly ofier'd; zrA 
Uftly, to have uken away the golden Beard of jEffuL^igSy fayiitf, It 
was incoli6derately and fowilbly giwen him^ (inoe bis Father jifc^ot- 
verworeaoy. 

The Pttstifmut of theantieot SfrMttf^tts was ihftitated for the &^ 
nilhm^ of fofpe^ed Perfoas, am fuch as were thoi^ obooadous to 
the Government, in wUcbeachCitizeobro^htin bis Vote written 
on an OUve^Leaf . The Law de mdo J0I& was likewife enaded here 
againft Fraud ,ia Commefce, and afterwards Qfed'amonga the Kfi- 

mwtsi.

, In the Church of Santd Crocexhty (hewed us .a Grofs valued at Fif- 
teen thoufand Crowns, which was left in pawn to this State by the 
Republick of Pifa. In that of Carte Ldmitm wc faw two admirable 
PiftUres by Guide Rheni ; one reprefents the Virgin Marj in the Snow^ 
and the other, Chrift on the Crols. 

Tliis City was bOilt by the T^fiMs, and fet at liberty in the Veai? 
14^0, by a Cardinal that govern'd it under Charles Duke of Bohemia; 
The Government is purely Ariftocratical, and managed by the Nubi- 
lity and Gentry. The Great Council or Senate is coinpofed of One 
hundred and fixty Counfcllors, who continue in their Offices' for the 
fpaceof one Year; atid^ together with the Gonfalonier and nine Jnti* 
ani,, ele^ all Subaltern Oj[/?(Ctfr/, and deliberate on the moil important 
i\ flairs of State* The Gonfalonier or Head of the Republick is choien 
every two Months, as are likewife the Anttani^ who live in the Palace 
whilft they are in Office, and are called the Signoria. The Title of 
Gonfalonier is honourable, but his precedency is his chief Freiogatit^e } 
for at moft, he s no more than the firft or principal Counfellour. All 
Eledions are made by Bilotting^ to avoid Partiality^ and all otheif 
Inconveniences that might arife ; fo that 'tis not Favour pr AfFc£lion 
that makes a Magidrate, but meer Chance. Here is likewife a Podeftd 
who judges in Criminal Matters, and four other Judges for the Civil; 
but tlie Ganfalonter and Secretaries are the Sovereign Judges in all 
Affairs. 

They have the Emperbur for Proteftor, and by that itleails fecure 
themfelvesagjiinfl ihc hifults of their more potent Neighbours. They 
are fo very jealous of their Liberty, and nicely vigilant, that the Mi* 
litia keep as ftrift Watch and Ward as if they were in Continual War. 
They can on occafion raife and arm Eighteen thoufand Men befid<is the 
Train-bands ; but then they muH: afFemble all that are capable of bear- 
ing Arms within the States Their annual Revenue comes to One hun^ 
dred and feventy thoufand Crowns -, which is a great Sum, <:6nf]derid^ 
the fmall eiteni of their Territory. . , 

The Induftry of the People has given this City thfc fipithet of Luc A 
indnfiriofai Theirehief Trade lies in Cloth of Gold and Silks. Their 
Country sbouridsin Wine, but the fcarcity of Cdrn is:fupply'd frorrf 
other parts. The Country People feed> fen* the moft part, onCbefnuts^ 
and Millet* 

' Their numerous Nobility is the rcafon tlwt therfe are always dfiverg 
Cardinals of this State, Who keep up their Fa^ion and Intereft in the' 
Court of R^f^e ; which highly conduces, a^ weU to maintain the Re- 
|)utatk)n of the Republick, a$ to feCure it againft otlier ad^oyniog' 
Princes ; and make the old Sayinggood ^ 
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phiftry is enough for the Convents ; and that fince Politicks crept in thcJ 
Eft'ccls ha ve been toa obvious to need new E xp^rimcnts. 

BeGdes the City of Luca they poffefs fomeftrong and well fortified 
places^as MMtigncJka^ CaJtigHomj AUtfucciar/c, Cumagior^ and VUreggia at 
(ip^H Sea- port, . . 

From Luc4 we travelled to Vifa^ a great Gity lying on the River 
^'^- A/,m^ butfodefolateandabaociooM by the Inhabitants, that in divers 
places we obfcrvcd GraVs growing in the Erects. It was formerfy 
Hea4 of a Jx)tcni and 1 ourilhiog Common wealth, to which the Ifles 
0/ AV^V/y/> and Corfica^ and City of C/ir/Aif^^ were fubjeci ; butfmce 
it came under the Great Duke it 5 mightily decay 'd> and lliU declines^ 
notwithftandingall tlie Prince can do to encourage the Inhabitants, by 
cilaWifliingthe Order of Knights of S, Siepben^ founding an Univerfi- 
ty, building Colleges, and divers other pu Wick Works; which fignify 
httle, as long as the Trade fails : So that to raife Pifti he muft ruin Le- 
ghorrf^ wiiich being a commodious Sea* port fituateoo the Miditerr^fiean)^ 
h^s drawn away tliemoll confidecable pant of the Commerce of this 
City. Bcfides the River Arna. which was formerly navigable fot 
great Ships, is at prcfent only capable of fmall. Barks and. Boats. The 
Buildings are fair, tlip Sf ects wirie^ the Walls ilrong^ and the Citadel 
commands and defeads the Tawri. 

The Domo, or ArchicpifcopaJ Church is the defign. oh Bofchette ^he 
GrectAK^ and. one of thQ mod isagrnficenc \n lulji. It wa&builc out of 
a great QOnfufed heap of wrought Mwble, as Pillars, Pcdeftafe, Capi- 
tals^ Cprniflies^ Archurav.es, and the Uke, which had I^in hei:e ever 
fince the flourifhing State of the Republick, and were pare of th© 
Spoils tbe P//ii»i had taken, in their Eaftem Expeditions. It's fupport- 
^ by Seventy fiKftstely. Marble Pillars of divers Colours, pav'd with 
in-laid Mgrble, and bcautify'd with divers, oilier rich Ornaments ; the 
' Roof is rarely, gilt^ tiie (;^ire painted^ by the greate(l Ma(}ers» the 
Doors of Brafscurioufly engraven, andfaidtoliavcbeen^thofeof So/d^ 
wrtf/?'i Temple, whicii.is evidently, fa Ife, for tjjie Baf^rertefs fliew the 
i\nnunciation, Incarnation, Nacivity, Life, aiad F^ITion o£ ourSaviour. 
Ovqr the High- Altar we obfervedChriift.wikh the Virgin anAS* Johniti 
MofAck'Work ; as likewife other pieces of the fame Work' over two 
Doors .of the Church. 

Ini the fame Atfik with the Dama (lands the Baptiftery, which is a 
round Stru^ure fuppo.rtod by divers Ihtely Pillars, and in* ii is one of 
U)e^iine(l pulpits in Hwoff^ Qeioga;MiarbleqLictQiiflyeiigraveo. 

Hard by is the Burial- place, call'd Csmpo Santo^ for having bosn cck 
yered with Earth brought from: tlifc/^/^iL^^^i in .fifty Galh fennby 
tjif: Pijmxo the Succour of Prtim^k BAxIwrcffa^ Ii*s incloCed with a^ 
Wall, and cioyiicrM round v^ithin,. where we faw divers StHpture^ 
Hi/lor ief reprefeptediin antieotiBatncing. Amongll; divers Tx)mos andjf 
Infcriptions we faw that of Df^/n^thei^njous Lawyer. 

The Camfdnile or Steeple is of a great height, built with Marble^ 
and beautified with.diver&'BillarS' on theoufc^fideu Ic feems to incline 
or lean to one fide, and that fo much, that one would think it tailing ; 
but it's faid to be:pevp^icularly erc6\*d:^ asndfojngpnicufly contriv'd^ 
tjp^ttit 4?.£eivep ilKS^ht TheCiiy is.cft^M Pef^pe^cme fromthb Ican^ 
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Wc went ncfxt to the Houfe of the Knights of S. Stephen^ fn(%ittite4 - 
by CofmHs eie Medicis^ in memory of a Battle he gained againft iheTurki 
0n S. Stephen 5 day. None are admitted but perfons of noble Extracll- 
on, who arefworn to fight againft the TVryt^, and wear a redCrcfeori 
tlieir Cloaks as a Mark of their Order. Such as marry retire to thew 
^fewn Habitations, but are ft ill (lib jcft to the Great Matter, and Lawd 
of the Order.Their Church is beautified without withaa)ajcftickFront>fe 
adorned within with Ehfigrts and Lanthoros of GalUes taken from the 
Turks ^ and old Painting, (hewing divers heroick Anions of Kiiightsof - 
their Order. 

The Univerffty is nbt mucli frequented by reafoft of the ujiwhofl* 
fomncfs of tile Air. Tlie Hqufe of the learned Uoitolais is coh verted 
into a College forPhilcfophy and Law, on which is this Infcripcion:

"The publick Library is augmented by that 0^ Aldus Minutiusy which 
contains tbefchoiceft Books. The Phyfick Garden is indifferently ftor- 
ed with Plants, but more obfervable for its Mirtle Walks, Fountains^ 
and Gallery of CuriofitioS. Over the Door on the infide we read 
thefe Words, jirgus efio^ mn BrUrem^ intimating, that fuch-as qntcr 
are free to fee., but not to gather of c&rry any thing a\<ray. . 

The Great Duke refidcs here fometimes, but makes no long ftay/ 
by reafoo of the ill Air. HisGallies are alfo built here,launched into th6 
River, and catried down to Ligor^. The Civil' Government of tlie 
City is in the Hands of a Commiffary General, twoConfufe, ajudgo, 
•and other infcriour Officers. 

. Here have-btten held two Councils ; one Gerifcral in the Year 1467, 
w^lierein MexanderY. was elefltd Pbpe, and BtnediCi ifLlH. andO^ 
gof)' XIF. depofcd ; aiKKher National ifl the Year 1511. 

The A^iueducl which furniflhes the City witlr Waref t$ of abave 
Fivfe thoufaridATchfes, and the Water efteem'd thd beft in Uaty. Tile 
Svwiixl blades which arc made here jwifs for fonic of the bcft- in 
Euf6ft\ • ' . 

From Pifdytt came by Water to Ugortf^ fi*teefi Miles diftdtot. Jt^s i^'^^^^- 
a pretty littlfc Town, and the beft fortified of any in the Great Duke^s 
Dominions. The 8tre«tsare ftraighf, large* and neat; andtlieHoa- 
fof are for tlie moli part painted on th« ou.t-fide. Tfecr-Hatert'iS'Cdvcr- 
ed oh orie fidis with a Mole ad^^^anoed a good* wa^^Intcvthe Sea> btyond, 
.'which IS ali:^thorn for the? faftfr cmr«rtic« of Ships in tlic Nigfet'time. 
SJnce the Great Duke ma^ it a Freq Port, it's n»&«h frequented by 
Strangers, and^ tifimliy full of B^ngUfjy Dutch^ aftd Frtmh Merchant- - 

men ; for few Ships pafs without touching Ircrei as well to wft 6 divef^ 
Commodities,, as to takoin FlorencfS^m^ OiJ, An€hovcs> and ftid? 
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cth«r Goods as the Country affords. Here are likcwife a multitude of 
fmall Barks loadcn witli Wine from Ldnguedock, SatAwia^ and CcrJIca^ 
which they fell off at Retail, each Veffcl beiOi; a Tavern where peopjle 
go to drink ; for they are not permitted to carry \t into the Town 
without paying the Cuftoms. The Great Duke entertains four Gallics 
to fccurc the Coafts again ft the Privateers of B^rbsry ; but at our being 
here they were cmployM in the yemtinn^tTvkt*- 

On tlie Key we law the Marble. Statue of FtrMffandl. with four 
Turkijb Slaves chain d at theCoroer*- of the Pcdeftal of a very extraor- 
dinary WorkmanQiip in Brafs. They reprelent an old Man and hi?, 
three Sons, who to get their Liberty endeavoured to run away in tlic 
Night-tinrie with one of the Gallies ; but being taken were executed in 
this place. 

We likcwife vifited th^ Bag/fi where the Gally-Slaves are kept whilli 
they are on Shore, of which there are two forts ; one they call Forz^n, 
and thcfe are either Turks or Mvars that are taken at Sea, or fucbof the 
Natives as are condemnM to the Gallies for fomc enormous Crimes 
which defer ve Death : the other iscall'd dt BuoffAvoglu^ who are a 
rafcally fort of people that make themfclvcs Slaves for Money, or to 
cheat their Creditors ; but they have more Liberty than the reft, and 
are free when the time they bargained for is expired. The Turks and 
Moors are permitted to go abroad with a fingle Iron Bar on their Le^ 
like a Horfe-Lock, and fome without any at all, becaufe they are ea* 
()Iy known, and cannot make their efcape. But fuch as are condemned 
for Mifdemeanours go coupled together with a (ongChaio, and have 
always » Guard following them ; nay for greaterfecurity they common- 
ly chain a Turk and a c hrifHAn together. The greateft part of them* 
follow their refpe^ive Trades and L^allings ; but tuch as have none, fell 
Wine and otl^erNeccffaries to get a penny ; infomuch that there are 
divers of the Turks2Lt\^ Moors who are worth above a thoufand Crowns 
a Man, dnd would not have their Liberty if they might \ for by Grea- 
[ing a little the Captain^ Fift once a Tear when tbejGaUies go to Sea, 
they pafsfor Sick^ and areexcufed from Service. Amoagft thofe mif- 
erable Creatures we found one Englijbmany Son to C aptain BmB^ who 
formerly commanded one of theiKing\ Men-of War. This Man be- 
ing at Jlgitr in a Ship with his Brother, on fome difta((e or falling out 
turnM Mahomet 4n^^\i\Q\\ voluntary Ad gotnim fomucti efteem amongft; 
the MoorSy that they made him Gunqer of-a Gaily, and foon after Lieu* 
tenant ; in which Poft he was taken in a Sea Fight between the Great 
Duke's Gallies and thofe of Aigier. He had been hang'd, as being a 
Reoegado, but for the interceflion of fooie Friends, by whofe means 
he got his Life, but cont^iues a Slave, and is never permitted to go 
out of the Bsgtii but when he's carried on Board the Gaily to make his 
Campagne;. He flill continues a Mahomeun^ and very opinionated in 
his way by long Cuftom, imagining himfelt to be in the right. 

Lailty, we w^u to the Jems Quarter, who are faid to make one 
third part of the Inhabitants, and to be the richefl: Merchants of the 
Towjn. We were feveral times prefent at their Hebrew Service in the 
Synagogue, and had fome Acquaintance with one of their Rjitties lately 
arriv'dfrom the Levant, a Man of great Repute amongft thofe of his 
Sefl:^ and well Skiird in Hehew, cijrsMck, CdUee, and Jrabick. Wc 
fbundhinp very civil and obliging, and ainongft other Difcourfe^ he 
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was pleafed to give us the following parti<iulars concerning the prefenc . 
State of their Religion., i. That they worlhip'd God as only one in 
Unity of Perfon and Divinity, and that the three Lights fpoken of by 
divers of their Rdtbies were no received Article of their Faith. 2. That 
they hold the TetrggrammBton^ or Name of God, which confifts of four 
letters, ^oi^ He^ Vau^ //f, to be inefFrfble ; that it was declare to Mo- 
fes oniy^ Exod.6. j. that the Vowels were always left out in that 
Word ; and laftly, that they look on the word jehovdhy which has 
been introduced of late Years, to be erroneous and feignM at pleafure. 
^, That th^y hold this Word to be facred and myfterious, for which 
reafon God has kept it from the knowledge of Men, to reveal it at the 
coming of the i^e^^ ; and that as other Nations are virioufly accu- 
ftom'd to invoke the facred Nameof Gdd on aU OccaHons, fo the 'Jews 
commonly fwear by [)W, //f> f^dUy /*, the four Confbnants of that 
unknown Name. 4. That, beHdes the written Law, they have an 
oral or traditional one, vfhich Atofes received likewife on Mount Sind, 
and goes by the iiame of the BdbilenUn Talmud^ containing a litteral 
and all^oqpal Explication of the written Law, with divers Myfteries 
of the Hebrew Language ; he might have faid, a vaft Colle£}ion of idle, 
profan<5^ and blafphemous Legends, Fictions, and Whimfies of their 
antient RdUies. 5. That they pray for the Souls of the dead, and in 
all their Devotions defire God to haften the coming of the Meffl^s, 

6. That they believe the Refurreftion of Jetps, but not of others* 

7. That they abdain from Blood and Hogs Flefh, to which they attri* 
bute their being rarely or never troubled with the Scab or Lcprofy. 

8. That they hold the time appointed for the coming of the Me^as to 
be pai^, and prolonged by reafon of their Sins. 9. 1 hat the FafTage of 
Ifssdh, Ch. 7. Beho(ddl^irgiH[bdHhrit9gforth^ &c, does not import his 
being born ofV Virgin, \h& Hebrew word fignifying no mofe than ^ 
Young Woman in that place, tho' he own'd that it denotes a Virgin in 
other parts of Scripture, and that the Seventy Interpreters tranflare it 
nif^tv^.> 10. That the flfeffiof fhall be their King, exercife a Tempo* 
ral as well as Spiritual Authority, bring them back to the Land of Pro^ 
mife; and laftly, that he (hall marry and have Children, who (hall in- 
herit his earthly Kingdom after his Death* 

We came at length to the Prophecy ofjdcoi^^ The Scepter jbdU not di^ 
fdrtfr^mthe Tribe of Ju^ *tii Shiloh come ; where I told him it was fuN 
iill'd in Herod^ who was the firS Stranger that was King of the Jews^ 
all his Predcceflbrs having been of the Tribe ofjudd ; and that Chrifi^s 
being Born in the thirty-third Year of his Reign, was an evident proof 
of his being the true Meffias. I further ihew'd him, That they can pro« 
duce no viOble Power fet over them exempt from the Chriftidn^ Mdha- 
metd^j or other Laws they live under ; and that they are rather treated 
as Slaves than free born Subjeds, ndt enjoying one foot of Land 
throughout the whole Univerfe. To this Ob jea ion he anfwer'd very 
coldly, Thdt they fiitt retdin dmongfi themfelves d Civil Oovernmem^ 
dnd put their Ldws in execution^ the it be not fo vifible to the World ; 
which is an ufual but frivolous Evafion of this blind and obftinate Peo- 
ple. I alledged likewife, as an Argument of Conviftion, the Deftru- 
ftion of the! cm pic and Abolition of Sacrifice; but could draw no other 
reafon from him than, Thdt God hddfuffer^d thefe things to be for the Sins 
of the People f dnd thdt the Meflias, whofe coming they eo^pelt withgredtlm^ 
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fAtieficty would reftore thm d/L Here We left our RMiy and taking a 
Peltdca. for G^/^«4, got the fir ft Nigbt as far as Maffs, 

This City is but fmall, and yet Head of a little Principality, fobjefl: 
to one of tlie Family of Cih^ who ftilcs himfelf Prince of Majfd. It 
lies on die fida of a Hill, and has a Citadel which both coaimaods and 
defends it. About half a League from the Town arc the Marble Qfizt'- 
TitsQ^CMrraray whichfuppiy the greateft part of i/4/;, and bring io a 
good Revenue to the Prince. 

The nc>^t place of Note we n^et with was Leri€i^ a Fortrefs of oon& 
derable Strength, fituateat tlie entrance of the Gulf of <S/ri&»4, and 
faid to ftand in the place of tlie antient Lmha^ which was d^royM by 
the AVisr/^nxintlie Year 856. Hadditigw arriving before the Town 
with his Fleet, and judging by its vaft Extent and aiagnificent.BuiJd- 
ings it muft be Rome^ without making any further enquiry » hethougbc 
himfelf of z Stratagem to uke and deftroy it. To that intent, he fern 
Deputies on Shore to 'defire leave of the Inhabitants to take id finefh 
Froyifions, and that he himfelf, being Sick, might land and embrace 
the Chrift ian Religion before his £)eath. His Requeft being granted, 
he accordingly came to the City, feigning himfelf indifpofed ift Bcdp, 
and being met by the Magiftrates and Clei^y, was condci£led to the 
great Church, where he made a publkk Frofefllion of Chrfftianky,and 
waslSaptiz'd. This being done, he returned to his Fleet, and ioQo af^ 
ter, the better to execute the barbarous Defign, a Report was fpreatd 
abroad that lie was dead, that he had left all bis Jewela and othef Ri- 
ches to the City, anddefired to be buried ki the plftee where be was 
baptized. Whereupon the £41;^^ made g^-eat preparations to perform 
his Funeral Exequies, with a pomp becoming a Per6>n of bis D^nity ; 
and HdMlwgfu >^as brought to the ChuFch in a Coffin, foHow^d by his 
Pfiicers and Sokliers in a mourning pod ure ; but the Coffin was no 
fooner open d, but the Impo(lor rde up arm'd from head to foot^ add 
witli his Followers mafTacred a great part of the lahabicaptSy taking 
the reft: Prifoners, pillaging and burning the City, aisd then boafting 
himfelf to have deftroy'd Rctm^ the Miftrefe of the whole World. 
As we palled thro' the Gulf of Spezjcfd tewards Gemu^ our Boat- 
men row'd us to the middle of the bay to ihew ns a Spring of fnelli 
Water, which breaks up from the bottom of the Sea thro' the 9alt- 
waier, and forms a Cifcle in manner of a Bafip^ ftitl remaining un* 
mixt, and fo far from being bracki(b, that cUvers Ships psiffiog this 
way take in their provifionof it, and prefer it before thu of the C'on- 
tincnt. 

Gems is an Archiepifcopal City, and Capital of a Coaftimxhwealth, 
•antiently callM i.fi;^/>. It's o«ke of the: mod magoftiidi Cities in E$i^ 
Yopi^ and judly ftil'd^ Genu$ U Sufiptu; The protd Gorm. The 
Buildings are tall and ftately ; but the Streets afe, for the maft part, 
narrow built, by reafoa of Dhe exceflive Heat of the: Sun in Sumnier- 
time, occafiorfd by its being expofed to the South, and environM dnaS 
other tides with high Mountains. It^s about fix Miles ia coffi^^afii, &^ 
tuateon a riting Ground, encompafled with double Walls on the Land* 
fide, and lying, rouud in form of an Jmpbifb§atfey fo that fuch as enter 
the Haven by Sea have a very pleafant profpefi ot all its Splendour and 
Magnificence. The Street call'd U Str^dd N tan/a is one of the fioeft I 
ever faw> the Houfes oa each fide b^ing tiie moft fumptuoos Palaces 
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m Gtymd, no lefs fhini^ with Nfairblt than confiderdbk for eheu- Ap- 
chitcdure, each of them being faid to be capable of Lodging the great- 
cfc Prince in Cl^rfi^fui^m^ wLsb all his lUtiilue; « 

The pr'roc»pa4 Church dedicated to;S» Ldurence is a (lately Struflvre^ 
entfkb'dwithagrteatquamityof MapUe, and other coftly Ornaments* 
From the Church we weACtathcTceafnry^ leaving our Swords at the 
door (as aD arit obt^'d to dDcmder a fe^er&Benarlty) aiideotring at an 
Iron Door which was opea'd by foor K^iys^ kepiby as tBany Senators^ 
they (bew'd us, amoogii osher ^arities<» a^ krge Diib of one entire £* 
merald^ faid t& have been a Prefent of the Queen ef SM4 to SolomoB^ 
whereki oUr S»f fOi»r eat the Pafchal Lamb with hi)» Difciples, and to 
Iiave been brouglit from ^mi&cb near Six hundred Y«ars^ago, when the^ 
Ginmefe afTifted Ballium King of Jerufakm. againil the Tmrks ; but they 
muft pardon me if 1 have not Faith enoughuto believe that Chriil 
evef ufed fuch coftly VefTtl^^. We hkewiie iaw si Table on which 
tfre reprefented the anciCfit Liiiifts oi Li^urJoy a conilderable Piece of 
ADtic^ity. 

The Chfureh of S. Awbfofij belonging to the ^(iiifes, is a rich and 
fiately Fabrick, ast»e]9inrefpeft of its Archhedurc^ as the (lately 
Marble Pifkbrs and exquifite Paintingsi The Altars are likewife lup* 
ported with ' Marble Pillars^ and raird in with fialblires of the 
iame. 

The 4M0tfciM$M is one of the moft Snperfs Struftures^ in Europe:, and 
fopported by the ftatelieft S/r/j^^ Marble Pillajs lever fa/W. Which 
way foever we cajft our Eyes they were even daazl'd with the 
glittering LxAtt of fine Marble, moft elaborate Paimiggs, Gildings^ 
and the ftke, all done to perfc^ioii. The Chudch^ of S. Cjfrm is 
alfo remarJkable for Matble Work, and other fuokptuous Orna^ 
ments. 

The Faldces of Cenud are, for the moft part all Marble. That of 
Prince Dms on one fide of the City is built with an ordinary Stone, 
and pteafancly feated on the fide of the IM. The great GaUery, pavM 
xit/^h Msli^le and fuppoi fed by divers fair Pillvs, is no fmall Ornamerlt 
to this Palace 5 tht Ststaes, tdpifiry^ f^Hf^is, BedSy znA TMes of SUver 
(of which heie'b one valuM at Twenty five thoufand Crowns) are no 
kfs furprizing. In the Wardrobe we imr. divers VeiTclsof G(?Ai/, Roch- 
Cbrrjtaiy and Fivr^e/iii>f of great Valuey witbfeverai/othcr pretty Curi- 
ofities. In the Garden we d)fcrvM divens artificial Gr#rx^ Fount gim^ 
and, amongit othet Rarities, the Tomb and Epitaph of a Dog, that 
bad a Legacy of Five hundred Growns fer Jmmm left him for his 
Maintenance. 

The £\^tf^s FialaCe is a large Buildings with diwtrs fair and fpacioos' 
Rooms, in one of which we faw twelve curious Statute of white Mar- 
ble» reprefenting as ma»y eminent Citizens who have fignalizM them* 
fehres it) the Service of the Republick. lathe Armory we faw Arms 
for Forty thoufand Men ; a Cacmoa made-of Leadlor 5 two Standards 
taken t^ the GfM^ye in their War ^\d^S%ifoj\ and the Armor of di- 
versMaitHsofG^^fiVii, who with a inafcdine Courage and Bravery, 
beyond the ufual weakneft of their Sex, performed fuck Wonders in the 
Holy War, tlvat the Republick hooour'd them with vhe.Titlpof,^ A>- 
bie Genuefe. AH round the Court of the Palace . are divers ArtizaiQs, 
afid near tlie Steps the Statues of two Princes of .the family of ParU^ 
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ere£led by the Senate fortlieir great Service and illuftrious Ani- 
ons* 

Wc obferv'd divers other (lately Palaces, as tho^t oi SmuU and Bslbi^ 
and the ritU^s In the Suburbs ot San P/eno in Jrensy flupcndioufly 
adornM with Statues, Water- Works, A r bows. Grots, Ponds, and a 
prodigious variety of other charming Obje^s. 

Having fceri tlie City, we went to view the Haven and new Mole, 
which is fiir advanced into:the;Sea for the fecurity of Ships* The Phg^ 
ros, or Light^Towcr, ftands on a Rock at the extremity of the Mole. 
The Gallies are commonly emplo^^M in tranfporting Silks and other 
Ccmmodities, the Coafts being fo infefled with AjricM Pyrates, that 
they dare not expofc them in Barks and other froall Veflels, there being 
no Ships of any conOderable Burthen or Strength. 

The Baggage of Stratigcrs is vfery ftriSly fcarch'd at the Gates by the 
Officers ot the Cufiom Houfe ; and a Man is feverely treated if they 
find any Foreign Coin, or a fbarp- pointed Knife about him. They 
are likewifcoblig'd to carry their Fire-Arms, if they have any, to the 
Palace, where they are given them back when they leave the Town ; 
but the keeping them cefts a piece of Money, as well here as in divers 
other Cities; fothatif youpafs thro' //4/y out with a pair of Fiftols, 
you are forcM to pay three or four times their value. 

As we were walking thro' the Streets, wc faw a Woman mounted 
on a Stage hung round with. Spheres, Globes^ Schemesy and divers Ma* 
thematical Inftruments. Approaching nearer, we found her to be of 
a tall Stature, fwarthy Complexion, and fierce mafculine Countenance, 
haranguing a great Concourfe of People with a thoufand apiHi Po- 
Aures, ridiculousX3e(lures, and odd Grimaces. Some of our Compa- 
nions took it for Ty€ho Br Ahe\ G\\o&, ; and others, for a Lunatick Per- 
fon, who having plundered fome Star-gazer's Cabinet, was here afling 
a mad piece of Comedy. In Ihort, we at length perceivM her to be 
oneof thofe that make profeflion of Judicidrji Aftrologj^ and deal out 
Fortunes to People^ better or worfe, according as they are paid; for 
having finifh'd her Harangue,, fhe invited her Auditors to her Cham* 
ber, where they fhould have an Account of their whole Lives paft and 
to come, at a very reafonableRate. For a proof of her Ability, flic 
pretended to tell divers Perfons there prefent their Fortune, fpeakiog 
thro' a Tin Pipe twelve oc fourteen foot long, and fomewhat hke a 
Speaking-trumpet, the fmall end of which ibe apply'd to fome one's 
Ear amongft the Crowd, fo that none of the Standers-by could hear 
wliat fhe laid. Amongfl: the reft (lie pitch*d on me, and earneftly 
prefTed me to take a Proof of her Art; to which with much ado I 
condelcended/ and. having adapted the Machine to my Ear, flie told 
me, 1 rvM troubled with an itekof Rambling ; that 1 had^one throng ft^ttny 
Dangers to gratify my. Curivfity^ and been five tears out of my own Loantry. 
If We had eaten a I^ck of Salt together fhe could not have painted my 
Genitds in truer Colours: But^ I confefs, I was a little ftartled when I 
refle^led, that I had really been out of England as long as fhq (aid, to a 
Day or two. 'Twas altogether impoflible (^e could have hid any ac- 
couBDofme, feeing it happen d on ^the Day of my arrival, and before 
1 6ad con vcrfed with any one of the Inhabitants ; wherefore I conclud- 
ed, (hei mu(t either do it by the DeviPs means, or by meer Chance; 
which latter ieems Very improbable^ confidering All tbe Circumftances. 
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The Devil, 'tis true, may know what is paft, but future Events hi 
can only guefs at. I am apt to think, that if any thing could be ga- 
therM from the Stars, the Devil, whom all Divines grant to be won* 
derfully skillM in all Natural Sciences, would not have been fo obfcure 
in all his Oracles, nor have ft udied fuch Crafty and dubious Anfwcr% 
when confuted by the P^gMs of old. ^ 

Here is in this City i Society of f^irtuojl^ callM Jdarmentati. The 
feinous Chrifidfber C^lumhm^ who firft difcoVer'd the WtfiAniits^ was a 
Native of this place. 
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0/ Genua- /» General^ the frefent State artd IntereSl -^ the 
Afanners and Cujioms of the People^ Sec. 

Tri E antient LigurUns werefd J)Otent by Sea and Land that they 
fubducd the Ifles oi Cyprus^ Lesbos^ and Chio, extending their 
Conqucfts as far as the River TMAi^^ and triumphing over the Pifans 
and renetians. The State was by ChAriemagne taken from the Lum-' 
bards^ and left to the Kings of trgnce his Succeflbrs, who poflefled it 
above an Hundred Years; It was afterwards governM by Dukc8i and 
then by the Frew^A again, *till the Year 1 528, when the brave Andrew 
Doria, (baking off the Yoke, eftabliflfd tht Demoiracy, v/hich conti- 
nues to this Day. The Government is Popular, and manag'd by ai 
i^e^i^e or Duke, a 5w/t/^ or Great Council of F'our hundred Citizens, a 
lefTer Council of One hundred, and divers Govtmatoru All matters of 
greateft Importance are handled by t\\tSen/ite^ which is the very Fdun- 
dation of the Government ; but Affairs of lefs moment are deliberated 
in the other Council, or by the Do^e and Gavernatori^ whom they call 
the SignorU* They have likewife fik Confervatort^ whofe Biifincls it is 
to fee that nothing be done again ft the Laws of the Republick ; fevca 
Jrtquifatori di Stdto to root out all Faftions amohgft the People, and hin* 
der Confpiracies ; and laftly, the Protettori di Han Georgia^ which is a 
Body independent on the Common- Wealth, and having particular 
Conrtitutions of their own. Thefe latter Mageftrates manage a kind 
of Bank for the Benefit of the Government, and arefo very punftual in 
pay ing the Intereft, that thegreateft part of the Money ot GenuA is in 
their bands, and Foreigners are daily laying in very confiderabte Sums. 
To keep up the Reputation of the OfBce, they have oftentimes rtiadc 
good the yeatly InterefV to fuch as they were in aftual War withal, and 
even to Traytors, Rebels, and (uch as had forfeited all their other 
Goods to the State. 

The Doge is chofert every two Years ; and, whilH he continues Hcacf 
of the Republick, lives in the Palace, from whence he cannot ftir but 
by Order or Leave of the Senate. His greateft Prerogative is his pow* 
cr of propofing matters to be fcated of in Council, which is mor© 
than tlie Uoge oH^enice can do. His Term being expired, he is in full 
Council grofly complemented and ^ifcharged by the Secretary in thefe 
words : {""oftra ScrentU hs fnito il fuo tempo^ Voftra Excellenzd fini vadi 
M ca/a. That is, tour Serene Highntf has fnifiid his timt^ Tdnr Exiel* 
lence may go home. The DeM of the Senate fupplies thfe place dnrift^ 
three Days of Vacancy, and then they proceed to a new Election. Th«^ 
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Sw^rfChofestwfelveMenoucof their number, who are by the leffcr 
Council reducM to fix ; and out of thcfe fix the Poge is chofen in the 
Senate by BaUoting^ and crown'd fooie few Day* after by the Arcji- 
bifbop. 

The State of Genu$ is about One hundred and fixty Miles in length, 
but its greatefl breadth exceeds not t\»enty five. The Country Js 
JMoumainous and naturally barren, but much improved by good HuP 
bandry, by means whereof it produceth good Wine and Oil. They 
likewife poflefs the Ifle of Corfica^ which having formerly been a King- 
dorti gives Genua the title of Serenijjims. The little Ifle of Cafraria is 
alfo under the fame Jurifdidion. The publick Revenue amounts to 
One million two hundred thoufand Crowns /^er Annum \ but a confide* 
rable part of it being engag'd for publick Debts, there hardly remain 
Four hundred thoufand to the Government J fo that tho* the Subjects 
arefomeof the richellinthe whole World, yet the State is low. As 
the reneiiarjs are very forward in promoting the Publick, fo thtGenue/e 
mind little but their own private Intereft. They can onoccafion raife 
an Army of Thirty thoufand Men, and find Arms enough in the Arft> 
nal for a greater number. They have about Three thoufand Foot in 
conftant Service, with fix Gallies and two Men of War of feventy 
Guns to fecure the Commerce, and clear the Coaiis of Turhjb and o- 
ther Pyrates. 

The Crown of Spain is coofiderably indebted to this*. Common* 
Wealth for Money borrow'dby Phillip II. to fet out his Invincible Ar- 
mado againft England^ and other Sums taken up fince, for which they 
pay Intereft. Some arc oF ppinion, that the Spaniards would never 
pay the Principal, to keep the Gehuefe under their Protedlion, by which 
means they get frefh Supplies on all urgent OccaCons. 'Twas Charles 
the Fifth's Advice to keep them thus depending, and his Succeflbrs have 
found by Experience that his Politicks were well-grounded • for by this 
means they have, for divers Years, commanded here as ablolutely as if 
they had been Lords and Mafters of the State. And, indeed, the Gr- 
;7r/f/ir havenolcfsreafon tokeep in with Spain^ feeing the Dutchy af 
M Ian is too near their Country to be poflcffed by one that's difafFeaed 
to their Government, it being the only place from whence they expert 
Succours in cafe of Necefiity, and where their Nobility have very 
plentiful Eflates, which links them clofer to the Spani/b Intereft. 
Moreover, the ftrong Town of Final is a flircw'd check, being fituate 
in the middle of their Dominions ; and laftly, the Barrennefs of their 
own Soil requires annual Supplies of Corn from Sicilian* from whence 
they arefurnifh'dat a very ealy Rate. However, this ftrift and De- 
cenary' Alliance greatly incommodes them in regard oltht French^ 
who look upon all Fifli to be loft that come not to their Net ; and as 
the Inrerefts of Spain and France are in themfelves quite difiereot 
and inlociable, fo what ever turns to the Benefit of the one, is 
an afflifting Eye fore to the other. The Genueft have much 
ado for to keep a fair Correfpondence with thefe two oppofitc 
Powers. 

The French have for a long tittle endeavoured to withdraw them 
from the Spaniard's protetlion, but has not hitherto been able to hurt 
them much ; for whoever has to do with any one Member of lulj^ 
ail 4ts Parts communicate fo well, and joyn To unanimoufly in one com- 
mon 
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mon Intcrcft;,/ that it fcts tlie whole Body into a Commotion. Tfap 
Footing that this Monarch has already got on this fide of the Abes^ by 
the Duke of Muntu^^ giving up the Citadel of CazM, puts them in 
mind of jdm froximus xtdet ; and even thofe Prinpes who feem'd to f^ 
your his Faftion moft,. begin to look home and think of the puhlick 
Security. The City of Genax has more than once experienc'd the fiitai 
Confequcnce of thefe mutual Jarrs and Counter plots; but principally 
m the Year 1648, when it was bombarded by the French, and the 
Rcpublick obligd by Articles of Agreement to fend their Doge in per- 
ion with four Senators to l^erfaiffej^ to attonc for Crimes they knew 
little of, andaiTurecheKuigof ihcfirm Refolution they had taken to 
ftick clofe to bis Intercft. 

As for the Humor of the People, the Men arc generally efteemcd 
Haughty, Scornful, Crafty, and Deceitful ; and tlie Women Proud, 
Confident, and Diffolute: whence it's faid, that GePka hath, Mate 
Jenz.it fe fee, Mont^gnejenxd Ugno^ Httomini Jenz^a fede, edonne Jenzsier^ 
gogfJA. That is, A SetL without Fffi;, Mounuins wuhout H^voJ^ Men 
without fsith, MdfVomen wfthout Shsme., , If you ask me how it comes 
to pafs that there are no Jews in Genud, fince moft of the Cities in Itfih 
aie full of them; lanfwer. That aU the Inhabitants. are meer Jews in 
matter of Traffick \ and a true Jew would have much adoe to live a- 
mongft them. The Italians fo far abhor their crafty and fraudulent 
Dealing, thatthfc bed Ctiarafler'tbey give a Genuefi is, Moro hattejato, 
or a Moor baptiz'd. 

They drive a greatTrade in Silk9,TafIeta^s, Velvet,& other rich Stuffs, 
tvhich keep up a very beneficial Commerce, and employ at leaft Forty 
thoufand poor Families of the City, who live by the Manufadures. 

The chief and antientell of twenty eight nOble FamiliesoiGMj/^^are 
thofe oiFieJchifirtmiUdi^iifinoU,zndL Dcria ; who arc (etdomor never per- 
mitted to uiare in the Government, for fear they (hould endeavour to 
engrofs the whole to themfelves^ by afpiring to the Sovereignty. It de« 
rotates not from their Quality to merchamlize ; fa that divers of tlto 
firft Rank make confiderabie addition to their Eftates by TrafBck* 

One thin^I remarkM in this City, no lefs worthy of Imitation thsfn 
Commendation, which is, their admirable Method of furnifhing the 
place with Provifionsof Corn, Wine, and Oil; by which means they 
remove all danger of Scarcity or Famine, fo frequently experienc'd in 
other Parts. Their Granaries and other Magazines are always ftorM 
with two Years Provifiqn ; fo that if there happen a dear and bad Sea* 
fon they ufe their old Stores, and take in no more for that Year ; but 
if itclianceto be plentiful and cheap, they buy up enough to ferve the 
City three or four Years. By this prudent Management the aforefaid 
Ncceflaries are never dear ; for the Republick is content with a very 
fmall Profit. All perfons are forbidden, by a publick Ed\6k of State, to 
buy up any Corn 'till the City- Granaries are fiU'd, and all Bakers artd 
others are obliged under fevere Penalties to take all their Corn from 
thence. Their two Years Provifion of Wine is kept in Cellars in divers 
Quarters of the City, and there fojd out at Retail ; fo that the Govern- 
ment only has the profit, and all Inn-keepers and others muft take it 
from thele Cellars, where they have it at a very reafonable Rate O- 
ver each Cellar, which they call Fondtaua^ is fet jn Intendant or Over- 
feer, who has the management thereof and muft be refpbnfable to the 
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State. Thcfc Wines arc never adulterated ; for (hcoild it be known 
that the Oflicersor Servants brcwM or mix'd them, they would infalli- 
bly be fent to theGalHes: fo that the Citizens ufually boa ft that pure 
and natural Wine isonly drank in dnud. 

From Geffud we went by Ftiuea to FsBa F^mcm. Ourfirft days Voy- 
5.ir(r///f. age brought us to Ssvona^ ad Epifcopal City, and fccond of d^ Ro- 
publick. It's fituate on the Sea (hore, and weD-fortified by Art and 
Natuie •, having for its defence ftrong Walls, a regular Citadel, and 
the Afpenin Mountains which environ it on the Landfide. Tho 
Houfes are handfom afid well built, but the Haven has been almoft 
quite block'd up by tlie Gf$iwfe, I fuppofc, to draw all the lYadc to 
GcnuA\ however^ they ftill retain a confiderablc Commerce by the 
incarts of fmali Barks., which enter without danger. 
K;;^/. We touched next at Tindy fo call'd from the Subtilty of the Air. It*s 

Capital of a Marquifate belonging to the King of Sfgin^ and commo- 
dious for debarking Forces, Provifions, and other Neceflar/es def^n'd 
for the Dutchy of MiUn. The City, which lies near a Mile from the 
Sea, is tolerably well built and peopled, well fortified, and defended 
by a. (Irong Citadel. 

From UmI we kept along the Coaft to 5iM? Ktmo^ a little triangular 
City, fituate on an Emineoce, and belonging to the Gmuefe. The 
whole Plain (for fo I maycall it mrcfpefl of the prodigious high Moun- 
tains which cover it on the Land-Ode; feems to be one continued Wood 
of Orange, Lemon, Palm, and Olive Trees. The Lemons are fent 
hence into moll parts of //4/f and Frdffce, in exchange for Corn and 
other Commodities which their Soil doth notproduce. 

We proceeded on to Monuhg. And here I cannot but admire to fee 
the Weftern Coaft of Genu a fo well Inhabited ; tho^ we found nothing 
but Mountains, Rocks, and dry barren Ground all along the Shore ; 
which, were it nor for its commodk)us fituation, would Toon become 
defolate. The People are likewife of a different Humor from thofe of 
the Eadern Coaft, afie^ing the Manners, and uHng divers Cuftoms of 
the UfaniMrdsy but furpafling them, if poffible, in morofenefs of Tem- 
per. All Women of any Rank, as well here as in Genud^ wear Far- 
dingals XxktiXitSpMifh ladies, which are Ciiciesof Whale bone about 
their Wafte, bearing out their Petticoats on all (ides, as far as they can 
well reach ; infomuch, that when two of them meet in a narrow 
Street, they find as much difficulty to pafs, as when two Coaches or 
Carts fall ^ul on one another in the fame manner. *Tis really divert* 
ing to fee what a Figure they make in this edd kind of Habit, which 
makes them took as chick as longhand force people to open the great Gate 
where* ever they come, the Wicket being too narrow to receive fuch 
a ilruttingbuikof Petticoats. 
Monaco. Mo9iac0 is a fmall City, lying on a kind of PenifffuU at the' foot of 
the Mountains. It'slikewite Head of a fmall Principality, and takes 
its Name from the Greek Words, /uov®* o'^ik©., becaufe Hercules was 
antiently worfhippcd here in his Temple alone, and no other Gods a- 
dor'd by the Inhabiunts ; whence it was aHb calPd Pt^tm HercuUs. 
The Caflle is buik on a high craggy Rock, and eileem'd impregnable. 
The Citadel is likewife regularly forcifyM, and commands both City 
and Haven. MonmBj RaccdHruna^ and }Aentor$^zxt the only Cities of 
chi^ Principality \ and the greateft part; of the Prince's Revenue is draw n 
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from the Magazines of Salt at Mcnton-^ wItIcIi furnifh Piedmofjt and 
MoHtftrtAt. ; ; 

Wc came next to V'iRa Franc a^ which is in the l^ort of Nice^ and one l^JlaFranc^i 
of the beft in the MeJitirrAnea/t Sea. 1 he City is iiidiflPcrently well* 
built, Jind defended by two or three ftrong Foits. The pukeof iMf^(y 
ufUaUy keeps t wo Gallies in the Haven to (ecurc his Cuftoms, and frortt 
hence the people of F/^^/f/w^^rtranfport tljeir Linen and Cordage, which 
arc the principal Commodities of the Country. From^///j tranu wc 
walk'd over the Hill to iV/cf, two Leagues diftant. . 

Nice is Epifcopal, and Capital of a County of the fame Ma me he- 'Kce* 
lodging tOthe Duke of Savoj. It's like\<^ife well-built, and defended 
by one of the Ibongeft Caftles in E/trape, mdfV advantagioufly f :atcd 
bn a Rock that (huts into the Sea Wc faw here divers Foorlleps of • 
Antiquity, of which the moft confiderahle were of an Amphitljeatr^. 
Wc were like wife fhewn the places where the Tcitjplcs of ?luto^ 7^w> 
and Chdroff^' anticntly ftocjd, but there remains nothing of ihem at 
prcfent. Nothing can be more charming than the profpcft we had of 
this place from Sea, where we faw it encompaflcd in form of an JmJ^ 
phitfjedtre^ with Hills over-topirtg one another by their gradual afcent^ 
thick fet with the Country-Houfcsof the Gentry and Merchants of thd 
City, and reprefenting one great Garden ftupendioufly beautified with 
all forts of Fruit-Trees. The Town and adjacent Campagne is fo well 
defended from the rigorous Inclemencies of Northerly and Eafterly 
Winds, by means of the Mountains which over-look them, thitt th* 
Air is always ferene and temperate, and Orange-Trees are cot'crM with 
Leaves,- Flowers, and Fruit, in all Sealons of the Year. They culti-^ 
vatc all forts of odoriferous Flowers^ as well for their Pleafure, as for 
the Effencesor Perfumes, wherewith they trade into divers parts of £a^ 
rope. The Tubereufe is a Flower that endures not the Cold, and there- 
fore the Bulb is taken out of the Earth in the beginning of October, kept 
in a dry place, and re- planted in Afril. The "JonqutlU is likcwifetakert 
up in June, or as foon as the Leaves are witl^cred, and planted agaii) 
about Michaelmas ; fo arelikewife RAnunculsis^s and Anemones : for if 
they are left in the Ground (at moft above two Years) they decay, ot 
multiply fo much, that they arc quite fpoylM. T\\t\-iAtiA is propa- 
gated by the Seed, which is hke a fmall Bean, the Husk whe(^eof is(b 
hard, th^t unlefs you fteep it two days in Milk, and open it on one fide 
with a fine File, or the like, it rots in the Ground, and n6vcr grows^. 
I faw very large Falm-Trees in this Country, and \i;^as told, that ihey 
tyc two Date-Stones together when they fet them, or elfc they feldom 
grow ; or, if they do, rarely profper. J^ffd^ny is vtry induftrtou(^ , 
cultivated hereabouts, and the Floweirs thereof tranfporred licncc into 
divers parts of Europe^ to the great benefit of the InhiEibitants/ 

The want of a comniodious Haven at Niceis a great dinncoufagemcnv 
tothe People, who are much addided to Commerce' h nor is it p&flible 
to build a Mole,by rcafon of the exceffive depth of the Water all along 
the Shore, where Veflels difcharge and take in Goods^ but are n0t f^^ 
cure in bad 'U^eather. 
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0/ Italy in general, the Manners and Cufioms of the Feo- 

• * * 

'tT^LT^ which was heretofore efteecnM the Miftr^ls and Paradlfe 
Jt of Europe^ lies in the middle of the Temperate ^nf, reprefentiDg a 
Boo^or Man^ Leg,and having the Sea on all Odes but on that where it's 
fliut up by tlie ^Ipes from the M»in Contiocot. P/ify gives it tlie 
length of One thoufand and twenty luUan Miles, and the breadth of 
Four hundred and twenty, which muft be the greateft, for in fome 
parts it exceeds not thirty or forty* 1 he Country wa> heretofore fo 
well inhabited, thM ALligfftu makes mention of Eleven hundred and fix- 
ty fix great Cities, and a multitude of other To^ns and Villages it con- 
tained in his time. The tcmperat^nefs of the Air, and great abundance 
of all things neoelTary for the prcfervation of Life, made PZ/ot imagin 
Nature to have been in a merry Mood when fhe made it, and induc'4 
the Foets to feign Bacchus and Ceres zt variance, and emuloufly contendr 
jng which fball moft contribute to the delight and benefit of the Inha<- 
bitantSt Some parts, I grant, are mountainous and barren, but what 
they want is abundantly fupply'd from the Superfluity of their Neighs 
hours. The Rivets of lulj, tho' not fo great and navigable as thoteof 
other Countries, are notwithftaadii^g n^ore or lefs beoeficial to the Feo 
pie the principal are the jP(?, -4rw, Tiber^ and JMge. 

How the Affairs of hkly flood before the foDirdation of Rome^ is uo* 
certain^ It was afterwards govern'd by Kings for the fpace of Two 
bundrecand twenty Years, 'till the People, provok'd by the dppreffioo 
of Td^qiiiniusSiiperbM the feventh and laft King, l)y the folicitation of 
^jt4mH6 Brut$ts (book off the Yoke, and chang'd the Monarchy into a 
Repubhck, which was adminlftred by Confulsfor about Four hundred 
eighty three Years. Then 'Julim Cdjar reducM it to a Monarchy, and 
was Qtclar d Firft Emperour, frotn whom all bis SucceHbrs took the 
Sirname of C^Jkr. When the Empire began to decline, iuij likewife 
chang'd Mafters, and waspoflefled by the Emperors of £on/tMnw/Ie^ 
the G^sbsj Lombards^ and others, but at length reduced by Chariemagfte. 
' It has (ince been difcnembred by Gifts and Conquefts, and is at pre- 
fent fubje^ to divers Princes. It's vfually divided into three Regions, 
t^i^. haiji fo dall d, JLamhdrdjf, and the Kingdom of Naples. Lombardj 
contains P/fii/iwpW, Montfer^t^ Milan^ Parma^ Modena^ Msmtfia^ the 
$ii(9te$ of I^tf9ice acul Genua^ aqd the Bifboprick of Tre^it. Italy fo cal* 
Jed, lies in the middle, and cbmprebends the Pope's Dominions, Tuf 
€asfji,_ and theRepublick of S^uca. The Kingdom of Napies is the ijc- 
moft pari, and wholly fubjeG to the King of Spain. The Ifles of 67- 
.*i7/4,. Sardmi4^ C^r^aaj &c. may makearourthPart. Thef? Provinces 
are govern'd by Sovereign Prinzes of the firft Rank; befides wbich, 
there are divers other petty Prince^ who are as abfolute as the former, 
tho' their Dominions are not of the fame extent. Qf this latter fort are 

the pukes of GuaftaHa^ MirandoUy Sabonietta^ and BraMOffO ; the 
Princes of Bozzolo^ Monaca^ Mafferano^ Piombino ; the Marqueflcs of 
CafUllone^ Majfa^ Mon$$^ Torregita^ and Meidola; the Counts of Na- 
. veilara and Perillano ; the Rcpublick of Sam Marino ; and the Lord of 
SoJ^haritto. To thefe we may add divers new Principalities erected in 

favour 
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Civour •f Popes Nephews, ind thof? ch»t b«ve been givea by the Pmg 
of 5/i/ir to gratify tlie Ambition of ftveral Nt^olitMB Noblemeo. AH 
thefe Principalities and Suces (exoepcing chat of yenicf) are tMid uiu- 
der the Pope or Eoiperour,' and fucb as are feudatory to the Pope fafl 
to the Church, if the Proprietors die without Iflue^Male, or (boie fe*- 
gitin;iate and near Relations of the faine Sex, Women having no Rig|ic 
of Succeflion. 

The ItAliMMf are generaOy C^ickr witted^ Grave, and Judidoas ; 
but withal Lafcivious, Jealous, and Revengeful. Their long Peace 
and Tranquility has quite extinguifh'd that aiafculine aqd warlike Spi^ 
rit fo confpicuous in- their glorious Anceftors ; infixnuch^ that Muldi^ 
njtl^ fpealcing of a Fight bet wen the Milaefe znd FiaremM Armies that 
lafted four Hours, tells us, there was but one Man kill'd in the Battle ; 
and be unluckily falling off his Horfe was trampled to death in the heat 
of the Conflift. They arc very temperate in their Diet, and Drunk- 
rnnefs is e(lcemM the greatefl of all Crimes ; fo that fucb as are given 
to drink are taken for Monfters, and judged unfit for human Society. 
The reafon maybe, becaufe the //4//4/rj being naturally hoc4ieaded and 
revengeful, when iheir Brains are never fo little inflamM with Liquor, 
they exceed all bounds of Reafon. and aft worfe than Brutes. They 
are likewife extreamly ambitious^ af!e£ting the Names, and emulous 
of the Aflions of the antient RomMs. Vain glory and Sel&applanfe are 
inherent in the very Conftitution of their Nature, and pais for meer 
PeuddiBio^s. They are fa very ceremonious, and nicely punctual in 
u hat they call gooid Breeding, that all perfons of the firft Rank keep 
Maimers of Cereononies (^Mdt^ri di Cdmerd) roinftru£t them how they 
ought to carry tlfemfelves on all occafions ; for to err bucia the lealr 
Punciillio^ is not Only lookM upon as abfurd and ridiculous, but it be- 
comes the common To.wn-talk, and every one cries out, Non hd letto 
ilGalMseo\ He has not read Galdteo; which is a Booki)f Manners, 
written by the erudite Joannes dt Cafk. The Nobility and Geptry 
fpcnd their Elates in ereding (lately Palaces; in furnilhiiig. them 
with cliqicc Pifhires, Statues, Hangings, and other coftly Ornaments ; 
in entertaining fplendid Equipages, and great Trains ot Attendants \ 
and, in a word, in making the greateft Figure their Degree and Pig- 
nity will permit.- They efteem it derogatory to their Quality'tt) be 
boni in tlie Country, and therefore affed living in the moft coofidera* 
ble Cities, or fend their Wives thither to lie in. They arc extiseme 
cautious in their Marriages, it having been rarely known that an itklisn 
Nobleman pr Woman wedded beneath their Quality ; a thing very 
common in divers other Parts of Europe^ where we fee Geodemea 
marry their Cooks and Chamber-maids, and Ladies their Grooms and 
Butlers. This unbecoming Condefcention is fo odious in Ir4^, tl^t it 
leaves a blot on their Families for Ibme 4ges , incapacitating oheir 
Children to be Knights of Maiu, and keeping them from divers other 
honourable Prefcntions. Snch decayM Perfons of Quality as cannot 
pretend to others of their Rank , are fprc'd^ to turn Fryars and 
Nuos, or continue Bachelors and Maids ad their Life-tinsc ; uplels ' 
they can ratfe their Fortunes^ and qualifV themfelves for Matches 
equivalqit to their De'grce. ' . 
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. The ItdliMs have a great elleetn for their own Language ; and, to 
cultivate it, hive ere£led Academies or Societies of yirtuoft in all the 
principal Cities, of whom we have fpoken above ; who like wife en^ 
deavour to add fomething to the common Treafury of Arts and Sci- 
ences, exercifih^ their Talents at their publick Meetings. by Rhetoricaf, 
J^oral^ and PhyloTophical Difcourfes. This feems to be what the Mo- 
ral SttiecA invites the Learned to, Sume in mMus Iniicts Philofopborum : 
bdc iff A res ixftrgefci te coget^ finHderis quMm multi tibi Idfonrytrint^ com- 
tttp^ies & ipfe ex Hits unus efft. Ep. 39. Tliey aflfefl obfcure and fkn- 
taftical Names, and fuch, for the mofl part, as one would think unap- 
plicable to their Profcflion^ as you will fee more at lai^e in the follou - 
ing Table.

In all-tKc Tops on tw Road we were forcjd to bargaip before band foi* 
what wctook- op otiicrwife were fure to. pay faWce ; foi* he muft 
have a Ic^ig Furfc that tr^ivcls thro' 'Itdly Without ^ood manageme'Dt. 
Innkeepers ijand at itjeir| Doors ta invite Paffengers iti, and having 
once engaged mem'/ rrcat them Very tlightly, without the ufual Civili- 
ty which ibprafticM in other Parts, and as if they were hardly behofd- 
ing to them for their Money. The People of the Country cannot be 
cheated by them ; for they are oblig'd to keep a Tariffs or Table of 
what they fell, with their refpe£tive Prices regulated by publick AtH 
thority, bung up in all publick Houfes: But this avails a Stranger lit" 
tie, who being on bis Journey has feldom time to call them in que- 
ftion. 

T\itIuUAMs reckon not their Hours as we do, but begin their Day 
from the going down of the Sun , and count on to twenty four ^ fo that' 
their Hours ofNoon and Midnight rife and fall, according to the diffo- 
renc Seafons of the Tear. 
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In pafljng from one Prince's Dominion to anpthcr, wc were forc'd 
to take BiSets of Heglth, certifying that the place wc cabe from was 
free from all contagious Diftempers ; withou|t ^hich-a Mancarlnot tra- 
H^el ifii Itah ; for in all Frontier-Towns ihifi Offl<^ers at the Gates de- 
mand the Biflet^ which if one (bou|d hav^ ne^kdud to tdke, be^s (;)eni- 
cd entrance. , \ . 

: AH Ships that trade from otie Sea*port to ^nbtlier, mud likewife 
carry their U/ZV/j of H^slthj or they cannot have tbcir Trsttiu (as 
they call it) that is, be permitted to go on Slvkc ip forty . Days, efpe^ 
cially it they comefroiti Turkj^ or any part of t^^rbary. In this cafe the 
Gooasarc fent to the La^z^rettoot Pcft-Hoiife, which Ran^s in the 
l^ietds, and are kept there fome time before they are brought to the 
City : So very apprehenflve are they of b«io^ infedcd. St)ch as bavc 
not Praniea^ are fuffer'd to come from their ' Ship to a certain place 
wallM in on'theKey^ where they arc permitted to converfe with the 
Merchants at a dil^ance', but thefe Utter ilili(]t lake heed'not fo much 
as to touch their Cloaths, for there are always Officers and Spies at 
hand that would hurry them away to" the LszMftio, wliere they mult 
remain fliutupforfomedays. H the ^men pav any Money to the 
Inliabitahts, it's receivM in a long Iron Ladle full of Water ^ and if 
they deliver any Letters, they are taken with a Stick, cloven at /one 
endf, and tuipigated with Jtirimdone^ before zjpiy one touches 
them. 

The ItalUns delight much In playing at Chefs, agraye melancholly 
Diverfion, which (uits beft with their temper. It requires a good 
Judgment to play the Game well, whence it^ cpn[imonIy faid/ Thi$ hi 
tbaipUjs weSaf Chefi^ is fit to te dStateJinaf^, Tfcey are fo very expert 
at ity that they hlay by Memory on the Road as they travel, and fome 
of them are {aid to have been their whole Life*time in playing one 
Game, and left their Heirs to finilh it> 

. There is another antient Play ftill ufed amongft the commoQ 
Teople, which they call J/U More ; 'twas the tiraMa|»^ rcai Jiaiu 
TuA^4)V of the Qrecuns^ and MicAtio DigUorum of iht Romgns. Tis 
play'd by two Peifons, whofe Fifts being cloTed, each at ^ the fame 
inftant opens as many Fjngars as he pleafes» and names fom^

ON THE 

RE T U R N I N G to yUld FfMu, we took a Ff/ircr4 and went 
to Antihes^ ibc fir ft Town in Provexce from A'/^^, callM in Amlbcs* 
I^cin Ahtifolis, well built and fortified* with an Haven ca- 
^ pable of unaU VefleJs. The Epifcopal See has been rei^ 
roovM for fonie pcrfonal Indignities ffcewn to one of their Prelates. 

We fent our f 'fAtf^c4 toexpcft us at Frejm^ and travcll'd to Fence ^ f^ente. 
which is Epifcopal, but at beft but a good Village. The M^^uis'^ 
Garden is poflibly one of the pleafanteft in France^ ip regard of the di- 
verfity of fine Walks bordered with Ltmmons^ Oranges, and other 
Fruit trees. 

Leaving FcfKe^ and having rode about a qmrter of a League, to- 
wards Gr4i(/^, we pafTed thro' a rocky W^y all cbverd with Sea lop- 
flielTs petrefied, as 'tis vulgarly bellcv'd. The Reck is of a very great * 
extent, and feems to be a meer mafs of thofe Shells, impafted or join d 
together by a. foft ftony Subftance. How deep it ih I know not, but I 
faw holes OiggM in fome places (even or eight foot de^p, and the Shells 
(lil\ appeared at bottom as numerous as at top. I likewife made the 
following Remarks. 

1 . That tliey lay all with their concave fide downward, and the 
greater opcS| for the moft part, included the lelTer within th^ir 
cavicy. 

9. That th« ftony Stubftance, with which they are joynM, is of a 
fpongy, light Gravel, and eafily feperated from their convene d fide, but' 
withaifficulty from the Concave; fo that they can hardly be cle^nsM 
without breaking. 

}• They are more ponderous and friable than thofe of Sea-Scalopf, 
but di^er not 10 fhape and colour. 

4t They efiervcfce with Acids, as all Teftatio^ Bodies doC 

k, BeiQ| calcinM they y iekl a very white Calx. 

o. In a Sea-Schallop the Shell is in two parts, one gibbous and the 
otherflat.^ but we only found the gibbous part amongft fuch oiulti^* 
tudes, which feemstp Qiew them to be original Produclioos, and is 
Pr. ?/p/r's principal Argument to prove them tm to have been Sea- 
(bells. '

This is poUibly the greateft Bed of Shells in Empjte ; and bad they 
been brought in at the time of the Deluge, as foine imagine, I would 
willingly be informed how they all came to lie witbtl^ir concave fide 
downward ; and by what means the greater Shells came to include the 
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leffcr within their cavity. This Remark has hitherto been made by no 
one that I know of, and is, in my opinion, a fhrewd Argument for 
their having been naturally produced in that place, and not thrown up 
by the Sea. That Nature fometimesfports in its Produftions, is evi- 
dent, and clearly evinc'd by what 1 obfervM tqpour prefent ^pucpofe in 
the B9dy of aCachetick Woman, diflcfted by (H f^^^^Xf^ ^^ ^V Ho- 
fpitafin tf7<i(^^,- in the Year 1677.' Her GaU^MwI^lild' fadrfi fmall 
Stones ot different fizes, ot which I got five or fix, and amongft them 
one of the bignefs of a fmall Hazel Nut, gjbbous on both fides. I carried 
them to my Lodging, and having walh d and cleans d them, fouad the 
cxaft Figure of a Schallop-fhell on orie of the gibbous fides ofjhe largeft 
Stone, with it^irr/ij arid a^^ oflieV things t«ipcf|bfe'on.* Ifhlw'ditto 
Mr. Marh»^ Poch of LonJbn,- 9ort to thcr Auftibr • of ' the *iCmi<jtx, who 
may pofTibiy be fi ill living to vouch for the truth of this Remark, 
'lis probable, there may be real Sea-fhells^fquQd rcpapte from the 
Shoi^eis ; but I am apt to believe that thefe Bcd^ df Shells, V^ich ufaljy 
pafs for petrified, are no othef than Stones, itlolded by Tome PUfi^fc 
Vertue into Figures refcmbling Sea-fhells! ' I have tnudi rfiore to fty 
on this Subjcft, but fhall leferve it to be treiated of at (bme other time, 
as leifurc fliall permit.

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Here is likewife one of tlie ten Tribunals of the SpMtfb Induifitidn,

^ZTit^ iftquifiiortu It was firft eflablifhed, as I obferved before, to 
exttr|>ate the Remains of Mahomet gmfrnXtix by the Mmts^ and Jaddifm 
to which the SfMisrJs are naturally addi^ed : Bur in procefs of time 
they are conie to meddle in allMiitters thu concern the fiocle&tftical 
Govetnment ; and, in fome cafes, even tbeCivi] ; whidi graves very 
prejudicial to the publick Tranquility ; infomuch, that the whole 
Country complains of their Opprcflidn* Divers Famitit^ are rukied 
and reduced to Beggary by thefe Gentlemen, who haye made, it i meat 
Trade to raife their 6wn Fortunes by leechiiig and f(][ute2ing all fuch 
as come under their Lafh. They have thet^ Spies in. all parts:, ^ho 
make it theh- Bufioefj to enqtitre into Mens Lives and Converfation ; 
and if they hear but the liaft Difpote about Religion, or the like, the 
Ferfons are, on their Information, ApfK'ebeoded, and happy' if they 
come oS by Recaritation^ . Their way of Frocceding feems to be a- 
gainftall Forms of Juftice; for Men are feizM, torturM, and executed 
without ihc leaft Defence, their Accufers being neither declared^ nor 
brought Face to Face, nor the Criminals fo much as told their Crimes, 
but kept in Frifon and ill-treated 'till they confefs them of their own 
accord. Divers are accusM out of meet finyy by their profefled Ene- 
mies, and jet have not the Benefit of a fair Tryal to make ufe of their 
Counter- proofs, and difcovcr the Malice of the Accvfation : A thing 
fo equitable and agreeable to all Laws, both Divine and Human, that 
we fee it the common Praf^ice of aU other Courts of Judicature. For 
light Crimes they are ufually whipt, led round the Streets fiiften'd to 
an Afs's Tail, and expofed to the fury of the infulting Rabble, or 
caufed to ftfl: a Fortnight or a Month on Bread and Water. But for 
Crimed of a deeper Dye, nothing ferves but Fire and Faggot, efpeci- 
ally if they are accused oSJuddifm or MslHrnutumifmy and are found to 
haye relaps'd. When it happens that the Prifoner is found gwltlels^ 
for an honourable Amends, ive's carried about the Streets ia Proceflion, 
clad in a white Robe, to flierw his Innocence. Such as are fee at liber* 
ty^ are obliged on pain of Excomnkunicatitti and (what is ten times 
worfe) of adding theTame Tragedy over again, not to difoover what 
paired, or what Treatment they receiv^ inthe (nc^uififiOD. Their 
Sentence admits of no Appeal, nor can the* King hinilfelf pardon a 
Man that's condcmnM by the Inquifitors. 
Cor dona. We left Grdtfddd^ and after tw6ity*two Miles riding came to Ctnr-^ 
JlouM, an anttent Epifcopal City^ fitoate on the River BjtriSj in the 
pleafant and fruiciiil Province oi Anddotiftk. The Buifdings are tola:- 
ably jgood, but it's as ill Inhabited as the greateft part of the Towns 
in this part of £fdin; which is not much to be wonder'd at,fince Kght^ 
teen hundred thoufaod Moots were banilhM hence, and for^d to pa& 
over into jtfricM^y in the Year i6tb, belides a vaft Number that* were 
put to death by the Inquifition.

The Wind turning, we pafled the 5/rf/g/5r/^, and ftcer'd our Con-fe 
along the Cbaft of Europe. When we were becalni'd, we diverted 
our fclves in taking Tortoifes, which our Seamen call'd Turtles. When 
the Sea is ftill and fmooth they float on the top of the Water, and the 
Mariners rowing towards them with as little noife as poflTible^ one of 
the Crew nimbly turns them on their back ; fo that the Shells being 
convex fwim like a Boat, and thePifh cannot turn themfclves in a long 
time, but arc eafily taken on Board. We obfcrved, that when they 
were taken they cryM piteoufly, and the Tears ran from their Eyes as 
from a weeping Child^s ; but how this can be reconciFd with the 
Maxim of the Schools, Brutcnum, non eli flere^ I know not. Fleta^ 
(fay they) eft amm£ mdrentis. I grant it, and why not the fame 
PalHen in Beafts ? The Senfative Soul of Beafts, amongft its Fa- 
cultlfes, , has. AJKAppeti® (though not. a Will) bjr which jt fbjJo^ysi 
or embraces Objpfts reprefented to the Senfcs, if they are ^ood, 
and avoids them if they are ill : And hence proceed divers Aflfc- 
ftions, as Love, Delight, Hatred, Anger, Sorrow, and the like; all 
which may eafily be obferv'd in divers forts of Brute . Now wc 
may argue hence, that if Brutes give all the marks of Sorrow, and 
Water iffues from their Eyes at the fame time, they* muft nccef- 
farily be Tears, fince they are an effeft of that Sorrow. 

We kept feme of thefc Fifti on Board a long tim,e in a Tub of 
Salt* Water ; and the Seamen told us, they had kept them above 
three Months in the fame manner, without the leall Nourifhmenc 
but what they have from the Water. They pine away, 'tis true, 
and grow very poor, unlefs you change the Water now and then, 
by which means you inay keep them as long as you pleafe ; iot 
Fifh can live by Water alone. 

• We fed very heartily on them, for they eat fomewhat like Flefb, 
have a good taft, and are efteenv'd wholfom Food.

for, it feems, this often happens on fuch Occafions* We were af* 
terwards informed at Legorn^ That two Frivatieri* of that Port had 
at that timccngagd three Alger ins on the Coaft of 54^^47, above 
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(txty Leaguei from the place, where we obfervM the Pk^tHmftum, 
ana that the Fight continued as long as we had obferved the a- 
bovefaid trembling in the Compafs. 'Tia likewife reported, That 
whilft the Chri/HdMs engag'd the Turks at tl^ famous Battle of Le- 
fMto, this trembling was obferved on Board, divers Ships ia tb^ 
lemoteft parts of the JrebifeL^o. I'he' Mobility of the Air is (bdi^ 
that its Undutadons. are continued to an. inci;edible di(fauKe^ efpectaDjr 
in this clear fcrcne Air, and when &vour*d by the Wipd.- Tho* thejr 
may be almoft fpent, and grown too languid m move the Organs of 
Senfe^ yet, however, they may move the Needle, which, being light 
and very nicely poifed, gives way to the leafl; impulfe.

The water of the Nile it feif, though 
feemingly frefli, and without (heleaft fmack of any faline mixture, is 
neverthelcfs wonderfully impregnated with the fame Salt, as appears 
by the immcnfe quantity which is yearly made at the time of the Inun- 
dation, by bringing the water from the Channel into certain Recepta- 
cles, where the Sun exhaling part of the hui'hidit^, the Salt is precipi- 
tated in lour or five Days timc^ which, being driea in tlie $iin, becomes 
very white, and has the fmell and>ta(l of a Violet. ♦ The reafon why the 
Salt is more perceptible in the Cifttrti' water thanin that of the River, 
is becaufe by long landing part of the humidity exhales; ib that the 
faline parts being more at liberty, a6l nx)re potently on the QrgM. 
This istheMVri^^ioftheAntients which they have alfo' endei^our*d 
to draw from the water of the Lake Sabaca^ antierltly Lmcws l^inoiif^ 
which remains after ^he Flood ) biitthat Salt is bitter, and very ilU 
tafted, which th6y attribute to thi limous Subftance brought d6wn in 
thebeginnin^of the Inundation, which, reftiog there and putrifyiiig, 
infe£ts the water of the Lake.- ^ Divers Authors will have the water 
containM in the Cifteins to ferment at the fall of the Dew which pre* 
cedes the Flood ; but I could neitlier fee, nor liear of any fuch Pb^mo* 
niinofi.

From ^i»4irWr/4 we fet out in company of divers Travellers and 
Merchants for GrkntCMto^ and entringthe. Defartsof Thetdidd^ we 
took up our lodging that night abbtit two Leagues beyond Alaadis. 
Ttie Ground wai our Bed, and the Heavens our Coverture ; for the 
Weather being wartn and clear, we thought h not worth our while 
to pitch our Tents. He that Travels thro' the Defarts muft expert no 
better Lodging, and urilefs he carries his Frovifions with hkn, ffiay be 
forcM to iair, unlefs be can digeft Sand, or feed on Air like a Ckme/eatt. 
Every now and then we faw Companies of ArAi cfofllng ciur way, 
armM with B^tfj and Arrmws^ ahd fome wkli LAj»rej,*wfao (^ugh 
they live by Plunder and Robbery) durft not attack us, by ijoifoQ of 
our Number and Fire- Arms, * which they dread atfoit^ all things. 
They' were all well-mounted, butfo ftrangely clad, and of 4b' frightful 
a Countenance, that they lookM more like Devik incafnatc, than Mea 
who bear the Imageof Almighty God. Some of them came to4JS, of- 
fering ttf Conduft us thro' the JDe&rts ; but we thanked tbem for their 
Civility, choofing rather to run the rtfque of going out of our Way^ 
than to employ fuch dangerous Guides as alight' fa&ve led os amongft 
their own barbarous and inhuman Aflbcintes, as tli^ have ferved di« 
vers Strangers that travelled this w*ay. In fine, at nxteen Leaiguesrend 
K^tttd. wecame to Rofetta^ the antient Cuiofm^ at prefent a poor fmall Town 
of no confiderable Note.

fhy Bravery made mc pafs for a Perfoii of Confcquencc. I acciden- 
tally over- heard them debating my Quality ; fome would needs have 
me CO he fome NobIenKin> that vitvxwcogMito and without any Train ; 
and others thought me a rich Merchant, and one ok thofe that deal in 
Jewels. I found, by their more than ordinary Refpeft and Atten- 
dance, that my gaudy Out-fide had' given them a greater opinion of 
my Rank than all my Rhetorick could efface, tho' I o£ten (hewM them 
the Error they were in ; telling them, I were but a poor Frunk^ and 
-wcntJtoT^^ about the /^^^f/wnConfurs Bufinefs. I imagined this 
fancied f^lity would be a little too dear bought, and poffibly bring 
me in a good round Reckoning next Morning; but little dreamM of 
.the Train that was laid, and bad inevitabiy coft me my Life but for a 
Nliracle. Going to my Chamber fomewhat late, and bolting the 
Door/ 1 fate down totooak a Pipe, according to my cuflom, and af- 
ter ibmejtime heard one cough in a jitile Clofet^ which I had obferv d 
intheDay-time; for tboMt Were: (hut, I could eafily difcern, throVa 
crenny in the Door^ that it was hardiy big enougti for two Men to turn^ 
that it wasempty, and bad na Entrance but tbro my Chamber. I 
fuppofe 'twas ray Tobacco that tickled his Lung^ ; but he manag'd it 
fo well that I could only juft hear it, and had I not been unoccupied I 
fancy it might hardly have rcachM my Ears : However, it gave me a 
fufficient caufe of apprehending ibme Defign againft nie. I knew not 
what todoatthatunfeaibnableHour; but taking courage, and being 
well arm'd, I diought it tfae£urejl way to make my Chamber my Ca- 
i^le, and fiand on my defence ; wherefore, I bethought my felf of 
fbutting np theClofet-door, whichi did without noife, with a Boanl. 
that lay ia one corner of the Chan^M*, faAening one end on the Floor, 
and the other under cheof the Croft-bars of the Door. Being thus for^ 
tified, I refolv'dtowatthallNighr^ and continud fmoakiog Mil my 
Lamp went out for want of Oil, and i was left io the dark. About 
an Hour after Mid no^ht, as Iguefs'd, I heard Ibmebody at dbeCham- 
ber door, iftriking wi^a Rod twice or thrice againft an oppoGte Wall, 
I fuppofe, to advertize hior that lay in the Clofet to come and open the 
Door ; for at the fane tin^e I heard him unlock die Door very gingerly, 
but to no purpofe, he.could not^et c»t« Tii^ I began to move, ask^ 
ing. Who was there? What they demanded, and bidding them retire 
on their peril ; (b that from that moment I heard no more. I kept 
walking up and down the.Cbamber 'tiU Day came on, and People be- 
gan to walk abroad, andtthencefolutly opening the Door, went down 
tbro' the tiouie into the Street;' butmy Haft and the reft of the Family 
abfconded, and were not to be fouod. Wiiilft I was ftanding at the 
Door, an ArmtntMy that came with- us from Akx^drid^ chanced to 
pafs by, andfervMifor my InterpretaeritomaJjoe my .Complaint to the 
C4i/)r or Judge, wl^o font immediately i;ofeize him that remain d io the 
Clo^, w ho pi^ov d tobe Brother 10 the Man of the Houfe. The Cddy 
rook my 'Depofitions, and promiied.tOimaketbem exemplary; but, as 
lam ixnot mformM, hisi^ift was gccas'd and the matter bufh'd up. 
Having thus'efcap'd tbefcouring, Icbaog'd my fine Suit for a mean* 
er one, and forfwore playing the Brave any. more amoogft thofe bjirba^ 
rous Villains. 
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Wc left RofetUj having hired certain fmall Boats, which the Pgyf^i^ 
MSQzW Germi^ to carry us up the River to CAtro. The firft and fc- 
cond Day, the Wind favouring us, we advancM near three pans of the 
way ; but on the third we had fo brisk a Gale, that wtf were forced to 
keep near the Shore to avoid the Current ; for the Wind and StFeain 
being contrary to one another, there arofe a kind of Tempcft, by rca- 
fon'whereof we advanced very little. All along the fide of the River 
wc Cuv great companies of poor Egjftunsy for tlw Hioft part as naked 
as they were born, who fervM at lead to divert us, that we pafled our 
time very merrily. Our chief Pa (lime was in throwing pieces oi Bread 
over-board, on which eight or ten Bo^sand Gh-ls would caft tf^m* 
felves head long' into the River, fighting and ftriving for it with z% 
much cagerncfs as fo many hungry Dogs over a. Bone. He that firft 
got hold on't divM away from the reft, who immediately follovi^'d blm, 
and if any one chanc'd to get it from him, all the reft gave htm chatt 
in like manner ; fo that whofoever. laid holdon't, the moft be could 
do was to get a bite, and fometimes hardly diat neither. This Sport 
often continued for the fpace of half an Hour, with one good piece of 
Bread, which we purpofely cut fomewhat large, that fo they might not 
eafily devour or conceal it trom the reft. I never faw any Creature iii 
my Life- time that fwims like them ; our Water^Spanoels are not half fo 
dextrous as thefe young Egyptians ; infomuch, that one might well take 
them for amphibious Creatures, who could live in either of the Ele- 
ments of Air or Water. But as they diverted us in the Day-time, fo 
we had pain enough to keep them from playing us a dog- trick at Night ; 
tor in the dead of the Night, when they tnink People areaflccp, they 
fwim from the Shore to the Boat's fide, feize what they fina lying 
loofe, and in a trice carry it with them under Water. One of our 
Moors loft hisSchymcter whilft we lay that Night at anchor, a renerU 
M Gentleman his Cane, and I my felf had loft a Silk Cap off my Head, 
had it not been faftenM with ftrings under my Chin, fo tliat I felt the 
Youngfter when he was pulling it oft*, and thought to have feiz'd him, 
but he provM the nimbler of thetoa The Wind abating on the fourth 
Day, we went gently on, and the fiftji arrivM at Boutdc^ about two 
Miles diftant fromC^/rii^ where We left our Boats, and went to the 
City on foot- . 
The Nllcf. The River Nile; by the Egyftians call'd Noym^ is one of the moft 
famous in the wliole World, and divers antient Authors take it for the 
fCwtv Vhifon, oneof the four Branches of that which comes from Pa- 
radife : But it^s now inconteftable^ from the daily Experience of theV^- 
b)ffins, that it derives its Source from the Higher Jithiopid^ and is joynM 
by an infinity of other Rivers and Broolcs in its palTage thro* divers Re- 
gions. The Water is fomewhat muddy, and of a ydbwUh colour^ 
according to the Teftimony Holy Writ gives of it by the mouth of the 
Prophet, QuUtibiy popaleweus^ shwa .£gjftirebibas gqussm turbiddm ; 

but being kept a while inOfterns a Sediment falls to the bottomi, and 
tlie Water f^mes very clear and wbolfome. We tried divers Ex- 
periments on the thick Settlement, and found it to be a fat Aitrous Earth, 
and confequently the Fecundity of the Soil muft be attributed thereuor 
to. I mean to the Nitraus Slime, w.hicb remains on the Ground after 

the Flood. 
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TI^ Nile overflows all the low Llind of Egypt opce a Year, which 
is all the Drefiing and Jlcfrefhment. the Earth receives, which, by rear 
fon of the extraordinary Heat of the Climate, would be quite fcorchM 
tip, and depopulated, were it not for this annual Flood. It feidom 
Rains here twice a Year, and fometiniesnotat all ; fothat, biit for the 
Dews which ufually fallcopioufly in the Night-time^ and this general 
Inundation, joothing would thrive or cotne to niaturity. A little before 
the River begkis to rife, which happens about the middle oS^ufje^ here 
falls a kind of E)ew callM by the Egypt sans ^ EUdin^ and by the Franks' 
GuttA ; which is a certain Symptom of the approaching Flood, a^d 
wdrnsthe Peo[rie to retire with their Goods and Cattle to the Towns 
aod Villages, which are purpofely built on the highed Grduhds, for 
the common Security. But we (hall treat more at large on this Sub)e£l 
hereafter. 

This Riveraffordsdiv§rs forts of Fifl], the greatejl part of whicli 

are not known in Europe: But thejr taft of the Mud, and are not near 

ib favoury as our^ The Crocodil is an amphibious Creature, that lives 

on Land as well as in the Water, and is feidom found below Cairo^ 

which the EgyptUm attribute to a Talefmati^ or conftcUatecl Figure, faid 

to have beea buried by the antient Magicians under the Pillar ofMskUs-, 

which repels or kills them when they approach ; But becaufe they are 

now and then found below Cdiro^ they fay, that this Tdlifmdx is ( t 

know not by what accldbnt) turnM up- fide-down, fo that a Crocodii 

may pafs, it he fwim od his B^ck. ,Thi$ Creature is (hap'd like a Li* 

zard, but of a prodigious fi2e,and armM with Scales on its Back and Sides^ 

which are proofagainft Mnsket-lhot. Its Mouth and Throat are fo very 

largetbatagreatonecanfwallowaManatamorfel: but its l^sarefhorc 

by reafon whereof it cannot make any great fpeed, but leaps an intrediblis 

way, either te furprize its prey, or to make its efcape when purfued* 

I faw one that had about Sixteen foot in length, and 'tis faid, there 

have been feme taken that exceeded twenty five, but thefe are very 

rare. As for the hhtteufnon^ or, Rat of Mm, 'cis certain there is fuch 

an Aniooal, and I was aCTur'd by the Natives that he kills the Crocodd^ 

and alfo Cattle that feed near the River„ by getting into their Moijth 

when they lie afleep, and eating put its way thrcuj.h their Bowels, as 

divers Authors afjirml could hearnothingof the Bird TroMlas which the 

Ancients bring in forao A0iftant or Complice in the Tragedy, and will 

liave it to tickle the Crp^ ^i/// a fleep by picking out the Meat that fticks 

between his Teeth, whilft he repofes on the Sand, by which means 

the Ichmumoft gets an occafion of skipping into his Moutn. Pliny fpcalcs 

likewifeof a Vilpbin^ wit}i a long Inarp prick on his Back, which is 

alwa/s at war wich tbcCrocoMl and getting under its Belly, pierces its 

.Bowc{s,afid deftroys it: but there isnofuch Fifli found ia the Nile at pre- 

feat.Tbe Crj^(?iib/ laysabout twenty or thirty Eggs at mod:, each of the 

bigqefi of three Goofe-Eggs, burying them in the Sand op the Bank of , 

the Riw, or in fome of the little Iflands, where they lie 'till the Young 

come to Maturity, and at whicli time the Old one by a natural in* 

ftinck uncovers them, and. breaking the Shells, fees them at Libei^ 

ty. 

Grdifd Cd$r§^ calPd by the Turks Aleair^ is at prcfcnt one of the GrdndCair^ 
greater Cities in the Univerfe, being inclos'd y/ich Walls of about Ten 
Leagues in circuiti and having Seven Gates, Twenty four tbouiand 
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Streets, and Twenty two thoufand Mofquees, or Mahomitdn Churches, 
We were charm'd with the profpcft of thitCity wlien we veiw*d it 
from an Eminence, the Hoofes being all flat at the top, the Mojqum 
numerous and ftately, and the Gardens which take up a confiderablc 
parrof the Inclofure, extreamly agreeable to the Eye. The Streets, 'tis 
true, are narrow and filthy, the Houfes of the Common People 
mean and for the moft part of Wood, though the Afo/jfi^w are well- 
built, as are like wife the Houfts of the better fort, the Rooms being all 
vaulted ( by reafonof the exceffive heat of the Sun ) gih, painted, and 
beautified with all forts or rich Ornaments. 

Ci/r^ is faid to have taken its name from the Planet Mars^ by the 
ArahUns calFd Qshtr^ having been built in the Reign of Mtz^im Ah^ 
Cdlif of Egyft by AimhA^tn Guuher^ the General of his Army, who 
tonfultingtheAftronomers,''was advisM to lay the Foundations at the 
time that the Planet Mars (hould be ift his Afcendent : to whicii intent 
the Ground was encompafsM With a Coi^ fupp^rted on (licks, and ha- 
ving divers little Bells faftcn'd at equal dijftahces. The Mafoos were 
polled all round, and orderM to begin tfteir Work affobn^s tlic Aftro- 
nomefs having taken their Obftrvatiofi, (hdhldgive them the Signal 
by pulling the Cord : but, as fortune wouW have it, a Crow happen- 
ing to li|^t on the Cord at the moment that Mdrs was in his Afcendenr, 
unluckily gave the Signal before the Stargazersha<] time todoit,acid the 
Labourers fdl cloftly to work in all parts at the fame pme. This 
pafj^M for an ill Omen, and the fame Aftronomefs are faid tofeaveebencc 
foretold tilt taking of the City by a Prinicethat (faoytd come from Ro^ 
mariik^ which was afterwards fumlPd in Stiltgn Seiim. 

, Th« Caftle, where the Baclhi or Vice Roy lives, is advaotagioufly 
feated, btrt very poorly fortified. On our left band ' as we entred we 
faw the Rtiirts of an an^em Palace, of wliidi there fifll remain divers 
ftately wreathM Mail^le Pillirs, whicli they will have to be the Refts 
of 'Jopph's Palace. The Hail whire *iie Dk;dn or Great Council is 
. held is very large, in the middle of which we faw a CordfafienM at the 
Roof witli which the Cdfchfsor Go vemours of Provinces, who pay not 
in the Taxes of rtieir refpeaive Jurifdiftions at the end of the year, arc 
fufpended in the Air by their Hands wlien the Council fets, where they 
receive divers ftrokes with a WhipofCords^ with little bails of Lead, 
faften'd at the ends. The f^ar of coming under thislafii obliges them 
toopprefs the people beyond what can be conceive, efpecially in dear 
years when the^rodufts pf the Earth hardly fufficeto p^ the Contri- 
butions ; for in fuch cafes they forge Plots and Crimes to^draw Forfei- 
tures and CorfBfcations ; firomfuch perfons as have any tfbing before- 
liand. Over agatnft the Council-Chamber are the Rooms w4:^e they 
make Gun-powder, where we obferv'd nothing very remaiic^bJe. The 
S^chd's Apartments are poifibly the mod Sumptuous in ail the Tmh 
^Dominions, *t?he 'Rooms being ajl adorned, and as it were litfd, witH 
the'firteft Msrrble, the Floors wrought with M^/c* Work, their Roofc 
fidily gilt and painted andthe Doors and Windows all df Ivory of a 
Itibft cxquifitc Avorkmarifhip. In thisCaftle we Ukew^fe-iaw "^ob's 
W^eS^ faid to have been made by that Patriarch during his abode in 
£g)/f. The Wtifk is 'ftypehdious it bemg about Seven hundred and 
t'wenty^foot deep, cat out in^the firm Rock,and fo ingenioufly cootrivM 
ihat Men or 'BeiSs may eaH^ go down -flfbove half way^tby a fpiral

Expedient, and at length fall'd to mied* a Silver Watch 
which coft rft'e fo(Jr Piftols ia^ i^'i^orw, and might poffibly pals for a 
l^krity amongft' rfifefe DefartsV The reft of tlie Conipany approving 
i^Hjfreof, rty Hbft retum:tV;\v«li'ittotheQoVcrnou^^ 
1 \)^as cortie iiack, and ready to appear whenever he pleas'd to com- 
mand me 3 but that he thought the Plaintifs were to \iaimc, and ac- 
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cw*c} roc only in hopes of extorting fonaetWng, Wherefore he humbly 
defired him to mfped narrowly mco their Depofitions, and he doubled 
not but he would deted their Knavery ; adding, that he was well aG 
furM of my HoncRy, and that I had fent him a fmall Prefent in ao 
knowledgment of the Favour he WQuld do one therein, delivering him 
the Watch. The Govcrnour was fo ftranzely pleasM with the Prefent^ 
that it quite changM his Tune ; and after he had viewM and admir'd it 
for fome time, and a&kM the Gretk fome Qiie(itf>ns concerning its Moti- 
on : yHUins ! faid he^ / fa^ecleJ their Cr^jt ; let the GeHtlemdn €o$ne hi* 
ther to morrow mornitfg^ and he {ball, hwe Jujlice dotte him. We were well 
pleas'd with the 4n(wer) and next Morning I accordingly went to 
wait on him with my honeft Greek^ where libund all forts of Civility ; 
as alfo the two Moorsj whp being examiqM apart^ and found to differ 
in their Evidence, were condemo'd each to thjm BsfiattMdoes on their 
bare Feet; which were given 'them m bur ptefence> and to that do- 
gree, that I pity*d the poor Wretches, to fee them remain half (if not 
quite) crippled ; for the Executioner gave iliem no favour. In fine, I 
was difchargM, and the Governour defired me to afcribe thefe Enoc- 
mities to the Vice and Corruption of fome private Perfons, who were 
neither belovM by God, nor favourM by the Laws, as I might fee by 
that Example, ireturn^d my Complements f)y my Interpreter, and 
went my way : But I am confident, had nqt my Watch fpoken more 
eflPefluallv than I could have done, the Lafb )vouid have come to my 
Lot, and perhaps a feverer one than the Moors fu^erM. The Tt/rks 
have divers fuch Tricks to draw Money from Strangers, . and fucb as 
have not where witbal to bribe them, are commonly forc'd to renounce 
their Religion and turn M4^(7)»^r;4^i^ or are atle^f^.vev^relj handled^ if 
they efcapfe with their Lives. * . ' • - 

From hence we made an Excurfion of about five Leaguiea into the 
JftbniHs to fee a Py raniid, which may contend with the greateft of thofe 
near Cairo in all its Dimenfions. It nas likewife Steps on one Side, by 
which we afcend^dto the top, where we found an Obelisk of about 
four Foot fquare at the Bafe^ eighteen Foot high, and infcrib^d with 
Hiert^ljpbicks. It fecms to be one entire Stone, but how they coukl 
get any thing of that bulk to To prodigious^ an height,' I cannot eafily 
conceive, fori am apt to think that it pafies the Skill of ovm: modern 
Architef^s to do the like. From the bottoip of tbt; Pyramid we pafled 
with a Torch thro^ a narrow Entry into a targe vaulted Room, iq 
which we iaw three Tombs, riferi about four Foot from the Ground, 
two of which arecoverM mi\x Hieiroglyfhigks^ From hence we afcend- 
ded by' twenty three Steps into anbtner Room arch'd Jike the former, 
but fomewhat lefs ; in which weobferVM fix Niches in t|ie Wall^ and 
a Stone Chair in the middle, \(^bich is thQugfat to have contain d a Su* 
tue, the Fragments Wherebfliedill ioikztA up and down the Room. 
This is a confiderable Piece of Antiqtiity, and was probably, the Sepul- 
chre of fome great Man, tho^ ^11 antient and modern Hidory is filent 
in the matter. 

From Suez we kept along the the Coaft of the Rei Sed^ thro' the 

Defarts oi Arabia PetrM^ focallM from Petra the" principal City, for 

7V^. ^hc better part of thr6e Days Journey to T(rra. The Town is fmall, biit 

the Haven good and fecure^ where almoft all Commodities that come 
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from the Baft are debarked, ind fcnt down to Ciiir^^ DdmieiU^ and A- 

I bought here a Che(^ o^Cipfnamom that had been "brought from the 
EaH^Imdies, and was farpriz'd to fee it cover'd at top with the Leafs ' 
which we call MnUhAthrum or Folium Indum. I enquired of the Turk 
that fold it, if he knew wHat the Leaves w«re ; and he afTur'd me, 
that they came fronj the fatne Tree with the Bark to his certain know- 
ledge ; adding^ that it might eiifiiy be difcovefd by the likenefs of tad 
andfmell : But what added greater weight to his A0ertion, and fhew'd 
it to be the Leafef theC//rir4n?<>ir-rrfr .was, that he {hew'd me a fmall 
Branch with the Leaves upon it, from the Woody Subftancc whereof 1 
feperated a piece of Cinmmon^ T'^^y ^^^ much frefher than what 
we have in the Shops, ixA confequently had a more lively tkd and 
fracll Q^CinnsMon ; but the Leif was the very fame in all other rclpcfls* 
In reality I never took our JhUm Leaf to be the Maidiathrum or Foli^ 
it^iy of the Antients; for cheir^ tiad the fmell, taft, and faculties of /ni- 
Mm Hfieknard^ whence fome took it for the Leaf of that JPlant, "Erjoi 

This Sea, as t imagine, takes its. Name from the Clifts, Rocks, and 
Sands on tfte Shore, which being burnt by the violent Heat of the Sun^ 
appear red ; for the People thereabouts could give me no other account 
of its denomination than, That it had always been call'd fo. 

This Sea put me in mind of the wonderful PafT^e of the Ifraelites^ 
tho' the Imptigners of Holy Writ ("contrary to the plain Text of Scrip- 
ture) fay, thatthey pafs'data low £bb, taking an advantage of the 
Reflux of the Sea : But had they knowh the place, they would have 
blufh'd at their Temerity; for the Ground is never.uncoverd at ^ly^^, 
which lies dn the Iflhmia ii the bottom of the Gtiif. BeGdes, the Tide 
runs North and South ; fo that if the violence of any Wind had drivea 
it back beyond its ordinary Courfe, it muR have been a Northerly one^ 
whereas the Holy Spirit tells uS- That the divifion of the Waters was 
mdthj ajirong Eafi^Wind, which takes it (idewife, and muft tonfe^ 

Suentiy have retarded and leffenM both the Flood and Ebb, as it rtally 
oes by the Experience of tbofe who live on the Ccfeift. Verily, theW 
critical Gentlemen play with Edge-Tools; and, were they to bead* 
vis'd, I would have them lay aGde their Philology a while, aind ftudy 
Geography : But I fear their PrentV is incurable, and a thoufand y^itf#. 
cjr^s would hardly paQ^te the Malady. Nothing, foribotb, lAUft b^ 
tranfcendent to Realon : and yet thefe very Men are often b^/Qecl by 
the ordinary Pi&ir/i^iw^M of Nature* If the Divine Wifdom ads io 
unaccountably by Second Caufes, what diuft we expert from an imoie* 
diate and Almignty f/4/ / 

We hired an Jrahto conduft us tothe WeDs of Mojisj as they cal| 
them, the Water whereof has fo ftrange a petrifying equality, th^t ^ 
things that are thrown into it arech^ng'd into Stone in a very Chort 
time. Wefaw divers lumps of Mols, Leaves, Sticks, and Wormsi 
that were petrefied, and ftill retainM tlMijr native form. t , ^ 

From thence we crofs'd the Defarts to Mounf Horeb^ whicfi lies Id A\ Adom 
rdbU Defer f 4^ famous for the Forty Years f^ndringqf the Ifrdelit$s^ ^pd^ ^^w** 
tlieir being fed by M^ftM. 'Tis a barren V^'ildereefs, inhabited, ^y a 
f^w Ards^ wbp live in Tents and Caves, and frequently annoy Caflep-. 
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gcrs by furious On fcts for ihc lake of Plunder. ThcGround is a loofc 
dry Sand, which being rifen by ftrong Winds, ,has often fufFocated 
yN\\o\tCiiravafjy\ and buried both Men and Bcafts in the place; info- 
much, that \vc frequently met >vith their Bones fcattc'd up and down 
the Dcfarts. Hutatprefent they feldbm mifcarry^ having learnt the 
Seafons when the Stationary Winds prevail, and avoiding Travelling 
at fuch times of thfe Year. When we came within ^v^^o Leagufes of the 
Mountain, wepafsd by about thirty Tents of Jr^bs^ who aflaulted 
us AVith a fhovlrer of Arrows ; but on the difcharge of our Fire- Arms 
they foon retreated, and only wounded two of our Men. They gal* 
lop^d siway into theDefarcs, and'onour approach their Women and 
Children foUowM them with a pitiful howling Noifc. >yc went to 
their Tents, which were all of Hair-Cloth, but found nothing of any 
value, but fome few Furs and Eftrich-Fcathcrs, which arc th6 only 
Wares they have to deal in. 

At the foot ot the Mountaiji we found a Convent o^ Greek Monks of 
S. EdftPs Order, where we repofed our felvcs for two Days, as well for 
our Refrefhment, as to be infdrmM of the Nature and Qualities of the 
Country thereabout. We found it to be miferably poor, rixky, moun- 
tainous, barren, and defart ; and- that thefc poor Monks fufFerM ex- 
treamly in that hideous Solitude, but yet, notwithftandibg, were con- 
tent to live there for the Convenience of Pilgrims and Gentlemen that 
came to vifit thofe Holy Places. Their Church is built on the place 
where (jod fpoke to Mofes in the burniftg Bufb^ which Was^ as they fay, 
behind the Great Altar. The Day after our arrival we went to fee 
divers remarkable Places not for from the Convent, and amongft the 
reft a Stone of an immcnfe bignefs, under which, they fay, the Pro- 
phet Jeremy hid the Jrkofthe Coye/ta^t^ \Vhen he fled into tgypt from 
the BdbyloniAn Captivity. We likewifc faw the Rock where the Chil- 
dren of Ifrael worfhipM iht Golden Calf; as alfo that which Mofes 
touch'd with his Rod, and from which there iflued out. Water for the 
Jfraelips to drink ; and we could perceive that there had been Watei: 
by the Holes and Channels on both fides of the 'Rock. They fhew'd 
ius the place where, they fay, Mofes fct up the Tabernacle of the Con- 
grfegafibn; and mj here the Ifraetites encampM in the Wildcrnefs of 
SirfdL' 

HkvingreposM ourfelves in this Monaftery, we began to c^jmb up 
Moufit Horeh^ which is a firm Rodk, and fo very Steep that they have 
been cohftrainM to cut out Steps in the Stone ;to facilitate the Afccnt. 
When we came fo a very cotffiderable height;, we found a little Chap- 
pel, and an A rch Cut out of the Rbck to pafs under, \Vherc, they fay, 
Mofesxomxng from the top of the Mountain with the Tabks pf the Law, 
and fceipg the People Worfbipping the Golden Calf in the Valley, threw 
themon the Ground, and broke them. Mounting yet higher we came 
h thrte' other Chappels, dedicated to Elizeus^ Elias and S. Mdtinus^ 
with a. Cave in the Rock,' where they fay, the Prophet JE//^ hid hi m- 
felf to fhun the Perfecution di^ez^ahel. Froni thence we iifcended to the 
top, where we got after fix or (even hours march by a way extreamly 
fteepand diiBcult. There it was where Mofes received the Law from 
God, and they fhewM us, ijcar two little Chappels ( which are ferv'cf, 
6tiz bjr thofe of the Roman^^'ziid the other by thofepf the Greek Church J 
ttte fortn of a M&n'^s KneeS ^hd Bands very naturally iotprinted in the

Rock, which the Tradition of ihe Country, gives out to have been of 
Mojes^ when be lay proftrate before Almighty God in that place. ^ 

From thence we defcended into a VaHcy;,^and fix of us only had Mct:rtt 
courage enough to venture on Moufit Stntu, the Yeft judging it inacccfla- ^'^^^'^* 
blc, or, at Icaft, very dangerotis, the Mountain appearing fo very 
^eepthat one would think a G^ircouldhardly get tothetop. And, 
injdeed, wefound it no better, fbrbefore we cameto^the mid^wiywe 
leift thi^ of our Compaiiions behind, who thought itfafer to tetutn, 
than to throw thcmfelyes headlong on fuch .imminent dangers. Wo 
werefbrc'd in divers places to climb up on our Hands and Knees, not 
daring to. look back, leaft the horrour df the Precipke might turn our 
Brains; ifbr had we ttifsM our Iboting or holo^ we could have 
expeftcd no lefs than to cxhiWt a Tragedy ttf- ihofe that vicw'd 
and pitied us from bene<ith. ^ Our Lives were af it were in a 
ballance, nor knew we which way the Scales would turn, till v^c 
came to the top of the Mountain, where, God be pra^s'dy we at length 
arrived. The Plain at top hardly exceeds eighti^Msi in length, and five 
in breadth ; on which ftandsff little Chappel, in 'wliiGh we faw the re- 
femblaace of threc-Perfens imprinted on the Rock, and faid to reprefent ' 
two Angels;, and S.Cathdi^ine^ whofe Body is Kktfwife (aid to have 
been carried' thitlier by Angels after her Martyrdom, where fhe lay for 
fomc hundreds of yearsi whcofce 'its csird the Mountain of S. Cat hart f^e 
to this disiy. Having viewM what wa^ there to be -feen, we defecnded 
the fiime way, and not without ^s great difficulties as we encountred 
in coming up^ however, wc at length joyn'd our Companions who 
expelled us at the foot of the Mountain, returning to theaforefaid Convent, 
where having reposed another day, wt begati our Journey back to Cairo. 

As we pafsM along the coaft of the'^ei^ Sea^ we fa W divers Mairmaids 
(TAB. II. Fig I.) if I may fo call a certain Fifh taken thereabout, 
having a Head like a Monkey, a Neck^ Breaft, and t^elly like a Wo- 
man, and the Tail of a Fifh. It has likewifc Arms with one Joynt 
only, and Hands, but theFitigars f tho^ in Number and Articulations 
likQOurs ; are joyn'd by a Membrane like the-Fe« *of a <36ofe. ^ Its 
Skin is thick ana ruff, which the Country People ufe for Shoes. That 
which is defcrib'd by Bartholmm Ctnt. i. hiJLii. agrees with 
this in all things but the Face and Tail : but he only faw the Skelicon, 
and I fuppofe, ihapM 4t according to his own fancy. We lite wife found 
on the Strand a Shell df a Fifhexa^ly repfefeatinga large Pine Apple, 
offo curious and regular ft Figure, that tie that found it values it as a 
very (inguUr Curiofity, and fuch as Ido not remember to have fdund 
defcrib'd by any AuthOn *» 

Entriog Cairo we repo*'d our fd^j^s four days to wear off the Fatigue 
we had undergon in traverfing the Dofarts, and at length returnM to 
Boulacj to embark for Damietta. We came to Boulac on the twelfth ; 
ofjane^ when the People Were exptding the Gana, or Dw, which 
always precedes the Increafe of the NiU. ; Tbey takea quantity of moift 
Earth from the Bank of the River, and, havmg wcighM it, expofe it 
all Night long in the open Air, and if they find (t heavier in the Morn* 
ing, itsafignthat tht- Dtm feUs, and she Floo^ is near at liand: for 
this Dennis lb thin and fubtlle, that it ^an feklom b&difcover d any o- 
therwife. On tlie lyh in the Morning tbey found three Poudd of 
Earth to be augmented by about a Drachm's weight, which they looked 
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on as a manifcft tak«o of the approacliiflg FIco4and J>egan to put them- 
fclVcs in readrncrs to open* their Ditches, and make ail ncceffary pre- 
parations agaiod tlie time. Oa tlic . 1 6th we fet out for bdmieU4^ and 
on the icth perccivM the River to begin to rife v hut the Country 
People told us, they had obferv^d fonoe Iroall mcreafe two days before. 
On the 24th wefoufkl k h^dg^inM about a Footandbalf , but, contrary 
to ouv expe£iation» on the^^^th it fell againy and on the 87th the 
River was almod quite reducM to its ordinary Bounds ; which feems 
to fhevv that the Flood proceeds irom Rains, and th^Peopletoid us, that 
they had often remaffcMtbe fanse accident . However, on the i9tb 
it began to increafe afrefb, andfo continued. 

When tlie River begins to (well,, its Increafe is carefully pbferv'd in a 
little Ifland forniM by the Nile over againft^W Cii/ra, where there^s 
an OAagonal Marble. Pillar called the Pillar of MikUsp ere^ed in an ar- 
tiftcial Channel which comnounicate^ with the M^. TlieJQquare Sides 
of tjiiis Pillar have tl\e Meafures infer ibM, and a CV/or Jydg^ is imploy'd 
to obferve the Increafe of die Water every Evening after certaia Pray, 
ers, which, as they pretend^ prqniote the IpiiniUeion. Heobferves 
the Increafe day ly, which liavifig dope, he takcf water in the palm of 
his Right Hand calling it thrice intp the Air,,and> having recited a 
Chapter of the Jicors^, makes his. report to , the Bdcha. On the 29th 
ofJti^eQ which they call the Day of the Anpunciation of the MVsri- 
fing at Cairo ) the Increafe is pybliOiM with a great deal of Ceremony, 
andtothegreat fatisfa£lionof jthp People^ wl^fe hopes depend on a 
fuccefsful Flood. Afterwards every, Day^s Augmentation is alfo declared, 
'till the River comes to ijs jujft jbeiglitf 'which they call Ouf^th. They 
judge of the Plenty o< Scarcity of the Year by the height of tlie . Water ; 
for if it arrives to Twenty two, orjwenty. three Foot, it denotc^s Plenty; 
if but to twenty or twenty one^* itfore-Inews a Dearth, for it fufBces 
not toccver all the marturM Land ; and laftly, if it rifcs to twenty four 
or twenty five Foot, the Plague, or fome Pelileptjijl Difeafe, certainly 
follows ; for the Water lies too long on the Ground, and leaves a great 
deal of Mud actd ^ime, which putrifying, fills the Air with ill^ Va- 
pours. 

From the beginning of the Flood ^ill iticomes to its utmoft height, 
they reckon near an hundred days^ that is from the middle of Jane to 
the 24th or 35th oiHepiemter^ at which tinae the River bqgins to 
decreaie, and by degrees returnsto its ufual fiounds. During this time 
the People give all the teftimoniies of joy imaginable,, and fpend good 
part of the time in mirth and divectif£ment,.in hopes of reaping the am- 
ple benefit of the Deluge, by which thel^ndis fo Araqgely fattened, 
that it yeilds three. Crops following witlxiUtany other Dr^kg than the 
Mud and Nitrous Sediment^ which is left by the Water. Nay in di- 
vers parts they only throw their firft Seed into the Mud that reouins on 
the Ground, without troubling themfelves with any further labour. 
Their Corn-Harvett is ufually in February which being over, they Sow 
fome other Grain or LigMmM t)vicebefor0the next Inundation : but thefe 
After- Crops require watering by band at fuchfimes as the Dew falls not 
at Night, which only happens.u^hen. the Air is ferene and clear; for if 
it beneverfoUttledvcr-cafty tliere bib no Dew at all. 
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. The antient TgyfiUns afcrib'd this Yearly laundacion to a fuperftiti- 
ous and barbarous Cuftom they bad of tafting a Virgin-Slave richly 
cloath^d into the RiVtr^ on the 12th of their '3^ney which is the 17th 
of Ours. The Coptts, to this day, attribute it to certain Prayers 
which their Friefts make for divers days together^ beginning on the 
1 2tb of Their Juiti^ which is fuppos'd to be the day on which the Ri- 
ver begins to rife. The Learned like wife judge divei fly of the caufcof 
this wonderful Effied: of Nature, (bene attributing it to a didolution 
of Snow on the Montes Lund, and others to I know not what Fermen- 
tation of the Nitrous Earth. 'Tis now evident that this annual Flood is 
aicafion'd.by the Anniverfary Rains which liappen in the Higher jEthU 
€fiM^ near the AijjaiMxidi'Lhej when the Sun di'aws towards the Tropuk 
"ofCMcer, wcidnhkh continue for the fpaceof two JMonths at leait. 
The Ab^M{ whom we ought to credit ) confirm it umnimoufly, and 
divers of that Nation, with whom we conversed in Eg^ft hy afi Interpret- 
ter> alTurM us, that twas a- thing UniveriaUy known in their Coun- 
try . 

I kno.tit*ft generilly beUevV) in Europe^ and divers Authors very 
pofftivcly aver, that the River begins to rife on a certain day, and thic 
on that very day the aforefaid Oei0 falls, and not before .- but thefirft 
is contrary to the Experience of the Inhabitants, ( who obfcrve it u) in- 
creafe about the middle of pane's 'tis truC) but tometimes a day, two or 
three footier, or later ) and tbs latter I ktiow to be falfe by my oa^d ob« 
fervation, ^s isfaid above^ and am credibly infbrmM, that this Dm of- 
'ten falls a Fortnight cm* three Weeks before the beginning of the Fk)od. 
•' Tisalfo as confidently reported that the Plague ceafes in £^7/>/ on the 
approach of the faid Dtw^ and that not a Man dies of the Contagion 
after its faU, tho'infeded before, or in ever fo defperate a condition ; 
but this is as falfe as the fbrmer ; though it's ufually obfervM that the 
Plague abates^ and foon <:eafes after that time ; becaufe this Dm^ and 
the overflowing of the Water^ temper in fome meafure the ferverous 
beat of the Air, without which the whole Country would be difpeopled^ 
and made defart. . • < . 

'Tis hard to explicaM the Properties of this Dtw^ and to conceive the 
Reafon of its felling at that time precifely . X grant, that at other times of 
the Year Dew^s are very common at Night, and often eqivalent to a 
good Shower of Rain, but not in this Seafon t was Once of 6 pinion 
that the StatioAiry Witid of theTc^m^T X$nt ( which, according tb the 
/Relation of divers Ab0M^ is always Soutlierly on this fide of the Lint^x, 
that time of the Year) might carry part of the Exhalations as far as Egjjf^^ 
and that the Dm niight proceed from thence ; but 1 am fince convincVl 
of the contrary, for Weft, and North* Weft Winds, by the Atdls 
calPd Mdlttm^ begin to blow about ten or twkli^ days before the IMr 
falls, and cOiitinue ^tAhN0^mb€r. Thefe Winds coming from Sea, 
are probably moift, bringing with tliem great ikott of Exhalation^, 
which, being condens'd lb the Ni^ht time, fall in form of Dew : and, 
indeed, aflbon as thefe Winds die, the Inhabitants find themfelves al- 
moft as much reffeftiM a« by tlie Inundation, the Trees !lrid Herbs be- 
gin to flourifh, and wh6ld jSlature feems to receive new Life and Vigour. 

The TCity of D^miend^ is fituate oil the Nik^ abbut three Leagues -Damiena. 
from the Sea*, without Walls or Fortifications, but tolerably well built 
in form of an Hal^Mdon, and beautified with divers flrately Mtfqaw. 
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They have a very confidcrable and profitable Manufafturc of Linnen, 
which is thence Tranfported into feveral parts of the LevMf. fhcy 
like wife make a great deal of Bflf4r^tf, whidi is likewife fent abroad, 
and much eftcem'd in Egypt. * 
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Of Eeypl in General ; itsprefent State^ the Manners, Cuftoms^ 
and Religion of the People, &c. 

GrPTisiuftly cftccmM thcrooft fertil and delicious part of 
jifrk^y having on the Eaft, ^^^^ and the Deiarts Arijfia^ on 
the Wtft, the Dqfarts of Jfncn^ on the North, the Mtdittr- 
TMtw Sea^ and on the South, jbhiofU Supirm. Its greateft 
length is frpm North to $outh, which hardly exceeds Five hundred 
^nd fifty Miles ; and its grcateft breadth is faid to be near Three hun- 
dred. That part which Ues near the Af/^, is the mod Fruitlul, by 
reafon of the Inundation, and has not above Sixty Miles in breadth, 
(jnfonie more, in others Icfs) the reft of the. Country being (andy, bar- 
ren, and in moft- parts incgltivatcd Defarts. Egypt was antiendy 
cfl:cem*d the Nurfery of all Sciences, where divers Arts were invented, 
and all flouriOi'd aiore than in any other part of the World ; infomucb, 
that Solony Lycitrgus^ PlM^^ Pyfbagoras^ and Democritus\ the great Lu- 
minaries ot thofe Ages, went thtthtr to converfe with the Sages of the 
Kingdom, as,wdltopecfe£^thQmfelv«k) the Knowledge of Natural 
Sciences, a$to carry thence the Laws 9nd Maxims of State which ferv'd 
to form ( at lea ft in a great loeafure } divefs of thofe antient GreciMn 
. Republicks fo celebrated in Hiftory. But what adds to the Glory of 
' tliis Nation,, is that divers. of the antient Patriarchs, as MoJ^s^ Jhrdhim^ 
jacoi^ Jsfeph^dit^d an infinity ofpther Holy Men,honourM it with their 
^ relkknce; nay,, evjsn the Son of Gqd himfdf, to fliuo thie Ferfecution 
^ oi Herod, blefsM the Earth with his Sacred Footdepi Hiftory gives 
r OS an account, of twenty thoufand great Cicits that fiourilhM within the 
idi(inflofit$ lurifdiflion, and Diadprtu ^ifMius, afTures us, there were 
. three thQufaqd (landing in his Time : but fince it came under the T«i^i^; 
ks antient tieauty and Iplendour is fo far decayed, that there hardly re- 
main twenty of any confidcrable Note. The fame fate follows all tte 
^u^,Hjb Conquefts where ever they comie ; lb very negligent are they 
)n repairing what they find built to their hafids ; for as Iqi^ as they have 
jtp Hut to fecure themfelves ^gftinft the to juries of Weather, they trou- 
^bk nQt their heads with Buildifig, and rar^y put thcndfelves to charges 
tp^g^atify their Curiofity. . 

' , The £^^r^w are a very antient People, but much more in their 
o^n opinion th^n in reality ; for they keep* a Regifter of above thirteen 
jcliQufand Yearsi which is morie than feven. thouiand Years biefore the 
Creation of the World. The Cofti, or true Egyftimfs arefaid to deicend 
from Mijr4im the Son ofChdmj who at his death left tlie Kingdom di- 
vided amongft bis four Sons ; but CQpf the Younger miade himfelf 
Sovereign,, ufucping the \vbole Dominions, and excluding his three 
Brothers. It was afterwards conquer'd byJiixa^Jp^^ and igpvernM 
by the GrecUnsiox the^fpaceof Nine hundred Years., iThefe latter

As the Egypt SMS were the In venters of divers Arts/o they ' w?re likcwife 
the firft Broachersof Idolarry^and all PagaB Geremooies. '^hhtk Super(lici<? 
tm was fuch, that they Deified almoft all forts of animate and inanknars; 
Crcsanires ; for they were not concent to Sacrifice to Men, but gave thfr. 
fame divii:^ HoDQur CO the Sun. IVloon,: and Scars; Bea^K Birds^ and 
Fi(h ; nay I Leeks* Onions, Excrements, and even the Private Parts 
of Men and Women were rank'd an^ongil their Gods, Every City had* 
9L different Deity, which they repreienced in Brafs,'$tQne, or Wood^ 
according as their Fancy led cbecn ; erecting Temples to tiieir Honour^ 
and entertaining Prieils to perferm the Rites and Ceremonies propcii to 
each of thefe fictions Divinities. Their My fieries and Ceremonies keoi 
to have been borrow'd^in agreat meafure, from t;he 0U^I.mi9, and 
{xirticulaf ly theif Sacrifice, ln<!ei)fe, aiK^Mufick; which uierepoiTibiy 
the remains of 3FiQri/4i/iiKi planted there by t^e firft Inhabitants 2 tbou^^h, £ 
know, fome Men are of a different Opinion. 

The Revenue which the GtmA oignor draws thofice yearly tKaoQnts 
to She huodred thouland Crowns^ which, confidertog the fmall extent; 
cfdhehahitablepartoff^/^/^ is a very gresir Sum : However^ the ^4^ 
thais oblidg'd, under pain of Death> to fend it to the JI rtefiiry at . C<^-t 
fiMntiMpUy without the lead Change to the Port; whidi occafiocis a 
great deal of Oppefiion and Injuftice : for to make up that Stmi, with 
(he over^plus to defray the fiaipences^ they are o/teo i3rc;!d to rack tlw 
People by unlawful EiUortkHis, and Arbitrary Coofifcations of fuch 
Ferfons Eftates and Goods, as they tlunk fit to attaint . by torgM Accu^ 
fations. They rarife this Money by a Land-Tax or Tribute, which svery 
one pays to thefimperour, as holding their Efiates under him ; by the 
Cuftoms of Goods; the Salt-pe^re, and Salt- Works ; new*coin'd Mo* 
ney ; the Butcheries of C^jrr^, where the Heads, and Hidesofall Beads 
diat are kiird^ except Goats, bebngto t\itGrdni HigHQr : and lai^ly, 
jby the Tribute which all Chriptms and Jtws pay for the jGree Exerciie 
or their Religion and Comineroe. 

The mod confiderable Officers, after tlie Ba^luj are tbe Cafciefs^ or 
Governours of Provincesv of whom there are thirty fix, who liloewile 
farm tbe Revenues of their rerpef):ive f rovioces^ and on that aCf:oonc 
their Foft is the moft iieiieficial ; for if they pay in the Taxes, asthef « 
are regiftred in the Divm at ConftMttnople^ whatever they can extort 
befides is their own, and they are feldom.to feek intbat pqinL There 
are likewife <S4i^^*fir;^, who were formerly in great re(^ute, but at 
prefent tliey are, for (he moft part> omploy'd inconduding tiie yearly 
Revenue ofE^ypi to ConA^ntmcplsj or tbe CsrdVdBXo Mecha^ and fomo 
of them are fet to guard oivers PafTages at xhe head of Companies of Ja« 
niiaries to hinder Infults and. Roberiies. 1 he Jg4^s or Governours of 
Towns, and other Oilkers, as well Civil as Military, are forthe moi^ 
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part made by the BdchM^ atid only fomefew MmMby \}MDi*osai of 

The C^riat^e^folftDU^^d by the Turks in tbofc Parts,in their diftribotioif 
of Time. They, have tvfelvc Months in their Year, cecb of thirty 
Days, and begin tlieir Year on the 8th ot our Seftember^ uhich is xhc 
firft of theirs: But becaufe their Computation wanes Bvc £>ays of « 
Solar Year, they tfdd khem at the end of each Year, to compieatthe 
number of three hundred fixty fivedays.They reckon not from the Birth of 
our Saviour, but from the Martyrdom of the CbrifiUns^ that fufFer'd in 
t\vt Higher Egyft^ under the Bmpcrour DiocUftan: So that their Date 
comes far fhort of ours. They likewife divide the Year into fburSeafons, 
allowing three Months to each^ Their Amiumn and Sfring are the inoft 
Temperate ; the former being from the middle of Heftemkr to the 
middie of Deiewter, and the latter from tlie middle of Afarch^ to the 
middle of Jnffe. Their Wmier^ which they reckon from the middle of 
Otctmkr to the middle of M^rch^ is near as temperate as the forn^r, 
excepting fix or fcven Days, ^uiz.. from the fevcnth of ftlnttdrj to the 
1 ^th or 1 4th of the fame, during which the Evenings and Mornings arc 
fre(hand nipping, the Winds high and cold, and fometimes there falla 
a little Rain. Their Summer is from the middle ofjuue to the middle of 
September^ during which the greateft Heats reign, which would be 
infupportable were not the Air fomewhat* cool'd by the Inundaticxi of 
the Nile. 

The Natives of £^;/f are generally proud, beggarly, Wy, illiter- 
ate; inftable, unfaithful, treacherous, iod fuch vl% would not liicfc at 
any thing that's 111 on the profpeQ of the leaft Gain. The Cofti or 
true EgyftidMS are fo few in number, that they hardly deferve the name 
of a People; and, I am apt to think, that in a very (hort time the 
Turki/b Oppreflion will quite extirpate the whole Race. However, 
they are ftrangely ielf-conceitedi and meafure their own Worth by the 
Merit of tlieir Anceftors, who, as we obferv'd aliove, gave Laws to 
divers Nations, and inftruded them in the knowledge of Arts dnd Sci- 
ences. The Al0ars and Jrats are the moft numerous, brutal, and villa* 
nous, living for the mod part by Deceit and Rapine. ' They .pretend, 
indeed, to Mshomefifm^ but meerly to cloak their Vice, and a Man 
that has to do with them will come (hort in his Reckoning, if be ex- 
pefl plain dealing. I had once the woeful Experience of their Infide* 
lity and Bafenefs ; for deHgning to review the Pyramids, and finding 
no Company, I hired three AfTes and two Jrgts to condu£i me thither, 
who having ferv'd a f^enetiM Merchant, fpoke sood IuUm. I bar- 
gaind with them for Haifa Crown a piece, and to fhew their fincerity, 
they repeated the FdthA or firft Chapter dtx^MAUardny after their ufual 
^^maivier, to ratify the Bargain. When we came within a Mile of the 
Pyramids, my Ar§hj began to grumble, faying, I had hindred them 
from gaining more another way ; and told me at length in plain terms^ 
That unlefs I would double their Wages they would leave me. I con* 
iefs, I was a little grievM to fee my felf thus impofed upon, and en- 
deavoured to reconcile them by reprefenting the Injuftice of fuch an 
A^ion, and the Oath they had taken at Cdiro ; but I might have 
preachM 'till Dooms- day, another Crown they muft have, or they 
would go their way. In fine, I was forcM to give it them, rather tbaa 
cxpofe my felf in the Defarts, where others of their Brethren, as bo- 
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neft Men as rhemfclvcsi ftiigKthavedrippM mo,, and jcaken ix^y AJffSj 
%vhich my Friends at C^uro had pafeUt,beir word^ fpr. I had ttpfyof;^} 
er vtew^?cf the Pyramids but tine of thefe Rafcals v^asgooe on a fudaain^! 
I knew not how, nor where; fo that :I w;ts cbn(lrf in^d to return with 
theothpr. We had not jogged on far 'till he that remaiad began to 
attack me a-new ; telling me, 1 hat his Companion was gone witli all 
the Money, and t)iat unlefs I would give him another |Ialf«Crowh^ he' 
^vould go no further. MyPatieiige was then almoft qiiite tired^ and 
bad ic i^ot beeii for the Rifque a Chriftian rgns in ftriking a Mi^ometM^ 
I fhould hardly have held my hand. The Villaiq. jcft the Afies. and. 
kept at a diftance ; fo that after a long parly interniixt with Threats 
and Intreati^, I was compollM, much againft my yi'i\\ to (lop his 
mouth with another Half-Cfown. We had not gone nuich further 
when he left me indeed,* pretending to go^ aftde to eafe. Nature; and 
Ibon after the other, which bad delerted at the Pyramids^ came up all 
in a Sweat, exclaiming againft us for leaving him,v.^;)d ufing diyer^ fri* 
r clous Excufes for his ftaying behind *;. by whiiqh I, faw the Knaves 
wcfc agreed to cheat me, as it appeared in thefeq^alv .YVhea.I told 
iiiai how. the other had left me, he feigaM himfQlf hugfsly concernM at 
his Ingratitude, andfcntan hundred Curfes after him ).intbmuph, that 
I almoft forc'd my fclf to think htm honed, 'till at length he-call'd tcr 
mind, that the other was.gone with the Purfe (which Was the Preteiice 
by which bis Fellow extorted my Half-Crown) whereupon he told me^ 
I wasobli^'d in Confcience to pay him his Day^s Hire over again« 
When I fiiw there Vl^as no end .with their Tricks, my Cho|ler, which 
I had ^tll that time curbM^ began to (hew it felf, and my Moderation 
turned into, down-right Pury. I drew a Piftolfrom uoder my Girdle^ 
and leaping ofif my Bead mtade towards him, thinking at leaft to fright 
him into^ better Manners \ biK he prov'd the nimbler of the two, and 
fccur'd himfelf by a fpeedy flight. I had then np X!)ompany left biit my 
three Afles^ which being in very bad cafe, and nat^jrally floWy gave 
me more trouble than my Ar^bs had dene; however^ t at length goe 
fafely to CMiro. I faw the two Rafea4s divers tames afterwards, bat 
durft not call them in quedion, for fear they (hould fetk fome private 
Revenge, or forge an Accafatioo againft fme that might coft mp dear^ 
if not prove my Ruiq. A Stranger, and eCpecially 9, cJjfrifiiMj muft 
put up a great many Abufes in thofe parts, and if he has but tlie leali 
grain of Vertue he will (itKlOccHfions enough toexerdfe it, whore for 
itriking a MsbomitM ^which they call Afu^ulmM^ or true Believer) a 
Man muft either Burn or renounce his Religion. The Experience I 
had of othbr Mens Misfortunes, made me more cautious than other- 
wife I might have been, having feen divers Gentlen^f) accu$*d of 31^^- 
phemyagainfl their falfe Prophet, and bthei-s impeached for Spies, an^ 
that for having lightly offended zTurk^ Moor^ or Ar4b. The Judges 
encourage thete Scoundrels in hopes of a Confifcatiof^ of Goods, if thejr 
pronounce the Sentenfie of Death; or ofagoodStimof Money, if the 
Crime cannot be fcrewM up to that pitch. Xhey think that all Frdffks 
(for fo they diH ChrifiiM Strangers; are loaden with ,Money^ and ufe 
all means imagitjable to eafjs them of the burthen. • . 
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I gi^ht, the true Tttrks^ arc naturally good and juft in all their A flicns ; 
but tjn^ic arc the l«aft pa % the greater being Rinig^s^ A.ears^ and ^. 
rnis^ People of very corrupc Manners. Tlic true' lurks rarely or never 
fail of their word, and arc apt to reproach the ^^xand Cbrifiisms with 
that Vice. They ar< Hkewife zealous in their way, charitable, tem- 
perate, and even fopcrftitioufly tcfcrvM. 

The Country abounds with all forts of Neceflaries for tbe.fu;^)ert of 
LHe : But amongft all its Produ6:fons there is none fo ufeful ai^ profi* 
tabic as the Pdlm^Tree^ of which there are two kinds, Male and Fe- 
male ; tho' the latte*- only brings forth Fruit, of which they have above 
forty different forts. They always plant the Male and Female near 
one another, and placking off the Flowers of the Male as fooo as they 
are in their pcifcftion, tie them feft ta the Branches of the Femaia, 
in^agining that otherwife the Fruit would never come to maturity. 
They likewife told us, That the Female F4/»^7 We/, which grow in the 
Delarts, remain always barren, unlefsthe WiiTd chance to caft fomc 
ofthcFlowt!rsofthe'Male(wtiichufually grow near them) on their 
Branches. I tvasnot long enough in tgjrpr to make the Experiment, 
but however, am upt to believe that there's more Superftition m it than 
Truth or, at lea ft, that if it conduces any way to render the Trees fruit- 
ful, it muft be done by the Devil, who being an expert Natnralift can 
dotliat, and much more, d^ivM psjfivu sfpitcando, as Divines and Phi- 
lofophefs are pleasV) to ftile k. f/ottovtTj Ihave feen the Fennale 
Paim-Trte beaf Fruit in other pailts, and that Fruit come to perfed/on, 
tho'th^e were ne Male near it. They gather iht Ddtes in Offoier^ 
dry and tranfport them into foreign Parts. From theirt they likewife 
diiiill an jtjuM f^rtd, and make Vinegar of what remains after the Di- 
ftilTation. The Leaves or Branches of the Tree ferve them for Brooms, 
as alfo ro make Baskets, Cord, and divers other ferviceafole Commodi* 
ties. They grind the Kernels, and make a Pad of the Powder, which 
ferves tofeed their Camels ; for be^des that they find little otfaH* Pro* 
vender in the Dcfafts; it's very commodious for Carriage in lon^^our* 
neys> a pound or twofervinga Camel for a whole Day, and keeping 
him in good cafe. 

There is hkewife an abundance of fmall Lemnrtons, not much bigger 
than a PidgeonsEgg. The Rind or Feel is very thin, and the Juice 
gratefully Tower, which neverthelefs fets not the Teeth on edge, on 
which account its much efkem'd. They have great ftoreof Csffis-Trees, 
the Fruit whertof they gather in Stftember^ drying and fmoaking the 
Leaves in Pipes as wte do Tohse^Oy which is faid to be an admh^ble Se- 
•ret againft all cdd and moift Diftempers of the Brain* The. green or 
unripe iJiffia preferv'd, is ufed athongft them with great Snccefe in Dif- 
eafes of theStohiach. 

We obfervMa veiy (Iranee Tree ufuaDy growing m or ikear the 
Watei-, • arid by the Arsh callM Moaz or Atdbon^ die Fruit whereof, be- 
ing cut in the middle, reprefents a Ctok very naturally, wheoce the 
Pp^HiHs fiinc^ it to be tlK fort>idden Fruit which our firft Parents pre- 
fmrm'taeat, contrary to ihecoMftiaad of Almighty God ; for which 
Tranfgreflion our B\dk& Redeemer fuifer'd )the ignominioos Death of 
the Crofs. The Tree grows t^ the height of ten or twelve foot, with- 
out Branches, and bearing its Ltaves at the top above two Yards long, 
and two foot broad; Its Fruit is large^ and grows aiDongft the Leaves 
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iQ duffers like Grapes, of? fwcetifh ta(l and odoriferous finell. Hach 
Tree brings forth Fruit but once, which is iii the third Year's growth, 
and then, withering away, diflills a wbitini Jiiice, from which rifes 
another Tree. 

The C/j^/Z^MaReligioil is tolerated throughout all £^_;^/, and aU the 
different Se«'s have the free Bxercife thereof. The /(fliw/» Catholicks 
or Ldt'tHS, the Greeks, and Coptics or Cophits arc the moft numerous, 
which, together with fome few ^rminUns atid Miryffins^ are difperfied 
thro* the whole Cduntry, and lA^ere the principal Seels \t'hich -we re-* 
markd. . , 

One of tiw four Patriarchs of the Greek Church rofides St MexdnJt'ia, 
Bearing the Title of the City (the three others being of jerufdUm, 
CottfiuiimopU^ and Jntioch), ThisPatriatxh is Supream in All Ecclc- 
fiaftical Affairs atnonaft the Greeks, that arc djfpcrfed np and down 
Egypt 2nd Arshid. Their Cilergy men arc at [ircfent fo verjr illiterate 
ancl ignorant, that they hardly know the Articles of thcil- Faith, which 
isiiotmucTi to bewonder'dat, fioce Learning is-fo gtneraliy n'eglefted 
In thefe Parts, the Poverty of the People and T"»r(t//ij Opprcftion not a 
little contributing thereunto. The Opinions peculiar to their SeA are 
thcfo follpwing, which Ihaveherefetdow-nas I received them from 
the Mourfis of the moft able Divines amoneft them. i._ They hold. 
That tlio Holy Ghoft proceeds from the Father Only* s. That Souls 
departed go not to Heaven ot Hell 'till the Day of' Judg- 
ment, .putTuIfer their Pu^-gatory 'till that tiihfeiartd that, the Prayerj 
of the Faithful ^rc bcoeficial to theiii both : to.t^^'tleG, by. removing 
the Grief they would' have' for b«ii^ detain'dfrqrri,thc beatifical yiflbn'i 
and to the Reprobate,, by diminifliing the Pains tf^^y'are to, fufief iti 
Hell for an Eternity.' "^j. That the S^iardsj, or,y'frtii Sahhath', is to be 
kept as ftriftly as thc-Sjw^iij'. 4/Tliat'Hogs Flfifti,' and other Meats 
forbidden in the Oid'Latv, are not to be eaten by chriftUns. In all 
other Pointsthcy agree with the RoMdn/Hs, excepting that of Supre- 
macy (* which they give to their Patriarclis) and iome few Ceremonies 
hardly wortii naming.' However, there are no Seftaries in the wholo 
World thathatc and .caluminate one another like thefe two, the Lati»t 
(for fo theRpman Cathoticks arc caUM throughout all the Livdtit) bran- 
ding the Greeks with Schifm, Blafphemy,. and Ignorance ; and the 

. Gr»^f upbraiding the .I,<r/«i with Pride and Infolence, excommuniCft- 
ting.them, yearly, and praying to God in their Liturgy, to keep the 
Counixy in> the Hands of the Turks^ whom they efleeih the better Mk- 

. fiers of the two.

When they iayMafs for the Dead, they bring a Lamb or 
fome other young Creature into the Church, where the Prieft' having 
given.it his Blefling, and a little Salt to cat, ifs led about in Procefli- 
on, and at length killM and roaded whilfl: the Ceremonies of the Office 
are performing, which being finifb'd, tliey fit down and eat ir. 
9. Their Priefts are married (zs well as thofe of divers other Scftsjof O- 
riental Chriftians) but they always abfiainfrom Women three Days be- 
fore they celebrate in the Church- The Patriarchs of this Religion re- 
fide in Jjid. 

There are divers Ab0ns in Egjft^ as. well Merchants as the Inbabi* 
tants of part of Prefi^r John^s Country, which has been<:onquer'd,and 
is now poffcfsM by the Turks. , Their Religion is very abfurd, bciiig a 
mixture of Judaifm, Chrifiianifm, Mahqrnc;tanifm, atid P^ganifin. 
They boall of having receivMtlic ChriftUn Religion .from their Queen 
ja.Apf^fi. CoMddce, who was converted by her.Eunuclu The Jhn^r or Great 
c. 8. Prieft,. who is Head of their Church, derives fomc kind of Atithority 

from the Patriarch of the CcptPs. They Circumdfe both MJilt and Fc 
male (contrary to the Cuftom of the Jem) on the Eighth Day, Baptize^ 
ing the Males on the Fiftieth , and the Femalel^qn the Si)Ctieth. They 
have like wife another kind of Sacrament, whic;h they adminifter to 
both Swcs at the Age of feven Years, by intprintinga Mark on their 
Forehead with a burning Coal. They Keep both Sasurdi^ zxMASund$j^ 
abfiain from Wine and all Meats, that were forbidden under the OU 
JLdtv, and keep Lw/ very ftriftly fdr the fpacc of Fifty Pays^ during 
which time they.fleep very little.. They believe the Real Prefence, ufe 
Images, and always enter into their Cnurchei bare-footed out of Re- 
fpeft and Devotion. 

The Mafter Seft of Egypt and all the Levant is tho^MahomeiM^ forged 
by the falfe Prophet Mshemit in the Year 666j according to the CcSa- 
putation of the Turks ^ who foUoMr the Lunar Year. And here \ cannot 
buttakepoticeofthe Myfteries which the Antieots, 4)oth Jews and 
Gentiles^ cbmprehendeij under the number Thr^e^ efpecially when dou- 
bled or trebled. Divers great and fatal Revolutions have been obferv'd 
to have happened in 666 : For Alexander xt^tt 6. zndi ruinM the Jfidtick 
Empire in the fi^th Age of the Mace^onUnK^n, and in an Year 666. 
Jultm C^/ky begjin his Revolt, which prov^Tthe Ov'erthrow of tl)c 
iR(?i»4;^Repubiick in the Year 666, after the Ifoundaiion' X^i Rome : 
• And lailly, the impious Mahomet beg^ his Sefk in the Year of Cfarift

' Chrift) arid calT \i the Magire. They pflayiwc times a Day, either in 
' their Mofquees^ of-Houfes, alwkys wafhiiig them (elves before they be- 
'- gin their Devotidnii, and then p^ftrating themfelves on the Ground 
; they kifs it thrice, turning thcii^ Face towards Mecba. They call the 

People to Church by a Maii^who afcends to the top of the Steeple, and 
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there pronounces divers Words in Anbick as loud as he can cry Th« 
Turks lik^wife ufe Beads, having an hundred faflenM at their Girdle oh a 
firing, on which they mumble over ceruia fliort Prayers divers tidies 
in the day. 

Their diief Prieft TasIobfervM above) is the Miift$^ and 
their Secular EccleHafticks are callM C^^ The Dervi's and Santcns are 
a fort of Religious, like the Fryars in the RcmM Church, who make 
profeflion of voluntary Poverty, living on Alms, and wholly abAain- 
mg from Flefhand Wine. If they chance totranfgrefs againft any part of 
their Rule, they are prefently feizM by the Falling Sicknefs^or rather pof^ 
fefs^d, as I am apt to think ; for the Devil commonly keeps People in 
Ignorance by fomenting (heir blind ZeaL One of the mod diverting 
Sights we faw was thele Sdntom ; for their ridiculous Habits, and an« 
tiek Geftures, are a more efle£lual Remedy againft Melancholy than all 
the HelUbor oi Jnticjrs. Some of them walk the Streets dark naked, 
feme clad in Skins of wild fieafts, and others in Fools Coats of forty 
different Colours, with as comical Poftures as thofe of lUrUqum or 
ScsfMwuche. One dances, another fings, and a third makes an hideous 
noife, with a thou&nd extravagant Grimaces. All this, and more, 
they pretend to do out of Devotion : But, for my part, I took them 
for as many Foob or Madmen, and believe all fenuble Ferfons would be 
of my Opinion. 

. Mshomet did very cunningly in fwbidding all Difputes about Religi- 
on, decrying Learning, and keeping his Followers in the dark ; tor 
otherwile they muft unavoidably fee their Folly. The Vanity, Inco* 
herence, and plain Contradiftions of all the Articles of their Faith, 
could have been fupported by no other means than by plunging the 
People in Ignorance. To work more eflfedually on the eafy Viuttitude, 
he propofes aU forts of (eofuai Delights, allows Poligamy and Divorfe, 
and even ^courages People to Sin in this World, by fixing a determi- 
nate number df Years for dtie Punifhmentof Offenders in the next, af- 
ter which he aflures them of Heaven^ howvkuous foever their Lives 
may be. . 

To give greater Credit to his Fables, he deceiv'd them by divers 
falfe Miracles, afluring them he had been rapt even to the highed Hea- 
ven, and there receivM the Precepts of his AUotm from the Angel Ga-- 
hriei: that he had beautifyM and reunited the Moon, which was cut 
in two, and like to lofe its Light : that the Falling Sicknefs, with 
which he wa j troubled, was an Extafy, in wluch be convers'd with 
Angels: aodlafily, that a Pidgeon, which he hadaccuftomM to pick 
Meat out of his Ears, was the An^el Gdriei^ that came to inftrufl 
him in the Myfteries of Religion. His Journey to Heaven is no le& 
ridiculous, being carried thither on the Ram that was iacrificM by^- 
brahMm^ ^ffmg tbro^ eight Heavens, thefirft of which was made of 
Silver, the fecond of Gold, the third of Pearly the fourth of Emerald, 
the fifth of Diamond,' the fixth of Carbuncle, the feventh of Saphire, 
and the eighth of Light. He found the Stars bound to the firft Hea* 
ven with Chains of Gold^ .fet there to drive off the Devils with fiery 
Darts when they come to liften to God's Secrets. He likewife faw 
there Angels of all Ifaapes, as of Birds, Beafts, and what hot ; but 
efpeciall y many Cocks, and one among the reft of a fcupendious fize, 
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whofe Feet flood iri the fir ft Heaven, and his Comb readrd to the fe- 
cond. He affirms, that thefe Cocks prayM for the Cocks on Earth (as 
the Ox^ in Heaven for the Oxen on Earth, and the Aflcs for the AfTes) 
and when this great C€ck crow'd, all the other Cocks in Heaven and 
Earth anfwerd him. In the third Heaven he fawthe fktal Aogel, fo 
big, that from one Eye to the other there were Seventy thou&nd good 
Days Journeys. 'Tis as abfurd what he afferts concerning the Day of 
Judgment, when he is to turn himfelf into a great Ram, and Mdbame^ 
tans into Fleas, that they may hide thentfelves in his large Sleeves, 
whilfl: he skips into Paradife, and there make them Partakers of what 
he has promifed them ; where they fhall be received at a great Feaft, 
kept on a Table of Diamond Seven Millions of Days Jouraeyi 
long, &c. 

Thefe, withdiversothersof the fame grain, were the Artifices by 
which he fooPd the People out of their little Senfe, and engag'd a conu- 
derable part of the World in his Abominations, the Number encrea- 
(ing daily, to the great detriment of the ChrifiiM Religion ; and, in- 
deed, nothing but an entire Conqueftcan reduce them, by reafon of 
the rigorous Laws which the Turks have eftabUfliM to maintain their 
Errors, prohibiting all Difputes, and condemning a Cbrijiidn for a BlaG 
phemer, it he fpeaks but the leaft Word againft Mahomet ^ o/ his Law. 
Thefe Conftitutions are very punftually obfervM, and all Tranfgreflbrs 
punifliM with fo much Severity, that tho' the Cbriftians are very nume- 
rous throughout all Turkj^ they never attempt to make Converdons, 
but think themfelves happy in enjoying the free Exercife of their own 
Religion. 

The Tarks are very Zealous in promoting thehr Seft, by en- 
couraging fuch as embrace it, and that in too high a degree, that Reae- 
gdfSy who have renounced their Faith and turnM MdhofHetMs^ are ad* 
vancd to divers of the rnoft confiderable and profitable Employments; 
nay^ a Slave, which turns, gas not only has Freedom, but likewife a 
good Recompence, contrary to what is pra£^ifed amongft Ckrifiums (to 
the Scandal of our Religion) for if a Captive, which ferves on the 
Galltes in Eurtfpe, ihould embrace the Faith, he ftill continues in Slave- 
ry, and confequently fekiom changes his Religion, becaufe he has nd 
' profped of betterii^ his Conditk)n by his At^ration. A Chi^iM^ 
tho' convided of the moft hainous Crime imaj^able, faves his Life by 
renouncing his Faith. And here it will not be amifs to inform yoo, 
That, to hold up the Fore-fingar of the Right*hand is the mark 
of a MahometM ( and us'd by them as an Oath or Protefta* 
tion) (Ignifying that there is but one God in Divine Nature 
and Ferfon : So that if a ChrifiUn chance to do it, though unad- 
vifeidly, be is either conftrain'd to turn Turk, or condemn^ to be 
burnt. . ' . 

Their JLcjy/, or general Fa(t, lafcsa-Month, during whkb time they 
neither eat nor drink all day long, bat (pend the g^eatdt part of the 
Night in Banquetdng, and all forts of Libertinifm. At that time eve- 
ry ohegives Alms to the Poor according t0:»hi» Ability, which they call 
T/idaai, that is to fay Juftice ; for the lurks hold thcinfelve* obliged to 
give yearlv one. tenth part of their Income or Gains to the ?4)at. They 
Uke wife think it as much Chatity to give to Dogs and Cats as to Men> 
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and on that account they buy Vifluals to throw to thoTe Creatures as 
they pafs the Streets, and even leave Legacies at theih Death to be an* 
nually emplo^M tbwairds their Notirlfhlnent. This eoicourtges 
divers. Feopld to keep an incredible company of thefe Beafcs, by 
Mvbicb tbey^ get their litvelyhood */ inibtnucb, that one often fees a 
Fellow walk the Streets yitb Twenty or Tliirty Dogs and Cats 
at his Heels J and, what is yet niore ab&rd, diey receive 
and entertain all fuch af&aro grown Old and pafsM Service, as 
old decrepit People are provided for in Hofpitals amongft Chri- 
ftians* * 

During^ the whole 'Lisi7/ , all the Steeples and tops of Mof-^ 
qiues are illuminated^ by an infinity of Lamps all Night long, 
whilft the- Ftople divm and feaft themielves to make amends for 
the Abftioence they are obliged to in the Day-time* 

After Lent (* wbi^h is moveable, and* kept every Yeaii in a dif- 
ferent Month ) fpUows ibeir Edfier^ or Three Days of Rejoycing^ 
which they fpend partly in Prayer, and partly in Recreations^ 
Banquettings^ and in Reconciling fuch as are at Variance one with 
another ; for they efteem it of very dangerous Coofequence for a 
Man to pafs that time with the lea ft Prejudice or Spleen againft 
his Neighbour.' 

Tb« Arais^ though the mod Spperftitkyus of all MdhametM S^^ 
6laries^ are the moft Corrupt in their Morals, and Vicious in theiii: 
Lives; They have fo great an efleem of their Noble Extraction, 
that they thitik it beneath them to* Labour or foHow any- fort 
of Calling, and therefore ipend dieir time and get their Bread 
by Robbery, Pillaging, and all forts Unjuftice. They derive 
their Pedigree from Ijmdet, and accordingly Circumcife not their 
Children 'till the thirteenth Day, in imitation of Jtraham^ who 
Circumcifed their fancied Progenitor at that Age, as "Jofefhas jiftticj. 
informs us. In all other points of Religion they agree with the >^- 1* t' 
Turks. ' ch. II. 

The Moers are not only black without, but as deformM and 
61iby within ; for their natural and vicious Inclinations didinguifli 
them from the Turks ^ no Icfs than their Complexion. In ftiort, 
they are Cruel, Inhumane, Treacherous, Brutilb, Uncivil, and of 
a Countenance which alone difcovers the Rancour of their Mind, 
and makes them hated by the Turks^ as much as they are 
dreaded by the Chriftuns. However, they are feemingly Pre- 
cife, and even Superftitious in whatever concerns Religion. Their 
Faith is ftrong, their Prayers frequent, and performed with a great 
deal of Zeal, as to the outward appearance; tho' all the while 
their Works are abominable, and their daily Study is how to de- 
ceive, betray, revenge, and indulge all their exorbitant and unbri- 
dled Paflions. 

The Tisffir^ Lfws, by which they adminifier Juftice, are part 
of their Religion , ana taken from the AIcwtm , and other 
Books, which pafs .amongft them for Holy Writ ; which is the / 
reafoH that they are fo pun£l:ually and rigoroufly put in Execu- 
tion ( amongft the true Turks ) by the Cdjs and other Judges, 
who are chofen out of the moft learned and prudent of their 
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SdOt. Their Suits at Law are niK protfa6led as in our Parts of 
the World, nor their Courts of Judicature troubled with much 
Rhetorick or Sophiftry ; for they have neither Barrlfiers nor Ac- 
toumeys, but every Man pleads his own Caufe, and the Judge 
gives Sentence according to the Witneft and Circumftaoccs wluch 
occur : But if there be neither^ they acquit the Defendant oo his 
bare Oath, and to that end keep an Oid and Nem Ttfigment and 
an Akwut in Court, to fwear ^x, Cbri/UMf, and MshmutMSi 
each according to his Religion. 

Crimes aga'mft Religion are ufually puniflied by Burning; a- 
gainft the Government, by Im^ling or tbrufting a Soike throi:^h 
uieir Body, by Hanging, Strangling, and Beheadii^ ; but fuch as 
are not Capital, by the Bafionade, viti. by giving them as many 
Blows on the Soles of the Feet, or Calves of the Legs, as the 
Judge Ihatl think' fit, which often cofts them their Lives^ at leaft 
Criples them, if the Sentence be rigorous, ts it happt^ns for the mofi: 
part. 

The EgjftiM Women are generally of a beautiful Complexi- 
on, and enjoy much more Libaty than in other' parts of the 
Turks Dominions. ChrifitMi are often admitted into their 
Company , and converfe with them without o^cnding their 
Husbands , provided they keep themfeives withib the Bounds of 
Modefty. 

The thing which Cbri^idiu ought moft carefully to avoid, is 
the entring into their ^o/qtues or Churches ; for they imagine we 
would defile them, and that their Connivaooc at it would dtaw feme 
heavy Judgment on their Heads.

From this Region of thb Mountain we ifcended to a Convent, fitu* 
ate on the fkleorthe HiU/'ai^d fervM by Monks' or Hermits of S. Jn^ 
thdirf^ OrcUn > ThatdifiUal Solitude is entonipalTed with high Rocks, 
ind'feated nibiar one of the mod dreadful /|:^recipices I^ver beheki. 
Hdw^ver; the Flatriarch Of the M^rcnites has bis Abode^ there, with di^ 
vert'*Modk*,^^ho'<)bfer?e4veryftriaRtife, feveral of them living in 
Caves or Grots' fA[f diftant fronti the Convent, being only obliged to comfe 
and hear Mafs onSundsjs and tioty Dsys. The Monks Teceiv'd lis ve<> 
rykliidiy, \dAf^\ and treated us after the beft manner they could, and, 
indeed, bettwthan we cdbld have expe^ed info defolat^an Habitat^ 
on. ' Having refrcfhM our felves, we proceeded 'till we came to tte 
place where tM Cedars grbw, Jii a little bottom or Valley on the fide 
of tht'MounHi{i» whence '^e^/^mo^i took the Cedars that wferb employed 
ill' building the Teihple ^f y^ir/ii/riw^ as we find in fltfly Scripture. 
There ft ill rcmairi^twenty two' ^reat Trees, an^ no more ; "tro I am aot 
ignotiint that divert i^lffirtft'^i^ they cannot be reduced to a jull Number, 
but chat, eountth^em as cffittrn'as you will^ you fhall always find a dif^ 
ferenc Numbci'. I told them d^er thrice, and (lill found twenty two, 
which makes (Ae the more pofitive in my AJQertibn. The Natives are of 
Opinion thatthefe very Cedars Hvere fl^anding in ^^/^iKfi^^'s days,and that 
there have none fprung upfmce ; which how true it may be I. fhaH 
not determine ; I am only fay, that they fetm*9ery antient^ And are of 
apiodigiousfizje; foroneofthemwasas much as (oven ol us could 
cli^. The Solidity and Compadnefs of the Wood defend it from Pd- 
iriteftionr and as it's flow in growing, (b i<V very long^iv'd. The 
Trees fpread exceedingly , with Branclies not unlike tcf tliofe of the 
- Cyprelihtree< - The Wood lias'a fragraMSmel),'and' ft fo bard, thk

^ The top or highe(^ part of Lebknon is a meer Rock, covered with' 
{Inow all the Yeai* k)ng, and >^kh^lib very cold, that, coming from 
in hOfc Region, We could hardly fufFer the piercing Rigpur of tm Wea- 
ther. * However, with much ado we climbed up to the top, and there 
found a fmatt Phin, which has not above an hundred and forty five

We ob* 
ferv'd the Refts of divers (lately Buildings; iiqd the Ruins of an anti'^ 
ent CalUe, which the Inhabitants call King SoI(mM\ believing it re 
have been built by him : But the Eagle; which we faw reprefented o- 
irerdie Entrance, with Ange]s<^ireacnTidein Bafs^reisef, fcem to fhew 
it to have beeaeref^ed^ or at kaft repaired, by foiqe Chri&ism Empe- 
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nrar. The ^Oifilh «e ftlU (iandkig, being bwit of Stonesof a ^xxxligi^i 
ous&oe, (bffieof them being («y ibot ung, and eight or nine foot 
Iquare at the ends. Witfatn this I ndofore we found great heaps of Rti- 
if)s on all fides, xvith<!^ni Vaults and<jei)ars, and intfae middle of* 
the Conrt the Remains of a llemple, which is faid to have been the a- 
foovefaid Temple of the Sun. It's of an oblong Figure, the Walls ba* 
ing ftiU (landing, wieh'a';GaiIefy on the out fide, fu{ipoited by forty 
ilately FiHars, ionie of iDnfceaiiie piepe, others df two or three, and all 
K^ I well remember) of tbe Cmktl^M Oidcr. It has five Suir<afesto 
afeeadtotbetbp, where we (aw divers Rooms beautified with hwp^ 
netkfidl z very excellcot WocfananfhipL One of the greateil Curio^' 
fitks we^pemarJk^ wis a^Scone towards the top of ooe of the Statr-^ 
cafes, which ts enure, aad.coDsaikis twenty nine Steps. The Town is 
aboCit a MHe m coffltpaii^ enviionM with high Walls, and inhabited by 
a companiyof poor nmerabk People, with a Turkifb Jgs or Governouu 

iWm ffW^iir we retum'd to Tri^o/iVr But, by the wa^r, we cannot 
bdt take notice of the ftrange .qualities iXMcum Libiuhn. In tlitee 
Daptkne (forfoiocg we waein going up and coming down} wt 
pa(fed thro' all the different Seaibnsof the Year ; for at the bottom we 
had a Summer in the higheft degree, and were half broil d by the tn^ 
ceffive heat of the Sun ; in the (eccnd Region, about jAe^km^ we found 
all the Delights and Refiefhmentsof a plealant Spring \ in the next we 
had a perfect iicrteMMi ; and laftly, in tttttjpart whjfarethe Cedars growv 
we had a cold Winter, with Froft, Snow, and fo (harp and piercing 
an Air as almod congealM the Blood in our. Veins, and forc'd us to re- 
turn fooner than we defign^d. From thefe four Regions of the Moun- 
tain there fpring as many Rivulets, which pafs thence into divers par€$ 
of Psteftim. From the lower part fprings the River JtfrJdn from two 
Fountains, ntar C^fdrtd Phiiiffiy called ^(^rand Dm. From the fccond 
Region falls the River Rddkdm. Tbe third fends out the Ndhal RoffenuA, 
which rifes out of the Ground in a Chappel dcdk:ated to St. Abdon^ Pa- 
tron oftheChurchof -Aifcif ; which Fountain, at tbe time that they arc 
readirfg the Gofpel on that Saint^s Dajr (which is the fir ft Stmisj in Msf) 
difcharges on a luddain fuch plenty of Water as overflows the Banks, 
and all the Meadows and low Grounds near the foot of the Mountain, 
as we were informM by the Inhabitants. From the higher Region 
fprings the Brook callM Nsbdr CdMchd^ which being precipitated over 
the Rocks on the fide of the Mounuin, makes a prodigious Noius in the 
Valley. 

Tiie rocky and more defart Farts of Lebsmm are full of Lions, Bears, 
Tygres, Leopards, and other ravenous Beads, which nevertbeleis fel- 
dftm injure the Inhabitants, unlefs they chance to kill and prey on their 
Cattle, when they ftray amongft the Mountains. The Maronitts have 
Bells in their Churches, which we obferv'd in no part of the Turks EH)- 
minions but here, and in the Ifle of Fstmos. 

From Trifoli we defignM to make an Excurfion to fee the Iflands of 
the AnhiefeUtpy and Coafts of Afid Mtrnfy but could find no Conve- 
niency for that Voyage; and, indeed, it woukl be very difHcuk to 
findofie, unlefs one hired a Veffel exprefly, which would be altoge- 
ther as chargeable. After fix Weeks expectation, I was informed, that 
a Vimtidm Nobleman had hired a Bark for the Ifle of Chh^ and do- 
fignM to uke Jmioch^ Rhodes^ and Cyprus in his way. This favoUra- 
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ble Occafion induced me to vifit tbe GentiBain, who gave xm a very 
civil Reception, promifed to take mc aod oay Comjuotoitt ftlonp with 
him, adding, jdiat he had talcen ia all ocaflary Provifions, and vamod' 
td to vifit all die moft rematicable places between Trif^U and Om. The 
next Moroing we fet &il for Antuat, where we arrived the Day f ol« 
Iqwing. 

The City of Jmioeh, heretofore the Metropolitan of SyrU, and one 
of the moft potent and £k>uriihing places of the Ltv4»U at prefeot 
bardly merits the Name of a Village, bein^ only infaabitai by a lev 
Titrks, ChripMSy and ^«ws\ akmg the Rivec Orwtef, the rdl lying 
waft, and fiil'd with prodigious heaps of Ruins. The aotient Walls 
are for the greatcft part fianding, and fretn to havs had*tIiirtBea 
or fourteen Leagues in oompaft, taksag in tbe ikies of tbcte Hills, 
on which the City ftood. Th^ ace of itoae, aod of a vaft 
thickncisi with divers little Towers, and the Rtuot of an antieot 
Cafile, faid to have been the Palace of ArnkdntSf the F<iuader d 
the City. Near this Caftle they led us to divers Subcerrafieah 
Vaults, where, according to tbe Tradition of the Country, fSanChriki- 
MS hid themfelvcs under the Perfecudon of Diodefim end 7f4' 

St.' Vtttr is faid to have refided here for kast time ; to. hav^ 
celebrated the divine Office, and bapdfed fome tfaouiaods of Infi- 
dels in a little Chtirch uHbicfa is ftill ftandiog, and ftryed by Cbr'^ 

fitMS. . 

The River of JvtUdi is wonderluUy ftdced with Eels, which 
are by the Inhabiunts ialted, barreU'd, and ftnt iMo divers other 
parts ol ^/4. 

At Four of the Clock ip the Afternoon, we fet out to Sea 
again, but met with a great deal of lU Weather ; .however, af- 
ter Seven Days Sail we made the Ctfe of St; Anixw, in the Iflt 
ol Of rw , and eotred the Port of £<Am. 
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CYPRUS. 

H ^ iengtbof this Iflihd ft^m Eaft to Weft, that is, frorii 
the O/' of St. AtiSrew to Ci^ EpipbtMeOy is Iboat Two hun- 
ijred an^ ten Mifes, its grieateft breadth Sixtv, and its circuit 
near Four hundred aad thirty. It s eiiviron d by the Egjfti- 
M, Sjrikn^ Psmfhilith^ and J^/»tr4ff Seas, andfaid to. have been anti-' 
ently joynM to toe firm ^nd of ^jTM. It^believM b have taken its 
vNaiDc from the multitude of Cybres-Tiiccs yhichgroMf there, tho' 
Auttiors a^te not in that ppiht. hvltsn Selim took it iVom the f^e/teti' 
MS in theTeari57i» iind lince that time the Onintry is almoft left 
dtfolaic, by rcafon of the Turkifb Opprcffibn and Tyranny. ; , 

"the Ci^bf 6'4/fM rwhich takes its Name frohi the Salt th^t^s snde &tlink' 
there) is only confiderabte for its Port, wbicti is the bed in the Ifknd, 
and /roih whence aU theii- Commodities (which chiefly cohfift in Cott 
tons. Silks, and Wax) arii tranfponfed by Effgltjb, Oiutekj Freneh^ and 
bthpr Merchants who" refidetherife* » ' 

From thence we travdl'd oiit to Ftmagoufid^ Fifty f^iles diftatit, F4m'*^oup^ 
finding nothihg confid^rable iii ohr r«'b Days Joiirney. It's one of the 
principal Cities of the i^and, and cnvitoii'd with a ftrong Wall flanked 
with, divfers old Tov/ers. It's fikc\vife inoft coinmodioufly fcated, and 
indifercntiy well biiiltj but the floufcs go daily to repair, iind tjie an* 
ticnt t'alace of the^epUblfck is very much defcay*d. The Harbour is 
only caeable of {mail VeiTeU aiidGatlies, which art kept there to 

guard the CoaftsJ . . ' . 

We travell'd on tb the famous City of Nicotic, wh^re we arriv'd at Nc^m. 

;ft, 
of 
Ruins/ Tlie great Church of St. S^*m is a, inagnificept Structure, and 
flill entire, but converted into a Moffftf* as Weu a^ fohie others which' 
are ftill ftaoding. We Iikewifc ^w tfie Remaifts of divers ftatdy Pa- 
laces, and on fome of tlntm fotnd the Arfes of the Kings of CjprMt 
and Rcpublick of rwicf. ^e Fortifications, fb coqfiderable hereto^ 
fbre, are much dteay'd, and, for wiant bf Rfeparation, run mpre and 
more to ruin. Having thus fatisfied oiii* CUriofity, we tetuf n'd tp iV- 
/iMby thefatiieway. 
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In ihc renwxcft part of the Ifland Weft-ward b the City of 
B^v anciently callM P^fh^s^ from ^4^f Pig^ndm^ Daiigfater, 
who is (aid to have built it, and ereaed there a Temple to the 
Honour of r^nm^ thence callVl f^mm PspkiM^ and feigqM by the Poets 
to have been born ind educated m the Ifland. "^jThe antient Inhabitants 
were (b fondly devoted to thi^ ialmlousGoddefi^ that they facrificM to 
her quite naked, and all the Virgins of the Ifland^ before their Marri- 
age, went to die Sea-fide to pioflme tfaemfelves to Strangers for Mo« 
ney, part of which was employ 'd in the Service of y^fm^ and the reft 
ferVd for tlicir Dowry, . 

Mount Otymfm is the highefl in the Iflaod, and (erves for a place 
of Retirement to the Gre^ Monks , who have divers Convents 
tlicrc: 

CyfTM was always efteem^d a rich and fertile Ifland, which antiently 
gave k the Name of Macmd. By, reafoa of the Luxury of the Inha- 
bitants, 'twas faid to be confecratra to rtnus^ as we may gather from 
Honutj L I. Cur. 

Sic te aivM pofems Cjfri. 


It was firft inhabited by J^/^i&er the Son of No^^ and fincie poflefs'd 
by the JjfjrUm^ Grefhj RomMs^ Kings of the Family of Luft^kM^ 
VtnttUns^ and is at prefent under the Great Turk. It was ahtientfy ce- 
lebrated for the' Fruitjfulnefs of its Soil ^ but is liow negled;ed and little 
cultivated^ the Inhabitants rvfhichare for the mod part ChrifUdns) be- 
ing eytrcam poor, opprelsM and harrafs'd by. the Ti^rh. Moreover, 
the Air is very unwhoifome by reafon of the low marfby Ground $ 
and the Heats, during the Summer, are no le(s incommodious ; info- 
much, that it's very ill peopled at prefent- The jchief Produfts of the 
Soil are Sugar, Cotton, Turpentine, Rhubarb, Coloquintida, and 
Scammony; witb Mines of Gold, Copper, Iron, Vitriol, Allum, 
Loadftone, and great plenty of Coral, excellent Honey, and Salt. But 
all thefe things are neglected, the Scarcity aqd Poverty of the Inhabi- 
tants hindring them from reaping tt^e Benefit of fo many rich Com- 
modities. . * r / 

Wcfaw divers CerMunU or Thunder-bolts, as ttie Vulgar call them, 
of an unufual Figure, found in the Mioes c^ Iron, and feveral other 
parts of the Ifland. Tis much like a Flint in colour and confiftence, 
rfee TA B. IL Fi^. 2.) and flbapd like the; ordinary CeraunU ; but ic 
has this peculiar to it, that it has divers fmall Stars r^larly fet in pa- 
rallel LineS) from top to bottom* There^s a Hole in the middle of 
each Star, and the Rays are as many (mall Clefts in ttie Stone, of a 
darker colour, which renders them toe more vifiblel The great Hole 
in the middle of the Stone (which is likewife conunon to other forts of 
CerdunU ) is above an Inch in Diameter, and (et round with Clefts in 
form of Rays, like the Stars. They are always found perpendicularly 
ere^cd on their Vertex^ winch man:sthe People fancy they fell from 
the Clouds. 
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W€ liikcwifc found there great Acre k^f Lapis AmtMtm, Ashrfiumy <»• 
AUtmtn NumeuTtt, and the Natives told us, That they had formerly the 
Art of working it into a fort of Liimen, of which they made Hand- 
Icerchiefs, and when they werfe foui, threw them on a Chafendifli bf 
Coals and burnt them clean ; but this Myftery is quite loft. The 
Cotton, which comes front this Mineral, is iticombuftible, as I ha\'e 
dftca expcrieocM in a Lamp; for an Inch has laftcd me above at 
Month, and then fail'd only for being filled with the Afhes and 
F<€rff ofthe Oil, whrthchoafcM it. A Rriend of mincat Wc?w^ gave 
iWc two Sheets of Paper tnade of -i^^r/ivw, which fcrv'd me a long 
time ^or a Pocket-Book; for having written it full, I could eafily 
ckanft it by throwing it into the Fire, and write it Over again as 
befonc 

Here likewife gft>ws great plenty of the Cifiw LadMifera^ a plant 
Irom which the Ladmum is made. It*s very glutinous to the 
toych, efpccially on hot Days* It*s at prefcnt quite ncglcfted ; 
though we were inform'd, that they formerly made it by boyt- 
ing the Plant, or infufing it in warm Water, (training and 
evaporating it to a Confidence; and, indeed, I have known it 
drawn from the fame Plan^ and in iike manner in Province id 
I^diick ' 
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LEAVING Cjfrm^ v/bma^e fowat^ the Con'tineht, and 
keeping' ^Idng the Coaft, pafs'4 the Guif pf SettslU and 
high Mountains of PsmfbilU, a Province of Jfis Minor. We 
wentTo neair the ^lore, that we could e^y dilcern divers 
ruined Towns and Villages all Hlong the Shore (rde. Weathering the 
Cafe of CeledMis (which lies between l^a aad Pkmflnlid) dkid ' the Se- 
vea CiftSf we fieer'd dird^ly to the Ifle of Rhodesy and entred the 
Pdit. 
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Rhoiku The City bears tlic name of the Ifland, being built on the fide of an 
Hill, and reaching down to the Sea. It^s encompafsM with a double 
Wall, {li^ngthen'd with divers Towers and other Fortifications ; but 
itcannotbcfaidtobeftrong, pr capable of ftanding out a long Siege, 
what ever it has done formerly^ The City is divided into two parts 
by a Stone Wail, which they call the higher and lower Town* la the 
higher we faw the Palace of the Great Mafter, aud the A&er^i of die 
Knights of Rhodes of divers Nations Hiitl (landing, and entire, with 
the Church of S. ^ohn^^ which the Turks ufe for a Mofquee. The Inha- 
bitants told u$» Ihat the Steepie of this Church hsd hnn bedtm imn b^ 
Thundtr fevtrd times Unu the Turks hsfve poffefs^d it, tvhieh the Chrifti- 
ans diiribute to 4 Ju^mentofGodfor tbeyialMom {fsfldceJbjit hsdieem 
dedicated to fjts Honour. * 

We faw the Alhergo of BngUttd with the hvcBStt^ and an I- 
mege of the Virgin Mmtj over the Door ; but it ferires at pre- . 
fenc to lodge Soldiers. The lower Town is inferimir to the higher, 
tho' both are very much negleded, and run to ruin daily. The Liha- 
bitants are all Turks and jfieir^, ibr Chrifiumt are not peroutcod fo moch 
as to lodge in the City, but are obligM to keep in the adjoj^iing Vil- 
lage. 

There are two Harbours joyning to the City , one for Ships , 
and another for Gallies; the former being defended by the Fort 
of S. Hlmo^ and (hut up every Night with a great Cbain^ and 
the latter like wife guarded by a ftrong Ciftle. . NT was at tlie En- 
trance of this Fort that the famous Cohfft^ ftood, which is* cele- 
brated in Hiftory for One of the Seven Wonders of the World. 
1 he Statue was of Brafs, an Hundred Foot high, with a Body 
proportionable, and is laid to have (ervcd for a PhMdl^ holding a 
Lantborn in one Hand, to light in . Ships in the Night-time. 
It was ere£led over the Entrance of the great Hatftour» fo that 
the greatefl: Ships utkler Sail pafsM between its L^s ; and, 
what is yet more ftrange, it^s faid to have been twelve Years in 
making , and to have coft One hundred and eighty thou(and 
Crowns. 

Having flood there about Fifty flx Years, it was thrown down 
by an Earthquake, and the Egyptidfts^ having fubdued the Ifland, 
broak it in pieces loading Nme Hundred Camels with the Me- 
tal. 

Over the Gate of S. Johst we (ibferved the Arms of Fr^wrrf, with 
the following Infcription.

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On one fide of tliis Gate we faw die Head of t Dragon, as 
t!>cy fay, though, I confcfs, \Cs much more like an Ox, uith 
Horns and Ears. The Annals of tlie Order, as I have been in- 
formM by divers Knights of MdiA, make mention of this Mon- 
flcr, and its deftroying an infinite number of Men and Canle ; 
infomudi, that the greateft part of the Inhabitants quilted their 
Houfes, and «vcn the Ifland, out of fear. It hkewtfe affirms^that. 
divers Knights ( who, to (hew their Bravery, undertook to en- 
counter it) were overcome, and devoured by it; fo that the great 
Maftcr was obligM to enjoin his Sut>jeQ:$, under breach of Obedi- 
encc> not to attempt any fuch thing for the future, Houever, a 
certain i*>»fr*. Knight caufed the Reprefentation of this Mender to ^ 
be made, and by degrees accudomM two Mart iff Dogs to fcize 
it on tf certain (%nal given them ; after which, having found out 
the Dragon,, he fet' on 4iis E)ogs, vrhich immediately faflenM on 
it, and gave ttkeir Mafter an^ oecsafioo of difpatching it with his 
Sword. 

The A^iofl Was genemlly applauded by the People, who look- 
cd on the Gentfeman as their Deliverer, though at the fame time 
the great Mfft«r dergaded him for his Difobedience, and re- 
ceived hicti not into ihc Order again, but at the Rcqueft of 
the Pope and divers ChriflUn Princes, who intercecded in his 
befialf. 

On the Fortait of an c^d ruined Houfe^ ^c read the name of 
«i Engli^ Knight, . Grand Prior of that Order, one Courtentj, as in 
the follo^ng Inferipcion.

We were told, That whilfl: the Knights held this City, it was 
guarded in the Night-dme by Dogs, which being let out every 
Evening, kept ranging round the Walls *til] nxxi Morning, diftiivt 
guiihing a ChrifiiM ftom a Turk by the finell, fawning on the 
ibrmer, and tearing the latter in pieces. 

The City is very poorly peopled, by reafon that the ChrifiU»s 
are not permitted to live within the Walls : So that the number 
of Inhatntants exceeds not Three thodand Turks and %x Hundred 
Jews, and when the Gallic are at Sea, they ^are diminiflixi by 
one half. 
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The Gretkf. who are difpfcr&rd throtighcut the whole lOaixI, 
live by cnanurii^ the Land, and breeding Cattle : But as foe 
Cbm^ the Country being high and mountainous produces little, 
and is CupplyM from the firm Land of JfM. All Civil Afiairs 
are managed by a fii^ or Governour, and Ai^iU Cddji or Judge, 
both (ent from ComftMmtimple. 

RJfiuks is one of the moft &mou$ Iflands in the Egeam "Sez^ 
having about One hundred aixl forty Miles in compafe, and i^- 
ing about l*wenty Miles from the Main Land of NstdU. M% 
reckoned the thira amongft tlie jifi^tick Ifles, and nett to Cjfrm 
atni Lfsios in bignefs. They were antiently called C^Upms (mm 
tlie afoo^faid C^ioffat that ftood at the Entrance of the Haven^ to 
whom the ApoOle S. PmI fent an Epiftle. 

The Country is, for the moft part, hilly, and has little but Fa- 
fiure grcMsnd ; but the Air is foi very (erene and temperate, tliat 
the antient Inhabitants fancied it dedicated to, and particularly in- 
fluenced hy, the Sun. The Ssr^zem held it 'till the Tear One 
TfacuCmd Three Hundred and Eight, and were thai difpofleflcd 
by the Kniglits of S. '^obm of J<r$ifilem ( now of MmUm ) who 
thence entitled themlelves Knigms of Rh^^ 'till they were e»* 
pelPd by Swltam Salimm in the Year 1 592, after divers long and 
toilibme Siego. 

It was antiently fb reputed for Learning, that the Rmmms {eat 
their Children thither to be initiated in Vertue, and inftniQcd in 
all Dbrts of Arts and Sciences, the Inhabiunts being at thaa time 
eOeemM People of a very civil Comportment, acute Wit, and ma- 
ture Jtidgment* However, if we may credit Eufeiius^ they ob« 
lerved one abominable Cutlom, which was. Of facrificing a Man 
to Sdtarm once a Yean 
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Coaft of Afia Minor* 

Wr E left Rhodes, and keeping ftill along the Coaft of Jfis 
MiMT, arrivM the next Morning at a little Ifland callM 
Simh, inhabited by Greeks only. It's a perfect RocI% 
and ferves meerly for a Retreat to fuch as fi(h ( if I may 
fo fay) for Spunge, which abounds on that Coaft, apd by which the 
Inhaoitants get their Livelyhood. I'iie Natives are nieer Water-Rats, 
being accuftomM from their Childhood to Swim and Dive ; for 'tis by 
that means that they pluck the Spunge from the Rocks at the bottom of 
the Sea. Moreover, by the Laws of the Ifland, no Young Man is per- 
mitted to marry, 'till he can.dive twenty Fathom deep, and keep for a 
confiderable time under Water. 

From thence we proceeded on to CJife Crw, and tliere went on Shore 
to viflt the Ruins of the antient City of Cffidos^ a potent and fiourifh- 
ing Republick during the growth or the Rowmm Empire. 'T was near 
this place that Conojt^ General of the Jihemd^Sy got a very fignal Vi* 
€tofy at Sea againft the PelofonnefiMs^ reftoring at the fame time the 
Liberty of his Country, and^ebuilding the SNdSisoi Athens, which had 
been demoIifliM by LjCsnier. Amon^ft the vaft Ruins of this famous 
City, wc obferv'd nothing very coofiderable but the Refts of the fa- 
mous Temple of f^enua^ who> from the ifland^ took the Epithet of

In this Temple was kept the Statue of that Goddefs, fo much celebra- 
ted in Hiftory, a divine Work of Prdxsreles, and fo highly valued by - 
the Inhabitants, that Nicomodes, King ofBiehims, offering to purthafe 
it by paying the Debts of the City when it was very deeply engaged, 
was lent off with Contempt. However, both City and Temple are 
at prefent the true Emblems of the Inftability of all worldly Gran*- 
deur i for there remain but a few obfcure Footfteps of either. 
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Returning to our Veflel, wc crofs'd over to the further part of 

HJlcar- Gulf J iatnd piit in to the Shore again, to fee the anticnt City of Haliedr^ 

najfM. f9a(f/ts^ heretofore the Seat of the. Kings of Caria, at prefent a fmall, poori 

and miferable place, inhabited by a few Greeks and Turks^ who call it 
Mejji. Thty (how'd us the Refts of the famous MMfolMum^ btiilt by 
j^fftmifjd. Queen of CVm, in memory of her Husband Maufolus^ and 
of which there remains nothing but a confufed heap of Ruins ; fo that 
it was impoffible to difcover the DeGgn of that noble Fabrick, which 
formerly pafsM for One of the Seven Wonders of the World. Hero* 
dot us, Dionyftus Hdlkarnajf^fis, and the Poet HerMlias^ were Natives 
of this City. 

Near the Ruins of this City we faw the Fountain Salmscis, (aid of 
Old to have effeminated all fuch as drank of the Water.

Returning on Board we fet fail^ and in a fborc timeariivad at the 

Lango or Ifle of LAngo^ or Stdnco^ heretofore called Cos and Coos. It's about Sc- 

Coos. venty Miles in compafsy and near thirty diftant from the iBrm L^nd. 

It s4iilly and barren towards the Eaft ; but the reft is f^ain^ fruitful, 
and waterM by divers Rivers and Brooks. It produces excellent Wines, 
whence our modern Criticks ( who make it their Bufinefs to convert all 
things into My fteries ) will have the word Cos to take its derivation 
from tlic Qualities of the Wine, which arc infinuated by the three 
Letters C. O. S. fignifying Colour, Odour, and Savoun The princi- 
pal Town, CdWtA St dncouy is inhabited by TWriirj only, and defended by 
anoldCallle, encompaCed with a deep Ditch, and a ftrong Wall 
flank'd with divers Towers. The Harbour, which lies between the 
Town and Caftle, is capable of fmall Barks, the Entrance being al- 
moft block'd up with a Bank of Sand. The Greeks live id the Villa- 
ges, and are very induftrious in cultivating the Land* The Knights of 
Mdltdy whild they held Rhodes, werealfo Matters of this Ifland, as 
appears by their Arms, which ftill remain over the Caftle-Gate, and 
divers other marks of their Order, which are to be feen throughout the 
whole City. HyfocrMes, the Prince of Fbyficians, and the famous 
Fainter JfeRes were Natives of this Ifland. The antient Inhabitants of 
Coos had this ftrange Cuftom, that all Ferfons, who had paflbd the 
Age of Sixty, were obligM to poifon themfelves as unprofitable Mem- 
bers of the Common- wealth, and to make way for fuch as were capa- 
ble of doing their Country more Service: Nay, they perfermM it with 
a chearful Heart and Countenance, efteeming it a glorious Action to 
facrifice their Lives for the good of the Publick. 

Leaving Coos^ we fet fail with a favourable Wind, whkh, after four 
or five Hours, blew fo violently, and fwell'd the Sea to fuch a d^ree, 
that we alctioft defpair'd of aO Safety. Our greateft difficulty was to 
avoid fe veral fm&U Iflanda that lay in our way ; and, had not the Wind 
abated at Night, we had certainly pcrilh'd amongft the Rocks. This 
bluftering Weather was foDow'd by a Calm, which lafted the fecood 
and third Day, fo that wca^vanc'd very little ; but ea the fbintbi « 
brisk Gale carried us to the Ifle of fn^ms^ 
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This Ifland is now call'd Pdmoft and Pdtiao, being about Thirty TMmioi. 
Miles in circuit ; and inhabited by Greeks, who live by Traffick; for 
the Land is rocky and barren, and not worth manuring. The Chrijti- 
ans enjoy all the Liberty they can defirc, by means of a fftiall Tribute 
toaid yearly to the GrtnA Sigaor, who leaves the whole Management of 
Affairs to themfclves. The Harbour is commodious and fafc, with di- 
vers Magazines for Merchants Goods along the Sea-fide ; for their 
Trade is-foconfiderable, that, though the Ifland affords little or no- 
' thing, they ate fopply'd with all forts of Commodities in abundapce. 
As we went up to the Town and Caftle ( which are fituate or an Hill) 
we faw the Grot where S. John liv'd and writ his Revelations ; into 
which we defcendsd by Seven Steps, and found it to have been cut out 
of the Rock, about Twelvc'Foot long, Six Foot broad, and Eighieca 
Foot high. The Greek Cdloyers^ or Monks, have likewife cut out an 
Apartment in the fame Rock, where fome few of them live, and lead 
a very auftcfc Life. Frorti thence we proceeded to the top of the Hill, 
to view the Town, Caftle, and Convent of C4%r* ; but finding little 
worth our Obfetvation, we return'd to our Bark. 

We let out for the Ifle of Samos^ but the Wind being high, and our 
Mariners unacquainted With the Port, we had not the opportunity of 
landing. This Ifland has about Ninety Miles in compafs, being cele- S4thoA 
brated in Hiftory for the Birth of Pythagtrat^ the Tyrant Poljerates, 
and one of the Sybills, famous for her Prophefics. It was antiently confe- 
crated to *iuno ; and ^arro giVcs us an Account of a Temple there, 
where they celebrated ari yearly Feafl: in her Honour. 

y/trro likewife reckons up ten SjbiUs, vU. the Perjtan, LyhiMf Del- 
phiekf CamMff^ ErythreM, StmtM^ CumM, HeBeffoutieky Phrygitn^ and 
Tyburtine, It's controverted amongft the Learned, Whether they Pro; 
phefyM by Div'me Infpiration, or were only ufed by the Devil to de- 
lude the eafy and credulous World. 'Tis faid, that they Prophefy'd of 
our Saviour Cbrift ; and, indeed, there are Eight Books extant, taken 
from the Bibliothtca. Patrtm^ and attributed to them^ in wkkh we find 
fuch Propheftes. Some think they were pious Frauds of the Primitive ^ 
CbrifiiMS, it being ufual, ip the Infancy of the Church, to promote the 
Faith by fuch inownfive Deceits, if we may credit Cdafaboa ; though 
I am apt to think it derogatory to the Integrity of thofe Times. 'Tis 
poffible, Alcnighty God might permit the Devil to unfold thofe Truths 
to the SybiSs ; for *tis certain that he knew them, having knowa the 
Prophets and Patriarchs of the Old Law, and been V Vitnefs to the 
Promife which was made, to retrieve the Lofs we had fuffer'd in the 
Fall of Our Prototype, by the Seed of the Woman. 

The Wind being a little allay'd, we pafs'd thro* the Galf of Efbe- 
/W» to the Shore, where leaving our Vcffel, we walk'd thro' a pUafant 
Valley to the antient City of Efhefus, One of the Seven Churches, or Sfhefiui 
rather to its Sepulchre v ror all its Glories lie buried in a vaft heap of 
Ruins. That proud Gty, wbiich was heretofore the Metropolitan 
of hnU , and Fldwer of all Jfis , Majeftick in Buildings , 
Powerfot in Arms, Flourilhing in Commerce, and, in fine, wfaofe 
very Name fpoke its Grandeur and Magnificence ; this City, 1 
fay, has at prefent hardly one entire Houfe ftandiing, but the 
kniferable Footfteps of fonie tboufapds, and fome few poor Huts 
inhabited by Turks only. They flicw'd us part of the Walls ^ 
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and Frontifpkcc of the famous Temple of DUna^ vliich, for m 
Beauty and Magnificence, wascdctm'd one of tlic World'5 Wondcrsv 
There ftill remEin three Hiftorics rcjprefented in Marblcovcr the Door, 
relating to that GoddcTs. 

This Ten^.plc \va > burnt to Ground on the very Night that Alexander 

Ckere dt the Great was born ; and Tim^us being ask*d, How tt csn:e to he f^-ed 

Ujtf. Deo. that Night f anfwcr'd, That the Mifirep w/u from Home^ Diana bimg the 

GfMej^ of Midwivej^ d/fd ^Slfling dt the Delivery of Olicnpias. 

We obfervM Ukewife the Ruins of divers Temples^ Baths, and 
other noble Struftures; convincing Arguments as well of the Mutability 
of Fortune, as of the antient Splendor of this great City. The 
>\cp3eduft, which pafsd thro* the Plain to the Town, is ftiu for the 
moO part entire ; as is alfo the Church of S. Joh^^ faid to have been 
built in the fird Age of Chridianity, and ferviog at prefent for a 
Tarhjb Mofquee, Not far from this Church they fhew^d us a Cave 
intlie Hill, where, they fay, S.John Wv^d for feme timd Tlierelikc- 
Vifeflicsamongft the Ruins a great Marble Bafin, of about Fourteen 
Foot Diameter, in which, they told os, the fan^e Saint us'd to Baptize, 
and on thar account the Greeks of the Country bear a great Refpeft 
towards it, and go often thither to perform their Devotions. On ao 
Hi!], that lies on the North- fide of the Town, we faw an old CaftJc 
. encotnpaf-'d with ftrong Walls, but going to decay with the reft of the 
City, which is only inhabited by a company of Thieves apd Afla0ins« 
who live amongd the Ruins, and (if purfuM) hide tbemfelves in the 
underground Vauhs, which are frequent amongft the decayed 
Buildings, and in divers Grots in the Hdes of tlie adjoyning HiUs. 

Having fatisfy'd our Curiofity in viewing thefc Footfteps of Anti- 
quity, we returnM to our Vcffcl, and pafling the Gulf of Efhefus with 
Chio. ^ brisk and favourable Gale, arrived in a fhort time at the Ifle of Cbio^ 
callM by the Turks Sd^hez. Add^ or tlie Iflc of Mdflic^ from the great 
quantity it produces of that Gum. It^s about One hundred Miles in 
compals, and Twenty Miles diftantfrom the firm Land o^Ioms. Tho' 
it be mountainous and barren in fome Parts, yet the Plains are prodigi-. 
oufly fertile, which heretofore gave it tht tizm^ oiihc Romdn Granary. 
It aflbrds great Plenty of Fruits and Wines, but its principal Produft 
is the Mdjitc \ which they get by making light Incifions in the Trunk 
of tht Left tifcas in the Months otJt^h^tid AuguH^ thro' which the Gum 
flows ; and by this means they ulually gather Forty Thoufand Pound 
weight yearly, the Profit w hereof goes to the Grdnd Sigvor. The 
Turks ulually mix and bake it with tlieir Bread ("half an Ounce of Md- 
flic to about a Peck of Flower; eHeeming it very Stomachal. The 
Turfenttne of Chto is likewife the pureil: and moft excellent in the 
World, of a pleafant Smell, and very efficacious, rarely or never cau- 
(ing the Head-ach, and fuch other Symptoms as ufuaHy accompany 
that ofiVtmce^ when taken in a large Dofe. 

The chief Town, which bears the Name of tlie Ifland, is inhabited 
by Greeks, and has nothing very remarkable ; but the adjoyning Ca- 
ftle, where the Turks Uve, is welUbuilt, the Wall being flankM with 
divers Towers, and encompafs'd with a large Ditch. The whole 
Ifland is very populous, and faid to contain about Thirty Eight great 
Villages, where the Chriftians have the free Exercife of their Religion, 
paying a Tribute of three Cvowasftr Annum i(x all fuch as have pad 
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the Age of Twelve Years.ThcGrffitj and R(?»i4w7/j have their Churches 
and Convents there, and the Turks their Mofquecs, where each fol- 
bws his own Worfhif) without the Icaft difturbance. 

Divers of the Country Peoplcgct their Livelyhood by brecdrng and 
keep'mg tame Patrtridgcs, which tliey drive into the Fields by whole 
Flocks to feed in the Day-tfme, and bring, them back to their Houfes 
at Night. Sucb as keep them, call tliem by whiftlmg, ^nd tho thetc 
arcmany thoufands feeding togpther in a Field, they all know their r> 
fpeftivc Keeper's Notes, feperate thcmfelvcs imnrediately from the! 
reft, and follow them as foon as they hear them whiftle. They ai^ 
cxaftly like our Partridges, foas not to ht diftinguifh^d but by their 
Note, which is quite diflPerent. / 

At a Village caird Cardewi/la, We obfei v'd certain old Ruins, which • 
the Inhabitants call Homer^s Sdiools, ^(Turing us, tliat-he taught there. 
And here give me leave to tell you, that fuch as will have the Inhabi- 
tants to fpeak the antient Grffir Tongue in its purity, are much mifUr 
ken, and probably never faw Chio but in a Map : All that I could 
Icam on this Subjeft was, that they retain fome few words uncorrupr- 
ed, fpea&ingthe modern Greek morediftinftly, and pronouncing it bet- 
ter than their Neighbours. The only Remark I made of the HumoUf 
and Complexion of the People was, that the Men are courteous, and 
the Women fair. The anticnt Inhabitants were a free People, and po- 
tent at Sea, 'till they came under tiic Afheniins, wTio were fucceeded 
by the MdcedmiMiy Rtmdm^ arid Grecians. The latter gave up the 
Ifland to theG^/rbf/^, who were difpoffefsM by Suit an Selim in th© Year 

Leaving C)&/V7, and keeping alortg theCbaft, we defign'd to havft 
toxich'd at S^irna, but the Wind and boifterous Weather obligM us 
to make towards the Iflc of Lw^(?y, no^ callM Metelinay under which teslof, 
we anchored : But the Weather being linconftant, and our . Mariners 
not well acquainted with the Coaft, we ventured not to approach the 
Shore. The circuit of this Ifland hardly exceeds One hundred and fe- 
venty Miles, nor its diftance from the main Land Seven. The Air is 
ferene and healthful, but the Earth fteril, abounding chiefly with 
Wine and Horfes, which, thfo' fmall, are efteemM fome of thebcft in 
J(id. The Garrifon of the chief Town, which bears the Name of the 
liknd, confifts of Turks, tho' the greitcft part of the Natives are 
Greeks. It glories in tht Birth of Pittdcus One of the Seven Sages, At^ 
CXU4 the Poet, Sifpho the Poetrefs, and TbeofhrAftui the Philofp- 
pher. 

Proceeding in our Voyage, we anchorM under the Ifle of Tenedos^ TeneHof. 
about Five Miles from the Rums of the aritient City of Traj ; for accor- 
ding to r/>g//,

It's about Thirty Miles in oompafs, rockey and barren ; To that it pro- 
duces little, faving a fmall quantity of Wine, which is much efteem'4 
in the Levant. Next Morning we crefsM over to the main Lanci, and 
went on Shore to vifit Traj. The Water was fo very (hallow near the 
Shore, and fo fiU'd with Ruins (on which^ I fuppofe, the Sea has 
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gainM) that wc were forcd to wade a cbnfiderablc way to getoA 
Land, where we came at length, tho* not without fonic difficulty. 
7V(?y. This is faid to be the place wliere the anticot Ilium ftpod, cafl'd after- 

wards TeucrU and DarddntA, and laftly Tr9J€ from Tros Kiog of Phry- 
gid. It's celebrated in Hidory for one of the greatcft and moft fiourifh- 
ing Cities in Jfia Miwor^ but principally fpr ttie fatal War ijt roaiotain'd 
for divers Years againft the GrecUns ; but howfoev^r potent and i|>lca^ 
did it wasof Old, it could not avoid the great Revolution of Fortuoe, 
which has kft it quite defolate, and reduced it to 9 nicer heap ef Ruim 
Several Miles round the place the Ground is coverM with the Rcmainsof 
Houfes, and other Rubbifh which has la^in there Hocc its JXIrudion. 
We left the Shore and walk'd about three or four Miles into the Land, 
where wefaw on all (ides an infinity of old Walb, pieces of Arches, Pil- 
lars, and Statues, with diver$ Portico's (lill ftanding. We faw fome 
fragments of Infcriptions, butall in Rtfi»4^ Capitals,, which inclined os 
to the Opinion of thofe, who will have thefe to be the Ruins ci'thc 
Novum llium^ which<S/r4^(i fpeaks of, and not of the Antient, which 
they edeem fabulous and purely poetical We came at length to a ri» 
Ting Ground, from which we had a fair profped of the adjoynmg Plaii^ 
which is all coverM with the fame Ruins for divers Leagues round a« 
bout. 

Returning from whence we came, we walked along the Sea-Hde, 
about Five or Six Miles, to the Mouth of the River Sc^drndndn or Xm* 
thus^ which takes its Source from Mount Idd^ where we flill found a 
great quantity of the fame Relicks of Aotiqpjty, with differs fragments 
of Coloffufes of a prodigious Stature, notwithftanding that the Turh 
tranfport yearly many Ship loads of thefe Stones,, and the principal 
Palaces and great St rit£lures in C0iy/if/nriisv(3//(? have been huilt ofthenii 
VVecouldeafily diftinguifli divers TemplcSt and other great publick 
Buildings with their defign, fo folid and firm was tjie Work of former 
Ages beyond what is ere£led now-a-Q|iys« 

Tht Hcdmd^jJeir is at prefent very fmall, and in the n\id!(l of SuoiDier 
almpft dry. The Trojdn Virgins, newly betrothed^ ufed tbcoofeerate 
their Virginity to this River, by wafliing themfelves therein^ and pro- 
nouncing thefe words, A«^ /w^ SKdcMaV<Afi TJjv woc^SivloLV^ VVc palTed 

the Night on the Shore, and the next Mornhig went along the.River^s 
fide, about Five or Six Miles, to the foot of mauut Ids,^ which is cxf- 
ceeding high and all coverM with Wood. It was famous heretofore 
for the Temple of Cy^^/^, and amon^ft the Poets for the.Conteft be^ 
tween Juw, Pdllas, and renus, decided by Psrii the Son of Pridm. 
All the way as we went and return'd we (aw nothing but Ruins^ which 
come home to the very River, and, a^ we were infiorsQ'd, reach Seven 
or Eight Leagues into the Country. . 'Twere impoflible to imagine 
that one (ingle City could have been of fo Vaft an extent^ did not the 
continuM Remains remove all doubts^ and coiivince us that 'twas not 
only one, but to be reckonM amongfi: the moft noble and majeftick of 
former Ages ; for we may judge of what it has been by the furviviog 
Teftimonies of State and Magnificence. Tb^Tftrks call it Efqtgi Stdm- 
bol, or Old Conftdutin^fU^ and are fuch poor Antiquaries that they really 
takeitforfuch. 
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RE T U R N I N G to our Vcffcl, and paffing the Cdpe of JmI^ 
fsriesy call'd heretofore the Sigean Promontory^ we entred the 
HeHe^onty amrf6>V t^afffage vvhicH divides Jfia and Europe^ HelUffonr. 
and is not ibove half a League broad at the Dardaneffi^ 'of DardanelU. 
old Cefios and Abidos^ two Caftlei which command the Streight, and 
arc alihoft opjiofite one to the other; The former is iri Europe^ and the 
fatter in Afia, where all Ships outward bound areoblig'd to flop three 
Days, to be fearch'd for prohibited Goods, and Slaves who may en- 
deavour to make their cfcapd: Abidos is regularly fortify'd, and both 
are fo well provided with good Cannon that ^tis aimofl: impofliblc for a 
Veffel to pafs by. Day or Night, without taking its Difcharge, 

From thence we proceeded to Galtipoli, ten Leagues diftant : But, 
notwithftanding we had a pretty good Gale of Wind, we advanced ve- 
ry flowly, by reafon of the nrong Current which continually runs 
from the EaxM Sea into the ArchipeUgo. 

GMBipoH is a fmall City, fitoate oh the fide of an Hill, without any CaUitolu 
Fortification, and was tnc firft Place the Titrks t6dk at their entrmg in- 
to Europe^ having been trinfported (as^tis faid) by thtGanaefes for the 
lucre of gaining a Crown for each Mao ; to their eternal Infamy be it 
fpoken. Pafling thtt City nVc «ntrcd the Mar de Marmora^ antiently 
tSiWA PropontU^ and reacning as far as C£7;y/4ir//w^/(?, which is about 
fijcty Leagues. The firft reraatkable thing we faw was the ruin'd City 
oi Latrfpfico, being the antient PithjUfg^ where the Gbd PrUpm was Lampfico'. 
worfhip'd, and near it'theRcmaini of an old Wall, which had antient- - 
ly ferv'd to defend the Country frbm the Inturfions of the TrtJMs. Wc 
paflcd next by the Ifle of MArtior^^ and going on Shore at the Pemnfw Md^onn 
/j of Cdprdaii, walk'd out' to the Neck of Land which joins it p the 
Continent, to fee the antient City of Chizieo. 

Cyz^icHs^ heretofore the Ornament of Bifhinii, was very cbnfidcrabic CyzJcw. 
for itsStrength, Rich^, and Port, but principally for the ftately Mar- 
ble Tovrers, which were eftecm'd fome of the Matter pieces of Anti- 
quity. It was Ukewifc celebrated for a Temple of admirable Work 
dedicated to Jupinr^ and divers othet fflnvptuous Buildings, whence - 
(MW. 1. 1. Faft. 

Hint Ptopdntiitis bjtrentefH CySiicon ^«ijr, 
Cy^icon ^monUmfttegeritisoptis. 
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In 'this place was likewifckcpt the LApis fugitivus^ faftcn'd with Lead 
in the Town Houfe, becaufe it had often gone, or been carried off, do 
one knew how. They had likewifc, if we may credit ?ltnj^ a Foun- 
tain caird fonsHufdinis^ the Water whereof being drunk would ex* 
tinguifh the Flames of Love. But of all this State and Splendor there 
only remain fOme few and obfcure Footftcps, the reft being fwallowM 
up oy. devouring Time. The Marble Walls are for the mod part 
ftarrding ; but within theoi we faw nothing but a confufed heap o( 
Ruins, with high Walls, Arches, Vaults, and divers entire and bro« 
ken Statues. On a little adjoyning Hill we obferv'd the Reiicks of a 
great Caftle which ^eem'd ta have been very advantageoufly feared. 
The Inhabitants of the adjacent Villages told 11s, that many Statues, 
Pillars, and pieces of Marble^ with Gr^eiEr ^and Z^a//^ Infcriptions, bad 
been carried ofT^. and that other^s w^re daily found amongft the 
Ruins. 

Montamac. Our next abord was at MontMiac, a great Village on the Afi/uiek 

Shore, where all Goods that ate fent up to Burfa are Debark'd. We 
took Horfes for £ivry4 albout tenof the Clcfckinthe foreoodn, andgoc 
thither at the going down of the Sun. 
^ ButJa or Burft is th? antient Fwyi, built at the foot of Mount Oljmfus 

^^J'^* by PrufiM King of Bithima, or oy HaMihl according to P/zijy, and 
was the Seat of the OttomM Emperoiirs before they took ConfidntinopU. 
It s at preient a great and populous City, andefteem^d thebeft in all tht. 
lelTer Jfid. Its utuation is extreamly pieafant, for one part lies on the 
(ideof the Mountain, and the reft takes in divers little Hills, which 
gave us a very agreeable profpeft. The Country round about is very 
fruitful, but efpecially Mount Olympus j the lower part being a perfet^ 
Garden over-fpread with B47, Rofemdry^JeJfamji/rhfme^ Rofes^ Tulips j 

. Jmrnone^s^zn^tht like, which are naturally product by the Soil, but 

the Top is always cover'd with Snow. The Houfes arc well-built, and 
the Streets large, wi(h an ioBnity of Fountains, and Brooks of frefh 
water paffing'thro' the grcateft part. The principal Strufturc is the 
great Mofquee^ built round in form of a CupoU^ and fupported by divers 
liately Pillars, with an hole at the Tc^, by which it receives its light, 
having no Windows, like the Pantheon at Rome. In the middle of the 
Floor is a Fountain of Water, which, by little Channels in the Fake- 
ment, is carried to divers parts of the Mofquee^ dividing it into feveral 
little Area's or Plats. The people of the City fay it was built by Orcham 
their fecond Emperour : But I rather believe it to have been a PagM 
Temple^ for they often build them open at top to carry off the fmoak of 
their Sacrifices, judging ofthe event of things by the afcent thereof , as 
I obferv'd above. 

The next Building of any condderation is the Caravanfiara^ or Hofpital 
for the reception of Strangers, which is the fined in all Turkey, being a 
very folid and ftately Piece with CloyAers, Galleries, Stables, and 
large Chambers, capable of receiving a prodigious number of Guefts* 
The Commerce of this City is very confiderable, and lies chiefly in Silks 
and Cottons which are brought tnitber from Perfia^ and other parts of 
AJis^ in great abundance. 

We walkM out about a Mile firom the Town to fee the Hot Baths, 
which are of great repute in thofe parts for all forts of Lamenefs and 
Fainsof the Limbs. They are inclos'd within a round Building, in the 
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midft 6f which is the great Bath twenty, five foot fquare, and five deeji, 
with d«?ers little Rooms all round if, m which are hkewife Batjis ap- 
propriated to divers foVts of Diftcmpers, as we were told, tho* I l6und 
no difference but in the degrees of Heat; andfuppofe they corneal! froni 
the fame Spring. The Water has ft folphurious Smell; an a^luminou$ 
and ungrateful Taft, and is not usM inwardly. 

After tlirec days ftajr at Prnfa we returnM to our Vcflel, and palling 
the QulfioiChio ^ndNicdmedia^ wctit right to Confiann^oj>Ie, twenty 
Leagues diftarit from MontAnUc

The Pavement of the Church is a fort of Mof^ick-mrk^ wrought 
with Porphiry, Agat, Jafpcr, aod other fine Atones ; and likewife co- 
vcrM in divers places with rich Tapcftry. Wc faw noihing clfe 
but Lamps and Glafs globes, the ufuaiand only Ornan^entsofStfrii^i^ 

Mofquifs. 

Before the Church is a large Piazza, which was the aatient Hiffdro^ 
mus, where the Greeks heretofore had their Horfe^Races, and where 
the Turks exercifc their Barbs every Friday. There likewife ftill remain 
l^oObelisks^ and a Statue of three brazen Serpents twifted together, 
and placM there in times of Paganifm, as a TsUfinM^ to {bterc the 
City from Serpent*, 

1 he next confiderable Building is the New Mofqmeey a great fqoarc 
Edifice, built by Suhdn jicbmei with ftoiies taken from the Rniosof 7V^. 
Before the Door is a fpacious Court, with high Galleries all round fup- 
ported with (lately Marble Pillars. Jbc Pavement is of white Marbk, 
tn the middle whereof is a fine Fountain, from which we tf<xoded to 
the Church by eight Steps, but found nothing within but diven Dunps 
and Giafs-globes. We faw divers other Mofquns^ but found Ihtle 
difference, unlefs it were in their dimenHons, and that fome are more 
gilt than others. 

At one end of the City we &w the RuiQS of OmftdMiiw^s Palace 
where all theChriftian Emperours Uv'4 : but it^ fo miferably decayed, 
that there remains nothing but an heap of Stonos^ In another ^extremt- 
ty of the City we (aw an antient Caltle, jtakifig its nfime froiB feven 
Towers which compofe it, and ferving at pi^fent for a PrUbn of 
State. ' u . 

The OJa'^s of tjic jMifMriesKC large StruSurcs!, where they live in 
community all the tune they are not in Campagne,and are fumimM by the 
Gra^d Signar with Bread and Fleflv befides their ordinary Paf . They 
are not at prefent above Thirty thoyfaad in nuiph^r, having been re- 
duced by SuUm 6>/;n», who apprehended thactlicir feditious Tumults 
might prove dangerous and extn^mly prejudicial to.ihe Empire. They 
are for the moft ]^art Children of Cbrifiisns |akca nway by fwcc, and 
educated from their Infancy in their Religion and Martial Difcipline ; 
fo that they areefleem'd the beHl Soldiers in Turkey. They aredoath'd 
in Green, and comnunded by aoi AgA or Capiain General, with diven 
fubalterh Officers. Their Pay, ttx)? fmaD, is augmented if they Hiarry 
and have Children^ aad is. CQniinued ttiough they are ptfi Ser- 
vice. ' ... 

Their JB^A/i^f^ are of the nature ofour G^cbaoges, where they fell 
all forts of Merchandife. There, 9 ono for the Sale c^ Slaves, wbffe the 
Men are placM on on$ Tide, an^^hc V Vomea op (brother, aod Kdued 
at different Rates, according to tbiur refpeffcjve; >^jg» and Capacities. 
The "Jews buy up a. j^tdx , part qf . tnefe poor Captives at their Arrival ; 
for by reafon of their uhiverfal Correspondence with thofe ofcheir own 
Sed:, they eafily inform them^|vqs of tb& Qji^lity or Abilky of their 
Relations, and fix their Ranfpm accopding^. If they find no hkely* 
hood of benefiting by them that way, . tbey ioftru£): them in fiidb Arts or 
Trades as they^ find them capi^bl!^x>f, and icll then aftain fo.tfae Turks 
at very confiderable Raicfc . /, . 
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The Armtmdns have an ^oofe in thii City, vrhere their Patriarclj

The Room was all gilt ^ith Gold, 
and beautified with rich Marble, and the Floor cover d with the fineft 
Tapidry, which gave it a more than ordinary Luftre. As fooo as we 
were entred, the Envoy was led up to kifs the Sleeve of thcEmpcrour^ 
Robe, and after him all his Retinue one by one ; and then, having 
tnade his Speech by an Interpreter, he retircxi without receiving any 
Anfwer ; which is a meer piece <)f Tnfi^*//fr Grandeur : However, *ti$

The GrMiSignorh Apartments al* not tobc feen, nor the Quarters 
allotted for the Women. He oTually keeps iLbove Three hundred Con- 
cubines, as I am credibly infdrm'd, and tneft fom6 dftbif fineft young 
Women in the Empire, who live in a kind bf -Community^ and have 
an Eunuch and certain grave Matrons to govern them;' and manage the 
AfFaii;$oftheHoufe.

When he goes abroad, he is ufually accompany d 
by a great nUtober {^^dnifgrits^ aiid all his principal, Officers richly 
cloath'd, and walkingin order according to their refpc^ive Places and 
Dignities* He is coinmonly on Horfeback, and their march is fo very 
grave and flow^ that they are a lon^ time in pafling, giving People an 
occafionofviewing and adniiring the Grandeur of the Esnperour, and ' 
Bravery of his Attendants. 

There are divers Towns and ViDages all round CoB^MtiMfU^ but 
cfpccially on the Water^s fide. The principal IsGalldTd^ which lies on GaBoM. 
the fide of an Hill near the River, and joins to one Gate of the City^ 
being encompafs'd with an old Wall flank'd with divefs Towers. It's, 
well* built, pbpulous, and inhabited for the moft il^art by ChrifiUns^

to diftinguifh them from the Hoiife ot God,^ ijiod therefore bold it an 
undervaluing their Moffuees^ and, indeed, prophane to (hew any thing 
of State and Magnificence in the out-fide of their Houfes. The Gr^md 
Signer g€)es often thither for his Diverfioa, but {)rincipaQy to recreate 
himfelf with his Women. Certainly no Prince in the World fiodies 
more hi& Pkafure and Luxury^ nor is better provided with all fuch 
things as tend to indulge tl^Senfes; for, betides his majeftick Palaces* 
piea&nt Gardens^ |)oani]pous Rptinue, and fuperfluicy of all the mod 
coftiy Rarities (wtiKh (erve to dignify bis Staticxi^ and diftifi(^ii(h him

The Euicin Sea was atitiently cali'd .ixii^, from ^e Greek wori

who border'd en it, rand faaificed all Stranpijs, to their falfe Gods ; but 
t!hat People being afterwards fubdu'd and civilized by the Grtcim^ it 
took the Name of Euxin^ from ^iv^, whjch >fignifies bpj^dile. Tbe 
Turks call it tbe BJdck Ses ; but Ilmow not whether that ApeDation baa 
ivftreAce to the^Cruelty of the antieot Sifthuues^ or to the ill (j^litiei 
of the Sea, which is^ uuialiy verv teoipeihiCMis and dangerous T^hert 
pa(resa4E0aftafft Current from thijft Sea into ikn^ Anbi/eU^^ ; infittocb^

cp that diihrasi and bury aJI round their Towns for Want of room 
enoygh within. 

The Turksj from a fmall number of poor vagabond Scythians gathered 
cogictber between the Euxin and CaffUn Seas, have at lopg run ere3ed 
one of the tnoft potent Monarchies that ever antient or modern Hi- 
ftory informed us of, and (to give them their due) they did nK>re in foOr 
or five Iiuodfed Yeans thaii the Rmndms. did ineiglu' or nine. l*hey are 
at prefent JMbfters of a very confideiable part of the, tripte Continent! j 
for their Dominion extcpds it felf from Baft to Weft bekr a Thoufartd 
Leagues, and from North to South fonne^'hac mota tn Euro^^khcy 
have Greece^ part of HukgdrU^ Ddmaiim, Mfddsfbi^ Traptfihsma, l^a^ 
la^hi4^ BoffefMy and the liles of the ^iccitt^/^gi? * theRepdblick ^ Ru^ 
gnfd is under their Prcoaion. In JJU they po(fefs Ofid Minor, CdU^g^ 
SjpriAy P^lefiingj and the three Araimfsr with other Ima Her adjoyning 
Principalities. ThcG^or^M/warc lUceWife trR>utary td them. In Jfr:^ 
c£ they have Egyfty with divers Places which belocf^dTieretofore to the 
^MiySins^ and border upon Egyft ; moreover, Alg^r^ Trifoli^ and fanii 
are under their Protection, aim thofe of Fez and Morocco do them Ho* 
4nage. TIic GtMci Simmer ftiles himfelf, By the Grace cf thejvlf, great, 
4nA almighty Creator^ and thro^ the aiu^dance of kit chief Prof bePs Mir a^^ 
4les^ Eniferotir of viifarioHS Emferours ; Dijtributer ^ Crowns to the 
greatest Princes of the Earth ; Servsnt of the two moB aug^Si and facred 
Cities Mecha and Medina ; Prote&or 4md Governour of the holy Jerufa- 
km; LordoftbegreMteB jfdrt of AfiZy 4if J Africa conq^er^d with our w^ 
iforicfti Sword and dresdftul Lance, viz. the Coantnjs and Kjf^dotns of 
Natolia, Caratnania, ^ypt, Gr(Ecia> Themifuar, Bo6ia, Scgctum, 
s,nd all the Coantreys of the Parthiaiis^ Chuthans, ond Georgians ; of the 
Iron Gacc, Lcflfer Tartairia, Cyprus, Arbequir, Aleppo, Arferon, Da^ 
taalcus, Babybn^ Baffata, life Arabia^ Abec, Tunis, Tripoli,, Bar- 
Isary, 4nd of moi^ other Connlr^Sy Ijb, StreightSy Paffages^ Peofle^ Fa^ 
eniiieSj snd Generations ; and of many Millions ofAiiHions of valiant War^ 

tiers y who rrfofe emder the Obedience amdjn/iice of me — ^ ly the Clersce 

of God the Recmsrfe of the greste'B Primes its the World, and the Refc^e cf 
kmoMfdlt Emp^Qssrs^ . 

The whole Empire is divided into thirty five BegUrMies or Proviur 
ces, cachJiaving its Vice^Roy, widbi divers inferionr Officers to ad un^^ 
do: him. Thefe Gav«k*nours are ufually the Children of Chrifiians ta« 
ken away by force, and brought up in the Mahometan Religion ; fo 
that, tho' the GriMd ^i^ixr comoionly ftraoglcs them on very light 
Groundb,.]efpecially if 1^ thinks thenf rich, be needs not fear any Scdr^ 
tion, orobher ill ConCequeooCi '^t may folkiw pn their aaount, be- 
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cniife their Friends and Relations are not known ; and, if chcy were, 
would be incapable of embroyling the State, 

The Turkh (landing Forces arc not great, coofidcring the vaft extent 
of his Empire, Thirty fourdioufand Horfe and Thirty tboufand Jmi* 
faries^vi^ho fcrvc on foo^bcingall that are ufiially inconAant Pay : But on 
occaHon, all ilie Provinces areoWrgM tofurnifn their Proportion accor- 
ding to tlie exigence ; and for tliis feafon, tho^the Turkifi Armies are 
very numeious, they are commonly fo ill difdplin'd, that the GermMs^ 
with an Army of forty or fifty thoufand Men, dare carry on a Wara- 
gainft the whole Ottomdn Force. T heir Strength coofiftsin Multitudes, 
and thofc oftentimes fo uocxperienc'd, that they are prefently hurrid 
into diforder and cOnfufion. Moft of their Fortrefles aregarrifonM by 
the MilitU of their refpcftive Provinces, at whofe Charges tbcjr arc 
Jikewife cloathM and paid. TbtGrsnd Signer can on occafion xtc on 
foot an Army of Three hundied thoufand Men, with the auxiliary 
Forces, hchas from the Tdrurs when he dcfircs them, tbo' he ieldom 
comes into the Field with above One hundred or Ona hundred and fifty 
thoufsrnd at m6(\. TheGra/v^r/)!ir commands in chief, being as well Ge^ 
neralof all the Onomsn Forces, as principal Minifler of State; aod all 
Ofiices, both Civil and Military^ are in bis difpo&I. 

His Naval Force confifts in about One hundred and twenty or One 
hundred and thirty Gallies, entertained, as I am informed, in divers 
parts of his Dominions; but they are generally very poorfy manod, 
for he wants expert Seamen, and has hardly yet rtcoverM what he loft 
at tiie Battle of Lef$mo. The Admiral of the Port is call'd Dins Beg^ 
Ufln, and afls at Sea with an arbitrary Power, uTmg no othw Form of 
Judicature but his oWn bare word. 

Theordmary Revenue of the Empire is fatd not to exceed the Sum 
of Ten Millions of Crowns^ all ( barges dcfravM ; which is railed by 
Cuftoms, Crown^lands, Tribute laid on CAri/ri4«/ and Jfwx, Confiica* 
tions, and'Gifts. But, in truth, the Income isimmenfe, and 'tis im- 
podible to fix any determinate: Sum, fince he is the abfolute and arbi- 
trary Difpofer ot his Subjeds. Eitates and Goods, difpoflefling, difin- 
lieriting, and taking all to himfeU at pleafure. He claims the Goods of 
all fuch as die without Heirs or very near Relations, who aro very 
numerous forafmucbasa great part of his Military, Civile and Dome* 
ftick Officers are the Children o\CbriJtiAns fas 1 obfervM above j who 
feldom marry, being efteemM lefs capable ot Bufinefsin that State than 
when Hngle. LaAly> we may add to his Revenue the vaft Sums 
which are fpent in raifing and maintaining the MitkU of his Provinces ; 
foi* tlio' that Money comes not into his Treafury, at leaft 'tis fpent in 
Jbis Service. 

|jearning (as I luve obfervM elfewhere) is in little vogue amongft 
ihe Turks ^ their falfe Propliet having, if not quite forbidden it, at leaft 
counfeird them to the contrary. They ftudy nothing but the AUtnrsHy 
in which all fuch areinftrufled as are deiigo'd for Divinity or Law ; 
for their Forms of Judicature as well as Principles of Rel^iou are ta* 
ken from that fame Book. The Mufii^ or chief Frieft, is iiyipream 
Judge of all. matters of Law as well as Confcience, and in fo great Re* 
putation amongft them, that the Emperour confulcs him in all difficult 
Cafes, as the infallible Oracle of Truth: However, it foroetimes hap- 
pens that, if he chance to thwart bis Defigos^ he is not iQ feek ef an 
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xf pedient to difpatch him as well as his other great Subjeds. The 
Mtifti like wife on his part is fo firangely adorM by ttie People, that oo 
any great Difcontent or Pique againft the Emperour, the leafl Marks 
of his Difpleafure are capahle of hurrying the Vulgar into Mutinies, 
which have provM fatal to iotat of their greateft Monarths. 

Their Funerals and Marriages are as exotick as their other CuHoms. 
When they begin to defpair ot the Recovery of a fick Pcrlon, a Pcieft 
is feot for, who having exhorted bim to fettle his worldly Affairs, he 
reprefents to him the Delights the Prophet Mohamet \^^'iX\ prepare for him 
ift Hestven, if he make a good fcnd, a (Turing him of all thofe fenfual 
Fleafures which are moft agreeable to Flefh and Blood. He telU him. 
He (hall feed with the Prophet on wonderful Meats, and have a multi- 
tude of Wives of unaccountable Beauties and Perfedions, with a thou* 
fand fuch Fables, which fet the poor Wretch a longihg to be at tb^ 
Banquet, and to gratify his Paflions by thfe Enjoyaient of what the De- 
luder fets before his Eyes in fuch beautiful Colours. They hire poor 
Women to affitl them in weeping over the dead Bodies, which Cuftom 
feems to have hem aotieotly u(ed in the Eaiiern Countrys, and hinted 
at b^ the Prophet Jtremj. 

The crying Ceremony being over,they are carried to the Burial-place, 
and, whilft the Body is interring, the Prieft reads certai(i Chapters of 
the AUorM^ and the Aflillants repeat certain Prayers for the Soul of i;he 
deceafed. This being done, they diftribute Bread .and Flefh to the 
Poor, who are to eat it on the place^ and pray Ukewife for the Pcrfon^s 
Soul. 

Their ContraQs of Marriage are fignM before the Cody or Judge of 
the place, where the Man uid Woman, joyning Hands, promife a 
mutual Union, not for Term of life, but for as long as they can agree 
together. The Men buy their Wives ^ fp that a Mao.can have no bet* 
ter Eftate than plenty of Daughters, who are valued according to their 
Quality or Endownvents, . and carry nothing with them but a few 
HouQiold Goods. • They titfiy marry as many Wives as they can main* 
tain, and divorce them again on very li^bt Reafons with the confent 
of the Csdj^ but the Chitoren remain witb*^ the Husband. Tbey alfo 
ufe their Slaves as frequently as their Wives ; but if they happen to be 
with Child they get th^iLiberty, andthelflue (hares in the Fathers 
Goods as wettas thofe iltat are borntinder Wedlock. . 

As for their Manners i can give no very particular account, fince they 
difier according to the Country orClimate which they inhabit. How- 
ever, they are generally 4ey out, fober, grave, cunning, and punftual 
to their wbrd« .. Their Heads arc always (havens widi one Lock left, 
by which Aishometis to puU them up to Heaven; as the Vulgar fbdiflily 
ifancy. Their Turkdnts are'aU white, aoeptii^ fuch as are faid to be 
defcended from the Prophet Mdboma, aad pab for his Relations, and 
thefe wear them gfeen. AU Chrifii^$vt forbidden^ under a oooil fe* 
vere Penalty, tbe wearing of etthtr of thefe Colours, at ieafl unmix'd 
In theirordinaty SalutatioQS they only iacliae their Heads^ and lay one 
Hand on theh: Breaft. 
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HAVING i^zStAzMotiihtxConfifmmfle^ and gotclKft* 
fir's Pa fs port, wc cmbark'd with two Stveiks aod three 
FriBch Gentlemen, who had hired a Bark to vifit the Iflcs of 
the ArcbifeUgo wJiicb lyM in their way homeward. HaviDg 
paflcd down the Frofontii and hkfk^ontj tfaefirft Place of Rentark we 
found, was the little Ifle of Imbros^ now called Lembro, which lies at 
the entrance of the Gmlf ef CtmtejfM^ where the River /m^i^r falls into 
the Sea. It has a fmall Town of the (acne Name, and was hercofore 
confecrated to Mimtva and certain fabttknis ^ods the Sons of yuU 
cAn^ who had Temples ere£t«d there to their Honour. At the bec^ 
torn of the Bay lies the antiepc 5f/g/r4, famous for the Birth oiAriftth 
tUy calPd at prefent LibdnouAy and woaderftiUy decay'd^ is appears by 
theRuios. ^ 

We (aird next to SMmotbrati, another little Ifknd ( about ten Miles 
from the main Land of Thrsa ; calPd at prefem Samsmb^M, and faere- 
tofbro DdriMtM^ from DsrdaMas ^hoDed thitfaer with the PsBdAim after 
the Deftrxjftion of Troy. It has divers fmall Ports, witlVa Town on 
theNorthfide^and abounds in Honey and Deer. There the Sacrifices and 
Ceremonies proper to' each God were antteriii)^taug|]^ and Strangers 
initiated in thofe Rights, which^ye(kemMi futisdei^eea^nftan 
the accidents of Man's life. • '• •; 

Amongft other natural Rarities we found hete a foTtof^Mne hither- 
to undifaibM W Naturalifts. 'Tis of a IPentagorttI Figure ( fee 
TAB« li. F^. t^#;^ half a foot long, and about two Indies broad on 
«idbiSide. 'Tis handler tharrMiirblQ^ of a reddt&i Colour^ with tbetwo 
isftt divided i&io five Tri angJexanfwerhig to the Sides, and in what part 
foeveryou break in; youfindiheikmeRays : folhatitftenistofaecom- 
pc^dof five Pri/W/ unitedb^ ihemear contlad of tlleir po&e Super* 
6des, and, indeed^ I^hatrlqifintted foffle otthen by the Stroke of a 
Hammer. Itinay^ poflibi^y be tmiCd amonglt the BtMmitH. 

We went next to Mount At bos ^ or Monte Hanro^ whidi'iiesofi the 
firm Land between MacedonU and Thnce. We Went on Ihore, and 
found the Mountain higli^ indeed, but not to that excefs as it's defcrib d 
by Poets 9nd Hdftorians, who fei^n its Shadow to reach as far as the 
]ue oflamnof, which is atleaft Eighty Miles diftant : nor is the Afcent 
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fo very difficulf, that Xerxes ticfeded to have cut a Way over to pafi 
his Army. It is about aa hundred Miles in compafs tt the bottom, aod 
inhabited by Oi-eek Monks who call it '' A>iov "Oei^ or Holy Mountain, 
from the multitude of Religious Men who have 27 Monafterics difpers'd 
up and down die Hill. In truth, they could not have chofen a more 
pteafani^ fruitful, and healthy place, if they had fought all Grwe over; 
Thore are at leaft Ten thoufand of thole Monkt, who retire thither to 
fequeftcr themfelves ( as they call it) from the World, the old Men 
keeping the Convents, and performing the Office trf their Order, whilflf 
the Young are empIoyM abroad in manuring the Land, and only obliged 
to aflift at their refpe^ive Monaftiries on Sundays and Holy- 
days. 

T he Monks lliewM us where therehad been a Fountain of Water in 
a little Chappel on the fide of the Mountain, which was frequented by 
the People of the Ntigbbouring Country with a great dca 1 of devotion. 
This Fountain had for tnauy Ages been perennial, and never fuier'd the 
ksaft difoinution during the greateft droughts (. when others wholly 
£uPd) till about three Yekr before^ when fome Labourers, digging 
.Stones out of an old (joatit a Iktle above il,gave vent to a large Stream 
of Water which liddsnljrguniVl out, and running for fome hours, 
overik)W*d the Plain at tbe toot of the Mountain.' The Spring was at 
the fame time dried up, and confequB&tly muft have been kd by tTiat 
water. I doubt not but iltere are many tuch Receptacles or Caverns i n 
the Bowels ol the Earth tapabie of contaimng a plentiful fupply for di- 
vers Pountaiiis, and being nom time to cimtttcruited by Rains, Snow, 
and other ccwdensM Vaponi^ may render them perennial without any 
foifible increafeor decreafe. 

We were very kindly rcceivM and cntertain'd in a Convent at the 
bottom ^f the Mountain, and next Morning fiiidirtg the wind 
^vourable, fee fail for LabMi, and arrived in the Road after two 
days. 

This lOand was hcnetofors calFd OfhkufM from the great number of Lemnon 
Serpents, DkCfokt ftom its two famous Cities, and Mthdu by reafon 
of the fire which often iffubd from the fulphurious Earth, which gave 
the Poets ab occafioa of ifcigning rukM to have been caft down head- 
long into this Ifland;- At-iwefeht tc bears the Name of Stttlimene, and 
is about One bundled Mil«s in circuit, ttio* ?Umj gives it but twenty 
fevcn tmdrhalf. Thfr chief) Towik is L(»^ffOi, or Mpind^ (ituate en a 
Rock, wljichadvtoom'uuo^he Sea, 4nd defended by a Caflle bull;: on / 
the iiigheft bftt thertiof. ' llleixxr is the Mthnt Hephiflias^ now call'd Hcfheflitu. 
Coebini, Mnnie iU'land^ oetcfiraned hefeto(bt« for the 1 empie of Futatn, 
where the FMti wiA haw 'A/fffrr«itfo Mvt hkib6r felf when VuicMn 
demanded^herof 3F<rp''^^ <n Marriagje.. There remains little of it at 
prefent btit JEluins, ot which the Inhhbicants cdtild give. us no <xu 
tain account. 

: We wait irom thence c6 the bart«i little Hill M^teSi confecf ated 
of old iht^nksti, from wlwnct they %3ik6t\»Terrd Lemmtoi great ufe 
inPhyfiok*' Ac the place where thivp dig this Earth (tands a little 
Chappel, d^lM $oiers^ dediated toour Saviour,and feispthy the Greekr, 
The Eivrafloe that leads to the Vein ii (hut up, and ()penM only on the 
(ixth of i«£«^,at which time the GreAt« go thither in ^rdce(rit>n,and, afccr 
divers Pray«rs and Cdremofues, open the hole, taking out a» much 
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Earth as they pleafc, and Scaling it with the Graml Sigfior\ Seal, 
compos'd of divers Turhjb Gharaders ; which being done, they (hut it 
/ up again 'till the next Year. From this Seal it take^ the Namci^/ Terrs 
HagtllatA, and is us'd by the Guth and Turks as a Sovereign Remedy 
againft Fluxes, and all torts of Foyfon. Galen tells us, that 
the Priefts of Dung usM fuch Ceremonies in Digging it in his tiaac, and 
gives us the Method they obfcrvM in preparing it, L. 9, De FdcmU. 
6imp. Med. But it's very remarkable, that, noDwithilanding the vail 
quantities that are taken thence yearly, ihty always find the Vein full the 
next Year, which they attribute to a multiplication of theHartb^ by I 
know not what Miracle ; tho^ I am •f opinion, that it rather proceeds 
from fome fermentation of that Sulphurious Earth in the Body of the 
Mountain, by whicli it delates it felf, and confequeotly fills up the place 
of that which is carried off, 

-This Ifland is in fome places very barren, and in others as fcrdle, 
yielding a great deal of good Corn, Wine, and all other NccelTartes ex- 
cept Wood, which is fcarce ia all parts. They reckon about 35 Vil- 
lages which are Inhabited by Grttks of the Cbriftian Religion, who 
have their Churches and Convents, with aD freedom imaginable, pay* 
ing only a fmall Tribute to the Grsnd Sigmar. The number ot the 
7 urks is very inconfiderable ; for, befides fuch as are in Garrifon, we 
fcimd few or none as we walk'd up and down the Ifland. 
Sciro. WepafsM next to thelfle of Sciro^ fituate in the further part of the 

Gulf oiMmro ox Sinus PiUgkns^ which, thb* of Eighty Miles circuit, 
is barren, incultivated, and alnfK)ft left defolate. Such aslive there are 
for the mod part Greeks^ the Turks reffding in two Caftki at the Eaft 
and Weft ends of the Ifland. They boaft of Homer's being buried 
there. 

Before we leftthelfland four Chriflian Slaves ( Natives cSHnngmd) 
having made their efcape in a foiall Boat from Chio^ anddeiignioe for 
the Merely were by ill weather unfortunately thrown on cliis Imnd. 
Being feiz'd by the Governour^s Order, and threatened witli the Ba- 
flonado, unlefs ihey confefsM, they ownM the whole matter of ftfi:, as 
to their efcape, and defign ; but conceaPd that which foon afier prov'd 
faul to them. They were inmnediately lent back with a Gsard^ who 
returning brought word that they had fet their Fdtrcmh Houfe on fire 
in the Nighttime, and efcapM in the hurry ; fot which Aty werccon* 
demnMtoan hundred and fifty flrokeson their bare feet, and then to 
be hang'd; which was accordingly dcxie on the very day of 
their arrival, and iheir Heads fet up on the Walls of the Caftle lor a 
terrour to others, as is ufuatly done in thefe parts of the World. 
jsk^ofm. The Wind being fovourable we MM next to Negrofpm Hat antknt 
Eutddy which is feperated from the firm Lacxi of Mbdidhj the Enrifms^ 
and joyn'd i>y a Bridge fortified with a ftroog Caftle. In the narrow 
Channel of the Eurifus the Current runs forward and badkward divers 
times aday, the reciprocal motion whereof lb puzzl'd Jrifiotk that in 
a melanchoUy fit he is faid to have leap d from a Rock tnA drowned 
himfelf, becaufe he couki not com^A-ebend the thing. This Ifland isthe 
greatefl: and moft confiderable in the JrchifeUgo^ being at leaft One 
hundred and forty Miles in length from Cdfo Chimi to Cdpo Gerefis^ and 
Three hundred and fixty in circuit. But its breadth is very diflereot, 
being in fome places near forty Miles, and in others hardly ten. Some 
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fay it was divided frotn the Continent by ah Earthquake ; and, indce^^ 
they arc very frequent there, but efpcciafty near tlie Streight. 

The diief City is the antient ChaUis, calFq at prefent Negrefohty and 
by the Turks^ Chimeren, built On a plain in the middle of the Euripus^ 
and communicating with the firm Land by a CHdgfc. It was heretofore 
a Colohy of the Atbemim^ and is faid to have taken its Name from 
Chdlcis the Daugtcr of Jfif, or from the Greek ' word \aiK'^k^ fignify ing 
fir^^t bocaufe it was there firft I;^d'i](i ufe. Tb^ Town ha^ nothing at ^ 
prefent vety remarkable. 

The Iflind Was taken ^vamthit t^ineitMs By Mshcmet ll, in the Yeai- 
i4^iy Bduh Erieeh being Governour, whoCe Daughter being taken 
Prifoner, and prefcntcd to the <jfr4)TJ 5/g wr for her adrnirable Beauty, 
aind other Accomplifhmetits of Body and Mind, kill'd her felf to pre- 
vent the Infidel from uHng violence on her Chaflity. Shfe out*did the 
^worthy Roman Liy^rff/Vi, ^nd had (he liv^d in thofe davs might have 
had Temples and Altars ere6):ed to her honour, and been plac'd a:' 
mongft the deitite of the (irft Rank.

others of no lefs power, Neee(fifj ahji Imfoffihility, and that he might 
tate which he UkM bclV. ^ The Repiv fo nettled the Afhenians^ that 
tUxy food ^^^ invaded andtook the JUand by force. 
. Tfaete'is a poor litite Town of thcfamc Name, inhabited by Greeks 
arid Tivriiri, Add defended by an 6Id Ca^te. There are divers Mona- 
steries oi Greeks and Rometk C±thoXv^y who have the free exercife of 
ihtir Religion.

driven on fhorc before they can weather the Point. The Natives hke-. 
wife frequently fwim out in the dark of the Night, and cutting the Ca- 
bles of fuch Ships ascome^toanclioriothe Road, fetthem adriftagainft 
the Rocks* This obi^g'4 us to keep out our Boat with a Guard for our 
fecurity, and that very luckily, as it happened ; for in the depth of the 
Night they perceived two iCden fwimniing towards them^ and gave 
them chafe /or a confidq^ble time. When our Men came i!bar them 
they div da way like Duck;, rifing again at a Diftance ; however, they 
ajc length took pi^e of them, and brought him on board. Some were 
for hanging h^m, and others for tyinghis Hands and Legs and throwing 
him overboard 5 but the Captain, by a more moderate Sentence, caus'd 
his Nofeartd.

On ao 
Eminence a little above the Town ftands the Caftle, garrifon'd by the 
yenttuns, who defended it againft the T«r*y in the Year 1571 with 
more then ordinary bravery. The bcft, and raoft frequented Harbour 
is that of Natu, which is very fafc, and lies on the Weftem part of 
the Ifland. There are likewife near fifty great and fmall Villages, all 
inhabited by thofe of the Greek Church under the £cclefiaftk:ai Jurit- 
di^ion of the Patriarch ofCoaftantinofU : but the Citivedsare for the 
mod part UaHms^ and R^m4$i Catholicks, having a BUhop, who is 
Suffragan to the ArchbiOiop of Corfou. The ProviAitor precides in all 
Affairs both Civil and Military, Governing according to the Laws 
of yeniee. 

In the' Year 1 544, as they were digging to fey the Foundation of the 
Convent S.M4ru Grathfa, they found a Marble Tomb with this In* 
feription.

In the Tomb were two Vrm of Glafs, one fill'd with Aflies, and thtt

They who 

fpeak of his Affaffination, tell us not what became of his Body ; to thac 

'tis conje£lur'd it might have been burnt, and the Aflies carried off by 

his Adherents, who, tis likely, fled to avoid the feme blow, and fecurd 

themfelves in this Ifland ; hiildring likewife by that means hii Body 

from being expos'd to publick Ignominy. 

VVe left Tjmt^ and having a good Wind and a fmafi Baric bound 

Ctfhalmi*. for CephdloMMy cntted the fort of Erggfioi^f after four Hours faiL Tins 

Iflana is near One hundred and fixty Miles io compafs, and (aid to take 

its Name from one Cefhsl/ts an Aflociate oiAmfbitrion ; or from ^ 

Greek wotd Kt^a^H, (ignifving a C*ft or Promoittorjt becaufe it appear^ 
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to be fuch, in refped oiAe»nt»U^ when view'd at a diftance. It 
lies twelve Miles from the Ifle of 2^/, near the firm Land of Aetcrn^ 
«r/4, and in the Mouth of the Giv^ of J>£4»f0, where the Chrifiism ob- 
tained a very fisnal ViQory. againft the iltvri^f, iti the Year 1571, va- 
dtttheCondnjciofDfitfyoMofJuftriA; in which bloody Fignt HUt 
Bsff* the Admiral, and Twenty nine thot^nd Infidels were kiIl*o, 
Forty thoufand taken Prifoners, and Fourteen thoufand ChrifttM Slaves 
fet at liberty. Had the renetiMs made fuch ufe of Ae Vidory as they 
might, they might eafily havecetriev'd thdr former Loffe^ and kept 
the Turk at a greater diftance. 

The Ifland is mountainous, but abounding with Bt*mn, Hmc^ 
Waxf and all forts of Fruiis ; and defc^ive hi Knle but IVater, We 
walk'd about five Miles into tte Land, to a fm^Il City which bears the 
Name of the Ifland, fituate on an Hill, and lemarkablefor nothingbur 
its Strength. Forn GuifcatJit is not fo fpacious nor fecure as thac of

The Repttblick fends thither every two Veartf a new FroviJitor and 
Jnttniant^ who have the management of all Afiairsof ihomenc which 
concern the State, and govern according to the Liws of V'ttnte. The 
Inhabitants of the Ifland are Gfttks^ and have the free exercifeof their 
Religion like thofc of Zjmt. The Roman Catholick$2xt but few befidea 
theMagiftratesandS3ld4ers; however^ they have a fiifliop who is 
Suffragan to the Arch biihop of C^m* 

We embarked here for the Ifle of &r/M^ and paly'd by that of st. MMtn. 
St.JUaitre, antiently cali'd Leucadia^ from tke white Rocks and Glifts 
which encompals it. 'Tis fakl to have been a Peninfitta in former Ages, 
and joyn'd to the Main^land, as we may gather from Ovid. Metam. t$.

,The circuit of this Ifland comes neer to Eighty Miles. The Town of 
St. JUaure was the antient Neritm^ famous in Hiftory for a Temple de- 
dicated tbjlpifffa^ near to which Love^fick Perfons threw themleivesofi* 
a certain Rock into the Sea to cure their fottiih Paflioa 
. Leaving St. Maare^ and pafling Cafe FiguU (the antient AHhm 
wbsre jltigmftut and ABtonim lought tor the Empire ot the World) we 
coafled along the Shore of Alinnia to the I/le ot Ccrjou, which lies at c^rfon. 
the entrance of the Gulf of Vtmct^ and is one of the chief bnlwdrks 
of that State; This Ifland is of a iemi^circular Figure, fifty four Miles 
in length, twenty four in breadth, and One hundred and twenty in 
circuit. ^*rwas antiently caliM Tkeacia^ Ccrcyra^ Stheria^ aid Al^oi. 
The Southern part is hilly, rocky, and barren ; but the reft is as. fruit- 
fiiJ, in producing WiM, Oil^ Hwejiy and all fona of Fruits. Hie 
chief Town is likewife called Qorfou^ Well fortified, ftrongly g^fon* 
ed| and honoured with an ArcfaiepKcopal See. The Harbour is good 
and fpacious, but theTraffick not very confiderable. The Ifland was 
invaded by the 7urk$ under Solimam II. but they were torced to quit 
the E^terprize, can yingneverthelels One hundred and fixty thoubnd

VVbilfl: we were there becalmed for fome Days, we went on Shore in 
the lefler of rhe Ifles of S. Maria de Tremiti, antiently call'd Ififitls Di* 
emtdea. The Ifland where we landed is barren andininhabited, but 
wonderfully fiock'd with divers lorts of Sea-Fowl^ which afforded us 
fe great deal of divertifement in (hooting ; for they are ia ttme, by bet- 
ing feldom molefted, that we could make feveral Shots following be- 
fere they would l ea ve their ftation. Atnoogftthereft^vekiirdtwo of 
rhe Aves Dimedea^ fo callM from the Companions of Diomedes^ whom 
the Poets feign to have been transformed into thefe Birds. *Tis only

4 k s a flow flyer, makes its Neil on 
thfc ILoeics with a tew Reeds and its own Feathers, and lays five or fil 
Eggs of a dusky Cobur, and of the bigne(s of thofe of a Pullet : we 
roafttd one of them on Biard, bui the Flefh was tough, and favoui^d fa 
ftluchof Filh, that no onecar'd to eat it. 

Whilft welay there becalm'd,we went feveral Mights on ^lore to takd 
AftroRomical Obfervationsfrop thetopoi an Enaineiice. Sigmr Gidcamo 
RoffchijZ NegfdlitM Gentleman>had with him a Tilefcaft for thatpurpofe, 
being of C4;»^if ^/"s make^ and about forty Fooot k>ng, with a MMclume to 
mount it, the fame that has been already defcribM by the MaJemid 
Pbific0-MdthemafUs at Rome. The principal Remark we made was ia 
the Enfis Orients, which Confidlatk^n appears co the Eye to becom*^ 
posM of three Stars ; but^ when view'd with a Ttkfeffe^ each ctf the 
three (hews it feif to be a Congmti of Stars placM near together. Li 
the middle Aftronomers have obferv'd, fome twelve, and others thir- 
teen Burs, whereof fix feem to bft placed in a ddrk bkck part of the 
Firmattent, like other fixed Stacs^ and the reft in a lucid Orb, like the 
Gdldxid. Thehrahtnefs of that part of the Firmament in which ^ 
(aid Stars are f^cd^ inducM People to think that there mud be more 
Stars, either fmaUcTf or more remote, and coofequently out of (ight: 
Apd^ itdeed^ they bit the. Mark, in their Con jef^urC) forweoblciv'd 
<f ight. greater Stats and tlvee leflcr ; and, I doubt not, but/ bad cur 
7>/(/^/tf been k)0ger, ive might have difcoverM more.
